Mentioned in despatches of Sir Robert Sale, 30 October 1841 and 7 April 1842; and of Major-General Sir George Pollock, 9 September 
and 14 September, 1842. 

Arthur Philip Savage Wilkinson was first commissioned into the 13th Light Infantry on 25 December 1822, and promoted to Lieutenant 
on 16 December 1824. He served with the 13th Light Infantry throughout the Burmese war, including the landing at Cheduba, storming 
the stockade, and capture of the island; affair at Kumaroot, storming of seven stockades at Kumaroot, attack and capture of Syriam, 
actions near Rangoon on the 1st, 5th, and 7th December, 1824; the storming of Kokein, where he was wounded and, in recognition of 
his gallantry, promoted to Lieutenant the following day; expedition to Bassein, and capture of Negrais, Bassein, and Lamina; actions at 
Sembike and Nadadee, storming of Melloon, and battle of Pagahm Mew. 

Wilkinson next saw action at Ghuznee in Afghanistan in 1839, where a company of the 13th under his command succeeded in 
capturing the redoubt of the fort, took two enemy standards and captured sixty prisoners. He was promoted to Captain on 6 September 
1839 and also served in the expedition to Girishk, the storming of the Khoord Cabool Pass, the affair of Tezeen, the forcing of the 
Jugdulluck Pass, on which occasion he was especially mentioned in despatches by Major-General Sir Robert Sale, and at the reduction 
of the Fort of Mamoo Khail. 

He served with distinction as one of the 'Illustrious Garrison' throughout the heroic Defence of jellalabad, including the sorties on the 
14th November and 1st December, 1841, 11th March, 24th March, 1st April, and 7th April, 1842. On 24th March Wilkinson's 
company sortied out of the Peshawar Gate and were established as skirmishers around the ruins of some old forts, the remainder of the 
regiment being held in reserve, finally retiring in perfect order under fire. In the general action and defeat of Akbar Khan before 
jellalabad on 7th April 1842, command of the Centre column devolved on Captain Wilkinson after the fall of Colonel Dennie. 

In the advance on Cabul, Wilkinson commanded the 13th Light Infantry at the storming of the heights of jugdulluck, the general action 
at Tezeen, and the recapture of Cabul. At the storming of the jugdulluck Pass he led the regiment against the hill considered to be the 
key to the position, the lofty heights being assaulted by two columns, commanded by Wilkinson and Captain Broddfoot. For these 
services Wilkinson was promoted to Major by brevet on 4 October 1842, and made a Companion of the Bath. He returned to England 
in 1844, and purchased his Majority on 3 November 1846, retiring by sale of his commission some five years later. Major Wilkinson 
died in 1 874. 

Wilkinson was one of the few officers and men of the 13th Light Infantry to receive the second, or 'Flying Victory', issue of the 
jellalabad medal. The original Mural Crown medals, struck in India, were distributed to the regiment on the west bank of the Sutlej 
River on 14 December 1842. These were the first medals to be awarded for the war in Afghanistan and were considered to be inartistic 
and rather unattractive. Accordingly a second issue was struck at the Royal Mint in London and offered in exchange for the original 
medal, but the soldiers were now proud of their medals and few accepted the offer of exchange; it is believed only about 37 from the 
13th did so at first. In the following years a further ten also applied for the Flying Victory type, one as late as 1876. The initial batch of 
these medals, at least, were officially impressed with the names of the recipients.

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Frederick Wilmot Barron was born in June 1880 and was educated at Radley and the R.M.A. Woolwich. 

Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery on the eve of the outbreak of the Boer War, he was quickly embarked for South 
Africa, and served in operations in the Transvaal, east of Pretoria, July to November 1900, including the actions at Reit Viei and 
Lydenburg; also in later operations in the Orange River Colony and Cape Colony (Medal & 3 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was serving as a Captain at the War Office. Quickly advanced to Major, he was 
embarked for France as a Staff Officer, in which capacity he would afterwards serve in Gallipoli, Mesopotamia and Persia. According 
to one obituarist, he was 'in the thickest of the fighting' and, in addition to his award of the O.B.E., he was five times mentioned in 
despatches {London Gazettes 13 July 1916, 15 August 1917, 12 March and 27 August 1918, and 5 June 1919, refer); so, too, awarded 
the French Croix de Guerre {London Gazette 7 June 1919, refers). 

Between the wars, Barron remained employed on the Staff at the War Office, latterly as Inspector of Fixed Defences 1934-38, in which 
capacity he visited Hong Kong and Singapore and was awarded the C.B. Having then been placed on the Retired List as a Major- 
General in the latter year, he was recalled in September 1939 and served as Inspector of Fixed Defences, G.H.Q. Home Forces and 
War Office, 1939-41, as well as serving as a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Home Guard. 

The General, 'a kind and Christian gentleman', who always 'treated others with consideration and respect', died at his home in 
Whitchurch, Devon in January 1963, aged 83 years; sold with copied research.

'It is no exaggeration to say that in a service manned by heroes he was universally admitted within three months to be 
one of the most brilliant and daring. Major Bishop, V.C., was under his command in the squadron, and he himself told 
me at a later date that for cool and unshakeable courage he never in his experience met Scott's equal. Readers of 
Bishop's book will remember the part played by the "Major" in one of its most thrilling episodes. The "Major" was jack 
Scott. He had accident after accident, escape after escape, and those who knew him began to say he bore a charmed 
life ... ' 

Group Captain A. J. L. "Jack" Scott's obituary in The Times, written by the Lord Chancellor, the Rt. Hon. Earl of 
Birkehead, refers. 


The outstanding Great War ace's C.B., M.C., A.F.C. group of five awarded to Group Captain A. J. L. "Jack" Scott, 
Royal Air Force, late Sussex Yeomanry and Royal Flying Corps, a gallant New Zealander who overcame serious leg 
injuries to gain ace status during his tenure of command of No. 60 Squadron in 1917: although he had to walk with 
sticks and often had to be helped into his cockpit, he won a reputation for being a most determined fighter who had a 
habit of flying off alone over the lines and getting into trouble - a habit shared by one of his Flight Commanders, 
"Billy" Bishop, who was awarded the V.C. on Scott's recommendation 

Post-war, he wrote the history of No. 60 Squadron and commanded the Central Flying School at Upavon, in addition 
to serving as Secretary to Winston Churchill in his capacity as the Secretary of State for Air - in which role he acted as 
the great man's flying instructor: undoubtedly marked out for the highest echelons of command, he succumbed to 
influenza in early 1922, his extensive obituary in The Times - written by the Lord Chancellor - describing him as 'one 
who had no conception whatever of the meaning or pressure of fear'

successful photographs under heavy fire. He has constantly shown the greatest courage in attacking numerous hostile machines single 
handed, during which on two occasions his own machine was considerably damaged. His great coolness, dash and resource have set 
an excellent example to his squadron.'

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Alan John Lance "Jack" Scott was born in Christchurch, New Zealand in June 1884 but completed his education in the U.K., where he 
studied law at Merton College, Oxford and was Master of the University Draghounds. As recalled by the Lord Chancellor, the Rt. Hon. 
Earl of Birkenhead, in his obituary notice for Scott in The Times, 'he was the bravest man I ever saw riding to hounds'. 

A pre-war volunteer, having been gazetted as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Sussex Yeomanry in 1911, Scott was living in London and was a 
pupil barrister on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. Mobilised in the same month, he quickly gained attachment to the Royal 
Flying Corps and gained his aviator's certificate on 20 November 1914 (No. 975), a distinction obtained at the cost of two badly broken 
legs: 

'On one occasion [during his pilot training] his machine collapsed when he was 2,000 feet in the air. During the terrible fall that 
followed he was working and trying and testing, and when some 60 feet from the ground he regained a degree of control which saved 
his life but left him permanently a cripple. He lay for many months in hospital, during which the doctors could give no assurance that 
he would ever leave his bed. An immensely strong constitution asserted itself, and he was later found working on the R.A.F. staff ... 
' (Scott's Times obituary notice, refers). 

Notwithstanding his injuries - he had to walk with the aid of sticks and be helped in and out of the cockpit - Scott pressed for more 
active employment, a wish finally granted by a posting to France in early 1917, where he joined No. 43 Squadron as a Flight 
Commander, under Major Sholto-Douglas.

Squadron C.O. - 60 Squadron - "Black April" and beyond 

His appointment was short-lived, however, for in March he took command of No. 60 Squadron, a crack Nieuport unit blessed with a 
host of talented pilots, among them S. B. Horn, G. L. "Zulu" Lloyd and K. L. "Grid" Caldwell. 

Another recent arrival was the Canadian, W. A. "Billy" Bishop, who, as confirmed in his wartime memoir Winged Warfare, greatly 
admired his new C.O., the pair of them regularly participating in shared combats, not least in the period of "Black April" when an R.F. 
C. fighter pilot's life expectancy amounted to 11 days. It was on the back of Scott's recommendations that Bishop won his first 
distinctions and the V.C. Yet the Canadian's active service career was nearly curtailed after just two days, when he wrote off an aircraft 
and was ordered to return to the U.K. for further training: it was as a result of Scott's intervention that the order was rescinded. 

Contrary to abiding practice, Scott refused to follow the rules that ordained that Squadron C.Os remain firmly on the ground: "I will not 
send my boys to fight unless I go with them. Lower my rank if you like, and then I can fight." 

Moreover, with a tendency to fly off over the lines on his own, he regularly encountered trouble of the hair-raising kind, evidence of 
which was to be found in his office which was decorated with bits and pieces taken from his shot-up aircraft. In truth he was not a 
gifted pilot but his determination to seek out and engage the enemy - often at the cost of considerable damage to is own aircraft - 
brought him just reward. 

On 31 March 1917, in a combat over Heninel, north-east of Arras, he shared in the destruction of an Albatros Dill with Captain C. T. 
Black; "Billy" Bishop also scored on this occasion. 

On 8 April 1917, in a combat over the Douai-Fouquieres sector, he destroyed an Albatros CV; later in the day, he appears to have 
shared in the destruction of another Albatros two-seater with "Billy" Bishop, in a combat over Douai. 

On 22 April, while employed on a photographic patrol, Scott's Nieuport was jumped by five enemy aircraft, luckily an incident 
witnessed by "Billy" Bishop, who dived to his assistance. 

On 30 April 1917, Scott was able to add to his office's decor after being forced to land his damaged aircraft after a combat with 
Leutnant Karl Deilmann of Jasta 6. 

On 2 May 191 7, in a combat with six enemy aircraft over Eterpigny, Scott destroyed an Albatros Dill; this day, "Billy" Bishop fought no 
less than nine combats. 

Close shave - dawn patrol clad in pyjamas, Burberry and bedroom slippers 

On 28 May 1917, Scott was forced to land his much damaged Nieuport at Monchy le Preux after a combat with Leutnant Karl 
Allmenroder of Jasta 11, the latter's 21 st victory; it was no doubt a further opportunity to add some 'bits and pieces' to his office. 

Minor differences in date aside, this would appear to be the combat described in Sixty Squadron R.A.F.: 

'One day in early June General Allenby, then commanding the 3rd Army, was to inspect the squadron at nine o'clock in the morning. 
The Squadron Commander [Scott] had gone out by himself in his Nieuport at dawn, unshaved, in pyjamas, a Burberry, bedroom 
slippers and snowboots, a costume which many of us used to affect on the dawn patrol. 

The line was unusually quiet that morning, so he ventured almost to Douai, and on turning west saw a formation of eight or nine 
machines over Vis-en-Artois, near the front line, well below him at about 8,000 feet. They turned, and the sun glinting on the fuselage 
showed a bright flash of red. This meant that they were Huns, and not only Huns but "the Circus." Having the advantage of height, and 
as the formation was very near the line, he determined to try and do a little damage. He flew towards them from the east and from the 
sun, and diving on the top machine, fired a burst and pulled sharply up, being careful to retain his height. After a few dives of this kind 
without doing much apparent damage, an S.E. 5 patrol of 56, which had seen the scrap, bustled up, and a very pretty "dog-fight" 
ensued, in the course of which one of the Huns detached himself from the melee and appeared to be going home. This was the 
Nieuport's opportunity, so, hardening his heart, he dived right in, making good shooting. The Albatros appeared to take no notice, but 
flew straight on (In parenthesis it may be observed that this is a good sign, as it usually means the pilot is dead, for if the opposing 
machine begins to perform frantic evolutions, the pilot is as a rule very much alive, and not in the least "out of control"). Flushed with 
excitement, the Nieuport man put the stick (control column) between his knees, and going down on the tail of the Albatros, began to 
put a fresh drum of ammunition on to his Lewis gun, with which alone this type of machine was armed. While thus busily engaged 
something made him turn his head to see about twenty yards behind him the white nose of a grim-looking Albatros. Swifter than 
thought the Nieuport was wrenched to the right, and even as she turned the Albatros's Spandau guns spat out a burst, which riddled the 
engine and cut the bottom out of the petrol tank, allowing all the remaining petrol to pour on to the pilot's feet. The height of both 
machines at this moment was about 5,000 feet, the locality just east of Monchy-le-Preux, and but for the attentions of the Boche 
machine it would have been comparatively easy for the Nieuport to glide back to Arras and perch on one of our advanced landing- 
grounds, or on the race-course; but with a bloodthirsty Hun on one's tail and a dead engine, the problem, however, was not such a 
simple one. Twisting and turning like a snipe, the Nieuport began to descend, taking care to make his turns as much as possible 
towards our side of the line. Mercifully the wind was from east. Close behind followed the Albatros, short bursts at frequent intervals, 
but wide, because it is not easy to hit a machine whose pilot knows you are there. It was a stout Hun, however, who would not be 
denied, but continued the chase down to 300 feet, a few hundred yards west of Monchy-le-Preux, when he suddenly turned and flew 
home to report, no doubt, a British machine destroyed. With a gasp of relief the Nieuport pilot turned his attention to the ground, and, 
seeing nothing but shell-holes beneath him, made up his mind that a crash was inevitable. Suddenly a strip of ground about a hundred 
yards long and very narrow, but free from shell-holes, caught his eye, and, putting in a couple of "S" turns, he made a good slow 
landing. The machine ran on and had almost stopped when a shell-hole appeared, and she ran very gently into it without doing any 
damage whatever. 

A couple of dusty gunners walked up and before speaking produced a packet of Woodbines, one of which the Nieuport pilot greedily 
took and lit. Inquiries showed that an advanced anti-aircraft section was nearby, where the officer-in-charge gave the airman breakfast 
and, better still, produced a telephone, with the help of which he got in communication with his squadron, and ordered a car to come 
straight through Arras and up the Cambrai road. It was getting late, and an Army Commander's inspection was not a thing to be treated 
lightly. Further inquiries disclosed an Artillery Ammunition Column in a little valley who lent him a horse and an orderly. There was no 
saddle, but the pilot climbed gratefully onto the animal, which had very rough paces and a hard mouth, and set out towards the road. 
In a short time he met the car and drove furiously through Arras and back to Le Hameau, only to see Allenby, the R.F.C. Brigade 
Commander (General j. R. Higgins), and George Pretyman arriving at the station. His costume being hardly that prescribed for 
inspections, the wretched officer dived into his hut, did the quickest shave on record, and timidly approached the glittering cortege. 

Everyone was furious with him except General Allenby, who was rather amused and very kind. He got, however, a well-deserved and 
proper "telling-off" from the Brigadier and Wing Commander, and saw the troupe depart with a feeling of profound relief.' 

Ace status - wounded - M.C. 

On 5 June 1917, Scott drove down an Albatros Dill in flames after a combat over Monchy; the enemy pilot, Leutnant Oscar von 
Neudorff of Jasta 3, was killed. 

Towards the end of June, news was received of Scott's pending award of the M.C. and No. 60's mess was swiftly decorated for a 
celebratory 'bust'. 

Finally, on 10 July 1917, in a combat over Quiery la Motte, he destroyed another Albatros Dill but was himself seriously wounded in 
the left arm. His Flight Commanders were early visitors to his hospital, where they found him 'in the best of spirits ... he had been trying 
to 'pump' a Hun observer, who was in his ward, by asking him whether he liked doing artillery work on our part of the front, but the 
old Boche wouldn't give him an answer.' 
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On recovering from his \A/ound, Scott was posted to 11 Wing Headquarters in the Ypres sector in rank of Wing Commander but before 
the end of 1917 he returned to the Home Establishment to take up appointment as Commandant of the Central Flying School at 
Upavon, in which capacity he was advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel and awarded the A.F.C. 

Winston's secretary and flying instructor 

In 191 9, he was appointed Secretary to Winston Churchill, the Secretary of State for Air, an appointment that also witnessed him acting 
as the great man's flying instructor. Churchill had originally undertaken pilot training in 1913-14 but on account of his wife's 
protestations he abandoned the course. By all accounts a keen aviator, he was also prone to take risks, a characteristic that may have 
accounted for his crash at Croydon in July 1919. Scott, who had been advanced to Group Captain, remained employed as his Secretary 
until 1921 and was awarded the C.B. 

He had meanwhile written his history Sixty Squadron R.A.F., which was published to much acclaim in 1920 and remains a classic of 
the genre to this day. 

Tragically, in January 1922, after returning from a ski-ing trip to St. Moritz, he was struck down by double pneumonia and died four 
days later, aged 39. He was buried at Brompton Cemetery, London. 

In closing his obituary notice in The Times, the Lord Chancellor stated: 

There can be no doubt that he would have risen to the highest position in his profession, and I may, perhaps, be bold enough, now 
that he is dead, to say that the present Secretary of State for Air told me recently that he thought him an officer likely to become one 
day Chief of Air Staff.'

Alfred Keene was born on 17 April 1855, son of Henry G. Keene, C.I.E., Magistrate and judge in the N.W. Province of India, and 
Eanny, daughter of Brigadier-General Moore, Indian Army. He was first commissioned as a Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery on 12 
Eebruary 1874. He served in Afghanistan 1878-80, and took part in the march from Quetta to the relief of Kandahar, in command of 
two guns of No. 2 Bombay Mountain Battery (despatches London Gazette 25 January 1881 and Medal). 

In the Burmese expedition of 1886-87, Captain Keene had command of No. 1 Bombay Mountain Battery, was again mentioned in 
despatches {London Gazette 2 September 1887) and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order (Medal with clasp). 

He subsequently commanded the Artillery contingent at the Delhi Durbar in 1903, was promoted to Colonel in 1904, and retired on 
half-pay in 1905. At the outbreak of the Great War in 1914, Colonel Keene was employed at the War Office, later as a Staff Captain, for 
which he was created a C.M.G. in January 1918. Colonel Keene died shortly afterwards, on 21 April 1918.

John Bayford Wells, who was born in April 1881 and educated at Westminster, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Loyal 
North Lancashire Regiment in May 1899, direct from the Militia. 

Quickly embarked for South Africa, where he would be advanced to Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion in January 1901, he was present in 
the advance on Kimberley, including the actions at Belmont, Enslin, Modder River and Magersfontein; so, too, in the action at Lindley 
in June 1900. 

He was twice mentioned in despatches {London Gazettes 20 August 1901 and 29 July 1902, refer), the former despatch citing his 
'special good work on the occasion of the Boer attack on a convoy to Ventersdorp on 23 May 1901'. Here, then, probable grounds for 
his additional award of the D.S.O. 
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Advanced to Captain in May 1906, wh\\e serving as Adjutant of the 1st battalion, Harrison attended the Staff College at Camberley and 
was serving as a Staff Captain at the War Office on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

He subsequently served as D.A.A.G., G.H.Q. in France and Belgium in January-May 1915, in which period he was given the Brevet of 
Major; as D.A.A.G. and afterwards A.A.G of the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force in Gallipoli in the period June 1915 to January 
1916; likewise in the Egyptian Expeditionary Force in the period January to April 1916. he was twice mentioned in despatches {London 
Gazettes 28 January and 13 July 1916, refer), and was awarded the French Legion of Honour {London Gazette 24 February 1916, 
refers). 

Back on the home establishment, he served as A.A.G. at the War Office in the period April 1916 to November 191 7, gaining the Brevet 
of Lieutenant-Colonel; and as Deputy Director of Organization from the latter month until the end of hostilities, in which latter period 
he was given the Brevet of Colonel and held the temporary rank of Brigadier-General. 

He was awarded the C.M.G., brought to the notice of the Secretary of State for War {London Gazette 6 July 1918, refers), and received 
the Serbian Order of the White Eagle {London Gazette 10 September 1918, refers). 

Remaining a regular between the wars, Harrison served as a Colonel on the Staff of H.Q. British Troops, Egypt 1923-27 and was placed 
on the Retired List in 1929. He also served as Colonel of the Loyal Regiment 1931-45 and was awarded the C.B.E. in 1941 for his 
services to the Home Guard. 

The General died at Cranleigh, Surrey in April 1952, aged 70 years; his son, Theodore, was killed in action in North Africa in April 
1943, while serving in the 1 st Battalion of his father's old regiment; sold with a file of copied research. 
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The exceptional Boer War D.S.O., Great War O.B.E. group of six awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel R. V. K. Applin^ 14th 
Hussars, formerly a District Officer with the British North Borneo Company during the Syed and Mat Salleh rebellions 
of 1895-97, one of many interesting chapters in his life to be related in his autobiography Across the Seven Seas: a 
machine-gun expert who commanded the machine-guns of the 2nd ANZACs at the battles of Messines, Passchendaele 
and 3rd Ypres in 1916-17, he later confided that he had 'found out in 1904 all that the Germans taught us at such a 
cost in human lives in 1914, and which culminated in 1917 at Messines, when our 280 machine-guns, firing over the 
heads of our attacking infantry, rained one hundred thousand bullets a minute upon the German trenches with terrible 
effect'

Reginald Vincent Kempenfelt Applin was born at Alphington, Devon on 11 April 1869, the eldest son of Captain V. J. Applin, a veteran 
of the Crimean and China Wars. He was educated at Newton College and Sherborne. 

Clearly well-connected, young Reginald's early ambitions to take to the stage got off to a promising start: 

The Baroness Burdett-Coutts gave me an introduction to Henry Irving, and I wanted to walk-on at the Lyceum. He turned me over to 
Bram Stoker, his manager, and while waiting for a vacancy, I had the good fortune to see Irving and Ellen Terry in all their famous 
impersonations, for Bram Stoker never refused me a seat, however crowded the theatre.' 

In fact, he passed his interview and was sent by Irving to tour the provinces as Cassio in Othello, Gratiano in The Merchant of Venice 
and Trinculo in The Tempest. His father, however, was anxious that his son 'should do something better than mime the footlights' and 
a family friend, a colonial administrator, suggested that he apply to the British North Borneo Company. And so, on his 21st birthday, he 
found himself 'busy getting my outfit for the tropics and buying rifles and a 44 Colt revolver'. He was duly embarked in the P. & O. 
steamer Oceana. 

North Borneo 

Applin commenced his career as a Cadet in December 1889: 

'I now found myself established in a small community of Britons cut off from civilisation by a thousand miles of sea, and with the task 
of opening up a new and unexposed country of tropical forests, savage tribes and wild animals, thus adding one more territory to the 
British Empire ... My three months' probation at Sandakan soon passed, and I was appointed to Kudat on the West Coast.' 

He subsequently gained appointment as a Police Magistrate and J.P. for Crown Colony, Labuan, 1894 and District Officer, Interior, 
1897. He served through the Syed and Mat Salleh rebellions of 1895-97 as a Captain Superintendent (Medal & clasp; one of about 12 
awarded), and twice received the thanks of the Company's Board of Directors for services against the Tumnunam tribes. 

His autobiography is largely devoted to his time in North Borneo and contains a fascinating array of stories, one of which recounts an 
early outing with a Corporal and four Sikhs, charged with tracking down a pair of murderers. Much of the journey was undertaken by 
canoe. The operation was a success and, having handed over his two prisoners, he 'gave a bottle of brandy to the gallant Sikhs, who 
had remained alert and cheerful all though that long night'. Eor his own part, Applin's feet were so badly blistered that he couldn't walk 
for two days. 

Not long afterwards, he participated in a larger operation to apprehend some Chinese criminals - 'I had twelve men and Sergeant-Major 
Unjou, a splendid fighting Dyak, under me.' On entering the criminals' abode, 'the men in the room burst out with yells; but facing my 
Colt revolver, which I must admit nearly went off, for I was bit nervous, they subsided, greatly to my relief.' 

He was next back in action on account of trouble in the Mumus country, on which occasion he took a force of 25 Sikhs and 70 Dyaks, 
under Captain Barnett, in the gunboat Petrel, their intended mission to capture the rebel tribesmen's fort. As he later recounted, he 
'fired a few shots from the 3-pounder in the Petrel's bows', while Barnett and his men stormed the fort. The latter was badly wounded, 
his helmet 'being smashed to pulp' by a rock dropped from the ramparts. 

Applin took a year's leave at the end of 1895 but quickly faced further challenges on his return to North Borneo. He was asked to 
replace an officer who had been overseeing the laying of a vital telegraph cable at Penungah, a station at the head waters of the 
Kinabatangan River on the East Coast, another lengthy journey, much of it by canoe: 'After a strenuous and trying twenty-four days, we 
reached Penungah at 10 a.m. on the morning of St. Valentine's Day. I did the last thirteen rapids from Tamoi in three days and five 
hours, a record, for it usually takes five days at least.' Then ensued the cable laying, and for 'ten days we struggled over mountains so 
steep that loads had to be dragged up, and the men could not keep their feet; through rivers often up to their armpits, and ever the dark 
forest shut us in on every side.' journey's end brought him to a a friendly chief's long-house, where he was 'disconcerted to see some 
twenty human heads hung from the rafters.' 

Attack on a rebel's long-house - 'horrid trophies of heads and even arms and legs' 

Of ongoing operations in the rebellions of 1895-97, Applin gives a good account of an attack on a rebel's long-house at Mahrang, in 
Tumbunan country, in May 1896: 

'I led the attack with the regular police and riflemen, while Barraut followed at the head of four hundred native warriors who kept 
making rushes to the front and throwing my men into confusion. I was with the advanced party and closely followed our guides, who, 
when we reached a fairly big river, pointed out Mahrang perched high up on a steep mountain side, much scattered and rather 
inaccessible. 

We turned up the river and presently struck straight up a very steep hill through thick jungle. Suddenly we came upon a long-house in 
a clearing - fortified by a palisade. I at once formed up and opened fire, and three very irregular volleys caused some forty men to leave 
the fort in two directions. Sending my Dyaks in pursuit and leaving Barraut's swordsmen to rush and burn the place, I pushed on 
through long grass and brushwood to the top of a steep and high hill, and came upon three more long-houses about four hundred yards 
away from which men were firing at us, so I reformed and fired volleys, during which a mass of spearmen rushed in and soon the 
houses were taken and burning. The Sikhs were very steady but three or four Pathans were very excited and after I had ordered cease 
fire and moved in front, I had my head nearly blown off by a Pathan who let off his rifle just past my ear! 

Erom my position on the open hill-top I could see the lower Mahrang villages which Chief Sinite was attacking. I could see men 
running and firing at Sinite's party. I had my new .303 rifle and, partly to drown the dreadful shrieks and cries from the village behind 
me, where I knew spear and parang were doing their bloody work, I put up my sights to 1,200 and opened fire - emptying my 
magazine of five cartridges. I could see with my glasses that this had astonished them, for they were running away and looking back at 
the hill. 

Elames now rose from the houses on every side, and Barraut appeared and said all was over and both villages fired. War gongs and 
drums were beating on all the hills around and the whole Tumbanan country would soon be alarmed, so Barraut gave the prearranged 
signal for retiring - a rocket from the hill. 

As the warriors assembled in their groups and moved off at the run for the river, I formed up the rear-guard and we moved off at a less 
precipitate pace. I will not describe the victorious march home or the horrid trophies of heads and even arms and legs, that were borne 
in triumph by the native warriors, to be met by dancing girls and howling women at each village. On reaching Rumpun we released 
our prisoners, sending by them a message to the Mahrang chiefs to come into Kiningow within a month and we would make peace. 

On June 5th, exactly a month later, the Mahrang chiefs came to Kiningow and swore allegiance to the Government, killing a bull and 
planting a white stone on which its blood had been sprinkled. 

They told me that my shots from the hill had killed one man and slightly wounded two others, and they were greatly astonished 
because they neither heard the shots nor saw any smoke and could not believe any gun to carry so far.' 

In early 1898, Applin returned home - 'I had been promised an appointment at the Imperial Institute and was anxious to get away, as I 
was suffering much from fever.' 
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Boer War - D.5.O. 

In November 1898, he obtained a commission as a Captain in the 6th (Militia) Battalion, Lancashire Fusiliers, and it was in the same 
capacity that he embarked for South Africa on the outbreak of the Boer War. He subsequently served as District Commissioner at 
Bloemfontein from 1 June 1900, and Staff Officer and Acting Provost Marshal, Orange River, in October and November 1900, and was 
otherwise employed in operations in Cape Colony, Transvaal and the Orange River Colony, including the action fought at Luckhoff in 
December 1900 (Medal & 4 clasps). Applin described his part in the action thus: 

'Nearly an hour passed, when a galloper from the General ordered the Lancashire Fusiliers to advance and hold the enemy in front, 
while the mounted troops turned the left flank. As we advanced to the ridge, bullets began to kick up the dust all round, and it was 
curious to see how men ducked when bullets hummed past like angry bees. The men were splendidly steady and at the first ridge we 
lay down, but could not return the fire as a second ridge lay a hundred yards ahead. MacMunn's howitzers were lobbing shells over 
our heads with wonderful accuracy, and a great column of yellow smoke rose as each shell burst with a tremendous concussion. 

The man on my right suddenly crumpled up with a gasping cough, and I signalled behind for my stretcher, the arrival of which caused 
a smacking of bullets all round me; I hastily rolled over and crawled behind a big rock. After about an hour, heavy firing broke out on 
the left flank, and I could see mounted men racing along under the double line of kopjes; the turning movement had evidently failed. 
Drake's guns now barked away on the left and covered the retirement of the Mounted Brigade. All this took a long time and we had 
been firing away steadily for nearly three hours, when I received an order that the regiment was to carry the position by assault; and 
that the left wing under my command was to open magazine fire on two shells being fired in rapid succession from the howitzers; then, 
when the supports which Colonel Romer had moved up behind us reached the line, to fix bayonets and charge the Boer position. 

I gave the old Lee-Metford command "Magazine Fire, Ready!" Then came the two shells -crash-crash- and the roar of rapid fire. 
Presently from the right, that most heartening of sounds, British cheering, and I realised that Owen-Lewis was leading the right-half 
battalion in their first charge. I blew my whistle and yelled the order to cease fire and fix bayonets. Then I scrambled up, and found 
myself running down the rock-strewn kopje as I had never run in my life before, with two hundred howling Bury Militiamen behind 
me, expecting every moment to be shot in the back or stabbed in a more tender part by a bayonet! As we reached the top, still reeking 
with lyddite fumes, we saw, far below, Boers mounting in haste - Boers racing away in clouds of dust-loose horses and running men, 
amongst which a shell from MacMunn's howitzers-now firing at extreme range-would burst like a small volcano. All along the ridge, 
on both sides of me, stretched the line of cheering khaki figures, but not for long as, completely exhausted, they dropped down and 
crawled to rocks for shelter from the scorching sun now beating down like a furnace. Now the mounted troops were in full pursuit and 
orders came to move independently on Beddy's Farm some five miles distant on the plain below.' 

Applin, who ended the war with command of a Mounted Infantry unit, was awarded the D.S.O. and twice mentioned in despatches 
{London Gazettes 10 September 1901 and 29 July 1902, refer). 

Machine-Gun Expert - the Great War 

Remaining in South Africa, it was at Bloemfontein in 1904 that Applin first gained extensive knowledge of machine-guns and their 
effective use, an interest briefly diverted by his appointment to the 15th Hussars as a Captain in July 1905, when he was detached to 
the General Staff and appointed Deputy Assistant Adjutant General for Musketry in Malta. 

Rejoining his regiment in late 1906, he gained advancement to Major in June 1911, and it was in this period that he published 
Machine Gun Tactics. The first book ever to deal exhaustively with this subject - published by Hugh Rees in 1909 - it went through 
many subsequent printings as machine-guns came to dominate the battlefield, until Applin's writings were eventually subsumed almost 
word for word into British army doctrine by 191 7. It is somewhat ironic that this work was originally largely ignored by the War Office 
for being 'ten years ahead of its time', the bulk of the 1 st edition being sold to the American War Department. 

During the Great War, Applin served as Commandant of the School of Musketry in India prior to being appointed an Instructor at the 
Machine Gun Corps Training Centre at Grantham. On his promotion to Lieutenant-Colonel, he was ordered to France to take 
command of the machine-guns of II ANZAC Corps, in which capacity he lent valuable service in the battles of Messines and 
Passchendaele, and the Third Battle of Ypres. With the entry of the United States into the war, he headed the British Machine-Gun 
Mission to America and received the thanks of the Secretary of State for War, U.S.A., in 1918. 

He was twice mentioned in despatches {London Gazettes 11 December 1917 and 12 December 1919 refer), in addition to being 
awarded the O.B.E. in 1919, but not before an 'exchange of fire' with the War Office a few days before the end of the war, when he 
listed his extensive experience and recent services versus more junior officers: 

'I have already commanded a Service M.G. Battalion from October 1916 to January 1917; I have already completed a month's 
probation with an M.G. unit in the front line at Arras in February 191 7 and was duly reported fit to hold the post of Corps M.G.O.; that 
I directed the operations of these units in five battles to the complete satisfaction of both my Corps and Army senior officers and was 
'mentioned'; that I am one of the most senior officers in the Corps, if not one of the most experienced officers in machine gunnery in 
the Army ... That the officer who was selected by the War Office as head of the British Gun Mission to the U.S.A. should, on his return, 
be sent as a 'Probationer' to a unit in the Field, conditional to the rank he held for two years of war, cannot be explained in any 
satisfactory manner... ' 

Politician 

Post-war, Applin was given the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and commanded the 14th King's Hussars, prior to being placed on the 
Retired List in January 1921. He then entered politics and, after two failed attempts to gain a seat in parliament, was elected the 
Conservative M.P. for Enfield in September 1924. Ousted by the Labour candidate in the General Election of 1929, Applin retook the 
seat in October 1931, on the formation of a National Government. He retired in 1935, in which year he emigrated to South Africa, and 
he died at Howick, Natal in April 1957, aged 87.

Donald Olson Riddel was born at Oyne, Aberdeenshire, on 5 October 1887. He graduated from Edinburgh University. Riddel attested 
for the R.A.M.C. at Liverpool on 3 September 1914 and was discharged to a commission in December the same year. Lieutenant Riddel 
entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 22 August 1915. 

Major Riddel won his D.S.O. as a Temporary Captain when Medical Officer to the 11th Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment, in an 
action on 7 October 1916. The battalion attacked enemy trenches to the left of Le Sars, gained and held their objective but with heavy 
losses of 8 officers and 21 7 other ranks. 

Post war he served as a Medical Practitioner and died in Aberdeen on 7 May 1963.

In a related letter in Home Office files, written by Showers in August 1909, and sent to the Earl of Desart, he states that he had been 
involved in 26 murders cases and 32 manslaughter cases during the course of his career. 

Edward MacLean Showers was born in Moulmein, India in 1846, and was appointed an Ensign in the 12th Eoot in December 1866. A 
few months later he transferred to the 95th Eoot, gaining advancement to Lieutenant in December 1871 but seeing no active service 
prior to resigning his commission to pursue a new career in the Police.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS EOR GALLANTRY 


His first such appointment appears to have been as a Superintendent in the Devon Police in 1884, from \A/hich post he rose to be Chief 
Constable of Exeter City Police. Although in office for only two years, his tenure witnessed the worst civil tragedy in Exeter's history, 
when the Theatre Royal burnt down in September 1887, killing 188 people; the role of the police during the fire was praised and the 
Chief Constable was given additional powers for checking public premises for fire risk. 

In July 1888, Showers was appointed Chief Constable of Essex, in which capacity he served with distinction until taking his retirement 
in April 1915. One of the first ever recipients of the King's Police Medal (K.P.M.), he received his award from the King in July 1910. Eor 
several references to Showers during his term of office - including an amusing anecdote in respect of the recruitment of lady Special 
Constables - see Sworn to Serve: Police in Essex 1840-1999, by Maureen Scollan. 

As stated above. Showers was responsible for several notable investigations, among them the brutal murder of Sergeant Adam Eves, 
who was severely beaten by thieves before having his throat cut. His body was found in a ditch near Hazeleigh Hall Earm, Purleigh. 
The culprits were quickly tracked down and one of them, John Davis, was hanged at Chelmsford Gaol in August 1893. Showers led the 
police delegation at Eves's funeral. 

Another famous murder case that was widely reported in the press concerned Camille Cecile Holland. A wealthy lady in her own right, 
she unknowingly fell for a serial womaniser, and ex-Royal Engineer, one Samuel Herbert Dougal, in the autumn of 1898. They moved- 
in together at Moat Earm, Saffron Walden in April 1898. Less than a month later, Camille disappeared, Dougal telling her maid that she 
had gone on holiday. The maid, the subject of Dougal's unwelcome advances, was pleased to find alternative employment and there 
the matter rested. In March 1903, however, it came to light that Dougal had been emptying out Camille's bank account and selling her 
shares, in addition to transferring the ownership of Moat Earm to his name. The Earm was duly searched and Camille's remains were 
found buried in the grounds; she had been shot in the head. Dougal was duly convicted of her murder and was executed at Chelmsford 
Gaol in July 1903. 

Another celebrated case which occurred on Showers' watch was "The Chelmsford Mystery", a case in which the Chief Constable was 
nearly subjected to a private prosecution launched by one Erederick Taylor. The latter was unsatisfied that Showers had refused to 
discipline one of his police officers, who it was said had assaulted an elderly tramp, jane Carpenter. In the event, the policeman in 
question. Sergeant Walter Peters, was cleared of all charges at a hearing in September 1905. 

On retiring in April 1915 - and as a consequence of the War - Showers was quickly reinstated as an Acting Chief Constable of 
Colchester Borough Police, in which capacity he was awarded the O.B.E. in 1920. He died in December 1925; sold with copied 
research, including relevant information held by the Essex Police Museum, including a photograph of Showers and fellow staff on the 
occasion that they received their County & Borough Police Coronation Medals in 1911.

Cecil Crosskey was born in Glasgow in 1859, the son of Dr. W. H. Crosskey, but 'lived most of his eighty-six years in Birmingham'. 
Educated at Edgbaston Proprietary School, he pursued a legal career and was for many years Deputy Clerk of the Peace in the Second 
Court of Quarter Sessions, Birmingham. His legal profession aside. Crosskey also pursued a career in the Volunteer Eorces: 

'Colonel Crosskey's first association with military activities was as an officer in the Warwickshire Volunteers. He was awarded the 
Volunteer Decoration in 1906. In 1886-7 he was with the Staffordshire Mounted Infantry and was appointed Supply and Transport 
Officer to the Staffordshire Infantry Volunteer Brigade. 

In 1903 he raised and trained the Army Service Corps company of the Staffordshire Volunteers - the first A.S.C. company to be formed. 
He retired in 1907, but in 1911 he joined the National Reserve. On the declaration of war in August 1914, he was called upon by the 
Warwickshire Territorial Association to organise a second line headquarters company of the A.S.C., and this he carried out and trained 
the company. 

In October 1915, he was sent to Erance to the first line headquarters company, 48th Division, of which he took command. He was 
twice mentioned in despatches. In June 1919, he was made an Officer of the Military Division of the British Empire. On his return 
home he continued as a military member of the Warwickshire Territorial Eorces Association'. He was a Deputy Lieutenant of 
Warwickshire (a local newspaper obituary, refers). 

He died in September 1945; sold with a newspaper obituary cutting and several modern day photographs of his family grave. 
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A rare Great War O.B.E. group of five awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel C. Bovill^ Royal Garrison Artillery, a pioneer 
"Balloonatic" who was attached to the Royal Flying Corps and Royal Air Force for the duration of the War: having 
originally seen action as an artillery observer in aircraft of No. 6 Squadron in 1914-15, he rose to the command of No.

Carlos Bovill was born in Godaiming, Surrey in October 1882, the eldest son of Alfred Bovill, a corn merchant and his wife Jessie 
Amelia, daughter of the Rev. Charles 

Clarke of Esher, Surrey. They divorced in 1897 and his mother remarried in 1898 the Hon. Richard Cecil Grosvenor, youngest son of 
Richard Grosvenor, Baron Ebury. 

Educated at St. David's, Reigate and Eton College, where he served as a Sergeant in the 4^^ Volunteer Battalion, Oxfordshire Light 
Infantry (Eton Volunteers), Bovill was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Lancashire Artillery Militia in December 1902. His 
subsequent postings in the period leading up to the Great War were to Gibraltar (1904-6) and India (1906-11), where he was attached 
to the 3"^^ Mountain Battery of the Imperial Government of Egypt based in Roorkee, and on the Home Establishment from March 1911 
until the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Promoted to Captain in the Royal Garrison Artillery in October 1914, he went to Erance and was attached to No. 6 Squadron, Royal 
Elying Corps, as an artillery observer. In this early phase of the air war attacks from enemy aircraft and both friendly and enemy artillery 
fire caused significant casualties, Bovill's own aircraft being ''shot up" on several occasion including an incident at 8,000 feet above 
Aubers Ridge. He won his Elying "Observer" Badge as a qualified aeroplane observer on 10 Eebruary 1915, the same month in which 
he was mentioned in despatches by Sir John Erench. 
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The squadron records show that Captain Bovill flew observation missions with some of the finest pilots of No. 6 Squadron, among them 
Lieutenants Hargrave, Adamson and 'The Mad Professor" Louis Strange. With R.F.C. observation flights being increasingly attacked by 
greater numbers of enemy planes, such operations were gradually scaled back in favour of the more stable platform of Kite Balloons. 

Bovill served as a General Staff Officer 3rd Grade, Royal Garrison Artillery from April 1915 until October 1916, in which period he 
was attached to No. 2 Wing R.F.C. from August to November 1915, when he transferred directly to the R.F.C. as a Staff Officer (Graded 
Staff Captain). 

In mid-February 1916, he became the officer commanding the 1^‘ Army Kite Balloon Squadron - his commanding officer, Brigadier- 
General Brancker, considered him ideally suited to the promotion having gained considerable expertise in the organisation and training 
of the Kite Balloon Sections in the Field. He was advanced to Major R.F.C. in the same month and gazetted Lieutenant-Colonel R.F.C. 
in September 1916. 

The R.F.C's Order of Battle for Somme offensive on 1 July 1916 confirms Bovill's appointment as officer commanding No. 1 Kite 
Balloon Squadron at Contay, consisting of Numbers 1, 3, 11, 12 and 14 Kite Balloon Sections. He was subsequently mentioned in 
Haig's despatch 'For good work in command of No. 1 Kite Balloon Squadron from 1 July to 3 September 1916. Under Major Bovill's 
able direction the Kite Balloons have done a great deal of useful work on the Fourth Army front' {London Gazette 4 January 1917, 
refers). 

It was about the time of the Somme offensive that R.F.C. officers from the Roehampton Kite Balloon Training School started to qualify 
for the new rank of 'Balloon Officer'. For his own part, Bovill had worn an 'Observer half wing' since early 1915 and, by Roehampton's 
own account, was vastly experienced in all balloon operations. Nonetheless, it was deemed appropriate that he return to Roehampton 
in September 1916 to formally qualify as Balloon Officer. He duly qualified for his Aviator's Certificate (No. 139), fully two and a half 
years after he had first "qualified". 

In passing, his war diaries, which cover the period 1 August 1915 to 17 January 1916, show that he returned to Roehampton and 
Larkhill on several occasions in the same period, in order to advise both the R.N.A.S. and R.F.C. on the techniques involved in artillery 
observing. He further advised the senior officers on improvements that needed to be made to the kite balloons and the ancillary 
logistical equipment. The diaries are a fascinating insight into the operations of early war ballooning on the Western Front. As to be 
expected the inclement weather led to many amusing incidents as the tethering of the balloons was to become a continual hazard. The 
technical and logistical problems in getting the balloons filled, transported and aloft was frustrating and dangerous . A large number of 
senior officers are mentioned by Bovill and most of them greeted his balloons enthusiastically. Owing to his fluency in French, he was 
also used to liaise with his French counterparts. 

In mid-November 1916, Bovill was assigned to the Middle East Brigade in Egypt, where he eventually became the officer commanding 
6^^ Balloon Wing. He remained similarly employed until the end of the war and, in October 1918, graduated from No. 5 Eighting 
School at Heliopolis with his pilot's wings. He was awarded the O.B.E. and twice mentioned in despatches by Allenby {London 
Gazettes 22 Eebruary and 5 June 1919, refer), in addition to being awarded the Greek Royal Order of the Redeemer (Officer) {London 
Gazette 5 May 1919, refers). 

Back home by the summer of 1919, Bovill reverted to the R.G.A. in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, which rank he retained on 
resigning his commission in April 1920. He died in Chelsea, London, in March 1938.

Richard Ainley was born in Headingley, Leeds on 24 November 1881 and was educated at Blundell's Preparatory, Morley and 
Headingley College, Leeds. Living at Preston, he enlisted on 6 April 1915, aged 32 years, 4 months. A Dock Inspector by occupation, 
he had previously served 5 years with the 14th King's Hussars. As a Corporal in the Inland Water Transport Department of the Royal 
Engineers, he entered the Erance/Elanders theatre of war in Eebruary 1915 and was in Serbia in November 1915. Eor his services there 
he was awarded the Serbian Medal for Zeal; his medal being presented at Salonika in December 1916. Ainley was discharged to a 
commission in the I.W.T. on 16 March 1917, being promoted to Temporary Lieutenant and Acting Captain from November 1917. He 
attained the rank of Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel in November 1918 and was employed as Assistant Director of Waterways. In 1919 
he served at Constantinople as part of the Army of the Black Sea. He relinquished is appointment as Assistant Director and the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in November 1919 and was struck off the strength of the Army of the Black Sea on 6 December 1919. Eor his 
services with the Army of the Black Sea, Ainley was mentioned in despatches and awarded the O.B.E. Sold with copied m.i.c. and 
gazette extracts and a quantity of copied service papers.

Charles William Clark was born in Aberdeen on 30 April 1895. He served in the Merchant Navy during the Great War. He is possibly 
the same Charles William Clarke (sic) who was commissioned a Lieutenant in the Territorial Army in January 1930 - he served in the 
50th (Northumbrian Company) R.A.O.C. 

In the Second World War, Clark was awarded the O.B.E. in the New Years Honours of 1942 as Chief Engineer on the cargo ship S.S. 
Thursobank. He was still on board her when she was torpedoed and sunk by the U-373 in the North Atlantic on 22 March 1942. The 
ship was en-route from New York to Alexandria via the Cape. Twenty-three of her crew and seven gunners were killed in the attack - 
including Chief Engineer Clark.

Elizabeth Mildred Shillington was bom on 2 January 1881 at Glenmachan Tower, Ballymachan, Belfast, to John Johnson and Annie 
Shillington. John Johnson Shiilington was a Magistrate and was founding member of the Ulster Defence Union. In the Great War, 
Elizabeth Shillington joined the Erench Red Cross and entered Erance in December 1914 and worked in the motorised kitchens 
providing food and help. At some stage she became involved with the Women's Legion - a body set up in July 1915 by the 
Marchioness of Londonderry. The Legion became involved in many forms of voluntary work, including cooking and catering for the 
army stationed in England. Eor her services to this body, she was later awarded the M.B.E. It is believed only 11 M.B.E's. were issued to 
members of the Women's legion. Elizabeth Stillington died in Hampshire on 27 March 1930.

His 
obituary reports that he was the personal chef to King George VI at Buckingham Palace, Sandringham and Balmoral. He was awarded 
the R.V.M. for his services as Chief Petty Officer Cook aboard the battleship H.M.S. Vanguard during the King's tour of South Africa 
during 1947. He was awarded the M.B.E. in 1956 while stationed at the Londonderry shore establishment Sea Eagle. Circa 1958 he 
was seconded to the Royal New Zealand Navy as Catering Advisor and was finally placed on the Retired List in the rank of Senior 
Commissioned Catering Officer in 1961. Tanner was a Eellow of the Hotel and Catering Institute and was an international judge in 
cooking competitions.

Eor his sterling services as a Warrant Officer Class II (C.S.M.) of the 2032 Mauritius Pioneer Company during 
the battle, he was awarded the M.B.E. Discharged from the regiment on 18 November 1946, he re-enlisted into the Royal Pioneer 
Corps. With them he served in the Middle East, January-July 1948 and in Germany, January 1953-Eebruary 1955. Attaining the rank of 
Warrant Officer Class I (R.S.M.), he took his final discharge on 9 March 1955.

3t is proposed to found a Memorial to the late Miss M. E. Ray, R.R.C., formerly Sister-Matron at King's College Hospital, who died at 
the Hospital after a sudden and short illness, to the grief of her many friends, and that this Memorial shall take the form of a fund to be 
devoted towards assisting King's nurses who are temporarily embarrassed, especially those requiring rest and convalescence after 
illness, as it is believed that she herself would have wished to be commemorated in this way. 

Miss Ray was widely known in the nursing world in this country, as on completion of her training at King's College Hospital, and after 
holding the position of Sister there, she became successively Assistant Matron of the Leeds General Infirmary, Matron of the Lincoln 
County Hospital, and Sister-Matron of King's College Hospital, before it moved from Lincoln's Inn Fields to Denmark Hill, occupying 
this position during the important time of getting out the plans for the new hospital, the transition from the old to the new building, and 
during the War she was also Principal Matron of the Fourth London General Hospital (Territorial Army) and in recognition of her 
services was awarded the Royal Red Cross. In 1918, she resigned the position of Sister-Matron at "King's" and assumed the duties of 
Hon. Secretary of Lady Minto's Indian Nursing Association, but always retained her interest in the Hospital.'

He afforded all ranks a most gallant example, and the success 
of the raid was largely due to his careful reconnaissances prior to the raid and to his coolness and good leadership during the 
operation.'

Private Sydney Ernest Warburton, York & Lancaster Regiment, entered the Erance/Elanders theatre of war on 13 April 1915. As a Lance- 
Serjeant serving with the l/4th Battalion he earned the Military Medal for a bombing attack on enemy positions on the Leipzid Salient 
during the battle of the Somme, 20 July 1916. He received a commission in the York & Lancaster Regiment on 28 May 1917. 2nd 
Lieutenant Warburton was awarded the M.C. for his gallantry and leadership in a raid on enemy lines at Ypres, 25 March 1918; being 
wounded in the process. 

With original commission document dated 30 May 191 7; and with copied m.i.e., gazette extracts and other research. 
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A Great War battle of Cambrai M.C. group of three awarded to Captain J. E. Davis, Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers

M.C. London Gazette 2 July 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. When his company was held up by machine-gun fire he rushed forward and led an 
assaulting party which captured the guns, thereby allowing his company to fight its way to its objective successfully. In the advance the 
following day he again exhibited fine qualities of leadership and, though unsupported on his flank consolidated his position in the face 
of heavy fire. His example and gallant bearing contributed in no small degree to the successful advance of the battalion.' 

James Ernest Davis was born in Belfast in June 1896 and was educated at Knock Grammar School. Enlisting in the 12th (Reserve) 
Battalion, Royal Inniskilling Eusiliers in November 1915, he was transferred to the 7th Officer Cadet Battalion in July 1916 and was 
duly commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in October of the same year. 

Embarked for Erance in January 191 7, he fought with the 9th Battalion at Messines in June, Ypres in August, and Cambrai in November, 
and it was for the above cited deeds in the latter battle that he won his M.C. 

Having then seen further action at St. Quentin in the period leading up to Eebruary 1918, he returned to the home establishment and 
was attached to 2/1 st West Kent Yeomanry. Davis was released from the service in September 1919, when he retained the rank of 
Captain. 

Sold with an original newspaper cutting announcing the award of his M.C., together with a disc containing service record and war 
diary extracts.

M.C. London Gazette 14 November 1916: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He carried out fine work, attending the wounded under very heavy fire with great skill 
and determination. His good work, and devotion to duty, has on former occasions been of a most marked nature.' 

(James) Arthur O'Connor was born in Bury in 1880 and was educated at St. Bede's College and the English College, Valladolid. 
Ordained into the Roman Catholic Church at St. Gertrude's Convent, Manchester, in April 1904, he worked as Curate at the Cathedral 
at Salford for three years prior to moving to St. Mary's, Blackburn and thence to St. Gregory's, Farnworth and St. Augustine's, 
Manchester. 

O'Connor was appointed a 4th Class Chaplain to the Forces in April 1915 and went to France in the same month but was invalided 
home from Ypres on account of illness a few weeks later. Duly recovered, he returned to France, where he won his M.C. for gallant 
deeds in September 1916, most likely on the Somme. O'Connor was again evacuated home at the end of 1918, suffering from 
influenza but later served in the Egyptian Expeditionary Force. He was finally released from service in March 1922. 

On returning to his duties as a Parish Priest, he founded the new parish of St. George's, Nelson in the mid-1920s, prior to holding 
appointments in Burnley and Manchester. In 1940, he became Parish Priest of St. Joseph's, Blackburn, in which capacity he remained 
employed until his retirement in 1965. O'Connor retired to Dalkey, Co. Cork, where he died in May 1968; sold with copied research, 
including obituary notices.

'On the 22 October, 1918, during an attack on Knokke, he led the company to the back of a strong enemy machine-gun post, and 
afterwards advanced and established a line 800 yards ahead. Finding his flank to be uncertain, he voluntarily carried out a most daring 
reconnaissance, and succeeded in locating a strong enemy post, all the while under incessant machine-gun fire. His fearless and cool 
leadership was a great inspiration to the company.' 

Reginald Frank Howship, a native of Wallington, Surrey, enlisted in the London Regiment in December 1915 and first went to France 
in the 1/12th Battalion (The Rangers) in October 1916. Less than a month later he was attached to the 13th Battalion, Royal Irish 
Regiment, from which unit he came home to an O.T.U. in late 191 7. 

Duly commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion, East Surrey Regiment in May 1918, he returned to France on attachment to the 
12th Battalion, where he won his M.C. for the above cited deeds at Knocke that October. 

Howship, who was advanced to Lieutenant at the time of his demobilisation in 1919, served latterly in the 9th Battalion in the Army of 
Occupation in Cologne. Accompanying copied official correspondence reveals that the Infantry Record Office was trying to track his 
whereabouts in April 1920. His father wrote to say that his son had been admitted to the King Edward VII Sanatorium at Midhurst, 
Sussex, suffering from consumption 'as a result of Army life.' Moreover, his MIG entry reveals that he never received his British War and 
Victory Medals, both being returned to the issuing office after repeated attempts to deliver them (reference 'as per 992 K.R. 1923').

and rail bridges over the Jordan: Lawrence of Arabia added to the Turks' misfortune by calling in the Royal Flying 
Corps who flew numerous missions in support of the same operations

M. C. London Gazette 4 October 1919: 

'For gallantry and devotion to duty on 21 September 1918, \A/hen in command of one of t\A/o parties organised to destroy the rail\A/ay 
and road bridges over the Jordan at jisr El Mejamie. During the w^ork of preparation the officer in charge of the other party was 
wounded. He then took charge of both parties and completed the work in a most efficient and expeditious manner.' 

Llewellyn Lloyd Blake was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in March 1915 and first witnessed active service in 
France, where he arrived in late May of the same year. 

His subsequent award of the M.C. was in respect of operations in the Palestine campaign in September 1918, when he was serving in 
4th Field Squadron, R.E., attached 4th Cavalry Division, which unit was charged with blocking off potential rail and road crossings that 
might be used by Turks fleeing the scene of the battle of Megiddo. The History of the Corps of Royal Engineers, takes up the story: 

'Three special demolition parties were organized to destroy the road and rail bridges including those over the Jordan at Jisr el Majami, 
south of Galilee. Training in rapid demolition was given and special charges for bridges, with iron dogs and rope ladders for placing 
them in position, were carried by pack animals. To supplement the reduced scales of equipment carried by the leading echelons of 
field troops, a provisional mobile park with lorry transport was organized to follow up in the rear. The 4th and 5th Field Squadrons 
were brought up to strength on their way to concentration areas. On arrival the field squadrons marked the cavalry routes to the Auja 
and built two more pontoon bridges ... ' 

The same source continues: 

'[At the battle of Megiddo], the first objective of the Desert Mounted Corps was the line Tul-Karm-Caesarea, twenty miles from the old 
British front. On the right the 4th Cavalry Division was then to move by the Musmus Pass to El Affule, where the railway junction and 
the Nablus-Damascus road were to be blocked; on by the Valley of Jezreel to Beisan, from which various Jordan crossings could be 
stopped; and Jisr el Majami to occupy more crossings of the Jordan and Yarmuk Rivers ... Captain Falcon's demolition party of the 4th 
Field Squadron, after a short rest, marched across rough and hilly country during the night [of 20 September 1918] to Jir el Majami. The 
Jordan was reached at 5 a.m. on the 21st and the road and rail bridges to Dera on both the Jordan and the Yarmuk were prepared for 
demolition.' 

Here, then, the point at which Blake won his M.C., several of these crossings being manned by Turkish troops; sold with an original 
portrait photograph, taken in later life, and a quantity of copied research; his MIC states that he was eligible for the Silver War Badge 
and that his campaign medals were sent to him atShanklin Villa, Hornchurch Road, Romford, Essex, in early 1922.

John Thomas Harrison, who was born in Wednesbury, Staffordshire, enlisted in the 4th Battalion, South Staffordshire Regiment (Special 
Reserve) in January 1911, aged 1 7 years. 

Mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities, he went to France as a Private in the 2nd Battalion in late November 1914. Advanced to 
Corporal in December 1915 and to Lance-Sergeant in July 1916, he was wounded by a gunshot to his right arm in the same month, 
being evacuated home via No. 3 Canadian General Hospital. 

On recovering from his wound in September, he was posted to the 7th Battalion in France and remained similarly employed until 
selected for a commission in May 191 7. Harrison duly attended No. 21 O.T.C. at Crookham and was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the 
3rd Battalion in October 1917. 

It was, however, as a member of the 1st Battalion that he went on to win his M.C. in Italy in the following year. He was released from 
service in March 1919; sold with copied service papers. 
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A rare and outstanding Third Afghan War M.C. group of nine awarded to Colonel G. G. Rogers, 1st Gurkha Rifles: 
gallant service in the Field aside, he was widely recognized as an expert in Gurkha customs and dialects, published

George Gordon Rogers was born at Dharmsala, India in April 1893, a true son of the Gurkha family. His father, Colonel G. W. Rogers, 
D.S.O. of the 4th Gurkha Rifles, had raised the 2nd Battalion, 1st Gurkha Rifles in 1886 and both his paternal and maternal 
grandfathers were Major-Generals in the Indian Army - the latter, J.S. Rawlins, had commanded the 1st Battalion: the portraits of the 
two Commanding Officers hang on the wall of the Mess dining room in Dharmsala. 

George - or ''Georgie" as he was known to his friends and colleagues - was educated at Bedford College and the Royal Military 
Academy, Sandhurst, and was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in January 1912. He joined the 2nd Battalion of the 1st Gurkha Rifles in 
Chitral early in the following year and served with his regiment in the operations against rebellious tribesmen in the Swat Valley in 
August 1915. At the end of that year he was transferred to the Nepalese Contingent, soldiers of the independent Kingdom of Nepal sent 
to help maintain order in India whilst most of the Indian Army was in France and Mesopotamia. Rogers was probably selected on the 
basis of his language ability. During this period he also served as Staff Officer at the Mountain Warfare School at Kakul, near 
Abbottabad, services that were recognised by his appointment to the 2nd Class of Order of the Star of Nepal. 

Third Afghan War - M.C. 

Rogers rejoined his regiment at Nowshera early in 1919, when, having been advanced to Captain, he was given command of 'D' 
Company. Three days after war had been declared against Afghanistan in May 1919, his battalion left Nowshera by train to join the 
Third Infantry Brigade in the Khyber Pass area. They arrived at Ali Masjid on the 10th and in the early morning hours of the 11th 
marched to Landi Kotal where they formed the reserve for an attack on the Afghan positions at Bagh. 

In response to the sound of heavy firing, the Battalion made a forced march to Loe Dakka on the 1 7th and found that a Sikh regiment 
had just captured Sikh Hill. 'B' and 'D' Companies were sent to occupy it and had a rough time. They had no food, water was scarce, 
and they were heavily laden with ammunition and entrenching tools. All this on a stiff climb on a very hot day. That night an Afghan 
infantry battalion attacked the hill, attempting to recover some captured guns, but was driven off by Lewis-gun fire. The next day the 
two companies returned to camp, which was now established a little to the south of Fort Robat, near Sherabad Cantonment. Over the 
next couple of weeks there was little fighting but the battalion had to supply numerous piquets, and also sent out foraging expeditions. 

On the 14th June, Rogers provided the piquets and advanced guard for a force sent out to intercept a 'lashkar" (tribal raiding party). 
No opposition was encountered, and two Afghan envoys presented themselves under a white flag, carrying sealed letters from the 
Amir. They were escorted to Headquarters. 

On the evening of the 1 6th Rogers was in command of No. 5 piquet when, at about 9.30 p.m., it came under attack from about 80 of 
the enemy. The attack was driven off with Lewis-gun fire. On the 27th, Rogers and 'D' Company established two new piquets on 
Conical Hill and West Ridge to protect the Kabul Road, which passed between the two features and was frequently used by the cavalry 
on reconnaissance patrols. 

On the morning of the 13th July, 'D' Company under Rogers went to furnish the piquets on the Khurd Khyber Pass for the cavalry 
reconnaissance and was so strongly opposed by about 2000 tribesmen that another company had to be called up before the piquets 
could be set up. Fortunately, Rogers had taken the initiative to set up piquets on two hills about 1,000 yards south-west of the pass 
which had never before been occupied. The tribesmen had evidently relied on finding the hills again unoccupied and intended to use 
them to harass the reconnaissance from the flank, and then enfilade the retiring piquets. Fierce fighting ensued, with the Gurkhas 
holding one side of the hill and the enemy the other; at times the fighting was hand-to-hand. The withdrawal of the piquets was closely 
followed up but their retirement was covered by machine guns and howitzers which inflicted heavy casualties on the enemy. The 
battalion suffered casualties of three killed and seven wounded. It was for this operation that Rogers was awarded the M.C. 

During the campaign Rogers was also instrumental in forming the 'Gurkhas Scouts' to operate against snipers and raiders at night. A 
detachment of selected men from all the Gurkha regiments in the area was formed, and their tactics were to lie up after dark in likely 
approaches and deal with intruders with hand grenades or kukris. There were several successful ambushes. 

Ongoing operations in Waziristan 1920-24 - and beyond 

At the end of 1920 Rogers was attached to the 2nd Battalion of 6th Gurkha Rifles, then deployed in southern Waziristan. According to 
the regimental history. The men were fresh from the rigours of the Great War and were in no mood to adopt kid-glove methods with 
the Mahsud tribesmen. This did not fit in with the policy envisaged by the political authorities and so the Battalion was moved (from 
Kotkai camp) to a quieter area to Manzai where it was thought "incidents" were less likely to occur.' 

However, in April 1921, the Mahsuds sprang a devastating ambush on two Punjabi regiments, annihilating a convoy, and thereafter the 
Battalion spent a great deal more time on road-protection duties. During this period Rogers was a Temporary Major and held the posts 
of Brigade Major and D.A.A.G. 

After returning to his own regiment, Rogers was then attached to the 1st Battalion, 4th Gurkha Rifles, from May 1923 to March 1924. 
He served with them during the disturbances in the Sikh state of Mabha, where the Maharajah was deposed for misrule. 

Rogers became a master of Nepalese languages: he knew both the Gurung and Magar dialects, as well as the court language of 
Kathmandu. He was an expert in Gurkha songs and dances and, as one colleague reported, 'He was usually found in the centre of a 
fascinated group of men who hung on his word ... it was in these inter-war years in Dharmsala and the N.W. Frontier that we got to 
know Georgie well, accompanied him on shooting trips, attended his nautches, and learnt something of our men and their language.' 

In January 1929, Rogers was promoted Major and from 1934 he was senior Major, in effect the second-in-command. He was placed on 
the Supplementary Unemployed List in 1936, having by then become widely recognised as an expert on the Gurkhas. He was variously 
described as 'a unique personality' and a 'courteous, kind, and a thorough gentleman - though rather an oddity.' 

The Second World War 

Having settled in South Africa in the interim, Rogers was recalled to service in June 1940, promoted to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel 
(Temporary) and, in November 1940, appointed to be Commandant of the Regimental Centre at Dharmsala. 

The decision had been taken to double the size of the Gurkha regiments by increasing their establishment from two battalions to four: 
the 1st Gurkha Rifles also had to raise an extra battalion to replace its 2nd Battalion, which had been lost when Malaya was over-run. 
The Regimental Centre was responsible for both recruit and specialist training: Rogers presided over an enormous expansion of the 
Centre and at one time had 5000 men under command. He was promoted to full Colonel in May 1943. 

An officer who trained at the Centre late in 1942 described Rogers at this time as 'a tall, remote and austere figure. To junior officers he 
appeared to be somewhat out of touch with the developments of modern warfare but his knowledge of Gurkhas, their languages and 
dialects was legendary ... the depth and width of his linguistic knowledge was thought to be unmatched among his contemporaries 
either in the 1 st or other Gurkha regiments.' 

Rogers handed over command of the Centre in July 1943 and started a language school for young British officers in Dehra Dun, as part 
of the 14th Training Division. He later wrote a book Colloquial Nepali, which was published in 1949 and remained in use for many 
years and also joined a film unit as adviser and interpreter for the making of the film "Johnny Gurkha". In 1946 he retired once more. 

In 1946-47 he taught Urdu and Punjabi to officer cadets at Caterham and in 1947-48 taught English to Polish refugees in Essex and 
Sussex. He lived in a former lighthouse in Norfolk but loved travelling and took his family to Eire, Brazil, then back to the English 
countryside. He revisited India with a missionary group and toured Malta, Spain, Italy and Erance. His hobbies continued to be the 
languages, songs and customs of mountain people the world over. He gave up his gun for a camera and made a study of birds. 

In his final years he lived in a succession of nursing homes, at one of which, in Maidenhead, he died in May 1966. He was buried at 
Hampton Cemetery, Middlesex; sold with a large file of copied research, including several picture post cards. 
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'‘Stop walking about like a spare f-—g lamp-post. It's cost the tax-payer thousands to train you!” 

Captain F. E. K. Laman admonishes one of his young subalterns while under fire on the North-West Frontier in November 1936. 

'There are very few officers who would have gone through all that he had faced up to and stuck it so cheerfully and efficiently. 
Jitra, Kampar, Rawang, Batu Pahat - he was Brigade Major right through that retreat and a damn good one with a spirit which, 
in his own words, could not be extinguished.' 

The History of 11th Indian Division in Malaya, by Colonel A. M L. Harrison, pays tribute to Laman’s courage in the retreat from 
Malaya in 1941-42.

M.C. London Gazette 10 December 1937: 

For distinguished services rendered in the field in connection with the operations in Waziristan, during the period 25 November 1936 
to 11 January 1937.' 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 19 December 1946: 

'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in Malaya in 1942.' 

Frederick Ernest Kirkland Laman, known to his friends and colleagues as George, was born in December 1906, the son of Major E. K. 
Laman, M.B.E., M.C., and Edith Sybil Laman, of Dinas Powis, Glamorgan. He was first commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant on the 
Unattached List of the Indian Army in January 1927 and arrived in India in March of the same year. After a year's service with a British 
regiment, he was posted to the 5th Battalion of the 1st Punjab Regiment in April 1928. He was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant a 
year later. 

The Tochi Scouts - North-West Frontier 1936-37 - M.G. 

In January 1934, Laman was attached to the Tochi Scouts at Miranshah. According to Charles Chevenix Trench in the Frontier Scouts, 
'There was much competition among British officers to join. It was rather like joining a very small, very exclusive club. Not only did a 
candidate have to have a first class report from his regiment, and some command of Pashto, but he had to stay a couple of weeks with 
a corps, at headquarters and in outposts, to be vetted ... A veto from a single officer, a hint from the Subadar Major that he would not 
quite do , and that was that.' 

Laman was promoted to Captain in January 1936. In that year a religious leader, the Eaqir of Ipi, began to preach 'holy war' amongst 
the Tori Khel Wazirs. The Government decided on a show of force to deter the tribesmen and sent two brigades to conduct operations 
in the Khaisora Valley area. The plan was that on 25 November 1936 one brigade, referred to as 'Razcol', would start from Damdil 
and move eastwards down the Khaisora Valley to Biche Kashkai Camp. On the same day the second brigade, Tocol, would start from 
Mir Ali, move southward over low hills and meet Razcol at Biche Kashkai. Next day both would return to their bases. Each column 
would be accompanied by several platoons of Tochi Scouts to provide distant flank protection. 

Both columns came under heavy fire and Tocol didn't reach the rendezvous until the afternoon of the second day. As the troops were 
provided with rations and ammunition for only three days, it was decided that both columns would return to Mir Ali, with the Tochi 
Scouts forming the advance guard. 

A Lieutenant Wainwright recalled that at one stage when the bullets were flying all around , 'I was almost knocked over by a terrific 

kick in the seat of my partog (Pathan-style baggy trousers) by George Laman. "Stop walking about like a spare f-g lamp-post", he 

said. "It's cost the tax-payer thousands to train you!" 

During the three day operation, for which Laman won his M.C., the Scouts had 26 casualties and also won an 1.0.M. and two I.D.S.Ms. 
The two brigades of regular troops had 107 casualties and it was clear that the incident marked the opening of a major Erontier War. 

In May 1937 information was received that the Eaqir was at Arsal Kot, a complex of caves and fortified towers in the Shaktu Valley, 
which runs parallel to the Khaisora and five to ten miles south of it. It was decided to attack Arsal Kot with the objective of capturing 
the Eaqir or, at least, destroying his headquarters and bringing the Tori Khel to battle. Eor this objective the Bannu and Abbotabad 
brigades were concentrated at Dosalli. 

The first objective was the Sham Plain, a high plateau five to six miles south of Dosalli, which formed part of the watershed between 
the two river systems. Erom Dosalli, the obvious approach was up the Sre Mela nullah and gorge. The enemy anticipated this and had 
constructed many artfully concealed sangars, so that an advance up the gorge would be a very slow and expensive operation. 

There was an alternative route, far more difficult, along the top of the three mile long Iblanke ridge rising from north to south about a 
mile east of the Sre Mela. The Army commander decided to surprise the enemy with a night march over the Iblanke ridge to the Sham 
Plain. It was an extremely bold concept as any reconnaissance would have alerted the enemy. If he had been wrong and dawn had 
found the Bannu Brigade jam-packed and immobile on the knife-edge ridge, fired at from three sides and unable to bring its own 
weapons to bear, there would have been a horrendous disaster. 
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Eight platoons of the Tochi Scouts commanded by Laman and two other officers were to lead the advance, seize the highest features of 
the ridge and hold them until the advance guard of the Bannu Brigade caught up. The Scouts set off from Dosalli at nine o'clock in the 
evening: 'In pitch dark, carrying only rifles and ammunition, wearing grass sandals, they moved silent as wraiths, climbing continuously 
until they occupied the 'shoulder blade heights' half an hour after midnight.' 

The Brigade following behind, including a battery of mountain artillery with mules, had an extraordinarily arduous climb but joined the 
Scouts on the summit at dawn and drove off the surprised enemy, then descended to the Sham Plain. On that day in London King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth were being crowned, and the camp was named Coronation Camp. 

The Brigade duly advanced to Arsal Kot. Not unexpectedly they found that the bird had flown, but they razed the buildings to the 
ground and blew up the Eaqir's cave - headquarters. 

In 1938 Laman returned to the United Kingdom and on 15 Eebruary King George VI presented him with the Military Cross at an 
investiture ceremony at Buckingham Palace. 

In September 1938 he returned to duty with the 1st Punjab Regiment as a Company Commander in 11th Battalion. Then in April 1939 
he joined the recruiting staff at jullundar. 


Malayan Campaign 1941-42 

In July 1941 Laman qualified as G.S.O. 3, and was appointed Brigade Major of the 15th Infantry Brigade in Malaya. He was a 
Temporary Major with effect from 29 August 1941. 

On the outbreak of war with japan the 15th Brigade, part of the 11 th Indian Division, was at jitra in the far north of Malaya, only a few 
miles from the border with Thailand. The Japanese landed in southern Thailand and on the north-east coast of Malaya on 8 December 
and attacked the British positions around jitra on the evening of the 10th. Supported by tanks, they quickly over-ran the forward troops. 
A night withdrawal to a reserve line was ordered, but the enemy had now blocked the main road bridge to the south, causing many 
wheeled and tracked vehicles to be abandoned. During the ensuing five days of confused fighting, 11 Indian Division was over-run and 
suffered heavy losses. 

The Division attempted to make a stand at Gurun, 20 miles to the south, but the Japanese tactics of infiltration and encirclement were 
again successful and the Division had to retreat another 60 miles, to Ipoh. British and Indian casualties were so severe that the 
remnants of 6 Brigade and 15 Brigade were merged to form 6/15 Brigade. 

After a few days rest at Ipoh the 6/15 Brigade was ordered to take up a defensive position at Kampar, about 40 miles to the south. The 
British Battalion held a position astride the road about half a mile north of the town. East of the road were three ridges, covered in 
jungle: to the west, the country was open. The last week of 1941 was spent in preparing the position for defence by digging, wiring and 
clearing fields of fire. 

After a heavy bombardment, the enemy attacked at 0700 on New Year's Day 1942 with a frontal assault on the first ridge and flank 
attacks from the jungle. They succeeded in getting a temporary foothold but were thrown off by a British counter-attack. Eor two days 
there was heavy fighting on the ridges, with many outstanding acts of gallantry, until news came that the enemy had landed in strength 
on the west coast to the rear of the Kampar position, which therefore became untenable. 

Then followed 12 wearisome days of a fighting withdrawal. Positions were taken up and then abandoned as the enemy made further 
landings in the rear. A long drive of 70 miles brought the Brigade to the Selangor River on the morning of 6 January, a position which 
was held for three days until the unit on its right flank was overrun and the Brigade on its left retired. The Brigade then withdrew to 
Kuala Lumpur, reached at 2300 hours on 10 January and to Kluang on 14 January where the Brigade was supposed to have a week's 
rest in Divisional reserve. The "rest" lasted exactly one day. 

On 16 January 1942 the Japanese made further landings in strength on the west coast of Malaya, near the towns of Muar and Batu 
Pahat. The Brigade was sent to the latter but initially failed to make contact with the enemy who had gone to ground in the jungle- 
covered hills. On the 23rd the main enemy advance reached the river immediately north of the town, and other parties cut off the road 
to Ayer Hitam to the west, and even infiltrated to the south west of Batu Pahat. The 6/15 Brigade was in danger of being cut off, and on 
the 23rd Challen, the Brigade Commander, gave orders for a withdrawal. This had actually begun when the Divisional Commander 
ordered that Batu Pahat must be held. A battalion from the newly arrived 53rd Brigade had to fight its way back into the town, losing 
many men in the process. 

On the 24th there was heavy fighting around Batu Pahat, and by 3 p.m. that day the Japanese were on the east flank of the town in 
considerable strength and in possession of a low hill overlooking the road south. Challen urged the necessity of an early withdrawal but 
this was not authorised until 4 p.m. the next day. 

6/15 Brigade's withdrawal from Batu Pahat began at 8.30 p.m. on the 25th, and by 5 a.m. next morning the advance guard reached 
Senggarang. There was a Japanese roadblock just south of this town and increasingly desperate attempts by the tired troops to break 
through failed. 

Also on the 25th, elements of the 53rd Brigade advanced north from Pontian Kechil to keep the road open for the 6/1 5th. When no 
contact could be made with them on the 26th - radio communication was a serious problem in this area - an armoured column was 
sent north from Benut. The column was ambushed and annihilated just to the north of Rengit; only a single vehicle managed to break 
through and reach 6/15 Brigade at Senggarang. 

Challen then concluded that it would be impossible for his Brigade to fight its way south along the road to reach Benut, 18 miles away. 
He decided that his only course was to destroy his guns and vehicles and take his Brigade cross-country. Leaving the wounded behind, 
under the doubtful protection of a Red Cross flag, the Brigade set off on foot at 6.15 p.m. 

The march was a nightmare: not only were the troops completely exhausted, but the terrain consisted of mangrove swamps, ditches 
and quagmires which made movement extremely slow. A private of the British Battalion recalled: 'We slowly wended our way in 
single file through the black sludge, stepping from root to root, and trying to avoid plunging into pools of filthy liquid mud'. 

Under such conditions, the rear-guard lost touch with the rest of the Brigade, and discipline in some units broke down when the 
exhausted men came under attack from mortars and machine-guns. Laman remained with a group of about 1,500 men, including the 
British Battalion: when this group came to a river which could not be crossed, the senior officers abandoned the idea of reaching 
Benut, and made for the coast. 

This group reached the village of Penggor, about three miles from Rengit, and concealed themselves while enemy transport streamed 
past on the road, only 1100 meters away, and Japanese planes were constantly overhead, searching for the lost Brigade. 

Laman volunteered to sail to Pontian Kechil in a sampan and inform the Divisional commander of the situation. The History of the 
11th Division in Malaya records his arrival as follows: 

'At 2230 hours Brigadier Selby rang up. The Brigade Major of the 15th Indian Brigade had just landed at Pontian Kechil in a sampan: 
he had news of the Brigade, and was already on his way to D.H.Q in a truck. A few minutes later a disreputable object with a 
blackened face strolled into D.H.Q. under escort and said, "Well, here I am chaps. I'm not extinguished yet". It was Major Laman.' 

He was given a well-earned drink whilst General Keys immediately requested the Royal Navy to take action: five hours later an officer 
from the gunboat Dragonfly appeared off the mudflats off Ponggor and greeted the senior British officer there with the words, "Dr. 
Livingstone, I presume." The first few men were brought back that night, and the remainder of the Brigade were evacuated to Singapore 
over the following two nights.

Singapore 

Colonel Harrison, a Staff Officer of 11th Division, recorded that he arrived in the city on the night of 28 January and went to Raffles 
Hotel to report his arrival. 

'While phoning, Laman came along. He was looking extremely ill and tired, but he had removed his black camouflage from his face. I 
told him what the job was, and he volunteered to help me in my reconnaissance. "Quite sure you're fit for it?" I asked, and he 
cheerfully assured me that he'd never felt better. As I'd learnt that he'd been coughing blood for the past two weeks I accepted his offer 
with mental reservations, and told him to lay on reconnaissance parties from the 15th Brigade next morning, and the Brigade's 
provisional area would be from the mouth of the S. Seleta to the Naval Dockyard.' 

The following day. Colonel Harrison went to Nee Soon, where he found Laman: 

'Laman gave me a detailed and useful description of his area and of his proposed dispositions which he had marked on a map. The 
representatives of the 15th Brigade had understandably failed to arrive, and he had carried out his reconnaissance single-handed. He 
had evidently covered the ground and was spattered with black mud ... I had a look at him. He obviously had fever. I ordered him to 
give his report to Lt. Colonel Morrison ... and then to report to hospital. That was the last I saw of Laman. I heard later that he did not 
report sick until he had shown the Brigade representatives round their area next day. On the 13th February he was evacuated in those 
last parties from Singapore: his ship was bombed and sunk, and he was drowned.' 

The 15th Brigade was allocated a sector on the north east coast of Singapore island, near the Naval Base; when the Japanese landed, it 
was on the north-west coast, a sector held by the Australians who made only a token effort to defend it. The Brigade was brought 
forward to hold a defensive position known as the Jurong Line, but had to withdraw when the units on either flank gave way. A 
counter-attack by 11 Division on the 11th February proved to be a disastrous failure. 

At 2100 hours on Friday 13th February, orders were received for the evacuation by sea of representatives from Formation Headquarters 
and of selected personnel from each Battalion. They were to assemble at Empire Dock at midnight. Laman was one of those selected: 
the ship in which he was evacuated is not recorded but might well have been one of the two river gunboats. Dragonfly and 
Grasshopper in which other personnel of 15 Brigade are known to have embarked. Both vessels were bombed and sunk the following 
day, and the survivors machine-gunned in the water. 

Apparently, Laman's death was not immediately known. In 1946 he was mentioned in dispatches for gallant and distinguished service 
in Malaya, with no reference to the fact that it was a posthumous award, and he was still listed on the Indian Army List as late as April 
1947. 

Having no known grave, his name is listed on the Singapore Memorial in Kranji War Cemetery, Singapore; sold with a file of copied 
research.

Recommendation reads: This officer was in command of a troop in operations 
against Ningthunkhong on April 25th 1944. Soon after the action started, his 
tank was penetrated by an anti-tank gun, the driver was seriously wounded, and 
the wireless set and intercommunication destroyed, thus rendering the tank 
unbattleworthy. Lieut. Pearce at once collected the only spare tank, which was 
already damaged, and whose turret was jammed, thus making it virtually 
defenceless at close quarters. He returned to his troop, which he commanded 
with great coolness and skill for 2 hours, while in close proximity to the enemy, 
who were concealed in a village. As a result of his efforts his troop knocked out 
two anti-tank guns, an unidentified vehicle, and two bunker positions, thus 
enabling the Infantry to reach the first part of their objective with negligible 
casualties, and at the same time, capture important documents. 

Later, when a withdrawal was ordered, he waited until all the Infantry and their 
wounded had gone back, though he could only use his guns in one direction. 
This officer also displayed similar qualities of skill and coolness when leading his 
troop against a Japanese position at MS.18 on the Impha-Ukhrul Rd. On this 
occasion he had to make a difficult and practically unreconnoitred climb to 
reach the position where he successfully silenced all enemy fire. 

Throughout the present operations, he has shown himself to be an outstanding 
leader.' 

At the time of the action. Lieutenant Pearce was serving in the 254th Indian Tank 
Brigade, 14th Army. 

With original (slightly damaged) 14th Army congratulatory letter addressed to 
Lieutenant Pearce, dated 17 August 1944 and signed by General Slim and a War 
Office letter, dated 4 September 1944, informing Pearce of the award of the M. 
C. With two photographs. Together with copied recommendation. 
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'Captain C. S. Emden, D.F.C., served under me for 8 months last year in the Balloon Section of the Royal Air Force. Prior 
to this he had been twice wounded with his Regiment and had lost a leg. 

In the face of much opposition and in defiance of practically all precedent, he at length succeeded in being sent out to 
France again for service as an Observer with a Balloon Section. 

In doing so he ran very considerably greater risks than any other Observer, since his wooden leg both tended to prevent 
his getting out of the Balloon quickly in his parachute when attacked by hostile aircraft and also exposed him to an 
almost certainty of serious injuries if faced to descend by parachute. 

Under the circumstances. Captain Fmden continued to carry out the most cool and excellent artillery reconnaissance - 
until it was almost inevitable, under the circumstances, that he was wounded for a third time through attack by a hostile 
aeroplane. 

The singular devotion to duty displayed by Captain Fmden earned for him, in a particular full degree, the award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

A Cranwell testimonial, written by Lieutenant-Colonel MacNeece, in July 1919, refers. 


An exceptional Great War "Balloonatic's" D.F.C. group of six awarded to Captain C. S. Emden, Royal Air Force, late 
Royal West Kent Regiment and Royal Flying Corps, who, having been twice wounded in the trenches - and had his left 
leg amputated - took to the air as a Kite Balloon Officer wearing an artificial "Thigh Limb": while observing artillery 
fire at Harbonnieres in August 1918, his balloon was attacked by enemy aircraft and he was compelled to take to his 
parachute - a descent which resulted in a severe fracture to his right tibia 

During the 1939-45 War, Fmden worked in the Air Intelligence Department, initially being employed in the 
interpretation of air photographs but afterwards as head of 'A13c', a group of boffins fed "fodder" from Bletchley Park 
in order to carry out an in-depth study of the Luftwaffe and assess the enemy's battle order in time for the Normandy 
landings: he was advanced to Squadron Leader, R.A.F.V.R. and mentioned in despatches

Cecil Stuart Emden was born in West Ealing, London in December 1889, the son of His Honour judge Alfred Emden and his wife 
Elizabeth Cowley Emden (nee Whitfield). Educated at King's School Canterbury and Trinity College, Oxford, where he studied law, 
Cecil joined the Inns of Court O.T.C. in December 1912 and was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Battalion, Royal West 
Kent Regiment, in September 1914. 

To France - loss of left leg on the Somme - "Balloonatic" - severe injury to right leg - D.F.C. 

Embarked with his battalion for Erance in July 1915, he was wounded in an unspecified action and, by the time of the Somme offensive 
in July 1916, was serving as a Temporary Captain and C.O. of 'D' Company. It was in this capacity that he was wounded in action at 
Trones Wood on 13 July, when a shell explosion resulted in the loss of his left foot. The leg turned gangrenous and had to be 
amputated above the knee. 

In March 1917, the Essential Artificial Limb Company Limited sent Emden an invoice for £27 to cover the cost of a 'Thigh Limb"; 
whether the War Office settled the account remains unknown. More certain is the fact that he was classified as 'unfit for general 
service' and received orders to proceed to the Records Office at Shrewsbury. Keen to gain a more active appointment, Emden 
requested that the appointment be reconsidered but the War Office begged to differ and he duly reported to Shrewsbury in June 191 7. 
Shortly after his arrival, and having pursued his options further, Emden persuaded his C.O. to submit another request for more active 
employment: 

'I have to inform you that Captain Emden, Royal West Kent Regiment, reported for duty in this office 13.6.17. Captain Emden informs 
me that he is desirous of an appointment to the R.E.C. (Kite Balloon Section) and that he has been passed medically fit for that 
employment ... In view of the fact that Emden is yet untrained in record office work, I beg to forward and recommend his request for 
more active employment.' 

Emden duly reported to the Balloon School at Roehampton in July 1917 and, on completion of his training, returned to Erance where 
he joined the 13th Balloon Company. On 27 August 1918, while observing artillery fire at Harbonnieres, his balloon was attacked by 
enemy aircraft and he had to make an emergency descent by parachute - a descent which resulted in a severe fracture of his right tibia. 
He was evacuated to hospital in Rouen and thence to Bryanston Hospital, where he was still recuperating at the War's end. 

Oxford - authority on British Constitutional Law 

Called to the Bar in 1920, Emden became Eellow and Treasurer of Oriel College, Oxford in 1928, in which latter capacity he remained 
happily employed between the wars. He was an authority on British Constitutional Law and published a number of books, some of 
which remain standard references to this day - The Civil Servant in the Law and the Constitution (1923), and The People and the 
Constitution (1956) are still in print; he also published works on Samuel Pepys, Gilbert White, Sir Walter Raleigh, Joseph Warton and 
Shakespeare. 

Boffins and "Fodder" 

Emden's happy sojourn at Oxford was rudely interrupted by the renewal of hostilities, when he was recalled to active duty as a Pilot 
Officer in the R.A.E.V.R. in 12 September 1939. 

His first appointment was in H.Q. No.6 Group where he was engaged on code and cypher duties. On 30 October 1939 he was 
appointed to the Air Ministry's Department of Intelligence for Interpretation of Air Photographs. Promoted to Elying Officer in 
September 1940, he was mentioned in despatches in September of the following year. 

By early 1941 the Air Intelligence Branch had began an in-depth study of the Luftwaffe. Estimating the German battle order was the task 
given to a group known as AI3b. Emden was asked to head up a group of boffins in AI3c. Working in secret in a dingy strip-lighted 
room in Horseferry Road, he and his team worked continuously on the longer term problem of piecing together the whole 
organisational structure of the Luftwaffe, with emphasis being placed on the forthcoming invasion of Europe. Their "fodder", as it 
became known, was the daily arrival of output from Bletchley Park. Emden arrived in mid-1941 and asked for 6 to 8 weeks to read 
through all the Ultra material from the start of the war. This was a mammoth task as the output from Bletchley, even in 1941, was 
colossal. Emden and his team of "boffins" continued their valuable work throughout the war, the findings of AI3b and AI3c - including 
such detail as German meteorological information - being passed to the High Command. 

Emden, who was released from the R.A.E.V.R. in the rank of Squadron Leader in May 1945, died at Pound Cottage, Combe, Oxford in 
Eebruary 1980.

Pilot Officer McConnell was forced to fly with both arms round the control column in order to maintain control. He endeavoured to 
complete the sortie but had to abandon the effort through exhaustion after two hours. In November 1943, he took part in a sortie on 
Berlin at very short notice, completing it with courage and skill. His fine example has always been praiseworthy.' 

David Whiteside McConnell was born in Newry, Co. Down in 1920, the son of David and Ruby McConnell of Bridge Street. 
Commissioned as a Pilot Officer in the R.A.F.V.R. in 1943, he joined No. 101 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of Ludford 
Magna, Lincolnshire. He subsequently completed at least five sorties to the "Big City" and was awarded the D.F.C. for the above cited 
deeds prior to his death in action in another raid on Berlin on the night of 15-16 February 1944, the same date on which his award was 
announced in The London Gazette. His Lancaster - 'G for George' - was shot down by a night fighter over the target, McConnell and 
his two air gunners being killed. The remainder of the crew were taken P.O.Ws; sold with an old typescript citation for the D.F.C. on 
M.O.D. note paper, together with copied research.

'Since joining his present squadron this officer has taken part in a large number of sorties. Many of his missions have been completed in 
the face of strong enemy anti-aircraft fire from heavily defended areas. Prior to the invasion of France Flight Lieutenant Roussell flew on 
two outstanding fighter sorties against an enemy installation near Dieppe. These were successfully completed in the face of intense and 
accurate ground fire. Flight Lieutenant Roussell has proved himself on many occasions to be fearless and a skilful pilot.' 

C.M.M. Canada Gazette 22 June 1974. 


Joseph Ludger Aurele Roussell was born at Matapedia, Quebec in 1923. Having enlisted in the Royal Canadian Air Force on the 
outbreak of hostilities, he was selected for pilot training, and on qualifying for his "Wings" in 1942, he was commissioned Pilot Officer. 
It was for his subsequent services in No. 414 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron that he won his D.F.C., a period of operations extending from before 
D-Day to the war's end, the whole undertaken in Mustangs and Spitfires in support of No. 39 Wing. Thus a flurry of operational sorties 
ranging from photographic and intelligence reconnaissances to ground attacks. 

Roussell remained in the Canadian Air Force after the war, gaining advancement to Colonel and appointment as an Officer of the 
Order of Military Merit in June 1974. Among other appointments, he commanded No. 444 (F.) Squadron, a Sabre unit operating out of 
Baden, Soellingen on behalf of N.A.T.O., in the early 1960s. 
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A fine Crimean War D.C.M., Legion of Honour and M.S.M. group of six awarded to Master-Gunner George Kerr, 
Royal Artillery

George Kerr was born in the Parish of Coupar of Angus, Perthshire, and attested for the Royal Artillery at Aberdeen on 1 December 
1847, aged 18 years. He was promoted to Bombardier in June 1854, to Corporal in February 1855, to Serjeant in November 1855, and 
appointed Master-Gunner of the Third Class at Broughty Castle in January 1863. He served in No. 4 Battery 12th Brigade in the Crimea 
for 2 years and in China for 2 years 11 months. Kerr was discharged to pension on 2 December 1868, his conduct being noted as Very 
good'. His discharge papers note that 'He has been awarded the Crimean Medal with Clasps for "Alma", "Balaklava", "Inkermann" and 
"Sebastopol", Distinguished Conduct and Turkish War Medals, and is a Knight 5th Class of Legion of Honour, also China Medal. He 
has been awarded a Silver Medal for Long Service and Good Conduct and a Gratuity of £15. He has never been convicted by Courts 
Martial and his name has not been recorded in the Regimental Defaulters Book.

D.C.M. London Gazette 21 April 1 899. Presented by the Queen at Windsor Castle. One of four D.C.M's won by the Buffs in the night 
action at Bilot on the North West Frontier of India. In addition, no less than three Victoria Crosses were won in this same action, by 
Lieutenants Watson and Colvin of the Royal Engineers and Corporal James Smith of the Buffs. Private Nelthorpe was wounded with 
gunshot wounds to his right arm and right leg. 


The following speech was made by Brig.-General Sir R. Westmacott, K.C.B., D.S.O., at parade of the troops of the Nagpore District on 
the 5th July 1899, to present the Victoria Cross to Corporal James Smith, and the Distinguished Conduct Medal to Private C. Poile: 

'Officers, N.C.O's and men of the Nagpore Command. You are paraded here today by order of Her Most Gracious Majesty The Queen 
to witness the presentation of the V.C. to Corporal Smith of The Buffs. It is the highest order for valour in the world, is open alike to 
officers and men, and is the ambition of every soldier. Four men of Corporal Smith's section were awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal at the same time, a decoration second as regards valour only to the Victoria Cross. Privates Nelthorpe, Lever and Finn have 
already received their medals at the hand of Her Most Gracious Majesty The Queen, at Windsor, and Private Poile is on parade today. 
The circumstances under which these brave men won these decorations were as follows: 

On the evening of the 16th September, 1897, The Buffs were returning to Camp fighting their way inch by inch in one of those rear 
guard actions we all know so well, against large forces of an invisible enemy. A call was made on the regiment for an escort for a 
wounded officer in a dhoolie. Major Moody who was in command of the rear guard, told off the left section of "G" Company as it 
happened to be the nearest. This was Corporal Smith's section, consisting of 12 men, all told. They never found the wounded officer, 
but they came across No. 8 N.M. Battery, with some sappers, to whom they attached themselves. Being very heavily pressed it was 
decided to bivouac for the night in the village of Bilot. That part of the village not occupied by this little force was held by the enemy 
who set fire to the village to try to drive our people into the open. Lieutenants Watson, R.E., and Colvin, R.E., both decorated since with 
the V.C., with Corporal Smith's section and some sappers made two desperate attempts to drive the enemy out of the village. Corporal 
Smith, who was twice severely wounded, continued to command his section, and only lay down when he received a distinct order to 
do so, and even then continued to fire on the enemy. Privates Poile, Lever, Finn and Nelthorpe were also awarded Distinguished 
Conduct Medals for their conspicuous gallantry on this occasion; Privates Poile, Lever and Nelthorpe were all wounded. The little force 
was relieved from Camp in the early morning, but not until out of the 12, 2 were killed and four wounded. (Note: The official casualty 
roll reveals that 2 were killed and 9 wounded, only one man being unwounded) 

Remember this; this was no selected section, it was no picked body of men, Major Moody took the first section that came to hand, and 
so I say we may take them as a fair sample of what the other sections throughout the regiment are. Corporal Smith, Privates Poile, 
Lever, Finn and Nelthorpe, are worthy successors to those pioneers in following Lieutenant Latham who, in spite of losing his arm, 
saved the King's Colour, and won the gold medal (which was the V.C. in those days) at Albuhera, that battle where The Buffs went into 
action 750 strong and 65 only answered their names at evening Roll Call.'

Harold Watts was born in Upton, Norfolk and, at the time of his enlisting in the 6th Battalion, North Staffordshire Regiment, in 
September 1914, aged 21 years, was employed as Foreman of Gardeners for Major F. Meynell of Hoar Cross Hall, Burton on Trent. 

Embarked for France in the 6th Battalion, he was promoted to Corporal in October 1915, shortly before receiving a gunshot wound to 
his scalp in an action fought on 30 November. Treated by a Field Ambulance, he was evacuated to Rouen. 

On recovering from his wound, he rejoined his battalion and was attached to 137 Brigade Trench Mortar Battery from 28 April 1916. It 
was in this capacity that he won his D.C.M. for the ill-fated attack on Gommecourt on the Somme on 1 July 1916. On that occasion, 
the l/6th North Staffs (137th Brigade, 46th Division) attacked under cover of smoke, the leading waves reaching the enemy wire, only 
to find it largely intact. Most were quickly downed by heavy fire and bombing and the few men who managed to enter the German 
front trench were either killed or driven out. The second and third waves were caught in a fierce barrage and machine-gun cross fire 
from the 'Z' salient to the north of the attack, and battalion casualties amounted to 305 killed and wounded. The unit was relieved on 
3rd July. 

Watts was awarded the D.C.M. for this action, as verified by the annotated (date and place) citation at TNA and Howard Williamson's 
published roll of gallantry awards for the 'First day of the Somme'. 

Subsequently recommended for a commission, he returned to the U.K., joining No. 18 Officer Cadet Battalion at Bath in November 
191 7; his Commanding Officer later wrote, 'From his record a gallant soldier. Should make a good leader'. 

He was duly commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the South Staffordshire Regiment in May 1918 and joined the 6th Battalion in 
France. Severely wounded in action at St. Quentin 29 September 1918 - a shrapnel wound in his right hip - he was evacuated to the U. 
K. and was admitted to The Prince of Wales Hospital, Marylebone, London on 3 October 1918. A medical report on his condition 
dated 17 October 1918 stated the shrapnel had yet to be removed. He was disembodied in April 1919 and resigned his commission in 
January 1921; sold with copied service papers.

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'At 0105 Haguro reversed course again to the south-east, now placing herself fine on Saumarez's port bow, closing at 
sixty knots, range 6,000 yards. At the same moment, her attendant destroyer [the aptly named Kamikaze] was sighted on 
the starboard bow, crossing from starboard to port. I could see her bow wave gleaming in the lightning flashes as she 
first appeared, 3,000 yards away. Our forward guns engaged, hitting with the second salvo. Saumarez heeled to port, 
shuddering under full helm as she turned to starboard to pass under the enemy's stern - indeed it was a very near miss. 

The next few moments were confused but exciting. The enemy destroyer reappeared under our port bow, and as she 
passed close down under our port side at more than fifty knots relative speed, the Bofors raked her from stem to stern. 

Above the growl and groan of the stabilised mounting, always level in spite of the heel and slew of the ship, I heard my 
layer yelling wordlessly as he depressed the gun and stamped on the pedal: then shells streamed out in a hosepipe 
sweep, the tracers hitting along her whole length - no ricochets on this soft target. 

All this time I was conscious that the familiar crack of our 4.7s and the thump-thump-thump of my own guns were being 
blotted out by a gigantic hammering storm of tremendous noise, drowning all speech and sense. Haguro was firing at us, 
point-blank, with her main armament, opening with a full ten-gun broadside. 

At this moment I had forgotten her existence, and could not comprehend why great waterfalls of water were erupting 
before and behind me. Haguro's salvos were pitching close board, short and over, and the tons of water thrown up 
were swamping the upper deck so that our position was awash up to the lids of the ready-use lockers. 

All this took but a minute or two, when Saumarez heeled far over to starboard (beyond the maximum depression of the 
gun) as we slewed to port. The Bofors stopped firing, and I glimpsed the high, shining wet side of Haguro herself, lit by 
intermittent lightning flashes and our rocket flares. 

As Saumarez swung further to port, closing Haguro at thirty knots, a tremendous crack and a roar like the end of the 
world overwhelmed us; all our guns stopped firing. 

An unnerving silence fell: all power was off and communications dead. Deaf, wet and confused I looked forward and 
saw that the upper half of our funnel - thirty feet away - had disappeared. The remnant was belching out a towering 
eruption of steam and smoke. The silence was not silence, but the total deafness caused by the tearing shriek of 
escaping superheated steam. Beneath my feet the deck tilted even more to starboard as our turn to port tightened, and 
looking down on the iron deck a few feet below me I saw (but could not hear) all eight torpedoes leap, one by one, 
from their tubes, trained to starboard ... ' 

Commander Denis Calnan, R.N., of H.M.S. Saumarez - Secretary to Captain (D) Manley Power, C.B.E., D.S.O., R.N. - 
recalls the deafening and harrowing night action that was played out in the midst of a violent lightning storm in the 
Malacca Straits on 15-16 May 1945. 


An important Second World War Far East operations C.G.M. group of five awarded to Stoker Petty Officer J. "Spud" 
Yates, Royal Navy, who was decorated for his gallantry in the H.M.S. Saumarez in the last great destroyer action of

Yates, the sole survivor from the boiler room though badly burnt and in great pain at once shut the steam off from the oil fuel pump and 
heaters, and would not allow himself to be treated for his hurts until he had reported the damage. This most gallant action did much to 
limit the damage to his ship.' 
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"Saumarez" and her consorts engage the "Haguro" 


Jack "Spud" Yates, a native of Oldham, Lancashire, first won Their Lordships' approbation for gallant deeds as a Leading Stoker in H. 
M.S. Halcyon on the Arctic run in 1942, for which he gained a mention in despatches {London Gazette 1 January 1943, refers). That 
period of active employment included P.Q. 17, when Halcyon made for the shelter of Novaya Zemiya prior to carrying out rescue 
operations. 

At which point Yates removed to the destroyer Saumarez remains unknown, but given the fact the Halcyon underwent a major refit at 
the end of 1942, and that Saumarez was completed in the summer of 1943, the latter date seems a likely point for his transferral. If so, 
he would have seen further action on the Arctic run and off Normandy, including the sinking of the Scharnhorst in December 1943, 
when the Saumarez suffered a number of casualties. As stated by Yates, it was this earlier 'David and Goliath' encounter that put 
Saumarez's crew in good stead come her epic encounter with the heavy Japanese cruiser Haguro in the Malacca Straits in May 1945: 

'I won't say the ship was agog with excitement because by this time most of the crew were hardened war veterans. The majority having 
been aboard during the Scharnhorst incident.' 

Operation "Dukedom" 

The Saumarez was ordered to the Far East in January 1945, where she became flotilla leader of the 26th Destroyer Flotilla under 
Captain (D) Manley Power, C.B.E., D.S.O., R.N. Her consorts comprised the Venus, Verulam, Vigilant and Virago. Here, then, the force 
that dealt a fatal blow to the mighty Haguro on the night of 15-16 May 1945, a blow occasioned by Operation "Dukedom", which was 
mounted on the 10th after reports were received of a Japanese force departing Singapore. 

The M.O.D's War With Japan takes up the story as Power's flotilla closed the enemy in the early hours of the 16th: 

'The destroyers were closing in to attack when at 0054 the larger echo reversed course abruptly, followed shortly afterwards by the 
smaller. This led the enemy straight towards the Venus which was cruising at maximum speed to reach her attack position. The Venus, 
taken at a disadvantage by the enemy's manoeuvre, failed to fire torpedoes, the torpedo firing officer being unable to see the target 
which passed on an opposite course less than a mile distant. The Haguro turned back to the south-westward to comb the tracks of the 
torpedoes which she supposed the Venus had fired and in so doing headed almost directly towards the Saumarez. Captain D.26 had 
already signalled that he was unable to attack at the time given. He now found himself in a favourable position, except that the torpedo 
tubes were trained to starboard and angled left, and he had first to deal with the Kamikaze which was close to starboard. 

Captain Power had to alter course violently to starboard to pass close under the destroyer's stern, at the same time engaging her with 
main and close range armament, first in radar and then in visual fire, at point blank range, as she crossed from starboard to port and 
close down the port side. Meanwhile, the cruiser, though hampered by supplies stacked on deck, had simultaneously opened fire on 
Saumarez with her 8-inch and 5-inch batteries illuminating very effectively with star-shell. At 0108 Saumarez shifted target to the 
cruiser, engaging her with main and close range armament. At 0111 the Saumarez was hit by a 5-inch shell in the boiler room, and 
almost simultaneously by a 8-inch shell on the port side of the forecastle and a hit on top of the funnel. Speed at once fell off and the 
wheel was put over to bring the sights to bear before the ship stopped, a full outfit of 8-inch torpedoes being fired at 0113 at a range of 
2,000 yards from broad on the beam of the cruiser. Meanwhile all communication between bridge, steering and engine room in 
Saumarez was temporarily severed. About a minute or two later the Verulam on the port bow of the Haguro made an unmolested 
attack. The situation was now somewhat confused. The Saumarez withdrew to the north-west to examine damage, further than Captain 
Power had intended, because the telegraphs had been inadvertently left at 'full', and communications inside the ship took a few 
minutes to restore. Captain Power still attempted to continue to exercise control of operations. The Haguro altered course drastically 
but at each manoeuvre found herself confronted with a destroyer. These continued their attacks, a high measure of synchronisation in 
firing torpedoes being obtained by two pairs of destroyers: Saumarez 0113 - Verulam 0114-0115; Venus 0125 - Virago 0127. At 0209 
the Haguro, overwhelmed, sank in position 5°0' N., 90°30' E. about 45 miles south-west of Penang. The Kamikaze received only slight 
damage from shellfire. She ran for Penang, but later returned to rescue the survivors of the Haguro. As enemy airfields were within easy 
range Captain Power, whose ship was found not to be badly hit, quitted the scene and concentrated with the fleet north of Sumatra. His 
ships had steamed 330 miles at 27 knots since they were detached by Admiral Walker on the previous day. 'The sinking of the 
Haguro,' wrote Admiral Mountbatten, himself a former destroyer captain, in his report to the Chiefs of Staff, 'is an outstanding example 
of a night attack by destroyers.' ' 

For his own part, Yates later recalled how fortunate he was to have doned anti-flash gear - Chief Stoker Cadwallader had threatened 
him and his team in No. 1 Boiler Room with 'castration' if they failed to do so. His team comprised Daniel Hendren, "Pincher" Marten 
and "Ginger" Elliott. When, as Yates put it, 'the fireworks started', he was sending in boiler room readings to the engine room and 
keeping an eye on the steam pressure gauge. Of events after one of Haguro's 5-inch shells tore through the boiler room at 0111 hours, 
Yates wrote: 
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Immediately steam began to fill the boiler room and was leaving the boiler at roughly 500 degrees Fahrenheit... Leading Stoker Marten 
was my water tender and as such he would be nearest the point of impact. He was stationed on the gratings above me in front of the 
boiler. Leading Stoker Elliot was on the diesel dynamo which was situated on the port side of the boiler room, and the poor devil 
received full impact of the escaping steam. I should imagine he died instantly.' 

Yates instantly opened the throttle to the fans supplying forced draught air to the boiler room thereby keeping the steam away, and 
shouted a warning. Marten made for the emergency hatch, but Hendren was already on his knees and choking. In spite of the danger, 
Yates averted the risk of fire by shutting down the steam supply to the oil fuel pump and heaters before escaping himself. It was to 
remain Yates's regret that it was impossible for him to carry either 'Elliot or Hendren out of the boiler room as they were both pretty 
hefty lads and the ladders leading upwards to the deck were far too steep.' 

Himself suffering from burns and in considerable pain, Yates then reported to his senior before allowing the ship's doctor to tend to his 
injuries. He was admitted to hospital when the Saumarez reached Trincomalee, where Marten succumbed to his wounds. On 
eventually rejoining the Saumarez at Durban, he was informed of his award of the C.G.M.

'Although it was a dark night, so many incendiaries fell that for two hours it would have been possible to read a 
newspaper by the light of them ... bombs were falling and the men had continually to fling themselves to the ground ... 
By this time so many H.Es had fallen in the surrounding streets that the roads were blocked and their car had to be 
partly forced and partly lifted over the debris.' 

The Gas, Light & Coke Company's Co-partners' Magazine, July-August 1941 edition, refers to events on the night of 19 
March 1941. 

A fine London Blitz G.M. awarded to George Davis, a Trunks Mains Inspector for the Gas, Light & Coke Co. Ltd. 
whose gallant deeds were enacted amidst 'a rain of incendiary bombs' - and within 15 yards of an UXB - at Ilford, just 
to the north of London's East End, on the night of 19 March 1941: to date the heaviest raid mounted by the Luftwaffe -

Bradley and Davis, followed by Bell and Potts, drove through a rain of incendiary bombs 
to the spot. The ignited gas rose in a column of flame which swayed across the road, and buildings on both sides were alight. It was 
necessary to shut down the valves of two mains. The men travelled back to the valve on one main and shut it. In order to keep vitally 
important industrial areas supplied, they changed over the high pressure supply of gas. They were warned that a time bomb lay not far 
from the valve of the second main. The area was unsafe and all the people around had been moved out. Nevertheless the valve was 
successfully closed, but it was realised that unless still another valve was closed the flames could not be extinguished. This lay within 
fifteen yards of the time bomb. All four men fully realised the grave risk that they ran, but without hesitation, and although H.E. bombs 
continued to fall in the surrounding streets, they went ahead and completed the task.' 

After dark on the night of Wednesday 19 March 1941, the Luftwaffe launched a massive attack on London, 479 aircraft delivering 470 
tonnes of H.E. bombs and 122,000 incendiaries. The attack lasted from 2010 to 0158 hours and, in the opinion of some of the most 
experienced Luftwaffe crews, was the greatest yet achieved. In addition to 'some 750' fatalities, a further 1,100 people were seriously 
injured.

Norman Arthur Coombes was born in Southampton on 15 April 1902 and joined the Royal Navy as a Boy Servant on 21 May 1918, 
aged 16. He served aboard Maidstone, a depot ship for submarines at Harwich, in the closing months of World War I. He was still 
serving aboard her when he reached the age of 18; he was then rated Officers' Servant 3rd Class and engaged for 12 years. 

Coombes left Maidstone in May 1922 and was then appointed to Lucia, another submarine depot ship, in the Mediterranean. This was 
followed by a period ashore near his home town; Victory II (1923-24) and Excellent (1924-28). In July 1928 he was appointed to 
Victory XI, the Portland Naval Depot, and served aboard the River class destroyer Doon. 

In May 1935, when his L.S. & G.C. Medal was awarded, Coombes was serving in Vernon, the torpedo school at Portsmouth, and had 
been rated Leading Steward. 

hi.MS. Kingston - early operations - two U-Boat 'kills' - Red Sea Force 

By the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, Coombes was serving in the recently completed Kingston, a Kelly class destroyer of 
1710 tons built by j. Samuel White & Co. of Cowes. Armed with six 4.7 inch guns and ten torpedo tubes, she had a speed of 36 knots 
and a complement of 183 officers and ratings. 

He was consequently present in the action leading to the destruction of the U-35 off the Shetland Isles on 29 November 1939, when, 
unusually, all the crew of the U-Boat were saved; so, too, in her subsequent operations in the 14th Destroyer Flotilla, as part of the Red 
Sea Force. 

During this latter period of operations she participated in the destruction of the Italian submarine Evangelista Torricella off Perham in 
the Red Sea on 22 June 1940, as well as delivering another attack on another Italian submarine, the Perla, five days later. Then in 
March 1941 the Kingston took part in the re-capture of Berbera, the capital of British Somaliland, which had been in enemy hands for 
seven months. She was part of Force G in April, which established an advanced base at Mersa Kuba in the Eritrean campaign. This 
greatly facilitated the occupation of Massawa, which virtually completed the conquest of Eritrea. 

Greece and Grete 

In April, when British forces had to be evacuated from Greece, the Kingston, serving with the Mediterranean fleet, was one of four 
destroyers which embarked troops from Kalamata. A German column broke into the town while the evacuation was in progress and, in 
the confusion, most of the Allied troops were left behind. 

On 20 May the Germans invaded Crete; after a heavy bombing raid, soldiers landed by parachute and glider. On the night of 21-22 
May the Germans attempted to reinforce them by sea; British warships intercepted one troop convoy about 20 miles to the north of 
Canea and sank most of the ships, forcing the others to turn back. Kingston, in company with her sister-ship Kandahar and the cruisers 
Gloucester and Fiji, patrolled the Aegean to the west of Crete but did not encounter any enemy ships. 

On the morning of May 22 the destroyer Greyhound was detached and sent to sink an enemy vessel detected to the north west of 
Crete. She did so, but was herself caught and sunk by enemy bombers. Kingston, Kandahar and the two cruisers were sent to rescue 
her survivors, all the while under heavy air attack. At 3 p.m. the rescuing ships were given discretion to withdraw but it was too late. 
Gloucester received several hits and was brought to a halt, badly on fire. As she sank, her company were machine-gunned in the 
water; few survived. 

Fiji steamed southwards, accompanied by the two destroyers, still under heavy attack. At 6.45 p.m., having survived some 20 formation 
attacks and fired every round of her anti-aircraft ammunition, Fiji fell victim to a single aircraft's attacks and sank at 8.15 p.m. The two 
destroyers returned after dark and rescued over 500 of her crew. 

Coombes distinguished himself in this action and his C.O., Lieutenant-Commander Somerville, recommended him for the immediate 
award of a decoration. The recommendation read: 

'For courage and leadership while in charge of 'X' supply party during a prolonged engagement with enemy aircraft on 22 May 
1941. His steady bearing throughout the action, and particularly when three bombs near missed the ship, were an encouragement to all 
working with him between decks and his devotion to duty in attending survivors from H.M.S. Fiji throughout the ensuing night was 
untiring.' 
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Some naval historians consider the Battle of Crete to have been the most severe trial faced by the Royal Navy in the Second World 
War. For day after day, first while intercepting German invasion forces and then evacuating Allied troops, the ships had to operate 
close to the land, in conditions of perfect visibility, within easy range of enemy aircraft and without air cover of any kind. In all, the 
Royal Navy lost three cruisers and eight destroyers sunk, with two battleships, an aircraft carrier, seven cruisers and nine destroyers 
damaged. 2,261 sailors lost their lives. When some officers expressed an opinion that the price was too high and the evacuation should 
be discontinued. Admiral Cunningham made the memorable reply: 'dt takes three years to build a ship, it would take three hundred 
years to build a new tradition." 

Coombes, who appears to have moved to a new appointment n June 1941, finally came ashore as a Chief Petty Officer Steward in 
February 1953> He retired to Southampton, where he died in December 1972; sold with a file of copied research, including service 
records and several photographs of Kingston.

He subsequently transferred to the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve as one of Barnsley's "Kitchener's Marines" at Crystal Palace and was 
posted to Anson Battalion, Royal Naval Division. Embarked for service in the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force in March 1915, he 
saw action in Gallipoli prior to being invalided home in May 1916, suffering from Pyrexia fever. 

Buckingham saw further action in France in the period January 1917 to September 1918, and was evacuated home in the latter month, 
suffering from a gunshot wound in his left leg. He was demobilised that December and, as per his service record, his M.M. was 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Yorkshire Miners Association. 

On the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Buckingham enlisted in the 6th (H.D.) Battalion, King's Own Yorkshire Light Infantry 
and he was similarly employed at the time of his death in April 1940, aged 51 years. He was buried in Brierley (Grimethorpe) 
Cemetery; sold with copied service record and other research.

Albert Williams was an early "Kitchener recruit" who was embarked with the 5th Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, for Gallipoli in June 
1915. Landing at Cape Helles in the following month, the Battalion suffered heavily in the action at Chunuk Bair on 10 August, when 
an overwhelming Turkish counter-attack, led by Mustapha Kemal in person, left it with losses of 135 dead and many more wounded - 
according to one regimental record, 'more than half the officers and men were never seen again.' 

It seems likely that Williams was among the wounded, for he did not accompany the Battalion to Mesopotamia following the 
withdrawal from Gallipoli. And he next went into action out in France with the 6th Battalion, where he was awarded the M.M., most 
probably for the fighting on Messines Ridge in June 191 7, or possibly in subsequent battles on Passchendaele Ridge. 

However, as recorded in regimental records, he was taken P.O.W. sometime after February 1918 - almost certainly in the German 
Spring Offensive, when the Battalion was decimated in the face of the onslaught at Bapaume and lost 20 officers and 500 other ranks, 
either killed, wounded, or taken P.O.W. Williams was discharged to the Reserve in June 1919; sold with copied research.

On the following day he kept 
his tank in action although the turret was jammed and the gun would only fire in one direction. He overcame this difficulty as best he 
could by enterprise, coolness and skilful manoeuvre. Throughout he showed great ability, initiative and complete disregard of danger, 
and his conduct set a very high example to his men.'

He would not 
accept help and had to be carried away forcibly by his PI Comd when the latter had decided that he must withdraw. His fearless

Marshall was still serving in 3rd R.H.A. when he was killed in action on 7 July 1942. The son of Mrs. Annie Marshall, of Blyth, 
Northumberland, he has no known grave and is commemorated on the El Alamein Memorial - his mother was sent his G.S.M. for 
Palestine in February 1943 (accompanying original War Office letter refers); also sold with a Roll of Honour newspaper cutting, quoting 
a former comrade ('I shall always remember his courage and coolness in action and his only thought was for me and his gun team').

In the course of these operations the aircraft has performed valuable reconnaissance and anti-submarine patrols, the 
successful conclusion of which was due in no small measure to the outstanding qualities of coolness and resource shown by him. He 
contributed extremely valuable work whilst the aircraft was engaged on the evacuation of British forces from Crete and Greece, the 
unfailing serviceability of his aircraft under difficult conditions being largely a result of his untiring efforts. 

The aircrew of which he is a member have been responsible for the destruction of three enemy fighters in aerial combat and carried out 
12 attacks on hostile submarines, two of which were definitely sunk and at least three severely damaged.' 


Kenneth John Yates was born at Wellingborough, Northamptonshire in January 1919 and enlisted in the Royal Air Force as an Aircraft 
Apprentice at Halton in January 1936. 

By the outbreak of hostilities with Germany in September 1939, he was serving in the Far East as an L.A.C. on the strength of No. 230 
Squadron, a Sunderland unit, in which capacity he flew in patrols as a Fitter and Engineer/Air Gunner over the Indian Ocean and the 
approaches to Singapore and Malaya. 

The Squadron having then moved to Ceylon in early 1940, and thence to the Middle East, he flew anti-U-Boat and reconnaissance 
patrols out of Egypt, in addition to a forward base at Kalafrana, Malta. Here, then, a lengthy period of operational flying in which his 
crew had three successful encounters with enemy aircraft and carried out a dozen attacks against U-Boats, 'two of which were 
definitely sunk'; one of these may have been the U-577 which was destroyed by a Sunderland of No. 230 Squadron off Mersa Matruh 
on 9 January 1942. 

Regular operational duties aside, Yates and his crew were also charged with evacuating British forces and refugees from Greece and 
Crete, the King of Hellenes being among their passengers in April 1941, with Wing Commander P. R. Woodward at the helm of their 
Sunderland; in common with his crew, Yates was decorated by the King for said services, approval for his receipt of the Greek Air 
Force Medal being granted in February 1945. In the event, he was actually awarded the Greek Air Force Cross, the bestowal document 
being forwarded to him in March 1955; it appears, however, from accompanying letters from the Air Ministry, that he was also sent a 
Greek Air Force Medal in the summer of 1962. 

By the time Cole was 'rested' and embarked for the U.K. in May 1943, he had flown 168 operational sorties. He remained employed as 
an instructor for the remainder of the War and was finally discharged in the rank of Sergeant in March 1949.

Sydney Edward George Cunningham was born in Pootung, Shanghai in 1910, the son of Charles William Cunningham, who was 
Keeper of the Magazine at Ma Lu Chiao, Pootung. Sidney Cunningham entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 8 January 1927 
and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in September the same year. He was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in January 1928 when on H.M. 
S. Benbow; Able Seaman in August 1929 when on H.M.S. Kent and Acting Leading Seaman in Eebruary 1938 when at H.M.S. 
Pembroke. Cunningham served on the river gunboat H.M.S. Peteref November 1938-August 1940, based at Hankow and Shanghai, 
and was advanced to leading Seaman in Eebruary 1939. Serving next at H.M.S. Tamar (Hong Kong), August 1940-September 1941, he 
was advanced to Acting Petty Officer in December 1940. Eor the bulk of the war he was based at H.M.S. Euphrates (Basra Naval Base, 
Iraq), September 1941-October 1944 and was confirmed in the rating of Petty Officer in December 1941. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. 
Medal in January 1943. In 1943 Cunningham was transferred to the Naval Intelligence Staff Eorce 136. His late war posting was to H. 
M.S. Lanka (Ceylon), October 1944-September 1945, after which he served at H.M.S. Tamar and at Shanghai, September 1945-January 
1950, where he attained the rank of Chief Petty Officer in September 1945. At the time of the 'Yangtse Incident', April-July 1949, he 
was closely involved in arranging for the evacuation and safe passage of crewmen injured in the action. It was for this and other work 
in connection with the escape of H.M.S. Amethyst that he was awarded the B.E.M. in 1951. After being pensioned by the Royal Navy 
in January 1950, Cunningham was employed by the Inland revenue Department of the Hong Kong Government.

On 29 June 1972, Hammond and Wareing were the crew of a helicopter which was ordered to the scene of a crashed Gannet aircraft. 
On arrival they found that the crashed aircraft was burning fiercely and they could see that the pilot was trapped and unconscious with 
his flying clothes alight. With total disregard for their own safety Hammond and Wareing entered the flames using hand held 
extinguishers to dispel them. They succeeded in reaching the pilot but were unsuccessful in releasing him before the supply of 
extinguishers was exhausted and they were forced to retreat. Even after their extinguishers were exhausted Hammond and Wareing 
made further attempts to extricate the pilot from the burning wreckage. Regardless of the danger of an explosion they repeatedly 
entered the flames until they were restrained from doing so by the arrival of the firesuitmen. Shortly after the rescue services arrived the 
aircraft wreckage exploded. Hammond and Wareing showed courage of the highest order in entering a burning aircraft when wearing 
unsuitable clothing and with only small extinguishers to protect them. Their repeated efforts, with complete disregard for their own 
safety, constitute the highest standard of gallantry.' 

Peter Richard Hammond was born in Sheerness, Kent in March 1949 and entered the Royal Navy as a junior Air Mechanic in 
September 1964. 

He commenced his basic flying training on Whirlwind Mk. 7s at R.N.A.S. Portland in October 1969 and, having received his first 
operational posting to No. 845 Squadron, EA.A., qualified as a Commando Aircrewman in March 1970. He was still serving in 845 at 
the time of the above cited deeds in June 1972, when he displayed great courage in attempting to rescue the pilot of an air display 
Gannet. Sadly the latter did not survive but his Observer, Lieutenant-Commander Nash, did. 

Having in the interim served on two occasions in No. 707 Squadron, Hammond rejoined No. 845 Squadron, in which capacity he 
carried out four operational tours in Northern Ireland in the period Eebruary 1978 to October 1980.

In early 1982, however, with the advent of the Falkands conflict, he was quickly drafted to No. 846 Squadron - a Sea King 4 unit which 
operated from the carriers Hermes and Intrepid - in support of Operation ''Corporate". His duties were to perform as an unofficial 
Senior Aircrewman - in the rank of Chief Petty Officer ACMN - for the 'Night Vision Goggles Team', as a consequence of which he 
carried out night insertions with Special Forces during the pre-invasion period, in addition to troop inserts by day immediately 
following the landings. 

As verified by his Flying Log Book, Hammond also participated in some memorable search and rescue operations, being called to the 
scene of the sinking Sheffield - 'picked up 15'; likewise Ardent and Coventry - 'Body recovery to Ajax'; so, too, employment in the 
recovery of casualties from fire fight locations back to Ajax Bay hospital. 

By way of summary, the following report - his Divisional Officer's Report for his period of service in the Falklands - is quoted: 

'Chief Petty Officer ACMN Hammond was drafted to 846 Squadron at very short notice from the Clockwork Cell as an extra 
Aircrewman for the duration of Operation CORPORATE. He arrived possessing only very limited experience of the Sea King Mk. 4, but 
very quickly established a comprehensive understanding of the necessary techniques and equipment. 

At Ascension Isle much of the Squadron were dispersed, leaving a small team to train in the use of Night Vision Goggles (N.V.G.). Chief 
Petty Officer ACMN Hammond played an increasingly important role, acting as unofficial Senior Aircrewman during this phase. He 
displayed quiet determination, leadership and a thoroughly professional approach to the problems associated with the development of 
new techniques. 

During the pre-invasion phase. Chief Petty Officer ACMN Hammond volunteered to fly many night covert operation sorties as second 
crewman, using N.V.G., behind enemy lines. Later he played an important role as back up aircrew working from 846 FOB. At all times 
he proved to be enthusiastic, capable and thoroughly dependable member of the night operations team, for whom no task was too 
much trouble. 

Chief Petty Office ACMN Hammond's considerable contribution to the Squadron's war effort merits a SUPERIOR assessment.' 

In March 1983, he joined No. 705 Squadron as Senior Aircrewman, and undertook basic pilot flying training in Gazelle T2 aircraft. His 
final appointment was as Senior Aircrewman Instructor for Pilot and Aircrewman Operational Flying Training in No. 707 Squadron and 
he retired from the Service in March 1989.

George Smith was appointed Cornet in the Royal Horse Guards on 5 November 1812, and promoted to Lieutenant on 18 November 
1813. He served with the regiment in the campaigns of 1814 and 1815, in Spain, France, and Flanders, and was present at the battle of 
Waterloo. He was promoted to Captain by purchase on 22 June 1820; Brevet Major, 10 January 1837; Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel, 28 
June 1838; and Major by purchase, 16 September 1845. He was still living in 1846 but disappears from the Army List shortly 
afterwards. 

The reverse of the frame has attached biographical and family notes. The miniature portrait was exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
Winter 1951, and the reverse bears a label inscribed as follows:

Hugh McLean enlisted at Ayr Barracks on 21 May 1808, for 7 years service and received a bounty of 11 guineas. He served with the 
regiment in the Peninsula and was present at the battles of the Pyrenees, Orthes and Toulouse. He also claimed for clasps for Nivelle 
and Nive but these were disallowed, the medal roll being marked 'absent'. The regiment returned to England in June 1814, to prepare 
for active service in North America but was diverted to Ostend following Napoleon's escape from Elba. At Waterloo the 91st formed 
part of Colville's Division in reserve and sustained just a few casualties. On 24 June the regiment participated in the assault and capture 
of Cambrai. Hugh McLean's period of enlistment being completed, he was discharged on 22 August 1815. His Waterloo medal was 
delivered to him care of the 94th Regiment at Downpatrick, Ireland, which suggests that he had subsequently re-enlisted.

John Gurnett was born in Swanburn, near Winslow, Buckinghamshire. A Labourer by occupation, he enlisted in to the Royal Marines 
for a bounty of £3 on 18 October 1834, aged 19 years. Served on H.M.S. Asia, March 1836-April 1841, on which ship he served in 
operations on and off the coast of Syria, 1840 (listed as 'John Gummett' on N.G.S. rolls, see variation in naming above). He then served 
on H.M.S. Corwallis, June 1841-November 1844 - seeing service in the First China War; followed by service on H.M.S. Superb, June- 
December 1845 and then four years service on H.M.S. London. Discharged on 26 April 1856 when it is recorded he was in possession 
of four medals and four good conduct badges.

James Richard Veitch was born on St. Mary's in the Scilly Isles in September 1827, the son of Captain James Veitch, R.N., and entered 
the Royal Navy as an apprentice Mate in H.M.S. Hastings in 1840, aged 13 years. 

Subsequently actively employed in the Syrian Campaign, young James was severely wounded in the face at the storming of Acre, 
partially losing the sight of one eye (Medal & clasp). 

His subsequent seagoing appointments as a Lieutenant included employment on the Pacific Station in Inconstant (1847-50); the 
Penguin (1850-55); and in the Arrogant (1855-57), including a turn of duty in the Baltic (Medal). His obituary notice in The Times also 
credits him with the award of the 'Medal from the Turkish Government.' 

Having then been advanced to Commander in May 1857, he served in the Boscawen (1858-60) and the Revenge (1861-62), in which 
latter year he was promoted to Captain. 

Placed on the Retired List in April 1870, Veitch received further advancement, being appointed Rear-Admiral in March 1878, Vice- 
Admiral in July 1884 and Admiral in December 1 888.

William Waghorn was born in the Parish of Goudhurst, near Cranbrook, Kent, and enlisted into the 11th Light Dragoons on 29 April 
1832, a Musician by trade, aged 16, from the West Kent Militia, in which he had served as a Drummer for 5 years 8 months. During his 
service with the 11th Light Dragoons, he was three times tried and sentenced to imprisonment by Detachment Court Martial, being 
released from the last of these periods of imprisonment on 4 June 1834. He volunteered to the 16th Lancers on 1 January 1838, and 
served with the regiment in the 'campaign in Afghanistan in 1838 & 9, and at the assault and capture of Ghuznee, also in the action at 
Maharajpoor in December 1843, and at Aliwal in Jany. 1846.' Private William Waghorn was discharged on 22 June 1847, in 
consequence, as stated in his Medical Report, of 'Amputation of right arm a few inches above the wrist from sabre wound, he also 
received a deep sabre cut on right shoulder and other parts of the body, in all nine .' 

Attached to Waghorn's record of service is a letter of recommendation to the Board at Chelsea from Major D. H. Mackinon, dated 
Woolwich, 21 June 1864, which states: 'The bearer hereof served many years in the 16th Lancers with me and lost his arm in action. 
He has been unfortunate in joining the Corps of Commissionaires & getting no employment his resources are exhausted & he is anxious 
to get into Chelsea Hospital at once. I can answer for his identity & respectability & his wife will be able to maintain herself. The form 
can be completed any day if necessary.' 

The Corps of Commissionaires was formed in February 1859 by Captain Edward Walter, a retired officer of the 8th Hussars, as a way to 
provide gainful employment for ex-servicemen. The first eight recruits were veterans of Queen Victoria's armed forces, one sailor and 7 
soldiers, all of whom had lost a limb in her service. Although we do not know the names of these original eight men, it is clear that 
William Waghorn must have been one of the earliest recruits although, in his case, to no apparent avail.

Samuel Watson was born in Sheerness, Kent, and attested for the 9th Lancers at Canterbury on 14 April 1842, a Blacksmith by trade, 
aged 16 years 4 months. He was discharged on 1 February 1861, having served in the East Indies for 16 years 8 months of his total 
service which amounted to 17 years 46 days. According to his discharge papers he 'Served in the Sutledge Campaign in 1845-6, and 
was present at the Battle of Sobraon 10th Feby. 1846, and in the Punjab Campaign in 1848-9, and was present at the passage of the 
Chenab 4 Deer. 1848, and at the Battles of Chillianwallah 13 Jany. and Goojerat, 21 Feby. 1859 - also in the suppression of the Indian 
Mutiny in 1857-8-9, including siege and capture of Delhi, in action at Boolundshuhur 28 Septr., Alligurh 5 Octr. and Agra 10 Octr., 
Relief of Lucknow in Novr. 1857. Attack at Shumshabad 27 Jany. 1858 - the operations against Lucknow from 2nd to 19th March 
1858. Attack on Roya Fort 15 April. Action at Allegunge 22 April - Capture of Bareilly 5 May. Action near Shahjehanpore 18 May, and 
pursuit to Mahomdee 24 May 1858 - Passage of the Gogra 25 Novr. 1858, and affair at Mulchlegaon 6 Deer. 1858 and Kumb-da-Kote

James Harvey was born at Barnstaple, Devon, in 1819, and was a lace manufacturer before he enlisted for the 32nd Foot at Devonport 
on 5 May 1837, aged 18 years (No. 1455). He served in Canada and North America for 3 years 62 days before returning to England in 
July 1841. In May 1846 the regiment embarked in the Aboukir at Cork for service in India. Harvey subsequently served in the 1st and 
2nd siege operations against Mooltan in 1848-49, and was present at the battle of Goojerat, 25 February 1849 (Medal with 2 Clasps, 
lost during the Indian Mutiny of 1857-59 and officially replaced at the public expense). In 1 852 he took part in the Ranizai and Utman 
Khel expeditions on the North West Frontier of India (Medal with Clasp). He was present throughout the Defence of Lucknow, from 1 
July to 22 November 1857, and in the action Punjab Frontier 1897-98 Cawnpore on 6 December 1857 (Medal with Clasp). By mid 
-1858 Harvey was in poor health and was invalided to England. With an extra year of service allowed to reckon for the defence of 
Lucknow, Harvey was able to claim his discharge having completed more than 22 years' service, and was accordingly discharged on 
25 January 1859. He was admitted as an out-pensioner of the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, and, in 1875 was living at Taunton when he 
injured his eye whilst marking on the rifle range of a volunteer corps. He was still living in September 1902 when his pension was 
increased to two shillings a day.

John Male was born in Dudley, Worcestershire, and attested for the 1st Royal Dragoons at Birmingham on 21 July 1843, a Fender 
Maker by trade, aged 29 years. He served 20 years, being 23 times in the Regimental Defaulters Book and once tried by Court Martial 
and imprisoned for 14 days. Most of his service was at Home with the exception of 2 years in the Crimea. He is shown in the musters 
as being on active duty with his regiment for the whole of the quarter of the 1st October to the 31st December 1854, and it is most 
probable, therefore, that he took part in the famous charge of the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava.

Edward Quinn was born in County Donegal and attested for the 6th Dragoons at Enniskillen on 3 October 1846, aged 20 years. He is 
shown in the muster rolls as being on active duty with his regiment for the whole of the quarter of the 1st October to the 31st 
December 1854, and it is most probable, therefore, that he took part in the famous charge of the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava. He 
transferred to the 11th Hussars on 1 November 1866 and was discharged from the service on 1 November 1870. Sold with copied 
discharge papers.

Peter Russell was born in Dublin in 1835. Enlisting into the 1st Regiment of Foot, he served 21 years with the unit. With a fragmentary 
newspaper cutting bearing his (faded) picture wearing his two medals and giving some service and personal details.

Kenward Skinner Wilcox Mark was born in Deptford, Kent on 9 July 1835, the son of James Mark, a Methodist Schoolteacher and 
former Chemist, and Ann Mark, his wife. Kenward (sometimes listed as 'Edward') Mark attested for the 20th Regiment at Cambridge on 
5 September 1853, giving his place of birth as Great Chesterford, near Saffron Walden, Essex and his former employment as a Clerk. 
Soon after his basic training he was appointed Paymaster's Clerk. With the regiment he went out to the Crimea, seeing action at the 
battles of Alma, Balaklava and Inkermann and the siege of Sebastopol. He was promoted to Corporal in November 1855. His later 
obituary recalled an incident when he narrowly escaped death when a Russian bullet passed through his cap. With the end of 
hostilities, Mark returned home with the regiment, but his health had broken down due to the terrible conditions in the trenches before 
Sebastopol and he was immediately admitted to Chatham Hospital suffering from pneumonia. He was discharged unfit for further 
service on 28 October 1856. Undaunted by his diseased lung, Mark then emigrated to Canada and lived in Kingston, Ontario and was 
employed as a Teacher. In private life, he married Anne Climby in September 1859 by whom he had two sons and four daughters. He 
became prominent in the local community, becoming a Methodist Preacher and a Master in the local Masonic lodge. Kenward Mark 
died in Peterborough, Ontario on 21 October 1898, aged 62 years. His extensive obituaries in the Peterborough newspapers speak well 
of the high esteem he was held in and recall details of his family, military service and service as a Methodist Preacher and Missionary 
to the Chippawa Indians. He was laid to rest at the Little Lake Cemetery, Peterborough. 

With extensive research including a copy of a group photograph of Mark and his family (in later life), his service papers, and research 
on Mark and his family, on paper and on D.V.D. His life history was featured in Medal News, November 2014, 'Triumph over 
Adversity, by Ken Marsh.

John Torry was born in Rothiemay, near Huntly, Aberdeenshire. He attested for the 93rd Highlanders at Huntly on 13 September 1853, 
aged 18 years. With the regiment he served in Malta, 1 month; Turkey, 4 months; the Crimea, 2 years and India, 12 years, 4 months. In 
the Crimea, at the battle of Alma he was wounded by a piece of shell {London Gazette 18 October 1854). He attained the rank of 
Sergeant, firstly in March 1870 but was reduced to Private in June 1870; restored to the rank in July 1870 but then reduced once more 
in September 1870. Discharged as a Private (Lance-Corporal) in September 1874, having claimed it on the termination of his second 
period of service. At the time of his discharge he was in possession of the above two medals and four good conduct badges. He had 
been twice entered into the Regimental Defaulter's Book and twice tried by Court Martial. With copied discharge papers and roll 
extracts.

A rare group of three awarded to Subadar Rup Singh, Queen's Own Corps of Guides, late 5th Goorkhas, who was 
promoted for gallantry in the field at Delhi and killed in action on the Asmai Heights, Kabul, in December 1879 

India General Service 1854-95, 1 clasp. North West Frontier (Havildar Roop Singh Poonan 5th Goorkha Regt.) claw 
tightened; Indian Mutiny 1857-59, 1 clasp, Delhi (Naick Roop Sing Corps of "Guides"); Aeghanistan 1878-80, 2 clasps, Ali 
Musjid, Kabul (Subr. Rup Singh Corps of Guides Infy.) some clasps slightly bent, light edge bruising and contact marks, 
otherwise generally very fine or better (3) £2000-3000 

Rup Singh was a Garhwali who enlisted into the 5th Goorkha Regiment on 9 March 1851. He was promoted to Naik for gallantry at 
Delhi, 1 July 1857; Havildar, 1 December 1857; Jemadar, 2 May 1867; Subadar, 1 May 1870. 

Of the qualities of the Garhwali as a fighting man. Major Sym, officiating 2nd in command, 5th Goorkha Regiment, wrote in 1880: 'The 
Gurhwali is a far better man than the Kumaoni in every way, and I don't think that the later class as a rule is worth enlisting. We have 
now four Gurhwali native officers, and three of these are about the best we have. Some years ago, Subadar Roop Sing was transferred 
from our regiment to the Guides. He was also a Gurhwali, and if he had lived, he would have been made a Subadar-Major. Jenkins 
considered him to be the best native officer they had ever had; but he was killed last December in the attack on the Koh Asmai.' 

Subadar 1 st Class Rup Singh, senior Indian officer of the Gurkha Company of the Guides Infantry was killed leading his company at the 
Asmai Heights, north of Kabul, on 14 December 1879. 

'On the morning of the 14th December the Guides Infantry were again attached to Brigadier-General Baker's Brigade and engaged in 
storming the Asmai heights. The advance column, consisting of 72nd Highlanders, detachment 92nd Highlanders, and Guides Infantry, 
was under the orders of Colonel Jenkins, C.B. [Guides] 

After crossing some deep ditches and marshy ground, under fire of the enemy, a conical hill west of the Asmai heights was taken 
possession of. Colonel Jenkins was ordered to leave a sufficient force to hold this and then proceed with the remainder to storm the 
enemy's main position on the Asmai heights. Accordingly A Company, under Subadar Gulabu, was left at this point, with a company of 
72nd Highlanders. 

The first position held by the enemy was a very strong one, and the enemy fought very determinedly. The Guides, working round on 
the right, the position was eventually taken by a simultaneous rush of the Highlanders and the Guides, the enemy being driven out with 
severe loss. 

Captain F. G. Battye was here dangerously wounded while gallantly leading a party of the Guides. Shortly after Subadar Rup Singh 
(Gurkha) was killed and Subadar Jowalla Singh (Sikh) dangerously wounded. The enemy were pursued and driven along the Asmai 
heights, towards the Kabul city, and suffered severely, at the same time they inflicted heavy loss on the pursuers.' (Ref: Historical 
Records of the Queen's Own Corps of Guides).

1860, Corporal in November 1 861 and Sergeant in Eebruary 1862, he attained the rank of Battery Sergeant-Major in June 1866 but was 
demoted to Gunner in April 1870 after being tried and convicted by the Civil Powers for an offence. Regaining the rank of Sergeant 
once more in December 1870, he took his discharge in November 1875 having completed his second period of engagement. With 
copied service papers which confirm the above two medals.

A rare and important South Africa Medal pair awarded to General T. W. Dowding, Royal Marines, who commanded 
the R.M. Naval Brigade in South Africa from December 1877 until July 1879, gaining a brace of "mentions" and the 
Brevet of Major: a little over 30 members of the Royal Marines qualified for the '1877-8-9' clasp, Dowding's example 
being unique to an officer

wearing bar, light contact marks, very fine or better (2) £1200-1500 

Townley Ward Dowding, who was born near Salisbury, Wiltshire, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Portsmouth Division, 
R.M., in June 1 865. One of his early ship appointments was in H.M.S. Warrior, in which period he was advanced to Lieutenant. 

Of his subsequent services in South Africa, the following extracts have been taken from his service record: 

'Commanded Royal Marines of Naval Brigade from December 1877 to April 1878; was present at the operations against the Kaffirs in 
the Transkei and at the engagement of Newmaxa and Zuinand, also in subsequent operations in the Peiri bush. 

Mentioned in Despatch of General Officer Commanding the Troops at the Cape of Good Hope to War Office, 20 January 1878: 'Most 
valuable assistance was rendered by the Royal Marines under Lieutenant Dowding'; further Lieutenant-General the Hon. Thesiger, C.B., 
to the Secretary of State for War, dated 29 July 1878, requests the Admiralty may be informed that Lieutenant Dowding, R.M., 'gave 
him every satisfaction in the manner he exercised his command in the force engaged against the Kaffirs in March 1878.' 

Zulu War 1879: Mentioned in Commodore Sullivan's despatch of 3 February 1 879 {Gazette 11 March 1879): 'appears to have handled 
his men with skill, and to have shown here, as he did in the late war in Cape Colony, all the attributes of a good soldier.' 

Landed in command of Royal Marines oi Active from November 1878 to July 1879; was with No. 1 Column, present at the battle of 
Inyezane, also for two and a half months in Ekowe during the occupation; subsequently with No. 1 Column at the opening of Port 
Durnford and the operations near the Umlatoosi River (Mentioned in Despatches - Gazette 7 November 1879); specially promoted to 
the rank of Captain for services (Board letter, 17 November 1879); Brevet rank of Major in recognition of his services in the Field in 
South Africa in the years 1877-8-9.' 

Dowding's service record also confirms his award of the Jubilee Medal 1897, when he was serving as a Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in 
the Chatham Division, R.M. 

His final appointment was an Inspector of Marine Recruiting and he was appointment Colonel Commandant in October 1900 and a 
Major-General in October 1902. Having then been placed on the Retired List, he received advancement to General in November 1910 
and died in September 1927.

Advanced to Lance-Corporal in September 1878, he was embarked for South Africa in February 1879, where he saw active service in 
the 30th Company, R.E. in the Zulu War (Medal & clasp). As confirmed by his company's Regimental Orders published at Fort Napier 
on 12 December 1879, he was among those commended for their services in the campaign. 

Having then returned home via a spell of garrison duty in Gibraltar, he was embarked for Egypt and the Sudan, where he witnessed 
further active service with the 1 7th Company, R.E. in the Suakin operations of 1885 (Medal & clasp; Khedive's Star). 

Advanced to Sergeant in March 1888, Watt purchased his discharge at Hong Kong in July of the same year.

He served throughout the Abyssinian campaign 1867, and was present at the action of Arogee and the capture of 
Magdala (Medal). Promoted to Captain in April 1874. With the Army Pay Department, appointed Paymaster, December 1878. 
Appointed Paymaster (honorary Major), December 1883, attached to the Shropshire Light Infantry. Served in the Sudan campaign of 
1885 (above medals). Later appointed Paymaster (honorary Lieutenant-Colonel).

Claude Routh, who was born in April 1860, pursued a career as an engineer on 
completing his education at Clifton College. It was in this capacity, as a civilian, 
that he was employed as Attache to the Controller of the port of Alexandria 
during the Egypt operations of 1882, which services qualified him for the Medal 
& clasp and the Khedive's Star, in addition to gaining him appointment to the 
4th Class of the Order of the Medjidie {London Gazette 14 August 1883, refers). 

In February 1896, Routh was appointed a Lieutenant in the Chittagong Volunteer 
Rifles, in which corps he gained advancement to Captain in October 1898. Then 
on the formation of the Assam-Bengal Railway Volunteer Corps in early 1901, he 
was appointed the unit's first Commandant in the rank of Major - and given the 
regimental number 4'. Routh clearly impressed his seniors, for he was rapidly 
advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel and, in early 1907, appointed an Honorary A.D. 
C. to the Lieutenant-Governor of East Bengal and Assam. It was in this capacity 
that he qualified for the Delhi Durbar Medal in 1911. 

In April 1912, and by then holding the rank of Honorary Colonel, Routh was 
appointed an A.D.C. to the Rt. Hon. Lord Carmichael of Stirling, G.C.I.E., K.C.M. 
G., the Governor of Bengal, the same year in which he was awarded the Indian 
Volunteer Officer's Decoration {Gazette of India 14 September 1912, refers). Of 
his later career, little remans known, but he is believed to have died in India in 
1929; sold with copied research.

His service 
ended (time expired) c. 1893 but in 1900, aged 38 years, he re-enlisted in the 2nd Southern Reserve Regiment for one years service at 
home during the Boer War. Sometime prior to the Great War he migrated to Canada and joined the Governor General's Foot Guards, 
eventually earning the long service medal. With copied '1879' and '1900' service papers.

George Edward Over was born in Mavagissey, Cornwall on 20 January 1878. A Servant by occupation, he joined the Royal Navy as a 
Boy 2nd Class in January 1894 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in December 1894. Over was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in 
January 1896 when on H.M.S. St. George. Serving on H.M.S. Blonde, November 1896-August 1898 he was promoted to Able Seaman 
in April 1897 and earned the clasp 'Sierra Leone'. He was promoted to Leading Seaman in January 1901 when at H.M.S. Nile II; Petty 
Officer 2nd Class in September 1901 when at H.M.S. Vivid I; Petty Officer 1st Class in July 1902 when on H.M.S. Bulwark and Chief 
Petty Officer in January 1908 when again on H.M.S. Bulwark. Over was awarded his first L.S. & G.C. Medal on 13 Eebruary 1911 when 
on the battlecruiser H.M.S. Indomitable; his second was issued in error for some unknown reason on 21 Eebruary 1918. During the 
Great War Over served on the minesweeper H.M.S. Seagull, July 1914-September 1917 and then on H.M.S. Lansdowne, September 
1917-September 1918. Eor his services in minesweeping operations between 1 July 1916-31 March 1917 he was mentioned in 
despatches {London Gazette 2 July 191 7). Chief Petty Officer Over was demobilised on 13 March 1919. 

With copied service papers, gazette and census extracts and East & West Africa roll extracts - the latter lists a duplicate as having been 
issued on 25 Eebruary 1919 but the above medal is correctly impressed for the period.

British South Aerica Company Medal 1890-97, reverse Rhodesia 1896, no clasp (Captn. C. H. Kekewich, 2/Y. & Lancr. 
Regt.); Special Constabulary Long Service, G.V.R., coinage bust (Cecil H. Kekewick), note surname spelling on the last, the 
first with edge bruising, otherwise very fine, the second rather better (2) £700-800 
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Cecil Henry Kekwich was born in London in November 1866, the son of the Hon. Sir Arthur Kekwich, a Justice of the Supreme Court; 
his cousin, Robert, would gain fame as the Commanding Officer of Troops during the siege of Kimberley, during which period he came 
into conflict with Cecil Rhodes. 

Educated at Eton and the R.M.C. Sandhurst, he was commissioned as a Lieutenant in the York & Lancaster Regiment and served in the 
2nd Battalion in Bermuda, Halifax and the West Indies in the period 1885-91, prior to embarking for South Africa in March of the latter 
year. 

Having then been advanced to Captain, he commanded the Mounted Infantry Company of the 2nd Battalion in Rhodesia from May to 
December 1896, in which period his detachment served alongside the 7th Hussars and West Riding Regiment, operating from 
Mafeking towards Tuli and Victoria Earm, some ten miles south of Bulawayo, near the Matoppo Hills. He led a reconnaissance to the 
west of the Hills in mid-August and afterwards served at Bulawayo as part of the patrol covering the Shangani River district (Medal). 

In January 1897, Kekewich and the 2nd Battalion were embarked in the ill-fated R.I.M.S. Warren Hastings, which ship famously came 
to grief on the rocks off the Island of Reunion on the 14th. His Battalion C.O., Major Kirkpatrick later reported: 

1 gave the order for the men to fall in, which they did in the most calm and orderly manner; this would have been about 2.25 a.m. I 
afterwards received and issued two orders: (1) That the troops, who were at first mixed, having fallen in as they stood, should be 
separated, the King's Royal Rifle Corps on the port side, and the York & Lancaster Regiment on the starboard side; and (2) that the 
troops should be arranged by companies. Both of these orders were carried out, the companies being arranged in alphabetical order 
from bow to stern ... I think the discipline was perfect, the men being as clam and cool as on parade, even when the electric light failed 
for a short time and candles had to be lit ... on arrival at the rocks I endeavoured to muster my detachment, and after some little time 
was able to report all accounted for... ' 

Kekewich served as Station Officer at Agra and Naini Tal 1897-99; as Brigade Major, Camp of Exercise, 1900 and as Commandant of 
the Mounted Infantry School at Eatehargh 1901 -04. He was placed on the Reserve of Officers in May 1911. 

Recalled in the Great War, he served as a Railway Transport Officer at Southampton, in which capacity he was awarded the British 
War Medal 1914-20. Afterwards a member of the Special Constabulary, he died in 1947; sold with copied research.

Charles James Vines, who was born in June 1858, was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Gloucestershire Regiment direct from the 
R.M.C. Sandhurst in January 1878. Advanced to Lieutenant in June 1880 and to Captain in June 1885, he was appointed Adjutant to 
the 1 St (Volunteer) Battalion in 1891. He remained similarly employed until 1896, gaining advancement to Major in July 1895. 

During the Boer War, when he held the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he commanded the 2nd Battalion in the periods 
February-March 1900 and December 1900 to May 1901; the 1st Battalion in the period May to July 1900, and the 4th Battalion, 
Derbyshire Regiment in the period July to November 1900. His first period of command of the 2ncl Battalion was occasioned by 
Colonel Lindsell being seriously wounded at Paardeberg in February 1900, on which occasion Vines led the left of the regiment's 
advance against the 'Northern kopje', which was the highest. 

Vines was also present at the relief of Kimberley, in addition at the actions at Driefontein and Poplar Grove, and served in Natal in the 
period March-June 1900 (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). He was given the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and 
twice mentioned in despatches {London Gazettes 10 September 1901 and 29 July 1902, refer). 

Having then been given the Brevet of Colonel in July 1905, he was placed on the Retired List in July 1907. He appears, however, to 
have commanded the 9th Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, in late 1915. 

A prominent member of the "In and Out" Club in his retirement, the Colonel died in London in February 1928, aged 69 years, one 
obituarist describing him as one of the most popular Battalion C.Os of his era.

Herbert Pawsey was born at Camberwell in February 1879 and was educated at Salters Hill School, Gypsy Road, Lambeth. On leaving 
school in 1893 he moved to Northamptonshire where he joined the local Militia and it was direct from this unit that he enlisted in the 
7th Dragoon Guards in December 1896. 

Having been employed on the Home Establishment until August 1900, Pawsey was embarked for the Ear East, where he served as 
personal servant to Captain W. D. MeSwiney, 7th Dragoon Guards, during the Boxer Rebellion and beyond, up until June 1901 - the 
latter was then employed as a Special Service Officer at Tientsin in Northern China. Pawsey then followed MeWiney to South Africa, 
again as his personal servant, the pair of them being actively employed in the Boer War from June 1901 until April 1902: their 
subsequent awards of the China and Queen's South Africa Medals were regimentally unique. 

Returning to the U.K., Pawsey was placed on the Reserve in December 1903 and discharged in December 1908. In April of the 
following year, he sailed for America in the S.S. Mauretania, listing his occupation as a labourer. With the advent of the Great War, 
however, he decided to return home, arriving at Liverpool in June 1915. 

He immediately re-enlisted in his old regiment, the 7th Dragoon Guards but was quickly transferred to the Northumberland Eusiliers 
and, it is believed, served in the 2nd (Garrison) Battalion out in India; possibly, too, in Mesopotamia, where a few of the unit's 
companies were employed. Be that as it may, his MIG entry does confirm that he forfeited his 1914-15 Star, British War Medal and 
Victory Medal, on account of desertion from the Royal Army Service Corps in October 1921. His awards were restored in November 
1923 but whether he ever received them is open to speculation, for he died at the Royal Herbert Hospital, Woolwich in January 1924; 
sold with a file of copied research.

'Captain William Daniel McSwiney, late of the Dragoon Guards, who died at 12 Oxford Street on Friday after a long 
illness, was an an accomplished Russian scholar, and, indeed, a linguist of unusual attainments, for besides Russian he 
had qualified in Chinese, Arabic, French and German. 

He was a Special Service Officer with the China Fxpeditionary Force of 1900-01 and his tact and reliability in 
circumstances of great difficulty and delicacy and his services as a linguist were acknowledged by Sir Fdmund Burrow, 
Chief of the Staff of the Fxpeditionary Force. He was Railway Staff Officer at Tientsin during the Anglo-Russian railway 
dispute, an incident which drew from the late Lord Hardwicke in the House of Lords the warmest commendation of the 
tact and self-control displayed by the British officers on the spot; and he acted as interpreter in Russian at the Court of 
Inquiry on the shooting of a Russian seaman by a Royal Marine. 

From China Captain McSwiney proceeded to South Africa and there took part in the operation in Transvaal and in the 
Orange River Colony in the autumn and winter of 1901 and the first three months of 1902. 

In addition to these war services Captain McSwiney did valuable work as an Intelligence Officer in Persia in 1890-91 
and in China, Manchuria and Siberia in 1898-99. His reconnaissance work in Persia received the thanks of the 
Government of India and his work in the Far Fast earned the thanks of the Secretary of State ... ' 

His obituary in The Times, 8 January 1906, refers. 

The regimentally unique Boxer Rebellion and Boer War pair awarded to Captain W. D. "Billy" McSwiney, 7^^ Dragoon 
Guards, a "Great Game" spy, explorer and linguist who was the only officer of the regiment so entitled as a 
consequence of his employment as a Special Service Officer: elected F.R.G.S. for his mapping and survey work in 
Persia, China and Manchuria in the 1890s, it is clear he undertook intelligence gathering work in the same period - 
work that won him the approbation of the Government of India and the Secretary of State

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William Daniel McSwiney was born at Kronstadt, Russia in March 1861, the fourth and youngest son of the Rev. John Henry Herbert 
McSwiney, Chaplain of the Russia Company at Kronstadt and his wife Emily Sarah, daughter of the late Admiral Hills, R.N. and second 
cousin of the late Sir Harry Verney. Young William was educated privately in Kronstadt and back home by the Rev. Thomas Nettleship 
Staley, Rector of Oakley. 

Having passed the Sandhurst Military College examinations - but failed to pass the medical board - he entered the Staffordshire Militia 
as a 2nd Lieutenant in April 1880. Advanced to Lieutenant in March 1881 and to Captain in January 1 884, his linguistic skills gained a 
wider audience in the latter year, when he translated and published E. Paul's The Future of Egypt from a French Point of View. 

In September 1886 - presumably by way of overcoming his Sandhurst medical report which prevented him from holding a regular army 
commission - he resigned his commission in the Militia and joined the 19th Hussars as a Private. If so, the ploy worked well, for he 
gained a commission in the 7th Dragoon Guards just over two years later. 

Intelligence Officer - The Great Game 

In April 1888, he embarked for India, where he joined his regiment at Mhow but, in 1890, on account of his linguistic skills, he was 
seconded to the Intelligence Branch of the Government of India's Quarter-Master General's Office Calcutta, where his brother Major E. 
E. H. McSwiney of the Indian Army was similarly attached. Here, then, the commencement of employment in the "Great Game", for in 
December 1890 he made a reconnaissance trip with Major E. Bruce of the 19^^ Lancers to Persia, travelling through the Bakhtiari 
Mountains from Shuster to Isfahan. 

In the Spring of 1891 he returned to Persia, this time accompanied by the Pundit, Imam Sharif Khan Bahadur of the Survey Department 
of India. As per McSwiney's official - and secret - report, which details relations between the Arabs, Persians and Bakhtiaris, they 
departed Bushire on 1 7 April 1 891. 

On reaching the mouth of the Karun River, the local Customs Officer advised them that the Arabs were in revolt and and that the 
Governor of Arabistan had been deposed. Since McSwiney's official documents were signed by this very Governor he was reluctant to 
show his official papers to the Customs Officer. The latter threatened to inform the authorities in Teheran but, at length, was persuaded 
to permit the intrepid travellers to offload their guns and supplies. While at the mouth of the Karun the Persian Navy - in the form of 
their lone gun boat the Persepolis - sailed into view. McSwiney knew that the crew were German but was later to discover from Baron 
Schenck that the crew were indeed German but from the Russian Baltic provinces. 

Travelling on to Ahwaz information was gathered on two Russian officers who were surveying in the nearby low range of hills. 
McSwiney, fluent in Russian, was paid a visit by a Russian Artillery officer who was in disguise as a Persian "Bandsman". This 
"Bandsman" was to cause McSwiney some further problems with respect to personnel and supplies that had been promised but not 
supplied and it became clear that the Assistant Governor was under pressure, afraid of being reported to Teheran. Later, at Shuster, a 
full scale riot was experienced which ended with several Shusteri and Persian soldiers being killed. The Russian Agent asked McSwiney 
to help provide any medical supplies he could spare for the wounded. At Dizful, McSwiney noted that a full economic trade between 
Russia and the region was well established with Russian branded goods in the local Bazaar. 

Throughout the trip McSwiney found the Bakhtiaris to be friendly and worthy of future co-operation, perhaps by way of supplying 
medical assistance and supplies. Indeed the second part of his secret report concerned his reconnaissance of the South-West portion of 
the Bakhtiari country, lying between the Rivers of Ab-i-Diz and the Karun. It was devoted to road and track conditions for artillery and 
mountain batteries and whether forage was available for the cavalry. Distances, altitude, temperature and weather were all noted with 
great accuracy. 

The 7^^ Dragoon Guards departed India for Egypt in Eebruary 1893 but McSwiney did not rejoin the regiment until October 1895, so 
presumably his "Great Game" exploits continued apace in the interim. By now a Captain, he returned to England in late 1895 where, 
in October 1898, he passed his Majority exams. 

In the following month, he was admitted to the Eellowship of the Royal Geographical Society, his statement of qualifications stating, 
'He has travelled all through Persia, Russia and all over India and is an expert on all questions concerning Persia.' 

'Special Extra Regimental Employment' - The Pekin Syndicate Investment Trust Gompany 

Shortly afterwards McSwiney was sent to China on Special Extra Regimental Employment, seconded to the Pekin Syndicate Investment 
Trust Company. 

The Syndicate, which had been founded in 1897, was partly financed by city bankers but also attracted investment from assorted 
speculators and rogues. It has been described as an exploration company but one with a history which marked it as exceptional, even 
in the days of gold on the Rand, diamonds in South Africa, rubies in Burma and tin in Malaya. Its modus operand! was to use initial 
funds to bribe Chinese officials into gaining lucrative concessions with the aim of making vast profits from mining, railways or forest 
exploitation. 

By the time McSwiney arrived in China, the Syndicate had a concession of 21,000 square miles in Shanxi and Honan Provinces where 
vast coal and iron ore deposits were already known. The Syndicate requested McSwiney, together with Messrs. Glass and Currie, to 
explore and survey the Han River in Honan, Shanxi and Chih-li provinces. McSwiney considered that China was essentially a country 
of waterways which should be made more use of and that whoever controlled them controlled China. He found the population to by 
cheerful, and well-fed and whose house boats reminded him of the 'Thames and cheery Henley days'. McSwiney returned to England 
in July 1899; his reports and maps of the Han River are today held in the Royal Geographical Society Library. 

Boxer Rebellion and the Anglo-Russian Railway Dispute 

On the outbreak of the Boxer Rebellion, McSwiney returned to China as a Special Service Officer with the China Expeditionary Eorce, 
bringing with him a personal servant. Private Pawsey, also of the 7th Dragoon Guards. 

He duly became embroiled in the 'Anglo-Russian Railway Dispute' in Tientsin in Northern China, a dispute that centred on vast tracts 
of land on the left bank of the Pei-Ho River, land that had been acquired by Russian conquest and now under Russian occupation. 
Unfortunately, many of the plots of land belonged to the Northern Chinese Railway Administration whose assets were held by British 
bondholders. The British decided to build a railway siding on several plots of land held by the Russians and many boundary posts were 
removed by British troops. The Russians considered this an affront to their sovereignty and their flag and a stand off thus ensued. 

Into this heady mix McSwiney, fluent in Russian, used all his tact and diplomacy to diffuse a delicate situation, an effort further 
complicated by a Royal Marine shooting and killing a Russian sailor. In the ensuing court case McSwiney acted as interpreter. In his 
book My Service Days, Major-General Sir Norman Stewart recalled meeting McSwiney at Tientsin railway station, where he was 
astonished to see two picquets composed of Cossacks and Madras Sepoys facing each other nine feet apart - or the width of a the 
railway siding. The dispute was eventually taken out of the hands of the officers on the ground and was solved at Government level. 

Erom China McSwiney returned to England via Portland Maine but he was soon on his way to South Africa, again accompanied by his 
servant. Private Pawsey. The pair of them served with the 7th Dragoon Guards from June 1901 and fought in the Transvaal and Orange 
River operations. McSwiney, however, was struck down by enteric fever and was invalided back to England in March 1902. 

Placed on half-pay in April 1905, he died in London in January of the following year and was buried in the Trower family plot at All 
Souls, Kensal Green Cemetery; sold with a large file of copied research, including his secret reconnaissance report into South-West 
Persia.

Harry Lamb was born in Stalybridge, near Ashton-under-Lyne, Lancashire. A Groom by occupation, he attested for the Grenadier 
Guards on 30 October 1898, aged 21 years, 7 months. He is listed as having deserted, 23 july-5 August 1901 and is listed as having 
served in South Africa, November 1901-May 1902. Despite these dates of service, the clasps on his Q.S.A. are confirmed on the rolls. 
He was listed as being absent again in 1905. Lamb was transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1906, with which he re-engaged in 
later years. Serving with the 2nd Battalion Grenadier Guards Lamb entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 21 August 1914 and 
served there until March 1916. He was discharged on 21 March 1916 on the termination of his period of engagement. He re-enlisted 
on 26 June 1916 but was discharged on 11 May 1917 as medically unfit due to fibrosing TB.

He went to China in 1900 on the strength of the 4th Balloon 
Section R.E. and is shown as 2nd in command on the medal roll of that unit, dated Aldershot 16 May 1902, and the only recipient of 
the clasp for the Relief of Pekin. However, once landed in China he was seconded as Eield Engineer with the Pekin relief force. He was 
mentioned in the despatches of Lieutenant-General Gaselee, London Gazette 14 May 1901, having been brought to notice 'for work 
done in connection with the Housing of the Troops in Tientsin during the winter of 1900-1901.'

1898-November 1906. Walker qualified in Telegraphy on 23 September 1898 and extended his service to complete 12 years in April 
1902. As a member of the 9th Lancers he was placed on detachment with the Telegraph Department during the Tibet Mission, 1903-04 
- the only man from the regiment to be so employed. He took his discharge on 10 November 1906, having completed his period of 
service. 

With the onset of the Great War Walker re-attested for the Royal Engineers in 1915. At the time he was a Telegraphist, living at 386

September 1915.

He resigned his post as House Surgeon at the Royal Dental 
Hospital, London on 1 September 1914 and joined the 2nd battalion Artists' Rifles the following day. He was gazetted a 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 10th Battalion Gloucestershire Regiment and subsequently attained the rank of Captain. He went to France with his battalion in 
July 1915 and served at the battle of Loos on 25 September 1915, where he was wounded in the left shoulder and right ankle, and 
being left in the open for some hours, suffered somewhat from a British gas attack. As a result he was invalided to England. Recovering 
he returned to France in February 1916, rejoining the 10th Battalion. He actively served in the line between Loos and Calonne for 6 
months until posted to the Somme on 6 July 1916. He was present at the taking of Contalmaison, 9 July and was engaged in several 
attacks on the Martinpuich-Flers Line. On 10 October 1916 he was invalided to England on account of severe blood poisoning and was 
not placed on the active service list until just before the armistice. In 1919 he returned to the Royal Dental Hospital. 

Herbert Clifford Whitworth was the youngest son of Mr & Mrs Richard Whitworth. At the outbreak of war, he joined the Universities 
and Public Schools Corps. After training he received a commission in the 7th Battalion Somerset Light Infantry. He entered France on 
20 July 1916 and was severely wounded at Lesbouef in September 1916 and subsequently spent several months in a London hospital. 
On returning to duty, he took a course in machine gunnery at Hayling, becoming machine gun officer to his battalion. In December 
191 7 he returned to France and was in numerous actions. During the German Spring Offensive 1918 he commanded a company in the 
heavy fighting around St. Quentin. He was reported missing, subsequently killed in action on 26 March 1918. Having no known grave, 
his name is commemorated on the Pozieres Memorial.

Lieutenant Evan Davies Jones was born in January 1893, the son of Sir Evan

Pembrokeshire. 

Having been commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Army Cyclist Corps direct 
from the O.T.C. shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, Jones witnessed active 
service in France during the course of 191 5-16. 

Transferring to the Royal Flying Corps as an Observer in the latter year, he was 
posted to No. 2 Squadron and flew operationally in the period December 1916 
to April 1917. Returning to the home establishment to undertake pilot training, 
he duly gained his 'Wings' and rejoined No. 2 in October but was hospitalised 
in early December, when he was found 'unfit for any service' and sent home on 
leave. 

Jones returned to an operational footing in mid-February 1918, when he joined 
No. 10 Squadron, in which capacity he flew at least 20 sorties prior to his death 
in action on 2 April. In a letter to his father. Major Keith Murray, O.C. No. 10 
Squadron, provided details of his son's death: 

'I am very sorry to have to tell you of the death of your son Evan Davies Jones on April 2nd. He and his Observer left the ground at 
12.30 p.m. on Counter-Attack Patrol, and from all evidence we can gather he had dived down on some target in the enemy lines. At 
any rate, he was flying very low, and was heavily fired at by enemy machine-guns. He was seen to turn back, partly shut off his engine, 
and glide back into our own lines. When so low that their heads could be seen, the pilot seemed to disappear, as tho' he had fainted 
and fallen forward, and the machine at once dived straight into the ground. A party of Infantry were within a few yards, and a Medical 
Officer also, but they found the machine totally wrecked and both occupants dead - undoubtedly killed at once. They were buried 
yesterday at the Cemetery at Remy, about one mile south of Poperinghe. Jones had many friends in this Squadron whom he knew 
before he came here - They all wish me to offer their sincerest sympathy.'

Sutlej, November 1904-May 1906, he was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in February 1905 and Able Seaman in December 1905. He 
served on the pre-dreadnought battleship H.M.S. Albemarle from December 1913 on into the Great War. In August 1914 the ship 
formed part of the 6th Battle Squadron, stationed at Portland. As part of the Channel Fleet they provided cover for the B.E.F. as it 
crossed over to France. In January the 6th Battle Squadron was based at the Nore before being dispersed later in the year. In October 
1915 Albemarle underwent a refit at Chatham Dockyard and in November 1915 the Albemarle was ordered to move to the 
Mediterranean with a division of the 3rd Battle Squadron. The ships left Rosyth on 6 November but encountered extremely heavy 
weather that night in the Pentland Firth. Albemarle, heavily loaded with spare ammunition, suffered severe damage - her forebridge and 
the personnel on it were washed overboard and her conning tower and superstructure were badly damaged and she was forced to 
return home for repairs. Stroud is recorded as having been 'washed overboard and drowned during storm' on 7 November 1915. His 
name is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval memorial.

Thomas Coutenay Shillington was born on 5 March 1876 at Glenmachan Tower, Ballymachan, Belfast, to John Johnson and Annie 
Shillington. He was married to Bertha and was employed as a Linen merchant. He did 18 months training with the Ulster Volunteer 
Force before signing up for a commission in October 1914. As a Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion Royal Irish Rifles, he entered France in 
October 1915. Serving with 'B' Company on the night of 19 November 1915, close to the village of Beaumont Hamel, he was 
instructed at midnight to take a patrol forward to the German lines to investigate a sunken road. Instructing his patrol to wait just 
behind the road, he went forward to investigate. As he was peering over the bank at the sunken road he was hit by a bullet in the chest 
which pierced his left lung and broke a rib. In an unconscious state, he was captured by the Germans and taken back to their lines. 
Shillington was treated at a German hospital and notices were left by the Germans in no-man's land to say that he had been captured 
and that his wife and children should be notified. As a prisoner, Shilligton's injuries did not properly heal and in August 1916 he was 
one of a number of British men sent to Switzerland to be 'swapped' for wounded Germans. He was interned in Switzerland on 12 
August 1916 and repatriated to the U.K. on 11 September 1917. He ended the war serving with the 3rd Battalion Royal Irish Rifles. 
Latterly living at Cairnburn Road, Belfast, he died on 28 April 1963.

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Joseph John Paul was born in Battersea, London on 28 March 1866. A Fitter by 
occupation, he entered the Royal Navy as an Acting Engine Room Artificer 4th 
Class on 17 December 1889, being confirmed in that rating in January 1891. He 
was promoted to E.R.A. 3rd Class in December 1892 when on H.M.S. Orlando 
and E.R.A. 2nd Class in December 1896 when at H.M.S. Pembroke 11. He served 
on H.M. Ships Fox, October-December 1897; Heron, December 1897- 
September 1898 and Jackdaw, September-December 1898. Promoted to Chief 
Engine Room Artificer 2nd Class in May 1901 when on H.M.S. Repulse and C.E. 
R.A. 1st Class in May 1907 when on H.M.S. Black Prince. Awarded the Royal 
Navy L.S. & G.C. in January 1905. After service on H.M.S. Forward, August 
1910-December 1911, he was pensioned ashore. At the time of the 1911 Census, 
John Joseph Paul was living at 417 Canterbury Road, Gillingham, with his wife, 
Susannah Elizabeth and daughter Lilian Ada and son. Jack Heron Paul. J. J. Paul 
was then employed by the Royal Australian Navy from June 1912; serving as C.E. 
R.A. 1st Class on Cerberus, Penguin and Pioneer, June 1912-November 1916, 
after which he served at the London and Sydney Depots until April 1919.

Erederick George Root was born in Stepney, London on 22 July 1891. A Carman by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as an 
Ordinary Seaman in November 1909. Promoted to Able Seaman in April 1912 when on H.M.S. Lord Nelson. With the onset of the 
Great War he was serving on the old battleship H.M.S. Vengeance, Eebruary 1913-June 1915. He then served on the cruiser H.M.S. 
Europa, June-December 1915 and afterwards, the destroyer H.M.S. Mentor, April-December 1916. He served aboard the destroyer H. 
M.S. Simoom from December 1916. He was killed in action on 23 January 1917 in an engagement between British and German 
destroyers in the Elanders Bight. The ship, part of the Harwich Eorce, was torpedoed by the German destroyer S.50. The hit caused an 
explosion in the magazine which caused many casualties, including that of Able Seaman Root. His name is commemorated on the

x346 Five: Captain Sir Henry Braund, Kt., who served as Adjutant of the 5th Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment in Gallipoli, 
where he kept the unit's war diary and was fortunate to emerge unscathed from the action at Chunuk Bair in August 
1915: he afterwards enjoyed a successful legal career including senior posts held in Burma and India

Henry Benedict Linthwaite Braund was born in March 1893, the son of Marwood Leonard Boyd Braund, and was educated at Rugby 
and St. John's College, Oxford, where he studied Law. 

Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Wiltshire Regiment in August 1914, he landed with the 5th Battalion in Cape Helles, 
Gallipoli in July 1915. Although at one point left in charge of numerous members of the Battalion recovering from dysentery on 
Lemnos, he appears to have returned to his unit in time for the costly action at Chunuk Bair on 8 August - he took over as Adjutant from 
Lieutenant Belcher, who had been killed in action on the 6th. On that occasion the Turks attacked over the crest of the hill, three 
companies of the Wiltshires being caught in the open and all but annihilated - regimental records state 'more than half the officers and 
men were never seen again.' Amazingly, five men survived the ordeal after being rescued after 16 days. Others, it is said, were 
massacred by the Turks. In his capacity as Adjutant, Braund was responsible for keeping the unit's war diary, a difficult task in view of 
heavy casualties and much confused fighting. At which point Braund departed the 5th Wiltshires remains unknown, but he appears to 
have been attached as a Staff Captain to 10th Infantry Brigade, 4th (Quetta) Division, around May 1918; moreover, his MIC entry 
confirms his entitlement to the India General Service 1908-35, with clasp for 'Afghanistan N.W.F. 1919'. 

In 1920, Braund returned home, where he pursued a legal career and practised at the Chancery Bar until 1934. Taking up appointment 
as Judge of the High Court of Judicature in Rangoon, Burma in the latter year, he remained similarly employed until taking up a similar 
post at Allahabad in the United Provinces, India in 1939; this after having acted as Chairman of Committee appointed to inquire into 
the Burma riots of 1938-39. Latterly a Member of the Regional Food Commission, Eastern Region, India, 1943-44 and Chairman of the 
Bengal Eoodgrains Policy Committee 1944, Braund was knighted in the following year. 

Back in the U.K. he served as Judge of County Courts (Circuit No. 46) 1950-54 and Circuit No. 19 1953-64. He retired to Ettwall, near 
Derby and died in April 1969; papers in respect of his legal career are held by the British Library (Asian and African Studies).

Stoker Francis Henry Green (1891-1970) from Bristol and a Collier by occupation, enlisted into the Royal Navy in 1911. He remained 
in the Navy until his discharge into the R.F.R. in 1923. During the Great War he served in the old battleship H.M.S. Canopus, July 
1914-May 1916. In late 1914 she was despatched to augment Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock's force that was searching for 
Vice-Admiral Graf Maximilian von Spee's German Far Eastern Squadron. Deemed too slow to accompany his squadron, the Canopus 
was left behind when the two squadrons clashed and Cradock's force defeated at the battle of Coronel, 1 November 1914. Left 
dangerously isolated, H.M.S. Canopus made her way back to Port Stanley on the Falkland Islands. Expecting the port to be attacked by 
von Spee, the Canopus was beached in the harbour. Welcome reinforcements arrived on 7 December 1914, in the form of two 
battlecruisers under Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick Doveton Sturdee. The next day von Spee's squadron was sighted and H.M.S. Canopus 
fired the first shot of the battle of the Falklands, an indirect shot hitting one of the enemy armoured cruisers. This and the unwelcome 
sighting of the battlecruisers in harbour caused the Far Eastern Squadron to turn from their intention to bombard the port and steam 
away hoping to escape. At length the battle cruisers and attendant vessels were able to run down the fleeing German squadron and two 
armoured cruisers and two light cruisers were sunk.

William Hammond was born in Beccles, Suffolk. A Moulder by occupation, he attested for the 5th Battalion Suffolk Regiment (T.A.) in 
1909, aged 17 years. The 5th Battalion along with the 4th Battalion Suffolk Regiment and 4th and 5th Battalions Norfolk Regiment 
formed the Norfolk and Suffolk Infantry Brigade - part of the 54th (East Anglian) Division. The 5th Battalion (as part of the Division) 
embarked at Liverpool in July 1915 and landed in Gallipoli on 10 August. The battalion would go into action on 12 August (5th 
Norfolk's on the right, l/8th Hampshire's in the centre and 5th Suffolk's on the left) - a day which would go down famously with the 
'disappearance' of the Sandringham Company of the 5th Battalion Norfolk Regiment. The 5th Suffolk's also took heavy casualties that 
day and Private Hammond was wounded with a gunshot to the left leg. He was invalided to Malta and thence to England.

The Great War campaign group of five awarded to Major H. W. Wilby, 
Royal Marines, who received a C.-in-C's commendation 'for rendering 
an intelligence report of special value' on 30 May 1915: subsequently 
attached to the R.M. Brigade on the Gallipoli peninsula, he received 
multiple wounds and was evacuated home to the R.N.H. Haslar - 
where the King visited his ward and showed great interest in his 
wounds and services 

1914-15 Star (Lieut. H. W. Wilby, R.M.L.I.); British War and Victory 
Medals (Capt. H. W. Wilby, R.M.L.I.); Deeence and War Medals 1939-45; 
Jubilee 1935, very fine or better (5) £300-350 

Harold William Wilby, who was born in May 1889, was commissioned as a 2nd 
Lieutenant in the R.M.L.I. in September 1907 and was advanced to Lieutenant in 
September of the following year. Enjoying one or two seagoing appointments in 
the Home Eleet in the lead up to the Great War, he was serving in H.M.S. 
Venerable on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, in which capacity he 
was present in an early bombardment of the Belgian coast. Venerable then sailed 
for the Dardanelles, where Wilby was present in further bombardments and was 
commended by the C.-in-C. Mediterranean 'for rendering an intelligence report 
of special value' on 30 May 1915'. 

About this time, owing to heavy casualties, volunteers were called for from R.M. officers serving in the Eleet to reinforce the Royal 
Marine Brigade ashore on the Gallipoli peninsula. Wilby was among the handful of volunteers eventually allowed to proceed, landing 
there on 6 June 1915. But his time ashore was short-lived, for he sustained multiple wounds on the 27th - 'Left arm and elbow and left 
leg' - and was evacuated on the 30th. Admitted to the R.N.H. Haslar on reaching the U.K., he and another R.M. officer were honoured 
by a personal visit from the King on 28 May 1916, who showed 'great interest in their wounds and services.' 

On recovering from his wounds, Wilby was appointed a G.S.O. Ill (Intelligence) on Ascension Island, where he remained employed for 
the remainder of the War and was advanced to Captain in January 1917. Returning home in early 1919, he was appointed to the Staff 
of the C.-in-C. Portsmouth, once again in an Intelligence role and, in 1921, he joined the Naval Intelligence Department at the 
Admiralty. 

A year later, he returned to regular duty with the Corps and served in the Mediterranean Eleet but in 1927 he was appointed to the 12th 
R.M. Battalion in China, where he was advanced to Major in the following year. Having then enjoyed another spell with the 
Mediterranean Eleet, he served again on the China Station as S.O. (1) in the early 30s. His final post before retiring at his own request in 
August 1935 was as Barrack Master at Plymouth. He was recalled in January 1940 and served as S.O. (R.M.) in the Portsmouth Division 
until retiring for a final time - on account of ill-health - in January 1944. 

The Major died at Attleborough, Norfolk in May 1955, aged 66.

A Stone Cutter by occupation, he enlisted at Montreal on 19 April 1915, having served 
two years in the 5th Royal Highlanders of Canada (Canadian Militia). Serving with the 42nd Battalion, he arrived in England in June 
1915 and entered Erance in October 1915. Serving in Erance he was wounded during the battle of Courcelette (battle of the Somme) on 
1 5 September 1916, suffering a gunshot wound to the left thigh and right buttock. Invalided to England he saw no further active service 
and was discharged in Montreal on 22 May 1919. Heron died on 29 December 1955.

Lieutenant Joseph Thorp Waite was killed in action in the Persian Gulf on 21 January 1916, aged 45 years, whilst serving with the l/5th 
Battalion, East Kent Regiment. His name is commemorated on the Amara War Cemetery, Iraq. 

Originally sold with copy of a detailed obituary, including photograph of recipient, from which the following is extracted. 'Even before 
the war his spirit of adventure was one of his most marked characteristics, and he eagerly accepted the opportunity of service abroad 
which a medical appointment with the Colonial Office afforded him in Northern Nigeria. In this outpost of empire his administrative 
capacity had wider scope than was possible at home. His activities were by no means confined to the practice of his profession, since 
he frequently found himself obliged to undertake duties of a legal and military nature. It was in the last named capacity that, with a 
handful of men from the West African Eield Eorce, he entered a native town and removed therefrom two chiefs whose views on the 
disagreeable necessity of paying taxes did not coincide with those of the Colonial Office. This adventure called for a display of that 
firmness of purpose and unobtrusive daring which Lieutenant Waite possessed in a remarkable degree...At the outbreak of war he 
proceeded with the 5th Battalion of the East Kent Regiment to Kamptee, Central Provinces, India, where he continued the training of his 
gunners, and in November 1915 left for Mesopotamia, forming part of General Aylmer's relief force. After surviving the terrible fighting 
of January 6th to 10th, in which the regiment earned the high praise of the Brigadier, Lieutenant Waite fell at the head of his men in a 
desperate attack upon an enormously strong Turkish position.

Marshall Thomson Allan was born on 12 January 1889. A Glasgow University Medical Student, his home address was Fernbank, 
Killvinie, Ayrshire. He requested an appointment to the Special Reserve of Officers Infantry in August 1914. As a 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Royal Scots Fusiliers, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 11 May 1915. Serving with the 6th Battalion he was killed in 
action on or about 27 September 1915, aged 26 years. Having no known grave, his name is commemorated on the Loos Memorial. 

A report on the death of Lieutenant Allan states: 'On the morning of September 27th 1915, we were attacked by the Germans, between 
the hours of nine and ten, about 900 yards in front of the [Hoheonzollern] redoubt. There was an order along the trench for bombers. 
We could not get the bombers out quickly enough that way. The bombers, along with Lieut. Allan, got out of the trench, and ran along 
the parapet to our right flank, and came face to face with the Germans. The German bombers were throwing bombs in all directions 
and Lieut. Allan got hit in the chest. I think there was no possibility of his being alive. He was not brought in. We got out of the trench 
shortly afterwards, I being hit myself.' (Statement of Lance-Corporal Robinson, 1 7404, 6th Royal Scots Fusiliers). 

Lieutenant Allan was the son of the late Dr. George R. Allan and Jessie Cross Thomson Allan. With copied papers including several 
reports re his death.

As it transpired, none of the 
torpedoes found their mark but one of Manitou's lifeboats overturned when the ship was being abandoned, as a consequence of which 
58 men were drowned. 

McDonald, who had landed in Egypt a fortnight earlier, was the son of W. McDonald of Bendamph House, Torridon, Ross-shire. 


355 Three: Lieutenant W. F. Wilson, Royal Navy, whose promising naval career was brought to an end with his tragic 
death in August 1921

Walter Francis Wilson was born in Marylebone, London on 11 November 1884. He was educated aboard the training ship Arethusa 
before entering the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on Impregnable in August 1900. He was advanced to Boy 1st Class in May 1901 
and promoted to Ordinary Seaman in November 1902 when on Canopus. Further promotions followed, becoming an Able Seaman in 
April 1904 when on London; Leading Seaman in October 1908 when on Jupiter, and Petty Officer in November 1912 when at Vernon. 
Wilson passed for Gunner in June 1910 and was promoted to that rank in November 1913. Appointed Mate on 1 August 1915, he 
served on the dreadnought battleship Neptune, October 1915-May 191 7. As such, he served aboard the ship at the battle of Jutland, 31 
May/1 June 1916, the vessel forming part of the 1st Battle Squadron. Leaving the ship in May 1917 due to sickness, the captain's 
assessment of Wilson whilst aboard the Neptune was very complimentary, stating him to be 'an extremely promising officer'. 
Recovering from his illness he then attended Torpedo and Pilotage courses, for which he gained 1st Class Certificates. Wilson was 
promoted to Acting Lieutenant (later confirmed) in January 1918 and was placed on the staff at Portsmouth, February 1918-April 1919. 
Further courses followed at Dolphin, April-June 1919; at the R.N. College, Greenwich, July-December 1919; Dryad Pilotage Course, 
January-March 1920; and Pembroke Gunnery and Torpedo Course, March-August 1920. He then served with the Naval Intelligence 
Allied Control Commission in Germany, August 1920-February 1921. 

In the midst of what seemed a most promising Naval career, Wilson's private life was suddenly shattered, when in January 1921, his 
wife died giving birth to their child. Suffering from acute depression. Lieutenant Wilson shot himself in Hadley Wood, North London, 
on 23 August 1921. The inquest found that he had committed 'Suicide whilst of unsound mind'.

Robert Gidner Spencer was born at Driffield, Yorkshire in October 1897 and was educated at Bridlington School and Trinity House, 
Hull, prior to being appointed a Probationary Temporary Flight Officer in the R.N.A.S in February 1918, the same month in which he 
was posted to the R.N. College, Greenwich. Subsequently appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the newly established R.A.F., he was also 
onetime a member of the Mercantile Marine and obtained his Certificate of Competency as a 1st Mate for Foreign-Going Steamships in 
June 1919. 

Between the wars he qualified as a teacher and was headmaster of Gembling School, near Driffield but he retained his interest in flying 
and became a pioneer of gliding, obtaining the Royal Aero Club's certificate 'No. 20'. 

Appointed a Pilot Officer in the R.A.F.V.R. in February 1940, Spencer initially served in Coastal Command but later served in Burma 
and Ceylon on the H.Q. Staff of No. 222 Group, where he was in charge of the Air Sea and jungle Rescue Services. According to 
accompanying obituaries, he was mentioned in despatches and credited with inventing a number of devices which were adopted by 
the R.A.F. and were responsible for saving the lives of many aircrews in distress. He was demobilised as a Wing Commander in 
December 1946, returned to his post as headmaster of the Gembling School and died in January 1982.

x398 Five: Sick Berth Petty Officer A. Rayton, Royal Navy, who was among those lost in the armed merchant cruiser 
Comorin when she caught fire and capsized in the North Atlantic in April 1941 

British War Medal 1914-20 (M. 5112 A. Rayton, S.B.A., R.N.); 1939-45 Star; Atlantic Star; War Medal 1939-45; Royal Navy

Arthur Rayton was born in Grimsby, Lincolnshire in February 1893 and entered the Royal Navy as a Sick Berth Attendant in October 
1912. On the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was employed at the R.N.H. Haslar but, in April 1915, he commenced a two 
years' posting to Malta. He returned to Haslar in November 1917 and was similarly employed at the war's end (British War Medal 
1914-20). He was advanced to Sick Berth Petty Officer in the summer of 1926 and was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in December of 
the following year. 

By early 1941, he was serving in the armed merchant cruiser Comorin, which liner had been requisitioned by the Admiralty in 
September 1939. In April 1941 Comorin was on passage from the UK to Freetown; in addition to her own ship's company she was 
carrying drafts for other ships and bases, a total of 475 officers and men. On 6 April a fire broke out in her engine rooms and soon 
engulfed much of the ship. Although two other ships, the destroyers Lincoln and Broke, came to her aid, the weather was bad and it 
was extremely difficult for the smaller ships to approach the massive liner, rolling heavily in the huge North Atlantic waves. Lieutenant- 
Commander Peter Scott, aboard the Broke, later wrote: 

'When we drew near, the scene was awe-inspiring. The great liner lay beam on to the seas, drifting very rapidly. A red glow showed in 
the smoke which belched from her funnel and below that amidships the fire had a strong hold. Clouds of smoke streamed away from 
her lee side. The crew were assembled aft and we were in communication by lamp and later by semaphore ... To go alongside 
Comorin seemed an impossibility. The waves were fifty to sixty feet from trough to crest and the liner's cruiser stern lifted high out of 
the water at one moment showing rudder and screws and crashed downward in a cloud of spray the next. I thought a destroyer could 
not possibly survive such an impact... ' 

When Broke arrived on the scene, Lincoln was engaged in rescuing men with her Carley rafts but only a few men could be taken each 
time and it was a desperately slow business. Also, because the rafts could not go right up to the side of the wildly rolling ship, the men 
had to go down a rope to them, and several were drowned in the attempt. 

Broke however managed to go alongside the liner; she repeated this manoeuvre dozens of times, and each time a few men jumped 
from Comorin to the destroyer's focsie. It was essential to time the jump correctly; not only were the two ships rapidly moving up and 
down, but they were also rolling in opposite directions, so that one moment they touched, the next they were ten yards apart. A few 
men fell between the ships, and many others broke a limb, but the great majority were saved. 

In fact, 455 men were saved and only 20 were lost; sadly, Arthur Rayton was amongst these casualties. He left a widow, Mrs Elizabeth 
Rayton. His name is recorded at the Portsmouth Naval Memorial; sold with copied research, a picture postcard of the Comorin.

Lawrence Edward William Reeve was born in Hastings, Sussex on 11 September 1867. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class 
on 2 January 1884 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class Signals in January 1885. On H.M.S. Triumph he was promoted to Signaller 3rd 
Class in September 1885; Signaller 2nd Class in March 1886 and Qualified Signaller in November 1888. He was promoted to 2nd 
Yeoman of Signals when on H.M.S. Excellent in February 1889. Reeves was transferred to the Coastguard at Worthing in January 1895 
and was appointed a Commissioned Boatman in January 1900, being awarded his Royal Navy L.S. & G.C. in October the same year. 
He was appointed Chief Boatman in February 1907 when based at Clovelly; and Petty Officer in April 1910 when at Rhossili. Reeve 
was transferred to Scarborough in November 1910 with the rank of Chief Petty Officer in December 1910 and Chief Officer in October 
1915. Later appointments were at Mevagissy, November 1918 and Lundy Islands, November 1918-April 1919. Chief Officer Reeve 
died of cancer in October 1919. 

Lawrence Reeve was Second-in-Command at the Coastguard's War Signal Station at Scarborough Castle when it and the town were 
shelled by the German battlecruisers Derfflinger and Von der Tann and the light cruiser Kolberg on 16 December 1914. The 
bombardment lasted for just over an hour. The Signal Station was the only target of any military importance in the town; this was hit as 
well as the Castle and the prominent Grand Hotel, together with several churches and private dwellings. The attack causing widespread 
panic. The ships proceeding northwards, then went on to bombard Whitby, which like Scarborough, had little or no military value. 
Reeve gave extensive evidence at the inquests following the raid. 

Chief Officer Reeve was still based at Scarborough when the S.S. Phare was sunk by the German submarine UB-35 off Hayburn Wyke, 
near Scarborough, on 31 October 1917. Thirteen men were killed in the attack. It took some two hours before the survivors in the 
water, who were holding on to wreckage, were rescued. The Admiralty are recorded as having expressed their displeasure at the want 
of initiative shown by the crew of the Scarborough W.S.S. (War Signal Station) on the occasion of the sinking of the S.S. Phare. 

Chief Officer Reeve is confirmed as having been awarded Silver War Badge 'RN41455' in July 1919. Badge number 'RN41466' (above) 
was awarded to A8777 Leading Seaman P. Rourke, R.N.

Educated at Harrow, 
joined the Inns of Court O.T.C. in April 1915 and was commissioned an officer 
in the 10th Battalion Suffolk Regiment in July 1915. Transferring to the l/6th 
Battalion Liverpool Regiment, he went to France in May 1916. His company, in 
support of the South Lancashire Regiment attacked the enemy lines before 
Guillemont on 13 August 1916. The attack failed and he was last seen on a 
parapet of the third German trench, covering an enemy with his revolver. His 
men saw him fall before they were obliged to retire but his body was not found 
when the position was retaken two days later. Initially reported 'missing' he was 
later deemed to have been killed on that day. 

In a letter he wrote to be posted home in case he fell in action, he wrote: 'I am not sorry I came out here, as it is obviously the duty of 
every man to do what he can to shorten the war, so that the next generation may not have to undergo what our men have been 
through. I am glad to have known the British Tommy and his wonderful fighting qualities. At present the men are laughing and 
scrapping together, just as if they were not going up into the line tonight.' 

As many another family with a Germanic name, the Von Heyders changed their name to a more acceptable 'British' name with the 
onset of war.

Employed with a firm of Architects in Australia before returning to England in February 1914 where he 
was employed in the export of slates from Wales. He also joined the Breconshire Special Constabulary in 1914. In the Spring of 1915 
he applied for a commission and was gazetted to the 9th Battalion South Wales Borderers on 3 March 1915. Specialising in the use of 
machine guns, he was transferred to the Machine Gun Corps in January 1916. On 24 April 1916 he entered France with the 100th 
Company M.G.C. After serving in the La Bassee sector, the company was transferred to the Somme for the great offensive. In the course 
of the battle of Bazentin Ridge, which commenced on 14 July, 2nd Lieutenant Huxley was killed in action at High Wood, near Fricourt, 
on 15 July. 

A brother officer wrote: 'He was leading his section up a slope against a wood out of which was coming a most murderous fire from 
rifles and machine guns. He was absolutely fearless, and exposed himself almost recklessly in encouraging his men. He was shot 
through the head and became immediately unconscious. His section was completely lost without him, and his servant told me that he 
felt he had lost his father.' 

His captain wrote: Besides the great personal loss I feel in the death of a very good friend, I have lost a most valuable and conscientious 
officer, who never stinted or shirked his work of whatever nature. He was greatly unselfish. His section was the first to gain honour, two 

men being awarded Military Medals for the action June 1-2.Had he lived I had intended recommending him for the Military Cross. 

He had already been recommended to the Brigadier for good work.'

'Pals', a grand crowd of chaps. We were two years in the making and ten minutes in the destroying'.

Burgess was serving on the armoured cruiser Warrior at the battle of Jutland, 30 May 1916. The armoured cruisers Defence and 
Warrior, part of the 1st Cruiser Squadron, were closing with the disabled German light cruiser Wiesbaden, when they came under 
concentrated fire from the battlecruiser Derfflinger and four battleships at less than 8,000 yards. Defence blew up and Warrior was 
heavily damaged and was only saved from from further punishment when the German ships switched their fire to the more tempting 
target in the form of the battleship Warspite whose steering had become jammed. Badly damaged, Warrior was able to make her way 
out of the battle zone and was eventually taken in tow by the seaplane carrier Engadine who took off her surviving crew. However, the 
ship could not be saved and she was abandoned the next day and subsequently foundered. Burgess was one of 70 ratings who died 
aboard the ship.

It is possible that Barnett was one of 
the 16 S.A.M.C.C. prisoners who the Germans invited to attend the Colonel's 
funeral. A Guard of Honour was provided by Askaris but no salute was fired in 
consequence of the close proximity of British forces. Barnett was repatriated from 
Nyasaland in January 1918 and, having been admitted to hospital suffering from 
Malaria, was discharged in April 1919; sold with copied service record.

Herbert Wilfred Tumman was born in Scawby, Brigg, Lincolnshire on 1 
December 1890. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 12 February 
1908 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in July 1908. He was promoted to 
Ordinary Seaman in December 1908 when on H.M.S. Minotaur and Able 
Seaman in March 1910 when on H.M.S. Bedford. He attained the rank of 
Leading Seaman in August 1914 when on H.M.S. Dufferin. Tumman entered 
service on H.M.S. Strongbow in November 1916. 


Leading Seaman Herbert Wilfred Tumman, R.N. was killed in action when serving on the destroyer H.M.S. Strongbow, 17 October 
191 7. The ship was sunk by the German light cruisers S.M.S. Brummer and Bremse when escorting a Scandinavian convoy. The action 
took place some 75 miles east of Lerwick in the Shetlands. H.M.S. Strongbow sank with the loss of 47 officers and ratings out of a 
complement of 88.

Arthur Stephen Jones was born in Greenwich on 20 February 1901. A Fitter & Turner by occupation, he entered the Royal Navy as an 
Electrical Artificer 5th Class on 13 April 1920. Advanced to Acting Electrical Artificer 4th Class in Eebruary 1922 when at Vernon; 
confirmed in that rank in Eebruary 1923 on Diligence; promoted to E.A. 3rd Class in Eebruary 1925 on Sandhurst; to E.A. 2nd Class in 
Eebruary 1929 when at Victory and E.A. 1st Class in Eebruary 1934 when on Cumberland. Still on that ship, he was advanced to Acting 
Chief Electrical Artificer 2nd Class in March 1934, being confirmed in that rank in Eebruary 1937 when at Pembroke. Promoted to 
Chief Electrical Artificer 1st Class in March 1940 when on the cruiser Sussex. Jones was appointed Acting Warrant Electrician in March 
1941. Ranked as Chief Electrical Artificer once more in December 1948 until he was pensioned on 15 December 1957.

John Leonard Horace Middleton was born in Enfield, Middlesex, in March 1920 and enlisted in the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
August 1936. 

In June 1937, he joined the ship's company of the heavy cruiser H.M.S. Sussex, in which capacity he was actively employed off 
Palestine until returning to home waters as an Able Seaman in July 1939 (Medal & clasp). 

In December 1939, Middleton joined the recently commissioned destroyer Kipling, which ship participated in operations off Norway in 
April 1940 - on the 1 7th, she came under heavy and sustained air attacks and was badly damaged by two bomb hits. 

Service in the 5th Destroyer Flotilla under Mountbatten 

In October, repairs completed, Kipling was deployed on convoy escort in the English Channel; she was then attached to the 5th 
Destroyer Elotilla at Plymouth. The flotilla was commanded by Captain Lord Mountbatten, who was in Kipling's sister-ship Kelly. Over 
the following months she continued to escort convoys, minelayers and cruisers on various operations. 

In April 1941 the 5th Elotilla was transferred to the Mediterranean. They proceeded to Gibraltar and formed part of the escort of a 
convoy bound for Malta. It was the first flotilla to reach Malta for some time and as the destroyers steamed into harbour in line ahead, 
the battlements of the fortress island were black with cheering Maltese. Kipling then formed part of 'Eorce K' which carried out attacks 
on Axis shipping on the supply lines between Italy and North Africa. They also carried out a bombardment of Benghazi. 

Loss of the "Kelly" - "Kipling" to the rescue 

On 21 May the flotilla sailed from Malta to take part in the defence of Crete. On the afternoon of the 22nd, Kelly, Kashmir and Kipling 
carried out a sweep to the north-west of Crete; Kipling had to detach, with steering problems, but later rejoined her two sisters. Soon 
after dawn on the 23rd the three fleeing ships came under air attack, first from high-level bombers, then from a squadron of Stukas. 
David Thomas's history, Crete 1941: The Battle at Sea, takes up the story: 

'The Stukas dived almost vertically, ensuring accuracy of bombing, and offering the nose and leading edge of the wings as minimal 
targets for the gunners. It became the objective of the commanding officers of the destroyers to steer so as to make the Stukas dive 
steeper and steeper and thus encourage inaccuracies in their bombing. 

Despite these tactics, the Kashmir was struck by a bomb from the third wave of bombers which caused enormous damage. In a moment 
it was obvious she was doomed. She started to sink as soon as the bomb blew her open to the sea ... in two minutes, the Kashmir had 
gone. The Kelly continued to fight off the aircraft but when she was making 30 knots or more under full starboard rudder, she was hit 
by a large bomb which exploded aft on X turret. She took on an ever-increasing list to port and finally turned turtle with considerable 
way on her. She floated upside down for half an hour allowing her survivors to get well clear before she sank. Not content with their 
victory, many dive bombers then flew low and machine-gunned the survivors struggling helpless in the sea. 

Commander A. St. Clair-Eord, commanding the Kipling, went to the rescue as soon as there was a lull in the attacks. The rescue was a 
skilled and dangerous operation. The Kipling lowered all her boats and Carley floats and picked up all the Kelly's survivors, including 
Mountbatten. St. Clair Eord then turned his attention to the Kashmir's men. No less than 152 officers and men were picked up, plus 
Commander King. As each bombing attack developed the Kipling abandoned the rescue attempt, put on speed and dodged the bomb 
loads while fighting off the assailants with her guns ... St. Clair-Eord handled his ship with skill and a high degree of seamanship as he 
nosed his ship from raft to raft for three hours before every survivor had been pulled aboard. Only then was course set for Alexandria at 
a speed of 1 7 knots. It is estimated that during the period from 0820 when the Kashmir and the Kelly had gone down and the enemy 
concentrated their attentions on her, till 1300 when she was left in peace, she was attacked by forty bombers which dropped a total of 
83 bombs around her. It is a wonder that she emerged from the ordeal unscathed ... 

On the morning of Saturday 24th when fifty miles from Alexandria, the Kipling finally ran out of fuel and came to a halt. She was 
unable to make port and the netlayer Protector left harbour to fuel her sufficiently for her to make base. When she finally arrived, ships' 
companies of the Mediterranean Eleet cleared lower deck and cheered her in.' 

After being repaired, Kipling transferred to 7th Destroyer Elotilla in June and took part in operations against the Vichy Erench in Syria. 
She also escorted convoys in the eastern Mediterranean and supported the garrison at Tobruk. 

id.M.S. Galatea -journey's end 

In September 1941, Middleton removed to the light cruiser Galatea. 

On the night of 14 December 1941 her squadron was returning to Alexandria after an unsuccessful search for an Italian convoy bound 
for Benghazi. Throughout the evening Galatea was subjected to attacks from German dive-bombers; the attacks lasted for about seven 
hours, just before midnight, Galatea was struck by two torpedoes, fired by U-557 in quick succession. The cruiser turned over and sank 
in three minutes. Captain Sim, 22 officers and 447 ratings were killed. About 100 survivors were picked up by the destroyers Griffin 
and idotspur. 

After sinking Galatea, U-557 headed back to the base of the 23rd Elotilla at Salamis. At 21:44 hours on 16 December, whilst to the 
west of Crete, she was rammed and sunk by the Italian motor torpedo boat Orione. There were no survivors. 

Middleton was one of Galatea's casualties. He is commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial; sold with a file of copied research.

Edgar James Butland was born at Dartmouth, Devon in November 1903 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy Artificer in August 1919. 
Between the wars he served on the China Station, including a tour of duty in the Insect-class gunboat Mantis on the Yangtze 1932-34. 
Returning to the U.K. in the latter year, he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1936 and subsequently served off Palestine in the 
cruiser H.M.S. Emerald (Medal & clasp). 

Advanced to Chief Engine Room Artificer in the cruiser Southampton on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, Butland 
remained similarly employed until April 1940, in which period his ship intercepted a German merchant ship off the Norwegian coast 
and was hit by a 500 kg bomb when lying at anchor off Rosyth. 

Then in August 1940 Butland was drafted to the anti-aircraft cruiser Curacao, for service on convoy escort duties in the North-West 
Approaches. In June 1942 she took part in Operation ES, a dummy convoy intended to divert the enemy's attention from Convoy PQ 
1 7. The ruse was unsuccessful as German air patrols failed to observe the dummy convoy. 

In September 1942 Curacoa was deployed with the Western Approaches Command at Belfast, to escort convoys in the N.W. 
Approaches and the Irish Sea. On 2 October 1942 the escort group was tasked to escort R.M.S. Queen Mary on the final stage of a 
trans-Atlantic passage. The famous Cunard liner, built on the Clyde in the 1930s, displaced 81,125 tons and was the greatest and most 
luxurious of the pre-war liners. On her maiden voyage she won the 'Blue Riband' for the fastest Atlantic crossing. On the outbreak of 
war she had become a troopship, carrying an entire division (15,000 men) at a time and often steamed without an escort, relying on her 
great speed for protection. 

On 27 September 1942 Queen Mary left New York bound for the Clyde, carrying about 15,000 U.S. servicemen. By the morning of 2 
October she was some 40 miles north of Tory Island, off the northern coast of Ireland, just after 7 a.m. the bridge watch sighted 
Curacao, which signalled that she would take up station five miles ahead, while six destroyers assumed flanking positions a few miles 
on either side of the liner. For the next five hours the convoy moved steadily towards Scotland, all hands scanning the clear skies for 
German aircraft. A stiff wind from the north-east was making life difficult for the destroyers racing about in search of U-Boats, but the 
Queen Mary steamed on majestically, untroubled by the choppy seas. 

Though the Cunarder was steering a zig-zag course her great speed allowed her gradually to overtake the slower cruiser, and by two 
o'clock in the afternoon Curacao was only a few hundred yards off the liner's bow. The Queen Mary's officer of the watch was 
increasingly concerned about the Curacao's proximity and ordered the helmsman to turn slightly away. However, at the same time the 
cruiser turned even closer to the liner. Queen Mary's helmsman made a last-ditch attempt to avoid disaster and turned hard-a-port, and 
for a moment it looked as if the manoeuvre might work. However, the liner's massive stem struck the Curacao eleven feet forward of 
her stern at an acute angle, spun the warship round and sliced through her. 

Staff Captain Grattidge, resting in his cabin, felt a jolt that at first he thought was the near miss of a bomb. But when he reached the 
bridge he saw, '150 feet from the bridge on the port side, almost smothered in awesome clouds of black smoke ... the forepart of a 
vessel going down. Running to starboard I could see the after end of the same vessel, trembling to settle beneath the waves.' 

Both sections of the Curacao were on fire and began to sink. The escorting destroyers raced to the scene but were able to rescue only 
101 survivors. Queen Mary herself was under strict orders not to stop for any reason and steamed on. However, her bows had been 
stove in below the water line and she had to reduce speed to 10 knots. She arrived safely at Gourock on the morning of 3 October. 

News of this disaster was blacked out and the loss of Curacao was not publicly announced until 1945, when a formal court of enquiry 
was convened to examine the cause of the accident. After almost four years of protracted litigation which went to the House of Lords it 
was held that Curacao was two thirds responsible for the collision and Queen Mary, one third. 

Butland was not amongst the survivors. He is commemorated on the Chatham Memorial. He was survived by his wife, Mrs. V. F. 
Butland, who lived at Paignton, Devon.

Richard Freeman-Taylor was bom in Bury St. Edmunds, Suffolk in June 1905, the 
second son of Philip Launcelot Ereeman-Taylor of Bank House, Abbeygate St. 
Bury. 

Educated at Repton School and the R.M.C. Sandhurst, Richard was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Norfolk Regiment in September 
1925. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in September 1927 and to Captain in August 1936, he 
served in the North-West Erontier operations of 1936-37 (Medal & clasp), and 
obtained the acting rank of Major while serving in India in May 1940. 

Having then served as a G.S.O. 3 and G.S.O. 2 in 1941, he attained the 
substantive rank of Major in September 1942. Then in Eebruary 1943, on being 
appointed a G.S.O. 1, he was advanced to the acting rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 

It was in the same rank that he was attached as Second-in-Command of the 1st 
Battalion, East Yorkshire Regiment in Burma in December 1944; he subsequently 
assumed command of the Battalion in July 1945 and remained similarly 
employed until the war's end, when he was repatriated. 

In April 1945, the Battalion joined 99 Indian Brigade, 17th Indian "Black Cat" 
Division, replacing the 6/15 Punjabis, and fought in the battles of the Rangoon 
Road and the Sittang. The Brigade was also attached to the 19th Indian Division 
for a time and fought in actions on the Kalaw Road. 

Ereeman-Taylor next commanded the 4th Battalion, Royal Norfolk Regiment in Greece in 1946 and, following service in the interim as 
a G.S.O. 1, he took command of the 1 st Battalion, Royal Norfolks in Germany in 1948, including a tour of duty in West Berlin: 'Life in 
Berlin was neither particularly pleasant nor easy. The duties were fairly onerous, as it was during the period during which relations with 
the Russians were particularly strained and the life of the Western sections depended on the air lift' (The Norfolks regimental history, 
refers). 

His final appointment was as Brigade Colonel of the East Anglican Brigade 1951-54 and he was placed on the Retired List in May of the 
latter year. 

In retirement, the Colonel pursued his interest in golf, acting as Club Secretary of the Royal West Norfolk Golf Club, 1954-57; his wife 
was an equally talented golfer and competed in the English Ladies' Championships in 1956 and 1957. The Colonel died at Ipswich, 
Suffolk in September 1992.

Wilfred Millner, a native of Scarborough, where he attended the Boys High School and excelled in rugby, served as a pilot on the 
North-West Frontier prior to the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. He joined No. 73 Squadron in France on 21 May 1940, 
direct from an Anti-Aircraft Co-operation Unit and was killed in action on 1 June. His C.O. submitted the following report: 

'On 1 June 1940, at 18.45 hours. Sergeant Millner took off on patrol and during the course of a combat with Me. 109sw over 
Malmaison aerodrome, was apparently shot down. During this encounter, two Hurricanes were either shot down or hit by heavy A.A. 
fire. One of these was seen with an Me. 109 on its tail and before help could arrive it was seen to turn right, burst into flames and 
crash. Of the other Hurricane, nothing is known of its fate.' 

The following eulogy appeared in 73's O.R.B.: 

'Sgt. Millner had come to us from England, on the verge of being commissioned and had had considerable flying experience, though 
not, alas, on Hurricanes. Like so many others of the Sgt. Pilot class, he was obviously well-educated and popular with his brother pilots, 
who will undoubtedly miss him ... casualties are inevitable at such a time as this, and perhaps no amount of skill or past experience 
would avail when faced with such overwhelming odds, and too much significance must not be attached to the fact that our newest 
joined are being written off at this rate - the toll they have taken must not be forgotten, either.' 

Millner was buried in Terlinchun British Cemetery, Wimille, France; sold with copied research, but confirmation for the recipient's the 
M.I.D. remains outstanding.

Leonard Jowitt was born in Failsworth, Manchester in July 1911 and joined the Royal Air Force as an Aircraft Apprentice - or 
"Trenchard Brat" - at the age of sixteen. Embarked for India four years later, he participated in the Mohmand operations of 1933 (Medal 
& clasp). 

Soon after his return to England, he commenced pilot training and, on qualifying for his "Wings" in 1938, he was posted as a Sergeant 
Pilot to No. 85 Squadron at Debden. The ensuing twelve months were spent on attaining operational efficiency in the unit's newly 
arrived Hurricanes, and in September 1939 the Squadron was sent to France. 

During the 'Phoney War' period the pilots of No. 85 operated from an aerodrome at Seclin and in early May, when the Blitzkrieg got 
into full swing, they became engulfed in a flurry of fierce air battles. Squadron records are sparse for this period but one of jowitt's 
combat reports survives: 

'I took off to intercept bombers which attacked base. One broke away from the formation and I attacked from the rear at a range of 100 
to 150 yards. It started smoking and throwing out oil. I fired again and it burst into flames. I followed it down and saw it crash and 
explode half a mile South of Templeuve in the fork of a railway junction' (T.N.A. Air 50/36 refers). 

A mere ten days later the depleted and battle-scarred ranks of No. 85 were withdrawn to England. Under the critical eye of their new 
Commanding Officer, Squadron Leader Peter Townsend, pilots - old and new - began a period of intensive training. Townsend later 
recalled that jowitt was 'a popular pilot and something of a joker'. In an act with Pat Woods-Scawen he often had the pilots in fits of 
laughter - the pair of them would imitate 'the presentation of a medal by a French General which was accompanied by the usual 
gesticulations and ending with a kiss on each cheek' {The Battle of Britain Then and Now refers). 

By the opening phases of the Battle of Britain, the Squadron was operating from Martlesham Heath on Convoy Patrols. During the early 
morning of Friday 12 July, jowitt and two other pilots of 'A' Flight took off to provide protection for a southbound convoy. Not long 
after they encountered the Heinkels of KG 53 and during the ensuing combat jowitt's Hurricane was shot down and crashed into the 
sea off Felixstowe. 

He was posthumously mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 1 January 1941, refers). 

The son of an ex-Great War artilleryman, also Leonard, and his wife Emily, he was 28 years of age, has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Runneymede Memorial; sold with copied research.

1940: her captain^ Lieutenant-Commander Gerald Roope, R.N., was subsequently awarded a posthumous V.C., while 
Churchill famously announced in the House of Commons, "C/owworm's light has been quenched"

Patrick Henry Kissane was born in Southampton in March 1908 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in September 1923. 
Advanced to Ordinary Seaman in the Tiger in March 1926, to Able Seaman on the Warspite in June 1927 and to Petty Officer at the 
gunnery establishment Excellent in August 1938, he was serving in the cruiser Belfast at the outbreak of hostilities. A brief period ashore 
at Drake IV followed in the new year, and thence his appointment to the destroyer Glowworm, in which ship he was killed in action on 
8 April 1940. 

'Glowworm's light had been quenched' 

The Glowworm, in company with Greyhound, Hyperion and Hero, was screening the battlecruiser Renown as part of operation 
"Wilfred", a minelaying operation off Norway. After becoming separated whilst searching for a man overboard, the Glowworm made 
contact with two German destroyers that were carrying troops for the invasion of Norway, and quickly went into action, gaining some 
notable hits. Shortly afterwards, however, the German heavy cruiser Hipper appeared on the scene and began to shell Roope's 
command with accurate fire. John Winton's definitive history, The Victoria Gross at Sea, takes up the story: 

'As usual, the German initial gunnery ranging was excellent and Hipper hit Glowworm with her first salvo. The weather made escape 
or evasive shadowing almost impossible, so Roope sent off an enemy sighting report (his second, both of which were received by the 
C.-in-C.) and closed the enemy. The destroyer Glowworm, 1,345 tons and armed with four 4.7-inch guns, therefore advanced upon the 
10,000-ton Admiral Hipper, armed with eight 8-inch and twelve 4.1-inch guns. Glowworm was hit again, in the Captain's day cabin, 
where the doctor and his action sick-bay party were all killed or wounded. Another shell brought down part of the foremast and the 
wireless aerials, which fouled the siren on the funnel, and Glowworm went into action with the strange mournful banshee wailing of 
her steam siren. She fired a spread of five torpedoes, all of which ran wide, and was hit again, forward and in the engine-room, where a 
large fire broke out. Glowworm made smoke and prepared for another torpedo attack. At some time now, Roope decided to ram his 
enemy. Glowworm emerged from the smokescreen, crossing Hipper's bows from port to starboard, and fired another spread of five 
torpedoes, four of which got away and one of which just missed Hipper by yards. Glowworm was still making about twenty knots 
when Roope ordered a sharp turn to starboard and headed for Hipper's starboard side. Helmuth Heye, Hipper's captain, alarmed by 
the possibility of another torpedo attack, also tried to turn to starboard and ram Glowworm, but Hipper was much slower under helm 
and Glowworm struck her amidships, tearing away about 100 feet of her armoured plating, damaging the starboard side torpedo tubes, 
killing one man at his gun and puncturing two fresh-water tanks. 

Glowworm drew clear after her collision and although her decks were swept by a storm of fire from Hipper's 4.1-inch and 37mm. 
close-range weapons, got off another salvo and hit Hipper from a range of about 400 yards. She was by then losing way, settling by the 
bows, with a major fire raging amidships and all steam pressure lost. Roope ordered his ship's company to abandon ship. He stayed on 
the bridge, smoking a cigarette. 

Heye chivalrously stayed for over an hour to pick up Glowworm's survivors. Roope was seen in the water, helping men to put on their 
lifejackets and he actually reached Hipper's ship's side, where a rope was thrown to him. He caught it, but was not able to hang on. 
He sank back exhausted and was drowned. One officer and 30 men of Glowworm's total ship's company of 149 were picked up. Two 
men died in captivity.' 

Aged 32 years, Kissane left a widow, Nora, a resident of Eastleigh, Hampshire. He is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval 
Memorial.

Frederick Hughes, who was born in Prestwich in October 1916, volunteered for the Royal Air Force in June 1939 and was embarked 
for training in Canada and the U.S.A. in February 1942. Commissioned as a Pilot Officer in early 1943, he returned to the U.K. and, on 
qualifying as a 2nd Pilot in Sunderlands of Coastal Command, was posted to No. 228 Squadron at Pembroke, in which unit he would 
fly operationally over the Bay of Biscay until June 1944, mainly in the crews of Flight Lieutenants Squire or Bowie. His Flying Log Book 
records some 30 anti-submarine patrols in this period and at least two attacks, one on a U-Boat off Brest on 4 January 1944, when 
Squadron Leader Bailey was shot down, and another on 5 June 1944. So, too, other notable events, including 'sighted F.W. Kurrier who 
tried to attack' on 31 December 1943 and the loss of Flight Lieutenant Grimshaw's Sunderland in flames on 1 7 January 1944. 

Qualifying as a 1st Pilot and advanced to war substantive Flight Lieutenant in January 1945, Hughes returned to the operational scene 
in No. 119 Squadron, another Swordfish unit, and completed at least another 20 sorties off the Dutch and Belgium coasts, largely on 
the prowl for further U-Boats. 

Post-war, while employed in 1693 Communications Flight, a unit of the British Air Forces of Occupation (B.A.F.O.), Hughes was killed 
in a flying accident on 25 June 1946 when his Anson struck a hill near Osnabruck.

Bernard Patrick Knight was born in Romford, Essex in August 1918 and originally enlisted in the Royal Artillery (Territorials) in February 
1938. Mobilised on the renewal of hostilities, he was posted to the 5th Maritime Regiment, R.A. in May 1941, and remained similarly 
employed for the remainder of the War. And he twice found himself taking to his ship's boats as a result of U-boat attacks, namely on 
17 March 1943, while serving aboard the S.S. Alderamin in Convoy SC. 122 bound from New York to Loch Ewe, when she was 
torpedoed with a loss of 15 lives by the U-221, and again on 5 July 1944, when serving aboard the S.S. Glendinning in the Channel, 
when she was torpedoed by the U-953 with a loss of four lives - on this latter occasion the survivors, including Knight, were picked up 
by M.L. 250. Having then been demobilised in April 1946, Knight re-enlisted in the Regular Army in March 1947 and served in the 
Gunners until taking his discharge in March 1969.

Leslie John Barnes was born in East Croydon in 23 February 1921 and was 
educated at Seihurst Grammar School for Boys. Enlisting in the Royal Air Force 
Volunteer Reserve as an Aircraftman 2nd Class / Pilot under training on 8 August 
1939, he was promoted to Sergeant a day later and promoted to Flight Sergeant 
in July 1940. 

He became a fully fledged pilot in October 1940 and served in Hurricanes of No. 
134 Squadron in Russia in August-December 1941, flying offensive operations 
and providing cover for Russian bombers; the Old Croydonian Association's 
Book of Remembrance 1939-45 credits him with having been awarded the 
'Golden Star of Russia' as a consequence. 

The Squadron was afterwards based in Northern Ireland, where Barnes was 
commissioned as a Pilot Officer on 20 February 1942. He subsequently served in 
the Middle East, where he transferred to No. 213 Squadron on 28 August 1942. A 
few days later, on the 31 st, he shot down a ju. 87 but was himself shot down and 
badly burned before he could exit his blazing Hurricane by parachute. He died 
as a result of his injuries in the R.A.F. Hospital, Egypt, on 1 7 September 1942 and 
was buried in the Cairo Military Cemetery.

Nothing 
further was heard from pilot or crew after take-off and the aircraft crashed at 1.35 a.m. at Ebersdorff, most likely the victim of an enemy 
night fighter. All of the crew were buried in Becklingen War Cemetery, Germany. 

Most poignantly, the recipient's original last letter' to his parents is included, as partly quoted above and forwarded to them by the 
authorities following his death; written on R.A.E. note paper, 3pp., and signed 'Bert'; also included are three wartime photographs.

Flaving then attended an O.T.U. and been commissioned Pilot Officer, R.A.F.V.R., he joined No. 12 Squadron, a Lancaster unit 
operating out of Wickenby, in May of the same year, joining the crew of Flying Officer "jack" Burkhardt, R.A.A.F. (afterwards a Flight 
Lieutenant and D.F.C.), he went on to complete a full tour of operations in the period leading up to January 1944. 

Among his more notable sorties were the Hamburg 'firestorm' raid of 27 July and the strike on the secret rocket site at Peenemunde on 
17 August. On the latter occasion, a fellow gunner in 12 Squadron - Sergeant A. C. Farmer - later recalled 'the explosions below were 
so tremendous that, as we made our pass over the area, it was like riding a car over a ploughed field'. He added - in a sentiment 
probably shared by Walker - 'There was a great sigh of relief when we altered course for home and my poor old backside muscles 
relaxed a bit' (Martin Middlebrook's The Peenemunde Raid, refers). 

Equally notable would have been Walker's impressive tally of five trips to the "Big City" in December 1943/january 1944, one of 
several heavily defended German targets visited by his crew; thus, by way of example, two trips apiece to Cologne and Hanover, in 
addition to strikes on Dusseldorf and Erankfurt.Tour 'expired', he was posted for instructional duties and advanced to Elight Lieutenant. 
His final postings in 1945 included 90 and 186 Squadrons but he saw no further action and resigned his commission in Eebruary 1947.

Henry Francis Roza served as a Sergeant in No. 77 Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of Elvington. 

On the night of 1 7-18 August 1943, his Halifax, piloted by Sergeant F. E. Shefford, was among those ordered to attack the secret rocket 
site at Peenemunde. Nothing further was heard from the pilot or crew after take-off and, as cited in Martin Middlebrook's The 
Peenemunde Raid, their aircraft is believed to have been hit by flak in the run-in to the target - it exploded in the air, its bomb-load still 
on board. None of the crew have known graves and all are commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial. 

Roza, the son of Francis Vincent and Elizabeth Ann Roza of Liverpool, was just 19 years old.

John Saffery commenced his operational career as a Navigator in No. 166 Squadron, a Wellington unit operating out of Kilmington, 
Lincolnshire, in July 1943. 

Allocated to Sergeant E. D. G. Price's crew, he flew his first sortie on the night of the 27th, one of the famous Hamburg 'firestorm' raids 
- pilot and crew afterwards described the extent of the fires as 'rather terrifying' but returned to the same target on 2 August. 

Having then participated in a spate of mine-laying sorties off the Dutch and French coasts, Saffrey and his crew were detailed to attack 
'a special target' at Le Portel on the night of 8-9 September - in fact a diversionary raid in support of Operation "Starkey", a ploy to fool 
the enemy into believing that an invasion armada was bound for France. For the population of Le Portel, situated between two major 
enemy gun batteries, the cost was high, some 500 inhabitants being killed. 

For his next sortie - his 12th - Saffery was allocated to Sergeant K. Hurst's crew to attack Kassel on the night of 22-23 October. Nothing 
further was heard from their aircraft after take-off, which crashed at Obermeister, near Warburg. Only the pilot survived. 

He was the son of Percival Gustave and Marie jane Saffrey, and the husband of Marjorie Barrie Saffery of '56 Broadway, Mill Hill, 
London N.W. 7' (as per the above described forwarding box). Aged 32 years, he was buried in Hannover War Cemetery. 
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Three: Sergeant FI. H. Falls, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who was killed in action while serving as an Air 
Gunner in a Lancaster of No. 115 Squadron during a sortie to Berlin in November 1943

Henri Hugh Falls commenced his operational career as an Air Gunner in No. 115 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of Little 
Snoring, in early November 1944. Allocated to Flying Officer E. B. Woolhouse's crew, he flew his first sortie - to Mannheim - on the 
night of the 18th-l 9th. 

Having then been to Berlin and back on at least two occasions in the interim, Falls and his crew lost their lives on another trip to the 
"Big City" on the night of 26th-27th, when their plane was downed over Stockhelm, north-east of Frankfurt. They were all buried in 
Durnbach War Cemetery and Fall's medals were forwarded to Mrs. S. Falls of Shore Road in Belfast, Northern Ireland. 
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Three: Pilot Officer S. C. Phillips^ Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who completed a tour of operations as a Flight 
Engineer in Halifaxes of 433 and 434 (R.C.A.F.) Squadrons in 1943-44, including a memorable visit to the "Big City" 
when his aircraft took two direct hits and ended up looking like a 'pepper box'

Phillips qualified as a Flight Engineer in September 1943 and, having attended a conversion course in the following month, was posted 
in the rank of Sergeant to No. 434 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of R.A.F. Croft. 

Allocated to Flight Sergeant Johnson's crew, his first sortie - against Frankfurt - was flown on the night of 20-21 December, followed by 
an attack on Berlin on the 29th. His next visit to the "Big City" - on the night of 20-21 January 1944 - nearly proved his last: 

'Hit by two shells. Direct hits. Rudder controls shot away. Kite was like a pepper box. Had to bale out on reaching this country. Skipper 
broke his jaw. Only one hurt' (his Flying Log Book entry, refers). 

As a consequence, and while Johnson recovered from his wounds, Phillips and his crew were rested from operations, but with the 
former's return to operational flying in April, their tour continued apace. 

One or two minelaying trips to the West Frisians aside, it was a tour largely comprised of Belgian and French targets, Phillips noting in 
his Flying Log Book 'bags of flak' on more than one occasion; however, following his 15th trip towards the middle of June, he appears 
to have been grounded to attend another Flight Engineer's course. 

Then in December 1944, he was posted No. 433 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron at Skipton-on-Swale, where he joined another Halifax crew 
under Squadron Leader Cleland, their first sortie being an attack on St. Vith on the night of the 26th. And it was in the same capacity 
that Phillips went on to complete his operational tour in the period leading up to May 1945, his targets including Bottrop, Dessua 
('Bags of flak; searchlights over Magdeburg; 45 missing'), Dortmund, Duisberg, Hagen ('Flak hole in No. 2 tank'), Hanover and 
Mannheim.

Allocated to Flight Sergeant Chilcott's crew, he was quickly employed on a spate of sorties to France; thus seven such trips in May, 10 
in June and another 10 in July, in addition to a brace of trips to Germany. Having then flown four further missions to France in August, 
and attacked Homberg, he ended his tour of operations in October with strikes on Cologne, Essen, Gladbach and Sterkrade; by his own 
account a tally of 42 sorties. 

In March 1945, Irvine transferred to Transport Command, in which capacity he joined No. 63 Squadron, a Dakota unit, in Burma in 
July 1945, and he remained similarly employed until the War's end. He was released from the Service in April 1946.

John Edmund Naisbett, a native of Crook, Co. Durham, qualified as a Wireless Operator in December 1942 and, having served in the 
Middle East on ground duties in the period May to August 1943, returned to the U.K. to attend an O.T.U. and conversion course. 

In early 1944, he was posted to No. 630 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of East Kirby, in which capacity he flew his first 
operational sortie - a strike against Schweinfurt - on the night of 24-25 February. 

March witnessed him carry out two trips to Stuttgart and two trips to Frankfurt, prior to a strike on Berlin on the night of the 24th-25th. 
This was to prove his final sortie, his Lancaster - U-Uncle - being downed by flak over Munster: all of the crew successfully baled out, 
one of them evading capture but the remainder, including Naisbett, becoming P.O.Ws. He was incarcerated in Stulag Luft I at Barth, 
Germany, from whence he was repatriated in mid-May 1945.

An outstanding Second World War campaign group of three awarded to Flying Officer G. Barker, Royal Air Force, 
who gained several victories over Greece while flying as 'Wingman' to Squadron Leader Marmaduke "Pat" Pattle in 
No. 80 Squadron, prior to being seriously wounded when his Hurricane came under attack at Maleme in April 1941: 
that his gallant services never received official recognition was likely on account of the loss of all of his squadron's 
records 

For his own part, Pattle - who had met and befriended Barker at the same flying school back in 1936 - achieved an 
estimated 50 'kills' before being shot down and killed over Piraeus in the same month, an achievement that resulted in 
him becoming the highest scoring R.A.F. pilot of the war 

Fellow squadron pilots included Roald Dahl, the author, who later described the trials and tribulations of No. 80 
Squadron in the Greek campaign in Flying Solo: by April 1941, the R.A.F. had just 18 airworthy combat aircraft left in 
Greece -14 Hurricanes and four Blenheims

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Gordon Barker was born in Northallerton, Yorkshire, in 1917, one of four children to Jabez Bethel and Jane Elizabeth Barker of 
Bellwood Farm, Ripon. He gained a place at Ripon Grammar School and, by the time he had completed his studies, was set upon a 
career in the R.A.F. 

After his initial induction training and drill. Barker was selected for flying duties and, in June 1936, was posted to a civil flying school 
run by Scottish Aviation Ltd. at R.A.F. Prestwick. On the same course was the South African born Marmaduke Thomas St. John 'Tat" 
Rattle, the two pilots becoming firm friends - an enduring friendship that was tragically curtailed by Rattle's death in action over 
Greece in April 1941, but not before Barker had flown as his 'Wingman' on a number of occasions. 

Having qualified for his 'Wings', Barker attended advanced pilot training courses and graduated with an 'above average' rating in the 
Spring of 1937. Posted as a Sergeant to No. 80 Squadron, a Gloucester Gladiator unit, he joined 'B' Flight with 'Pat' Rattle, who had 
been commissioned Pilot Officer. 

In April 1938, 80 Squadron was ordered to Ismaila in Egypt, in order to protect the Suez Canal by way of ground attacks on Arab 
rebels. Here, following the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, Barker flew alongside another notable ace of 1939-45 vintage. 
Pilot Officer Ernest "Imshi" Mason. 

With Italy's entry into the war, 80 Squadron found plenty of action, flying defensive sorties over Alexandria before moving up to the 
Libyan border. By August 'B' Flight was commanded by Rattle and the squadron was deployed to an advanced area at Sidi Barrani in 
order to relieve 33 Squadron and assist the troops on the ground. However, with the Italian invasion of Egypt, No. 80 was withdrawn to 
Habbaniyah to re-equip with Mk. II Gladiators, following which it transferred to Greece. Here, then, the commencement of a 
memorable chapter of operations: during the unit's very first sortie, an offensive patrol over Korce on 19 November 1940, eleven Italian 
aircraft were shot down. 

Greece 

On 4 December 1940, four newly arrived Gladiator aircraft on detachment from 112 Squadron, and 11 others from No. 80, flew up to 
Yanina for further operations. Squadron Leader Hickey led 14 of these aircraft on an offensive patrol over the Tepelene area on the very 
same day, the British force coming up against 12 CR-42s of 150 Gruppo and 10 G 50bis of the 154 Gruppo. During the ensuing 
dogfight 9 Fiat CR-42s were destroyed, with two probables. Rattle claiming 3 CR-42s destroyed with two probables. Barker claimed 
one of the CR-42s as destroyed over Klissoura. Rattle was recommended for his first Distinguished Flying Cross, and the squadron 
returned to Larissa the next day. 
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On the morning of 13 February 1941, Gladiators from 80 and 112 Squadron escorted Blenheims from 84 and 211 Squadrons to 
bomb Tepelene, Barker taking part in the operation. During the afternoon, further flights were made by the Blenheim bombers and 
Gladiators to attack a mountain ridge crowded with troops, guns, and light tanks. The Italians put up a large barrage of anti-aircraft fire, 
the flak bursting all around the fabric covered Gladiators. Barker was flying Gladiator N5761 which was hit in the engine, forcing him 
to use all his skill to keep the machine in the air - he could have baled out, but chose instead to try and force-land 40 miles north of 
Yanina on a small clearing. Unfortunately, the ground was too soft and his aircraft cartwheeled, completely wrecking it. He was 
however uninjured and returned to the squadron with some troops in a Greek Army truck. Barker was back in the air the next day as 
Rattle's 'Wingman', with eight other Gladiators, in a patrol over the Kelcyre region. 

In late February, 80 Squadron was re-equipped with Hurricane Mk. Is, Rattle leading six of them on a bomber escort mission to Berat 
the very day of their arrival. A week later the R.A.F. scored their highest tally of Italian aircraft in aerial combat, claiming 27 Italian 
aircraft destroyed in 90 minutes. Rattle received a Bar to his D.F.C. on the 18 March 1941, the recommendation stating that he had 
destroyed 23 enemy aircraft. 

With Germany's declaration of war on Yugoslavia and Greece in early April, No. 80 was in constant contact with the Luftwaffe, a case 
in point being Barker's mission to drop a message to the 19th Australian Brigade at Katerine on the 17th. Having done so, he was 
intercepted by three 109s from JG 77, who were on patrol looking to attack shipping or airfields near Volos. Watched by the Australian 
Army below. Barker managed to evade two of them, shooting down the third, with the Luftwaffe pilot baling out over the Mount 
Olympus area, a victory that was confirmed later by the Australian troops. 

Two days later "Rat" Rattle, although ill with a high temperature, defied orders not to fly, and was shot down and killed in a major air 
combat over Athens. 

On 23 April, while returning to Maleme airfield with a replacement Hurricane, Barker claimed one Do. 17 shot down south of Argos 
and an Me. 110 as a probable. However, shortly after landing at Maleme, alongside four other pilots in replacement Hurricanes, the 
airfield was attacked by about 25 Me. 110s, followed by 20 Ju. 88s, the whole escorted by 109's from II and lll/JG 77. Four of the 
Hurricanes managed to take off again but Barker's aircraft was hit by a cannon shell from one of the Mel 10s and spun into a ditch, 
where it turned over. His back injured and suffering from burns, he was hauled out of his cockpit and taken to a slit trench until the 
attack subsided. He wasn't the only casualty, much of the squadron's equipment and records being destroyed in the raid - hence the 
loss of his first flying log book. 

Jhe scoreboard 

His new flying log book was endorsed on the first page by his C.O., Squadron Leader Gordon Jones: 

'Certified that these times are to my knowledge as near correct as possible, previous logbook destroyed due to enemy action in 
Greece.' 

The grand total of flying hours Barker had clocked up is shown as 827 hours 45 minutes. 

Barker then added the following statistics to his flying log book:

Hurricane - 30 hours

Libya 27 -r 20 patrols (I.R) 

Greece 96 -r 10 patrols (I.R) 

Total 153 sorties = 300 hours approx.

1 Do. 1 7 at Releponesus - Broke up 

Rrobables: 

1 CR. 42 - Spinning- bits flying off

On 25 April, Barker was evacuated from Greece to Crete by Sunderland flying boat, and then by sea to Egypt. 

After recuperating from his wounds, he was attached to Ferry Rool Maintenance Units in the Middle East, prior to returning to the U.K. 
in early 1942. Having then been advanced to Warrant Officer, he qualified as a flying instructor, and remained similarly employed for 
the rest of the war. His final wartime appointment was at No. 22 O.T.U., where he flew Hurricane LE 738 on a number of occasions, 
which aircraft became a 'Gate Guardian' outside St George's Chapel at Biggin Hill and today resides at Cosford, care of the Royal Air 
Eorce Museum. 

On leaving the R.A.E. in October 1945, Barker continued to suffer from a bad back, along with pain caused by pieces of shrapnel still 
lodged in his upper right arm. By all accounts a quiet and introverted Yorkshireman, he rarely complained about his injuries. Instead, 
he re-trained as a photographer and joined his wife's family business, Blikhorn's Rhotographers at Banbury, Oxfordshire. He also 
continued to fly as a member of the Oxford Flying Club at Kidlington, taking aerial shots of the surrounding countryside whilst flying a 
Tiger Moth. 

In 1957 he left the business to buy the village Rost Office in Watlington, where he remained with his wife until his sudden death in 
September 1965, at the age of 47 years. At his wartime marriage, his best man had been a fellow 80 Squadron pilot. Flight Lieutenant 
Charles "Gas" Casbolt, D.F.M., who was credited with around a dozen 'kills' over Greece.

Robert Thomson, who was born in Aberdeen, enlisted in the Royal Army Medical Corps in March 1901, aged 18 years. He was 
subsequently embarked for South Africa, where he served from November of the latter year until being transferred to the Army Reserve 
in October 1904. Thomson returned to South Africa in June 1912, where he was briefly re-engaged in 1913, before taking his 
discharge; sold with copied attestation and service papers and medal roll verification. 

Robert Frederick Thomson was born in Johannesburg in November 191 7, son of the above, and attested for the South African Electrical 
Corps in August 1940. Advanced to Lance-Corporal in June 1941, he was embarked for North Africa, where he served in 20th Division 
Field Park Company, S.A.E.C. up until his capture at Tobruk on 21 June 1942. 

Initially held in captivity in North Africa, Thomson was transported to a P.O.W. camp at Capua in December 1943 and thence, in 
January 1943, to P.G. 54, 35 kilometres from Rome. Two months later he was moved to P.G. 146, a labour camp at Mortara, Pavia, 
and it was from here he made his successful bid for freedom on 9 September 1943: 

'When the Armistice came I left my camp on 9.9.43 and lived for a week in the fields surrounding the district and then left for 
Vigevano, Pavia, where I stayed for one month. Erom here I made an attempt to travel to Switzerland by train and arrived at Stresa. It 
was here that my leg was injured and I had to remain for a fortnight. Erom here, when my leg had recovered, I went back to Vigevano, 
where I stayed for a further fortnight. I then set out by train to Lunioani and from there, on foot, crossed into Switzerland' (Thomson's P. 
O.W. debrief, refers). 

During his debrief, Thomson also listed those who had assisted his bid for freedom, among them Mena Casazza of Vigevano, who 
provided him with clothes and a safe house for a fortnight; Isa Bescio, who likewise provided lodging, and Antonette Caviglani, who 
offered to help Thomson in his final crossing of the border into Switzerland; it was while staying with Caviglani that two guides arrived 
to take him on the final leg of his journey, the party reaching Locarno on 12 November 1943. 

Thomson was repatriated from Switzerland in late 1944 and was discharged at Johannesburg in May 1945. As verified by his service 
record, he met his wife-to-be in Switzerland, a resident of Winterthur, Zurich - they were married in October 1944; sold with original 
envelopes and Union Defence Eorces forwarding slip; G.H.Q., Pretoria 'message of thanks' for services rendered, dated 4 May 1945, 
and a copy of The Gospel of St. John, together with copied service record and escape report.

William Andrew Goodman, who was born in February 1909, enlisted in the Royal Artillery in January 1929. 

Advanced to Battery Sergeant-Major in February 1943, he presumably joined 1 st Air-Landing Light Regiment, R.A. about the same time, 
for it was embarked for the Middle East in May of the same year and subsequently employed in the Italy operations. Thus valuable 
support being lent to the 1st Canadian Infantry Division in Campobasso in September, and equally the 2nd New Zealand Division in 
attacks on Orosogna in December. The Regiment was next deployed in support of the 2nd (Independent) Parachute Brigade and 78^^ 
Infantry Division, up until January 1944, when it embarked for the U.K. and rejoined the 1 st Airborne Division. 

Having then participated in operations in Normandy in mid-August 1944, Woodman and his colleagues participated in the mass 
airborne operation in Arnhem in September. The unit's part in "Market Garden" is described in numerous histories, not least for its role 
in establishing a defensive perimeter around Oosterbeek. Of its original strength of 372 officers and men, 200 were reported missing 
and another 38 killed. 

Woodman was subsequently mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 10 May 1945, refers), and transferred to the Army Reserve in 
December 1945.

Victor Gledhill served as a Flight Engineer in No. 77 Squadron, a Halifax unit 
operating out of Eull Sutton in the East Riding, Yorkshire. 

On the night of 16-1 7 June 1944, his Halifax, piloted by Pilot Officer A. I. Crain, 
R.A.A.E., was detailed to attack the oil plant at Sterkrade. It proved to be a 
disastrous night, the route of the bomber stream passing near a German night 
fighter beacon at Bocholt, only 30 miles from Sterkrade. As a consequence, 21 of 
our bombers were shot down by fighters and another ten by flak, seven of them 
out of 77's force of 23 Halifaxes. 

Gledhill's aircraft was seen to blow up mid-air at 4.10 a.m. after being attacked 
by an enemy night fighter operating out of Eliegerhorst, near Venlo, debris being 
scattered between Ochten and Dodewaard, two small villages on the north bank 
of the Waal. Only one member of crew survived, Warrant Officer A. j. Owen, 
who was thrown clear of the aircraft when it exploded mid-air. He was taken in 
by a family in Dreef but was taken prisoner of war the following day and moved 
to a hospital at Arnhem. 

The son of George Victor and Elorence Gledhill of Marsh, Huddersfield, 
Yorkshire, he was just 19 years of age, and is buried in the Uden War Cemetery, 
Netherlands; sold with copied research.

Herbert Gray commenced his operational career as a Sergeant and Navigator in No. 103 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of R. 
A.F. Elsham Wolds, in May 1944. He was allocated to Squadron Leader F. V. P. Van Rolleghem's crew, a well-known Belgian pilot 
who would end the War with 70 sorties to his name, in addition to the D.S.O. and D.F.C. 

Three sorties were flown in May, including a strike on Dortmund on the 22nd during which his aircraft was attacked by a brace of FW. 
190s - but Van Rolleghem's skills were to the fore and the enemy departed the scene empty handed. 

Thereafter 103's operational agenda largely comprised targets of a French nature, thus a spate of daylight strikes on V-weapon sites, in 
addition to more regular targets by night. The daylight raids were to prove especially hazardous and Gray's Lancaster was damaged by 
flak on sorties to Minoyecques on 22 June and Le Culot on 15 August. On the latter occasion, his 22nd operational sortie, he was 
slightly wounded in the left leg and his pilot was compelled to bring their Lancaster home on three engines. 

Gray, who quickly returned to duty, completed his operational tour in October, with a strike on Saarbrucken on the 5th.

Gamwell David Sutcliffe was born in June 1922 and enlisted in the Royal Air Force in June 1941. Selected for pilot training, he was 
embarked for Canada and thence for the U.S.A., where he qualified for his "Wings" in January 1943, was commissioned Pilot Officer 
and became an instructor at the U.S. Army Base at Yuma, Arizona. 

Returning to the U.K. in November 1943, Sutcliffe was embarked for similar duties in the Middle East in the period June-October 1944, 
following which he came home to an appointment in No. 26 Squadron, a Spitfire unit operating out of Tangmere. Early in the new 
year, the unit converted to Mustangs and, having moved to Chateaubrand in Cognac, went in to action in support of naval 
bombardments carried out on Point de Graves and the Isle D'Oleron in mid-to-late April. 

Sutcliffe remained with No. 26 Squadron until April 1946, latterly piloting Spitfire XIVs, following which he joined another Spitfire unit,

and October 1948, he served in No. 6 Squadron in the Middle East and between September 1951 and August 1954 he served at H.Q. 
12 Group, Eighter Command, in which latter period he was advanced to Squadron Leader. 

Sutcliffe then served in Cyprus in 1955-56, in which period he flew Meteors and Vampires and was attached to No. 32 Squadron, in 
addition to flying duties with Air H.Q. Levant and Nicosia (Medal & clasp). Latterly employed on staff duties back in the U.K., including 
an appointment at the M.O.D. (Air), he was placed on the Retired List in the summer of 1971.

The citation describes the actions of 'C' Troop and the 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment in the following terms: 

'The 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, British Army, and C Troop, 170th Independent Mortar Battery, Royal Artillery, attached, 
are cited for exceptionally outstanding performance of duty and extraordinary heroism in action against the armed enemy near Solma- 
ri, Korea, on the 23, 24 and 25 April 1951. The 1 st Battalion and C Troop were defending a very critical sector of the battle front during 
a determined attack by the enemy. The defending units were overwhelmingly outnumbered. The 83rd Chinese Communist Army drove 
the full force of its savage assault at the positions held by the 1st Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, and attached unit. The route of 
supply ran south-east from the Battalion between two hills. The hills dominated the surrounding terrain north-west to the Imjin River. 
Enemy pressure built up on the Battalion front during the day, 23 April. On 24 April the weight of the attack had driven the right flank 
of the Battalion back. The pressure grew heavier and heavier and the Battalion and attached unit were forced into a perimeter defence 
on Hill 235. During the night, heavy enemy forces had by-passed the staunch defenders and closed all avenues of escape. The 
courageous soldiers of the Battalion and attached unit were holding the critical route selected by the enemy for one column of the 
general offensive designed to encircle and destroy 1 Corps. These gallant soldiers would not retreat. As they were compressed tighter 
and tighter in their perimeter defence, they called for close-in air strikes to assist in holding firm. Completely surrounded by tremendous 
numbers, these indomitable, resolute, and tenacious soldiers fought back with unsurpassed fortitude and courage. As ammunition ran 
low and the advancing hordes moved closer and closer, these splendid soldiers fought back viciously to prevent the enemy from 
overrunning the position and moving rapidly to the south. Their heroic stand provided the critically needed time to re-group other 1 
Corps units and block the southern advance of the enemy. Time and again efforts were made to reach the Battalion, but the enemy 
strength blocked each effort. Without thought of defeat or surrender, this heroic force demonstrated superb battlefield courage and 
discipline. Every yard of ground they surrendered was covered with enemy dead until the last gallant soldier of the fighting battalion 
was over-powered by the final surge of the enemy masses. The 1st battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment and C Troop, 170th 
Independent Mortar Battery displayed such gallantry, determination, and esprit de corps in accomplishing their mission under 
extremely difficult and hazardous conditions as to set them apart and above other units participating in the same battle. Their sustained 
brilliance in battle, their resoluteness, and extraordinary heroism are in keeping with the finest traditions of the renowned military 
forces of the British Commonwealth, and reflect unsurpassed credit on these courageous soldiers and their homeland.'

Hugh Walter Humphreys was born in Greenwich, London in September 1917 and enlisted in the Royal Signals in January 1940. 

Having qualified as a wireless operator, he was posted to Special Signals Unit 1 at Whaddon Hall in Buckinghamshire in July 1940. An 
out station of Section Vlll of the Secret Intelligence Service (S.I.S.), under Brigadier Richard Gambier-Parry, Whaddon had taken charge 
of 'Station X's' wireless interception from Bletchley Park earlier in the same year. 

In May 1944, Humphreys was posted to No. 8 Special Communications Unit (S.C.U.), which unit was created to channel ULTRA 
material to the forward military commands in Europe after D-Day. Duly embarked for Normandy, he was advanced to Lance-Corporal 
and apart from a spell in 1st U.S. General Hospital in July 1944, remained similarly employed until being embarked for the U.K. 'from 
Special Duties overseas' in November 1945. 

Humphreys was released from service in Eebruary 1946 but re-enlisted in the Royal Signals (Territorials) in November 1948, once again 
being posted to No. 1 S.C.U., afterwards re-designated No. 1 Special Communications Regiment, Royal Signals (T.A.). He remained 
similarly employed until October 1959, when he transferred to 65th (City of London) Signals Regiment (T.A.). Advanced to Staff 
Sergeant in September 1961, in which year he was awarded the Efficiency Medal, Humphreys was finally discharged in November 
1967. He was awarded a Bar to his Efficiency Medal in the following month; sold with extensive copied service record and a copy of 
The Secret Wireless War: The Story of MIG Communications 1939-1945, by Geoffrey Pidgeon.

Arthur Geoffrey Johnson, a pre-war regular and Sergeant (pilot), most probably went to France in No. 12 Squadron in September 1939, 
when 16 of the unit's Battles landed at Berry-au-Bac as part of 76 Wing, Advanced Air Striking Force. Certainly he would have known 
the likes of of fellow squadron pilot, Flying Officer D. E. Garland, who, with his Observer, Sergeant T. Gray, was to win a posthumous 
V.C. for an extraordinarily gallant low-level attack on a bridge over the Albert Canal on 12 May 1940. It is worth noting for the record 
that all of No. 12's aircrew stepped up to the mark when the call for volunteers went out. 

Two days later, five of the unit's Battles were detailed to attack an enemy column on the road between Sedan and Givonne, where 
intense light A.A. and machine-gun fire was encountered.

Sold with several photographs of the recipient on active service and a superb typed account by the recipient (67 pages) written and 
profusely illustrated detailing various incidents in which he was involved whilst serving with the Special Air Service during the Dhofar 
Rebellion. 
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Dave Howerski originally joined 7th Royal Horse Artillery, the artillery support regiment for 16th Parachute Brigade at the age of 18, 
with whom he did one tour of duty in Northern Ireland. After completing the minimum three years regular army service required for 
military entrants to the Special Air Service he took selection for the SAS and passed in 1971, aged 21. He served in 7 Troop, B 
Squadron (later made famous by Andy McNab) from 1971-1978, becoming regimental permanent cadre in 1974 and reaching the rank 
of Staff Sergeant. During his ten years of military service he completed nine operational tours of duty, four in Northern Ireland and five 
in Dhofar, Oman. He left the army in 1978, aged 28. He is now retired, but remains very active teaching sky diving and working at sky 
diving events across the world, with over 13,000 jumps to his credit. 


The following in relation to his service in Dhofar, Oman is extracted from his typed account, a copy of which is included with the lot: 

Operation Jaguar October 1971 - January 1972 

1 joined B Sqn on operation jaguar in Oct/Nov 1971. The BATT teams had already marched onto the jebal and established two 
separate lines of advance. They had been in constant contact with the enemy for a few weeks and had taken quite a few casualties. 
One Regt Soldier died from his wounds whilst being casevaced back to UK from Oman in the week before I was deployed. 

Our presence on the jebal was officially denied by MOD and men killed were described by the BBC World Service as having been 
killed on ''realistic training exercises." (WAR). The medical officer in Cyprus sent a famous signal to the Field Surgical Team in Salalah 
reading, "Thank you for your recent malaria cases, they are all doing well, and their shrapnel wounds will soon be healed". 

Despite one tour in Northern Ireland I had never been under effective enemy fire and nor had I experienced a full on enemy contact 
and fire fight. This virgin soldier status did not last long as operation jaguar was a continuous spate of contacts for much of the time. On 
our arrival at White City, the position was attacked the same evening with mortars, RCLs and machine guns. We soon got used to 
evening and morning "stand to's" and the daily 2 to 3 hour expeditions and fire fights at the local water hole. 

At White City, Major Duke P. was the squadron commander and his daily orders groups were known as "prayers". We soon adjusted to 
the notion of persons going to "prayers" on the jebel. The squadron contained some very experienced professional infantry soldiers and 
the Duke ran an extremely democratic process. Planning groups often allowed everyone to input with ideas, regardless of rank or 
experience. These were then discussed, analysed and either accepted or rejected. There was great trust and regard between officers and 
men, I had never seen anything like it in the British Army before. It was not classless, but there was great mutual respect between 
officers and men. This was the uniqueness of regimental service and the bonded camaraderie of the fighting men in it... 

Shahait: The Night March 

It was a very dark night. I remember jumping up and down to check if I had anything loose rattling in my kit. Keeping noise to an 
absolute minimum at night was essential. But how do you move a formation of 200 men tactically at night? This is a difficult task. It 
took quite a while for the whole formation to form up at White City. We were in a single file column led by firqua guides with good 
knowledge of the ground in the Shahait area. 

Myself, Mel .P Connie F. And Robbie S. were all close to the front of the column. The 7 troop sergeant Mick H. was at the front with 
the local firqua and a small contingent of jaysh soldiers. Mick H had the one and only "shufti scope" (image intensifier) night viewing 
device that we possessed at that time. This was the reason for his presence at the front of the column with the firquat guides. We were 
his GPMG team and we were right behind him. 

The firqua were often very relaxed when on the move and would stroll along with their AK 47s casually draped over their right 
shoulder in a relaxed manner. The first clue we would get, that indicated we were moving into a dangerous area was when the firqua 
brought their AK's off their shoulder and forward into their left hands in a combat ready carry. This was a Batt Man's heads up call for 
potential enemy presence. No other communication was necessary. This would happen periodically during the march as we moved 
through potential ambush areas. 

It was a warm balmy night and the activity of the gentle march kept us fairly warm. The ground was a bit like Salisbury plain, but 
covered in bone dry grassland and peppered with rocky outcrops. So a night march meant that essentially stumbling along on rocky 
pathways was most people's experience. 

One tends to be in a very high state of alertness on a march like this. All ones senses are operating at hyper sensitivity, sight, sound, 
smell, touch and your general emotional state and gut feeling for the situation all come into play. We relied heavily on each other for 
silent signals and quiet communication of any threats or alterations of speed and direction of travel. The main night navigation task was 
being done at the front of the column. 

From my perspective after around a 4 to 5 hour march we eventually stopped. The column changed direction with a 90 degree shift to 
the left, as the lead element started to move up onto high ground. This direction change may not have been accurately communicated 
throughout the whole column, and I believe that rear elements did not know that the front of the column had done a 90 degree left turn 
and was climbing the high ground to their left. We stopped again about half way up the hill. Troop Sergeant Mick H. was sure that he 
had detected some enemy in front and wanted to stop and check the area with the night scope. 

The stop signal was passed along the column and we all went to ground adopting firing positions generally aimed up hill and awaiting 
the outcome of Mick H.'s further detailed surveillance. I remember feeling very tense and apprehensive at this point. After a few 
minutes which seemed like a lifetime, the all clear signal was passed back and we were just getting up to move again when all hell 
broke loose. We came under immediate fire directly from our front from around 4 to 5 AK 47s at no more than 25 metres. We had hit 
the adoo picket at Shahait head on at night. 

The Baluchi anti ambush drill at night was to throw white phosphorous grenades and then return fire. The initial burst of fire from the 
adoo was a tremendous shock and was very effective and had us pinned down immediately. The white phosphorous grenades did two 
things. One they set the jebal on fire, and two they illuminated us as silhouettes to our own friendly forces down behind us and to our 
left. From their perspective they had just come under fire from 4 to 5 AK47s and saw these silhouette figures on the skyline in exactly 
the position from which the incoming fire was emanating. The whole column including BATT GPMG gunners now opened up on us. 
The weight of fire from around 200 soldiers was incredibly intense. 

On the top of the hill there was immediate carnage. The man on my left was hit and went down as did the man on my right who was 
also hit. The incoming fire was so intense that the only survival option was to crawl and slide backward down the hill a few metres to 
get out of the beaten zone of effective fire now enveloping the lead element of the column. Robbie S. and myself communicated and 
did this. All the time we were being hit constantly on our heads and backs and shoulders in a nonstop manner by pieces of rock 
splintering under the weight of the incoming fire. It was impossible to do anything except to try and edge down and out of the beaten 
zone. I remember feeling all these splinters of rock hitting me one after another, and thinking to myself, any minute now and I am going 
to get hit. It is only a matter of time. The intensity of this weight of fire left two bullet holes in the bottom of my OG trousers, which I 
discovered the following morning. Robbie was carrying an A 41 radio as he was Mick H's radio man. Robbie had a sharp intellect and 
quick mind and realised immediately what had happened. Using his own initiative he got on the radio and gave the cease firing 
command. He continued to do this for several minutes. It took around 10 minutes for the firing to subside as the word permeated 
through 5 different languages and 200 adrenalin charged soldiers who had just been shot at by the enemy. 

The situation on the hill was not good. Several firqua had been wounded some badly. Our own GPMG gunner Connie F. was also very 
badly wounded, and was laying out in the open ground illuminated by the burning jebal. There was a degree of disorganisation as the 
immediate after effect of this intense fire fight kicked in. 
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Mel P. was the troop medic and a Welshman with a strong Viking warrior spirit. He was an incredibly brave man. Seeing Connie's 
predicament he just got up moved out of cover into the light of the burning jebab completely exposing himself to the enemy and 
started assessing Connie's injuries. Given the intensity of the fire fight and the close proximity of the enemy, this was bordering on 
sheer lunacy. I could see Mel P. needed help. So I just got up and did the same. I felt really exposed and expected the enemy to open 
up on us again. I do not know why they did not. Maybe they too were in a state of shock. 

In a well recorded jungle incident in Malaya a wounded SAS man was separated from his patrol and struggled on his own to survive in 
hostile enemy territory for several days. Early long range desert operations by the regiment had a policy of shooting their own wounded 
as they could not adequately care for them. Thankfully by the time I did selection this had changed and tremendous emphasis was put 
on taking care of our wounded. Whatever the risks, whatever had to be done, must be done to extricate and care for a wounded 
comrade. No wounded man was ever to be left behind. This was instilled into us as a doctrine. 

Connie had a large hole in his lower back, and was bleeding heavily. We just used shell dressings and packed the wound as tight as we 
could. We jammed three shell dressings into the wound and bound it tightly to stem the blood loss. I think Mel also gave Connie 
some morphine. During this time I put my rifle down to use both hands in dressing Connie's wound. There was one horrible moment 
when we had finished when I could not find my rifle I was so preoccupied with the first aid task. It is an absolute anathema and 
unforgivable sin for an SF soldier to get separated from his weapon. It is the stuff of recurring nightmares. Mel P. kindly and quietly 
reunited me with my weapon after the medic work was completed. Around this time jimmy j. Ex parachute regiment, and a corporal in 
B Squadron, and a first class infantry soldier took immediate command and control of the situation on the hill. 

He organised everyone who was within earshot into an extended line, told them to fix bayonets (I remember this because I did not 
have one, I only carried a commando fighting knife), and he then proceeded to lead us up the hill a distance of around 50 metres to 
take the position. I remember also helping some wounded firqua up the hill once we had consolidated the position. Some were able to 
walk, others we carried up the hill in blankets. I was struck by the quiet Stoicism of these jebali men. All had been shot and some were 
badly wounded but there was no show of pain, and no complaints. They just bore their wounds with a quiet acceptance within the 
fatalistic stance of Islamic culture. They were courageous men... 

The Squadron OC Duke P. was concerned that the adoo would occupy the high ground as soon as we vacated it, and then shoot us up 
from behind as we pulled off. To counter this likely threat The Duke had a jet Provost Strike master circling out to sea waiting to be 
called in. The Duke was operating on his own personal safety margins known as "the Duke's 200 yard rule". 

At the precise moment we were 200 yards off our objective the jet roared in low level over our heads and just took out the ridge behind 
us which we had only just vacated. It was a scary experience to be that close to high explosive rocket attack, we could hear and almost 
feel the blasts. Any Adoo trying to occupy the ridge did not live to tell the tale. It was a fearsome demonstration of air power and close 
air support, frightening us as much as it did the enemy. 

In Oman most of the contacts were long range between 250 and 350 metres or further, this being the natures of desert and mountain 
warfare. 81 mm mortars and GPMG SF (sustained fire role on tripods) were a tiger team's staple support. The GPMG teams inevitably 
attracted a tremendous amount of enemy fire once contact was initiated. Many of the wounded and killed soldiers were those working 
in GPMG teams, just a simple thing like firing from a dusty location, where the dust cloud gave away your position to the enemy, could 
be enough to get you fatally wounded. 

The GPMG gun which Connie was carrying had already had two of its operators wounded. None of us were particularly keen to step 
into this "bullet magnet" position. Except of course johnny P. johnny P. was a very fit PTI who was badged regiment personnel, having 
taken selection and passed it. He epitomised the aggression required for successful infantry work. So this is how on the withdrawal 
phase from Shahait, I now found myself teamed up as johnny P's number two on one of 7 troops GPMGs. 

As we moved off the high ground the company's movements were co-ordinated in to leap frogging groups with one or two platoons 
going firm on the ground to support the movement through them of other platoons. The adoo very cleverly used dead ground to get 
themselves right into the middle of our formations and then opened up on us from inside our own combat group. This caused 
considerable confusion and the control of the withdrawal then required some additional commander skills. 

At section level perspective we were just engaging the enemy and trying to stay alive. The adoo group who opened fire on johnny P got 
a very unfamiliar response. Instead of the usual procedural section attack with the gun group supporting attacking infantry, johnny just 
got up with the GPMG and ran forward to close with the enemy. He was very fit and he just dragged the whole troop with him. He was 
leading and attacking the enemy totally oblivious to the rest of 7 troop. He was an exceptionally brave and aggressive soldier. 

As we ran forward from one firing position to another, I became aware of regular accurate single shot Simonov rounds coming close to 
my head. An adoo sniper with a siminov rifle had a bead on me and was following my movements. This was an intensely personal 
feeling. This person was on me, was following me and was trying his best to kill me. On the next move as we went down into a small 
wadi I deliberately moved off to one side before re-emerging on the other side of the wadi. This tactic helped, and eventually I lost the 
dogged zipping noise of the single shots trailing my movements. 

johnny had now dragged us all to within 250 yards of a group of three enemy. The fire fight continued. Sgt Mick H. and the rest of the 
troop were now catching up with us and arrived about 20 meters behind. I ran back to collect more GPMG ammunition from them and 
took it forward to johnny P. 

In a surreal moment a local jebali woman dressed in full length black hijab appeared from nowhere with two camels and wandered 
into the middle of the contact between us and the enemy, johnny P. kept up his rate of fire. The woman disappeared from view unhurt 
but the camels remained obscuring our line of fire to the enemy. I remember seeing tracer rounds repeatedly go into one camel which 
very slowly dropped to its knees but only after taking three or four bursts of GPMG fire. The other creature meandered on in oblivion. 

johnny's persistence paid off as our field of fire cleared and he was able to put a very accurate burst of GPMG in amongst the three 
enemy. We saw the tracer hitting them and we saw them fall down at the edge of a wadi. This particular fire fight now drew to a close. 
The sporadic contacts started to diminish as the day wore on, and as we slowly continued to move out of the area. The Adoo 
eventually disengaged and returned to the safety of the Wadi Darbat. 

When we eventually made it back to the safety of White City, I checked my 7.62mm rifle ammunition. Out of my starting total of 
around 200 rounds I only had about 48 rounds left. This was a pretty serious fighting patrol. This experience prompted me to change 
weapons. On later ops I carried an AR15 with 500 rounds of .55mm and a clip on bipod, allowing the ability for successful 
engagement of running targets with automatic fire at ranges up to 300-400 metres. The ammunition weight was the same but there was 
more versatility and endurance in firepower terms. 

Some years later at a regimental reunion Mel P. confided in me that both our names had been put forward by the Duke for decorations. 
But nothing came of it. 

Connie F. survived surgery at the FST in Salalah. His wounds were life changing. He was looked after within the regimental family for 
the remainder of his military career and continued to supply valuable military service. His funeral in April 2013 was well attended by 
his regimental Comrades. 

Shershitti January 1975: The Battle of The Caves 

In life we train and prepare for future events. Often we do not know what the outcome will be. There may be some short time periods 
where all our experiences and training come together for a few minutes or hours or even days, enabling us to perform at our highest 
level in achieving our aim in that precise moment in time. When these things happen we are often not fully aware of their significance. 
In retrospect and hindsight their importance and value can sometimes be more fully understood... 
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The opening contact was a gentle classic "come - on" routine. With just single Simonov rifle engaging us at around 300 yards. The 
GPMG team came into action and we returned fire into the general area, after a few minutes the Simonov was joined by an AK 47 and 
the incoming fire was slightly increased. 

The advance ground to a halt as the GPMG team engaged the enemy. The nature of the terrain was such that the GMPG team was just 
on the lip of some elevated ground in a forward location, in surrounding scrub and in contact with the adoo. The rest of the squadron 
was in a slight shallow dip of dead ground about 200 yards behind us and they were moving up to our position. We could still not 
locate the exact position of the enemy on the ridge line in front. The incoming fire was now getting slightly more intense as a second 
AK 47 started to open up from roughly the same area. 

The use of a Simonov was significant. As intelligence sources suggest that this was a weapon normally given to rear echelon defenders 
or low grade local militia. So this meant that we had most likely bumped a 3 or 4 man picket guarding the high ground at .980 and the 
approach route to the Shershitti cave complex. Now the firing picked up and became fairly intense. It was around this time that one of 
the "overs" from this contact hit a G Squadron Mortar man and wounded him at the Defa lines behind us. 

My job was to direct effective fire from our GPMG onto the enemy, the first difficulty was to find the enemy location. 

The sporadic firing continued, single shots from the Siminov and automatic bursts of fire from the two AK 47s. The enemy group were 
maintaining engagement with us, this continued for around 10 to 15 minutes. Battle School tactics for finding an unidentified position 
is to use a "search by fire" technique, and measure the response. 

Mac M. was on the GPMG . I directed him to put short bursts into the ridge line in front, working from left to right, moving locations 
around 50 - 100 metres each time, and then waiting a short period of time, to see what the response was in terms of enemy fire. The 
first five bursts did not produce much response, but on our 6^^ location all hell broke loose, the return fire was absolutely intense. We 
had found them. Mac M. now set to work on this location delivering short and accurate burst of fire into the enemy position. The 
number two on the gun Watty G. was working flat out to keep the ammunition supply connected to the hard working GPMG. 

The return fire now started to affect us. Mac M. was hit and he was bleeding profusely from his head. I pulled him off the gun and got 
his number two Watty G. to take his place. A round had hit the GPMG rear sight area ricocheted off the gun and had taken a piece out 
of Mac M.s ear. Hence all the blood, as a head wound bleeds profusely. 

As I checked him out he recovered from the initial shock and let me know that he was okay. Watty G. kept the GPMG engaged with 
the enemy. Within a few minutes Mac M. was back on the gun and giving the adoo plenty of incoming fire. At this point there was a 
huge whooshing sound followed by a large explosion somewhere behind us and above. So now we were being targeted by a separate 
enemy RPG7 team. This weapon when fired will deliver a rocket which will automatically self-detonate in an airbursts mode at 900 
metres if it has not hit a target. The Adoo often used this capability in an anti -personnel role on defended positions from long ranges. 

None of us were hit but the squadron personnel behind us were now also feeling the heat of the contact. 

As team commander taking stock of our current situation, I felt that we were slightly too exposed on a forward slope, and our position 
was now identified by the enemy. I gave the order to withdraw to behind the ridge line and working in pairs we pepper potted back. 
Around then came a small squeal of significant volume. A cry for help, from Trooper Rhett B. part of our team. He was still stuck in a 
forward location. In the heat of the moment I had forgotten about him. I knew what we had to do. So I gave the order to go forward 
again, we gained the ridge line and started to engage the enemy position with all we had to provide suppressive cover fire for Rhett's 
withdrawal over the ridge line. This worked and we recovered Rhett B. We now adjusted our GPMG team position off to one side of 
our previous location but further behind the protection of the ridge, this time on the back slope, but still in contact with the enemy. 

The contact continued. At this time the B Squadron Sgt Major arrived to get a situation report. Taff T. was a well-liked SSM and 
respected soldier and veteran of the Malaya Campaign. I told him that we were engaged with around 2 to 3 enemy, one Simonov and 
around 2 AK 47s. He knew there was a RPG7 team because he was on the receiving end of it. I assessed the contact as a small group 
of enemy and not one that presented any real difficulty to our Battalion advance. I also told him we had identified the enemy location 
and told him where it was. This information was relayed to Major Arish T. the OC. 

Arish T. liked to use the Jets. In Oman when the SOAF Strike Master came out to play, it usually meant you could get a rest. Roll off the 

gun and have a cigarette. This was because normally, the enemy did not return fire when the jets came into action. They stopped firing 
and went for a concealment option. But not at Shershitii, these troops were very different. 

We watched as the jets came in low from our right and flew up the ridge line strafing as they went by and pulling up and banking left 
as they finished. Sound travels slower than light so you see the action and then, only later after a short delay here the noise. Watching 
this it became apparent that as they were banking left another group of enemy was engaging the aircraft with small arms fire. We 
relayed this information to the FAC. 

7 troop's contact with the enemy at this location was effective. Intelligence reports received later indicated that 4/6 enemy were killed 
in the contacts and fire fights that formed part of the advance to .980. 

Once the jets had finished Arish decided to preclude our further advance with some mortar fire. This was a common tactic during the 
Dhofar Campaign. Once the element of surprise was gone, it was a good option to have a point of reference on the ground that all 
friendly forces could reference from. So when you did advance again, and the enemy engaged, anyone could give a correction to the 
last seen mortar fire, and adjust fire onto the new enemy location. 

We pulled back slightly from the ridge top and watched as the fire for effect mortar rounds went down. We waited a short while for the 
dust to settle from the mortar fire and then we again started our advance. Everyone slowly getting to their feet and again shuffling out in 
formation and moving forward. So now there was no element of surprise. We were here at the door to the caves, and those protecting 
the caves, knew that we had arrived...' 
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'We do not dislike the Turk, he is a most gallant and brave fighter ... sometimes they bayonet all the wounded, and in one case a man 
had his tongue torn out, but on the whole, they seem to fight fair ... We were in the thick of it, and got into two lines of Turkish 
trenches, the Turkish dead simply plastered the ground - we buried all ours, but it is so dangerous trying to bury men under close fire ... 
Quite apart from our own killed and wounded - so many officers and men have missed death, or wounds, by so little, that it almost 
appears harder to hit a man than miss him. One subaltern was blown head over heels by a bomb and beyond a slight bruise has 
nothing to show for it - any number have bullet holes through their helmets and some through their clothes - I, one day, had the 
periscope I was holding over the fire trench, blown to bits in my hand, and cut deep into the tip of my nose, and there is still some glass 
still in it.' 

Lieutenant-Colonel T. A. Andrus, C.O. of the 7th Battalion, North Staffordshire Regiment, in a letter home from the Gallipoli peninsula 
on 2 August 1915. 

7 am so anxious to know, naturally, how the battle went after I was taken away - it was a most grim and bloody business, probably 
bloodier than anything yet in this war - our men and officers, as is usual, were heroic, and it was always on - on - on ... I do not think 
the censor will object to me saying that we made a new landing among other things and that after two days & two nights of continuous 
fighting and advancing, the whole of my Division took on the main Turkish position on a very high hill, and the fighting in this place 
was absolutely desperate and bloody on both sides - almost - in fact, all my personal friends were killed here - but on we went' 

Andrus in a letter home from No. 19 General Hospital, Alexandria on 15 August 1915. 

An outstanding and well-documented Great War Gallipoli operations C.M.G. group of nine awarded to Brigadier- 
General T. A. Andrus, North Staffordshire Regiment, a veteran of campaigns in the Sudan and on the North-West 
Frontier who, having raised the 7th Battalion, took it to Gallipoli, where he was severely wounded in the assault on 
Sari Bair in August 1915 

He subsequently commanded the Battalion in the relief of Kut operations and held a Brigade Command in the 'Tigris 
Corps' at the capture of Kut and beyond - namely the fighting in the desert north of Bagdad in co-operation with the 
Russians and afterwards in the operations against the Turks in Persia as far as the Caspian Sea: he was thrice 
mentioned in despatches and awarded the 2nd Class of the Russian Order of St. Anne, with swords

Thomas Alehin Andrus was born in November 1872, the son of Thomas Alehin Andrus of Seadbury Manor, Southfleet, Kent, who was 
a Captain in the Militia. 

Commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the North Staffordshire Regiment direet from the Militia in Deeember 1893, Thomas junior was 
advaneed to Lieutenant in April 1896, and served in the Dongola Expedition (Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal), and with the 
Malakand Field Foree on the North-West Frontier in 1897-97. During the latter operations, he was attached to the Utman Khel Column 
in the Buner Field Force, and participated in the capture of Tanga Pass (Medal & clasp). 

Advanced to Captain in October 1900 and to Major in June 1911, Andrus raised and commanded the 7th Battalion, taking it to 
Callipoli in July 1915. Landing at Cape Helles on the 11th, the unit suffered its first casualties during an attack on the 19th. Having then 
repulsed an enemy counter-attack on the 23rd, it was embarked from 'V' Beach for Lemnos, in readiness for the ANZAC landings in 
August. 

After a precarious voyage in an ancient steamer that once plied between Ardrossan and Belfast - the men were told to keep still in case 
they capsized the vessel - Andrus brought the Battalion ashore at Caba Tepe on the evening of the 3rd August. An unpleasant advance 
from White Cully ensued, the whole undertaken over open ground which was subjected to an intense and accurate barrage; Andrus 
was then ordered to dig his men in on a feature overlooked by the Turks on Sari Bair - any movement was impossible and casualties 
quickly mounted. 

On the 7th, the Battalion assembled at the entrance of Aghyl Dere in readiness for an attack on Hill 'Q'; the advance was checked by 
the Turks in 'one of the fiercest fights of Callipoli - every inch of ground was disputed with bayonet and bomb' and the 7th sustained 
around 270 casualties, among them Andrus, who was severely wounded. He was awarded the C.M.C. and was mentioned in 
despatches by General Sir Ian Hamilton {London Gazette 28 January 1916, refers). 

Having then re-joined his battalion, he commanded it through the severe fighting in Mesopotamia in the relief of Kut-el-Amara, gaining 
another "mention" from General Sir Percy Lake {London Gazette 19 October 1916, refers), in addition to being given the Brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Shortly thereafter he was given command of 39th Infantry Brigade in the "Tigris Corps" and served throughout the campaign which 
resulted in the capture of Kut-el-Amara; so, too, in the subsequent fighting in the desert 70 miles north of Bagdad, operations 
undertaken in co-operation with the Russians. He was again mentioned in despatches - by General Sir Stanley Maude {London Gazette 
15 August 191 7, refers) - and was awarded the 2nd Class of the Russian Order of St. Anne, with swords. Latterly, from September 191 8, 
he led his Brigade in operations against the Turks in Persia as far as the Caspian Sea. 

Post-war, Andrus served as a Colonel Commandant in Ireland 1921-22, acting as Inspector of Internment Camps and Military Prisons, 
an appointment, according to one report, 'requiring tact and firmness' and one in which he did well. As reported by Andrus himself, 
'We pursued a fairly vigourous policy in both counties (Carlow & Wicklow). All the leaders were arrested and interned, all arms in the 
hands of civilians (with permits) collected, and the curfew was put into force'. 

Having been placed on the Retired List in 1923, he lived at his father's old residence, Seadbury Manor, and died in November 1959.

Robert Anstruther Bradley was born in Malta in February 1879, eldest son of Brigadier-General C. E. Bradley, C.B., who onetime 
commanded the North Staffordshire Regiment. 

On the outbreak of the Boer War, young Robert ran away from home and enlisted in the Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders, seeing 
action at Modder River, Paardeberg, Poplar Grove and Driefontein. He was subsequently commissioned in the North Staffordshire 
Regiment in January 1901 and served in the 2nd Battalion in the operations in Cape Colony until May 1902, including time in the 
Mounted Infantry (Queen's Medal & 4 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

In January 1903, Bradley was seconded to the West African Field Force and quickly found himself on active service, attached to the 
South Nigeria Regiment in Colonel A. F. Montanaro's punitive expedition against the Uris and Omonoha (Medal & clasp). He was 
advanced to Lieutenant in February 1904. 

Bradley was embarked for service in the 1st Battalion in France in December 1914 but was evacuated home a few days later with 
influenza. 

Kut 

Shortly afterwards he was seconded to the Royal Flying Corps, taking his aviator's certificate (No. 1237) in May 1915. Posted to No. 30 
Squadron in Mesopotamia that September, he was quickly in action in the unit's B.E. 2s, flying as a Elight Commander in bombing and 
reconnaissance sorties, in addition to vital supply missions to Kut in March-April 1916. 

The latter activity was conducted under the auspices of Major Broke-Smith, his 'air force' by now comprising just eight B.E. 2s, one 
Voisin, one Henri Earman and four Short Seaplanes. The extraordinary efforts made by him and his fellow pilots - including Bradley - 
are the subject of the following tribute from Millar's Kut: Death of an Army: 
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'Broke-Smith's mechanics set about fitting food racks to the aircraft. The B.E. 2c's carried a fifty-pound bag, lying fore and aft, on each 
lower wing, resting against the fuselage. Underneath the aircraft, lying between the wheel chasis struts where the bomb rack was 
normally fitted, were two twenty-five-pound bags. These were slung over a metal bar, pivoted at one end and secured by a removable 
pin at the other. The pilot could withdraw the pin and release the load from inside his cockpit. The Voisin, Henri Farman and the Short 
seaplanes each carried a 250-pound load secured below the fuselage by a similar arrangement. 

As the pilots waited for the weather to change at their airfield at Ali Gharbi they had their own misgivings about the air drop. The 
weight of the supplies made it necessary for the aircraft to be flown without observers and their defensive Lewis machine-guns, making 
an encounter with the enemy force of three fast heavily-armed Fokkers extremely undesirable. The only defensive weapon allowed the 
pilot was a revolver. 

15 April 1916 dawned perfectly. The rain had ceased and the clouds had sped away to the north-east. Just a faint breeze ruffled the 
palms at Kut. The convalescent British and Indian troops at the serai dozed on their blankets and picked lice. The active soldiers stood 
in their water-filled trenches in bare feet. A row of drying boots and socks appeared along the parapets of the fire trenches. The men 
leaned listlessly against the earth walls, searching for lice, seldom speaking. Even the sergeants seemed to have lost heart. A thousand 
yards away across the flooded land the Turks were silent too. The Anatolians had completed their digging and were dozing in the sun. 
In just over four months they had dug thirty-one miles of trenches around Kut. At first there was a single rifle shot, then a crackle and 
then an avalanche of fire from the Turkish entrenchments. Whistles shrilled in the British trenches, the men knocked their drying 
clothing from the parapets into the muddy water. It was thought the long-awaited enemy infantry assault had come at last. The British 
and Indian soldiers stared through their loop-holes. The long-silent Turkish artillery opened up with vigour. Strangely, something 
seemed wrong; few shells were falling in or near Kut. Then over the tumult came the drone of aircraft engines. Studding the blue sky 
was Broke-Smith's crazy squadron. 

The patients at the serai, ignoring the few shots from the equally amazed snipers, shouted in glee and pointed skywards. From the 
leading aeroplane, a Farman, came a tiny speck, turning over and over, getting larger and larger. A faint white plume of flour followed 
its descent. The bag landed with a 'whump' near the Brick Kilns. The air drop had begun. On the first day 3,350 pounds of supplies 
thudded into Kut but the furious Turkish cannonade kept the aircraft at 6,000 feet, making accurate drops difficult. The following day 
only 1,333 pounds were collected. To the chagrin of the hungry watchers many sacks of supplies dropped into the Tigris, on the 
Turkish side of the river and even as far away as the Turkish lines. The troops, unable to appreciate the difficulty of obtaining accuracy 
from that height with the pilots having to operate the makeshift release equipment and fly the aircraft at the same time, complained 
bitterly. The main target of their abuse was the naval pilots in the short aeroplanes who seemed to make a large number of 'boss shots' 
as the inaccurate drops were called.' 

By the end of April, Bradley and his fellow aviators had flown 140 missions and dropped 19,000lbs. of food and supplies. 

Senior command 

He was embarked for the home establishment in the following month, where he was appointed a Squadron Commander and joined 
No. 52 Squadron, an Army co-operation unit which was deployed to France that November; so, too. No. 48 Squadron, which was re¬ 
equipping with Bristol's new two-seater scout, the F.2a. Having then been appointed to a brace of reserve units, Bradley was ordered 
back to Mesopotamia in November 1917, where he took command of No. 63 Squadron and remained similarly employed until May 
1918. He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 12 January 1918, refers). 

Thereafter, until the war's end, he commanded the R.A.F. in Persia and Mespotamia in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He received a 
further "mention" {London Gazette 7 February 1919, refers), and was awarded the C.M.G. 

Having retired to France in the interim, Bradley came home on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939 and - at the age of 60 - 
joined up in the Home Guard. He died at Cheltenham in June 1965; sold with copied research.

Charles Preston, a native of Burntwood, enlisted in the North Staffordshire Regiment at Lichfield in February 1 886, aged 19 years. 

Posted to the 4th (Militia) Battalion as a Colour-Sergeant in December 1899, he was re-appointed Quarter-Master Sergeant in the same 
month and embarked for South Africa, where he served from March 1900 until February 1902. The Battalion was employed in the 
south-west of Cape Colony, where a number of commandos had broken away southwards, hoping to stir up the Boers of the Cape. In 
June 1901, a detachment of the 4th Battalion holding the small town of Richmond was attacked by a superior force of the enemy. A 
number of small sangars on kopjes overlooking the town were overrun but the main position held out all day and the in the evening the 
Boers withdrew. Here, then, the likely action for which Preston was awarded his D.C.M. He was also mentioned in despatches 
{London Gazette 10 September 1901). 

Preston was discharged at Lichfield in November 1907, having been awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in April of the same year; sold with 
copied research. 
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'World War One veteran, Stanley Mansfield, was presented with the Legion D'Honneur on Tuesday at the Astoria 
Nursing Home, Colwyn Bay. It was conferred on him by the French Government for his services during the Great War. 
Mr. Mansfield, who will be 100 on April 27, enlisted in 1917 in the Leicestershire Regiment, before being transferred to 
the North Staffordshire Regiment. He was involved in operations at Messines Ridge, Zannvorde, Sveveghem and 
Courtrai - an action for which he was awarded the Military Medal for bravery, he had been ordered on a secret mission 
to the enemy front line, to plant weapons which would cause chaos in the German trenches. Originally from the 
Derbyshire village of South Normanton, Mr. Mansfield moved to North Wales 14 years ago.'

Gladstone Stanley Mansfield enlisted in the Leicestershire Regiment in May 1917 but, as cited above, transferred to the North 
Staffordshire Regiment after seeing action on Messines Ridge. Posted to the 4th Battalion, he won his M.M. for gallant deeds at Cambrai 
on 20 October 1918, when the Battalion came under fire from machine-guns, field guns, trench mortars and 'two 5.9 howitzers firing 
at point blank range'. The action raged all day, the unit's war diarist noting that 'all ranks of the Battalion displayed the greatest 
gallantry, determination and endurance.' 

Mansfield was discharged in February 1919 and, some eighty years later, was awarded the French Legion of Honour; sold with copied 
research.

John Edward Faulks was born at Marcraft, Uppingham, Rutland and enlisted in the 80th Foot at Leicestershire in August 1870. 

Advanced to Corporal in July 1872, whilst serving in the Straits Settlements, he participated in the Perak Expedition 1875-76 and was 
advanced to Sergeant in August of the latter year (Medal & clasp). Having then served in China, he was embarked for South Africa in 
March 1877, where he served in the operations of 1878 and in the Zulu War (Medal & clasp), and was promoted to Colour-Sergeant in 
October 1879. 

In January 1883, he transferred to the North Staffordshire Regiment, in which regiment he was employed as a Pay Master Sergeant and 
awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in March 1889. Then in July 1890 he transferred to the Corps of Military Staff Corps in the rank of Staff 
Quarter-Master Sergeant and thence, in April 1893, to the Army Pay Corps. He remained similarly employed until taking his discharge 
at Chester in July 1901, after 30 years with the Colours and was awarded the M.S.M. in AO 73 of 1912. 

Eaulks died at his residence in Padgate Lane, Warrington in December 1931, aged 82 years, having moved to the locality when serving 
as Staff Quarter-Master Sergeant in the Army Pay Corps. On taking his discharge, he worked for the Pearl Assurance Co. until 1922.

William Horsman Goldfinch was born at Hillingdon, Uxbridge in January 1867, the son of a barrister and, having passed for the Militia 
in 1890, was commissioned in the North Staffordshire Regiment. Embarked for South Africa in the same year, and thence for Mauritius 
in 1891 and Malta in March 1 893, he was advanced to Captain during the course of the latter appointment. 

Goldfinch was next embarked for Egypt, where he served from October 1 895 to December 1896 on attachment to the Egyptian Army. 
He consequently participated in the E)ongola Expedition in the Desert Column under Burn-Murdoch and was present in the actions at 
Eirket and Hafir (Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal & 2 clasps). At Eirket, where he was the only officer of the North Staffordshire 
Regiment engaged, he commanded a Maxim section, and, as recounted in Alford's and Sword's The Egyptian Soudan, Its Loss and 
Recovery, was seen pulling his gun over rough ground in order to get closer to the enemy. 

He was mentioned in despatches by Kitchener {London Gazette 3 November 1896, refers), awarded the 4th Class of the Order of 
Medjidie and given the Brevet of Major. 

Having then transferred to the Manchester Regiment, Goldfinch saw further action in the South Africa, where he was actively engaged 
in the operations in Cape Colony, the Orange Eree State and the Transvaal, including the action at Wittebergen (Queen's Medal & 3 
clasp; King's medal & 2 clasps). He was mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers), and placed on the 
Retired List in the rank of Brevet Major.

George Fitzgerald was born in Christchurch, Surrey in July 1871 and enlisted in the 1st Battalion, North Staffordshire Regiment in May 
1890, direct from the 3rd (Volunteer) Battalion, Devon Regiment. Subsequently posted to the 1st Battalion, he was advanced to Lance- 
Corporal in June 1892 and to Corporal in September 1894. 

Having then been attached to the Egyptian Army in January 1897, he was promoted to Lance-Sergeant and participated in the Dongola 
Expedition (Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal), services that may well have resulted in his rapid advancement to Sergeant in December 
1898. 

In December 1901, he was re-engaged for the North Staffordshire Regiment at Khartoum, gaining appointment as Colour-Sergeant in 
the same month, while in September 1908, and having been awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal, he was advanced to a Quarter-Master 
Sergeant. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in 1914, he was still serving in Egypt, as a Warrant Officer Class 1, and it was in the same theatre of war 
that he was mentioned in despatches by Sir Reginald Wingate {London Gazette 25 October 1916, refers), and awarded the M.S.M. 
{London Gazette 1 January 1917, refers). 

He subsequently participated in the Nyima operations of 1917-18, gaining a mention in despatches from Major-General Sir L. O. 
EitzM. Stack, Acting Sirdar of the Egyptian Army and Acting Governor-General of the Sudan {London Gazette 5 June 1919, refers), in 
addition to the 5th Class of the Egyptian Order of the Nile {The Egyptian Special War Office Gazette 9 October 1919, refers); his MIG 
entry confirms his entitlement to a single British War Medal 1914-20, in addition to the Khedive's Sudan Medal for the Nyima 
operations in 1917-18. 

Eitzgerald returned home in June 1919 and was discharged in November of the same year;.

Frank Hercules Walker was born in Wadhurst, Sussex in April 1870, the son of Captain (afterwards Lieutenant-Colonel) W. F. H. 
Walker, Royal Artillery. Young Franks was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Scots Fusiliers direct from the Militia in October 
1892 and was advanced to Lieutenant in July 1895. 

Having then transferred to the 1st Battalion, North Staffordshire Regiment in the summer of 1897, he saw action on the Punjab Frontier 
whilst attached to the K.O.Y.L.L, thus - in terms of his own regiment - earning an extremely rare Medal & clasp. 

He subsequently gained extra regimental employ in the Uganda Protectorate in December 1899 and it was in this capacity, on 
attachment to the 4th King's Africa Rifles, that he was actively employed in the punitive expedition into Lango country under Major C. 
Delme-Radcliffe, Connaught Rangers, in 1901 (Medal & clasp). It was a tough campaign, fought amidst thick forest and elephant grass 
up to nine feet high, and in the rainy season. The Field Force suffered casualties of 21 killed and 16 wounded but managed to capture 
'1,485 prisoners, 10,000 cattle, goats and sheep, 3,000 spears and 88 firearms.' 

Returning to regular regimental employ, Walker served as Adjutant of the 2nd (Volunteer) Battalion from May 1901 and was advanced 
to Major in February 1912, the same month he was placed on the Reserve of Officers. 
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Gallipoli 

Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Walker was embarked for Gallipoli in the 7th Battalion, under Lieutenant- 
Colonel T. A. Andrus. 

Landing at Cape Helles on the 11th, the unit suffered its first casualties during an attack on the 19th. Having then repulsed an enemy 
counter-attack on the 23rd, it was embarked from 'V' Beach for Lemnos, in readiness for the ANZAC landings in August. 

After a precarious voyage in an ancient steamer that once plied between Ardrossan and Belfast - the men were told to keep still in case 
they capsized the vessel - the Battalion came ashore at Gaba Tepe on the evening of the 3rd August. An unpleasant advance from 
White Gully ensued, the whole undertaken over open ground which was subjected to an intense and accurate barrage; Andrus ordered 
to dig his men in on a feature overlooked by the Turks on Sari Bair - any movement was impossible and casualties quickly mounted. 
He later wrote: 

'We do not dislike the Turk, he is a most gallant and brave fighter ... sometimes they bayonet all the wounded, and in one case a man 
had his tongue torn out, but on the whole, they seem to fight fair ... We were in the thick of it, and got into two lines of Turkish 
trenches, the Turkish dead simply plastered the ground - we buried all ours, but it is so dangerous trying to bury men under close fire ... 
Quite apart from our own killed and wounded - so many officers and men have missed death, or wounds, by so little, that it almost 
appears harder to hit a man than miss him. One subaltern was blown head over heels by a bomb and beyond a slight bruise has 
nothing to show for it - any number have bullet holes through their helmets and some through their clothes - I, one day, had the 
periscope I was holding over the fire trench, blown to bits in my hand, and cut deep into the tip of my nose, and there is still some glass 
still in it.' 

On the 7th, the Battalion assembled at the entrance of Aghyl Dere in readiness for an attack on Hill 'Q'; the advance was checked by 
the Turks in 'one of the fiercest fights of Gallipoli - every inch of ground was disputed with bayonet and bomb' and the unit sustained 
around 270 casualties, among them Andrus, who was severely wounded. He later wrote home from his hospital bed in Alexandria: 

'I am so anxious to know, naturally, how the battle went after I was taken away - it was a most grim and bloody business, probably 
bloodier than anything yet in this war - our men and officers, as is usual, were heroic, and it was always on - on - on ... I do not think 
the censor will object to me saying that we made a new landing among other things and that after two days & two nights of continuous 
fighting and advancing, the whole of my Division took on the main Turkish position on a very high hill, and the fighting in this place 
was absolutely desperate and bloody on both sides - almost - in fact, all my personal friends were killed here - but on we went.' 

In early September, Walker assumed command of the Battalion in the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. The unit was then serving 
in the Sulajik sector, the commencement of a long period of trench warfare during which 'heat, sand and flies accounted for as many 
lives as did the bullets and shells of the enemy.' Further casualties were suffered during the 'great storm' and blizzard in late November: 

'The trenches and dug outs were flooded, icy water sweeping all before it. Men were caught without any chance of escape. Many 
drowned and others were killed by collapsing trench walls and dug out roofs, or battered to death against rocks. The trenches remained 
waist-deep in water for some time'. 

Walker killed in action in the firing line on 7 January 1916, in the immediate lead up to the Battalion's withdrawal from the peninsula. 
Of the unit's activities in this period, the war diary states: 

'Took over the Warwicks firing line in addition to the Glosters [on 5 January]. Three companies in firing line, and one in support in 
Douglas Street. The line extended from about 60 yards S.E. of the Western Birdcage on the right to the sea at Fusilier Bluff on the left. 
This was almost identically the same line as the Battalion held in July. The opposing trenches were very much closer, being in some 
places only 10 or 15 yards apart, especially at Fifth Avenue at the top of the Bluff. Countless saps went out from the lines towards the 
enemy. Bombing was the chief weapon of offence and defence, and in the centre of our line, no talking above a whisper was 
permitted, as the sound of voices brought bombs. We made great efforts to gain the ascendancy in bombing and succeeded. 

Stores were evacuated as far as possible and preparations made for destroying everything which could not be taken away. 320 rounds 
per man was kept in the trenches, but 50 rounds per man was evacuated on the 6th. 

A period of silence was observed during the night, at first from 0130 to 0600 and later from 2330 to 0600. The firing was to die down 
gradually, but fire was to be opened vigorously if any patrol of the enemy appeared. On the night of the 5th a patrol of Glosters went 
out along the beach and shot a Turkish sniper on the hillside, and fired at another who ran away. 

[On the 7th] at 1115 the enemy started a violent bombardment of our lines, searching the firing line, supports and communications, 
and the reserves with large H.E. and high velocity shrapnel. This bombardment continued till about 1545, when it increased in 
intensity, and was accompanied by rifle fire and bombing. About 1615 bodies of Turks came out of their trenches to attack, but refused 
to face our fire and retired into their trenches again. Two or three Turks searched our lines but were soon killed. The Turks seemed very 
unwilling to come on, in spite of the obvious efforts on the part of their officers. This bombing was very violent, our supply of bombs 
ran short and it was almost impossible to get fresh supplies along the mule track. All the telephone lines were broken by the 
bombardment, and messages had to be sent by hand to Brigade, and to the companies. The firing died away about 1700. Our 
casualties amounted to one officer and 56 other ranks killed, two officers and 56 other ranks wounded and one missing - total 94. Lt. 
Col. F. H. Walker was killed in the firing line at the start of the attack. Our casualties were mostly due to the H.E. shells and the 
bombs.' 

To these war diary entries may be added a letter sent to Walker's widow, by Captain John Robinson: 

'During all the bombardment your husband was in the firing line. Then the Turks attacked. Their trenches were, at one corner only, 
from 10-15 yards away. Some four Turks got onto the parapet of our trench here and Colonel Walker finding the bay empty collected 
three or four and rushed into the bay, into which the Turks were firing. I believe he shot two with his revolver and was himself shot. But 
the Turks were driven off. That I think is the plain unvarnished tale. He fell down into the bottom of the trench and two of our men fell 
dead on the top of him. I feel sure he did not speak and that he felt no pain.' 

The following night was quieter at last word came for the rearguard's final evacuation. Silently the unit's remaining 200 men moved 
down to the beach, where all were embarked and the dumps fired - 'thus the evacuation of Cape Helles was successfully accomplished 
and the campaign of Gallipoli was brought to a close.' 

Colonel Frank Walker was buried in Border Ravine close to his dugout, in a grave marked out with empty shell cases and a solid 
wooden cross edged in black and recording his name. Despite the efforts of his men the location of the grave was lost and he is now 
commemorated on the Helles Memorial. 

Walker, who was 46 years of age at the time of his death, was posthumously mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 10 April 1916, 
refers). He left a widow, Eleanor, and his name is also commemorated on Barcombe War Memorial, Sussex; sold with copied research. 
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'Hearing that a lion had killed a man and a pony, some 20 miles from his Headquarters, Major Ewing, accompanied by another officer, 
went out to endeavour to shoot the brute. While on their way out, the lion suddenly appeared out of the grass and scrub thicket at a 
distance of only about twenty yards. Major Ewing's companion fired but only wounded the beast that came straight on. The two 
officers who were apparently close together as the lion charged, endeavoured to jump aside as he sprang, by Major Ewing caught his 
foot on a stump and fell, dropping his rifle, and in a moment the lion was upon him tearing his legs, severing both arteries and 
otherwise terribly mauling him. His companion fired four shots before finally killing the beast, but too late to save Major Ewing who 
died five hours later after suffering great agony.'

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Alister William Stewart Ewing was born in Madras, India in November 1872, the son of Colonel John Ewing, later of Stroquhan House, 
Dunscore, Dumfries. 

Educated at Clifton College and the R.M.C. Sandhurst, Alister was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion, North 
Staffordshire Regiment in March 1894. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in January 1897, he gained attachment to the West Africa Eield Eorce and was actively employed in the 
Protectorate Expedition against rebel natives in Sherboro District in Sierra Leone between August 1898 and October 1899 (Medal & 
clasp). 

With the outbreak of hostilities in South Africa, Ewing returned home and was embarked with the 2nd Battalion. He subsequently 
served as Commandant at Boksburg and participated in operations in the Orange Eree State from Eebruary to May 1900, including the 
actions at Karree Sidings, Vet River and Zand River. He was also employed in operations in the Transvaal in May 1900, including the 
action near Johannesburg, and in the Mounted Infantry (Queen's Medal & 3 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). He was mentioned in 
despatches {London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers) and given the Brevet of Major in May 1902. 

On returning home to his father's estate in Scotland, Ewing was presented with an illuminated address enclosed in a silver casket - the 
address bore the Ewing crest and that of his regiment, together with a portrait photograph; so, too, with a 'handsome cigar and cigarette 
box from the servants on the estate.' 

Shortly after his return home, Ewing applied for an appointment in the Somaliland Eield Eorce. He was accepted and joined the Eorce 
in May 1903, when he was appointed a Section Staff Officer on the line of communication. However, as cited above, he was mauled 
to death by a lion in Wadamayo District in March 1904. 

Owing to the fact Ewing's name was omitted from the original medal roll, his Africa General Service Medal and 'Somaliland 1902-04' 
clasp was not issued until June 1938, when it was presented by the War Office to his widowed mother who was in her 88th year; sold 
with an extensive file of copied research, including medal roll verification.

David Grismond Owen Saunders-Davies was born at St. Mary, Cardiganshire, Wales in December 1863, second son of Arthur Henry 
Saunders-Davies, J.P. and D.L., of Pentre, Boneath, South Wales. 

Educated at Winchester College and Cheltenham College, David was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, North 
Staffordshire Regiment in 1887 and was advanced to Lieutenant in the following year and to Captain in May 1 889. 

He subsequently served in the 4th Battalion in operations in Cape Colony, where his unit successfully defended Richmond against a far 
superior enemy force. He was invalided home in the transport Plassy in January 1902 (Queen's Medal & clasp; King's Medal & 2 
clasps). Having been advanced to Major and resigned his commission, Saunders-Davies died at Llwynbedw, Wales in July 1905; sold 
with brief research.

Charles Preston, a native of Burntwood, enlisted in the North Staffordshire Regiment at Lichfield in Eebruary 1 886, aged 19 years. 

Posted to the 4th (Militia) Battalion as a Colour-Sergeant in December 1899, he was re-appointed Quarter-Master Sergeant in the same 
month and embarked for South Africa, where he served from March 1900 until Eebruary 1902. The Battalion was employed in the 
south-west of Cape Colony, where a number of commandos had broken away southwards, hoping to stir up the Boers of the Cape. In 
June 1901, a detachment of the 4th Battalion holding the small town of Richmond was attacked by a superior force of the enemy. A 
number of small sangars on kopjes overlooking the town were overrun but the main position held out all day and the in the evening the 
Boers withdrew. Here, then, the likely action for which Preston was awarded his D.C.M. He was also mentioned in despatches 
{London Gazette 10 September 1901). 

Preston was discharged at Lichfield in November 1907, having been awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in April of the same year; sold with 
copied research.

Douglas Edmund Hope, who was born in 1 873, was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the North Staffordshire Regiment direct from the 
ranks of Thorneycroft's Mounted Infantry in May 1900, in which latter corps he had participated in the relief of Ladysmith operations. 
He was subsequently invalided home, still suffering from an injury received whilst scouting at Botha's Pass, when his horse was shot 
and fell on him, crushing his back and right thigh. 

Notwithstanding the serious nature of his injuries, Hope returned to South Africa in early 1901, when he was employed as an Assistant 
Railway Staff Officer. He was, however, once more invalided home, where he was placed on half-pay in April 1903. 

Hope was re-employed as a Railway Control Officer in the U.K. in September 1914 and then appointed a Staff Captain in Southern 
Command. He then appears to have served in Equatorial Africa from May 1915 to July 1916 and as a Captain in the Chinese Labour 
Corps in Erance from July 1918 until the war's end; sold with copied research.

Francis Vandeleur Hume-Kelly was born in March 1877 and was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, North 
Staffordshire Regiment in April 1899. Advanced to Lieutenant and Instructor of Musketry in April 1901, he was seconded to the 
Imperial Yeomanry and served in South Africa from January 1902 (Medal & 2 clasps). 

Having relinquished his appointment in the Imperial Yeomanry in April 1903, he was advanced to Captain in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, 
North Staffordshires and remained employed as an Instructor of Musketry until placed on the Special Reserve in July 1908. 

Called up on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Hume-Kelly was advanced to Major in February 1915 and embarked for France 
that May, in which month he took command of the 1st Battalion, Somerset Light Infantry. But his tenure of command was short-lived, 
owing to ongoing trouble with his eyesight. He ended the war in command of a Medical Board Depot at Havre and was twice 
mentioned in despatches {London Gazettes 24 May 1918 and 9 July 1919, refer). 

Hume-Kelly remained in the Militia after the war, finally relinquishing his commission in March 1927, when he retained the rank of 
Major; sold with copied research.

Lionel Thomas Campbell Twyford was born in Bath in June 1865, the second 
son of Captain Ennis Twyford, 'who gave his life at the age of about thirty-two in 
a gallant attempt to succour a cholera-stricken village in India'. Tonbridge 
School in the Great War continues, he was a descendant of Sir Nicholas 
Twyford, who was head of the Goldsmiths' Company and Lord Mayor of London 
in about 1347, and who, according to family tradition, was the doughty knight 
who knocked down Watt Tyler 'in the market place' for sedition. 

Lionel, who attended Tonbridge 1877-82, passed into Sandhurst and was 
commissioned 2nd Lieutenant in the North Staffordshire Regiment in August 
1884. He was Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion from 1892 to 1895, and for the three 
following years was Adjutant to the Provisional Battalion. He then became 
Inspector of Musketry in the North-Eastern District until ordered to South Africa. 
He subsequently served on the Staff as District Commandant in Cape Colony 
from Eebruary 1901 until May 1902 (Medal & 3 clasps); His elder brother Ernest 
was killed in action while serving in the Cameronians in the Boer War. 

Appointed to the command of the 1st Battalion in 1909, Twyford was advanced 
to Colonel in October 1912 and placed on the Retired List in April of the 
following year. He became a partner in the business of George Brettle & Co. Ltd. 
of Belper, Derbyshire, and chairman of the company in 1914, a short-lived 
appointment owing to the outbreak of hostilities. Tonbridge School in the Great 
War takes up the story: 

'Soon after the outbreak of war he raised and commanded the 57th Infantry Brigade of the 19th (New Army) Division, his appointment 
as Temporary Brigadier-General being dated September 14th, 1914. In the following July he took the Brigade to Erance, and 
commanded it at the front until June 16th, 1916. During this period the Brigade was for long holding trenches between Eestubert and 
Laventie, and took part, with the Indian Corps, in the battle of Loos in September and October 1915. He was "mentioned" in Eield 
Marshal Sir D. Haig's despatch dated April 30th, 1916. 

Unfortunately, whilst in Erance he had met with an accident that ultimately proved much more serious than it appeared at the time. A 
consignment of mules had arrived for his Brigade, and, whilst he was inspecting them, they were stampeded by a shell that fell in their 
midst. In the confusion that ensued he received a severe kick in the groin, and, though he made light of it then, his fatal illness was 
unquestionably caused by it. Those who knew him bear eloquent testimony to his qualities as a man and to his gallantry and efficiency 
as an officer.' 

The General died in August 1920, aged 55 years; sold with brief copied research.

John Heron, who was born in Kent, enlisted in the 64th Regiment as a boy recruit at Westminster in April 1867, aged 14 years. In his 
subsequent career of 29 years with the Colours, he served in Malta (1867-72) and in the East Indies (1884-88). He was advanced to 
Corporal in March 1877, Sergeant in Eebruary 1878 and, in May 1884, after having transferred to the North Staffordshire Regiment, a 
Band Master in May 1884. 

Having then retired at his own request in Eebruary 1895, he was appointed Band Master of the 1st (Volunteer) Battalion, King's 
Liverpool Regiment, in which capacity he was awarded the R.V.M., in silver, in July 1905. He was subsequently awarded the M.S.M. in 
AO 18 of 1918, with an annuity of £10, and was still living in the mid-1920s. His total entitlement was the R.V.M. and M.S.M.; sold 
with copied service record.

The St George's Day raids on Zeebrugge and Ostend in 1918 may not have turned out as sueeessfully as the Admiralty had 
hoped, but what is not in doubt is the bravery of those who took part. Many of the individual aets of gallantry read like something 
out of a Boys' Own annual as the naval and marine eontingents battled heavily staeked odds to bloek the eanal entranees at the 
twin Belgian ports to prevent them being used by German U-boats as a base from whieh to attaek Allied shipping. 

The Zeebrugge Raid, in partieular, was a remarkably daring enterprise, as naval and marine storming parties landed on the Mole 
from the Vindictive, Daffodil and Iris to aet as a diversion while bloek ships filled with eonerete were sailed into the eanal 
entranee and sunk. Casualties were heavy and sueh was the bravery of all those involved aboard the three vessels that Artiele 13 
of the Vietoria Cross warrant was invoked. This stipulates that, when a eorps or unit so distinguishes itself as to make it 
impossible to single out individuals, erosses should be awarded by a ballot of those who survived. Two VCs were awarded to the 
Royal Marines by this method and another two to the naval personnel. In the ease of the naval eontingent, the highest number of 
votes went to Captain Carpenter, the eommander of the Vindictive, and AB MeKenzie, who was among those who stormed the 
Mole. 

Under Artiele 13, all those who did not reeeive the VC had their reeords of serviee annotated to the effeet that they had 
partieipated in the ballot for the VC. This applied to all those who erossed to Zeebrugge on the Vindictive, Daffodil and Iris, 
whether they were killed, wounded or survived.

Sidney Frederick Brown was born in Islington, London on 22 November 1896. Entering the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in March 
1913, he was promoted to Boy 1st Class in February 1914. He served on the armoured cruiser H.M.S. Carnarvon, October 1914- 
February 1918, being promoted to Ordinary Seaman in November 1914; Able Seaman in November 1915 and Leading Seaman in 
November 191 7. Brown was on the Carnarvon at the battle of the Falkland Islands, 8 December 1914. The ship was in the process of 
coaling when the German East Asia Squadron commanded by Admiral Graf Maximillian von Spee appeared off the Falkland Islands 
and the ship was slow in the pursuit as the Germans tried to make their escape. She caught up with the British battlecruisers shortly 
before the Scharnhorst rolled over and capsized. She then engaged the doomed Gneisenau until ordered to cease fire, the ship being 
scuttled. Carnarvon managed to rescue 20 men from the Gneisenau but sadly none from her sister ship. 

Leading Seaman Brown was based at Pembroke I, March-November 1918 but served aboard H.M.S. Vindictive in the Zeebrugge Raid, 
April 1918. His papers record that he participated in the ballot for a V.C. for operations against Zeebrugge and Ostend. 

Brown was promoted to Petty Officer in June 1919. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1929. Invalided due to asthma, 6 August 1930. 
With copied service papers and other research. With identity disk, 'Brown No. j.28442 A.B. Presb.'

Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in 
May 1911 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in February 1912. Served on the 
battlecruiser H.M.S. New Zealand, November 1912-February 1918, seeing action 
at the battles of Heligoland Bight, 28 August 1914; Dogger Bank, 24 January 
1915 and Jutland, 31 May 1916. Botley was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in 
April 1913 and to Able Seaman in September 1914. Listed as serving on H.M.S. 
Flindustan, March-April 1918. Served in the Zeebrugge Raid, 23 April 1918, on 
H.M.S. Vindictive as part of the Royal Naval Mole Storming Party and was 
slightly wounded in the hand. His papers record that he was listed as having 
participated in the ballot for a V.C. in respect of that action. Botley returned to H. 
M.S. New Zealand, July 1918-February 1919 and continued to serve in the Royal 
Navy and Royal Fleet Reserve until 1926. In civilian life he served in the 
Shropshire Police Force, 1926-34 before going into agriculture but returned to 
the police once more during the Second World War. He died in January 1960.

Promoted to Able Seaman in July 1910 
when on H.M.S. Indomitable, Leading Seaman in November 1916 on H.M.S. Implacable and Petty Officer in July 1917 at H.M.S. 
Pembroke. Served on the old battleship H.M.S. Implacable, July 1914-April 1916. Initially part of the 5th Battle Squadron Channel 
Fleet, she was transferred to the Dardanelles in March 1915. On 25 April 1915 she supported the landings at Helles, carrying men of 
the 2nd Battalion Royal Fusiliers who went ashore on boats from the ship, being covered by the ship's 12 and 6 inch calibre guns.

Promoted to Ordinary Seaman in June 1911 when 
on H.M.S. Implacable; Able Seaman in October 1912 when on H.M.S. King Edward VII. Served on the battlecruiser H.M.S. 
Indomitable, February 1914-March 1918, being promoted to Leading Seaman in December 1915 and Petty Officer in February 1917; 
taking part in the hunt for S.M.S. Goeben and Breslau, August 1914; seeing action, bombarding the Dardanelles forts, November 1914 
and serving at the battles of Dogger Bank, 24 January 1915 and Jutland, 31 May 1916. Served on H.M.S. Brilliant in the first Ostend 
Raid, 23 April 1918.

To My Own Darling Wife, 

I now take great pleasure in writing these few lines to let you know that I have received all your letters and parcel quite safe. I have also 
answered them but I don't expect you have received them. Now dearest, you must not be down hearted when you hear the news but 
by the time you get this letter I might be dead. But do not give up hope until you hear definite news as we are doing very dangerous 
work, but if I come through alright I will let you know as soon as I can by telegram. I know it is very hard for you, love, also my mother, 
but cheer her up how best you can. Of course, love, I have had a good run as this makes the fourth action I have been in, so I think I 
have done my duty for my King and country if I do not do any more, don't you think so dear? Now, my dear, I hope it will be good 
news that you hear, not bad, as I shall do my very best to get away, but in case I don't get away you must remember me to everybody 
and give them my love. The dog has got a good home in London (West Ham) so he will be alright. Well, my darling, I don't like writing 

this letter but take no notice of it unless you hear.as you see I am looking on the worse side of things and perhaps things will be 

just the opposite which I hope they will. How are all at home getting on? Alright, I hope. Well now Holly (?) I think I have said all for 
this time so I will bring my letter to a close. Give my best of love to all at both of our homes and accept the same yourself with heaps of 
love and kisses and believe me to remain your ever loving and true husband. Jim Hope to see you soon.' 

Sutton came through the raid unscathed and remained with the Royal Navy until 1922. Also with copied service paper, roll extract and 
photocopied group photograph of veterans of the Zeebrugge and Ostend Raids, taken in 1958, the original of which they signed.

Alfred James Dingle was born in West Ham, London on 9 June 1895. A Barman by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a 
Stoker 2nd Class in June 1913. He served on the battleship H.M.S. Golossus, November 1913-March 1918. He was advanced to Stoker 
1 St Class in July 1914 and saw action at the battle of Jutland, 31 May/1 June 1916. During March/April 1918 he was on the books of H. 
M.S. hlindustan but served aboard H.M.S. Vindictive in the Zeebrugge Raid, 23 April 1918, and is recorded as having participated in 
the ballot for a V.C. for that operation {London Gazette 23 July 1918). 

In The Western Morning News of 29 April 1918 Dingle gave his account of the action under the heading, 'Alf Dingle's Log in the 
Vindictive's Stokehold' '... Last Friday he walked up to his home in Plymouth looking so unconcerned that his relatives never conceived 
that as he and his officers and other comrades have described St. George's-day operations at Zeebrugge he had been through "hell". He 
had little opportunity to send a message to his father and mother .... he reasoned as many do who are unaccustomed to the sending of 
telegrams that a wire would frighten [his] mother.... My pigeon was the boiler room of the Vindictive .... we were in [the] charge of Ch. 
Art. Eng. Campbell, R.N. who was formerly a merchant service engineer, and must have been specially selected for the job. He's a 
splendid fellow. At the start he told us what we were in for and that before we had finished we should have to feed the fires like 

mad.We were all strong fellows, the whole 13 of us.The Vindictive got to Zeebrugge; it was just before midnight when we got 

alongside the Mole. We had gas masks on then and were stoking furiously all the time with the Art-Eng backing us up in the best of 

spirits. Nobody could have been downhearted while was there.I didn't see what was going on on deck and none of us knew at any 

moment when it would be all up with us.Well there we were bump, bump, bump against the Mole for I don't know how long, and 

all the time shells shrieking and crashing, rockets going up ... added to which were the cries and shrieks of wounded officers and men. 
Someone came down and said the Marines were getting it hot, and the seamen too. Several times Capt. Carpenter came down below 

and told us how things were going on. In the boiler room our exciting time was after the worst was over on shore. All of a sudden 

the telegraph rang down "Eull speed ahead" and then there was commotion. The artificer-engineer shouted, "Now for it; don't forget 

what you have to do - 21 knots if she never does it again. In a minute or two the engines were going full pelt.When we off Dover 

the engineer-commander came down into the boiler room and asked Art-Eng. Campbell "What have you got to say about your men?" 
He replied, I'm not going to say anything for them or anything against them; but if I was going to h— tomorrow night, I would have the 
same men with me.'

Henry Hayward Budd was bom on 4 January 1784, at Great Missenden, Buckinghamshire. He followed his elder brother Hopewell's 
footsteps and joined the Navy on 8 October 1798, as First Class Volunteer on board the Thames 32, Captains William Lukin and 
Aiskew Paffard Hollis, employed on the Mediterranean station. He attained the rating of Midshipman on 24 July 1 799, and, on 12 July, 

1801, was present in Sir James Saumarez' action with the Franco-Spanish squadron in the Gut of Gibraltar. He removed, in January 

1802, to the Tigre 74, Captains Robert Jackson and Richard Curry, from which ship he was paid off 23 September following. He served, 
from March 1803 to July 1805, part of the time as Master's Mate, in the Antelope 60, Captains Sir Sidney Smith, Henry Bazely, Sir 
Home Popham, and Robert Plampin, off the Texel and Ostend, where he had charge of a gun-boa. He passed his examination on 4 
September 1805, and, after a further attachment to the Pompee 74, flag-ship of Sir Sidney Smith, in which he assisted at the destruction 
of the Martello towers on the coast of Messina, was appointed, 4 October 1806, Acting Lieutenant of the Aurora 28, Captain George 
Francis Seymour. While in that frigate Mr. Budd, in command of the boats, cut out an armed vessel from under the batteries of Ajaccio, 
after a serious contest, in which the British had 6 men wounded. He was confirmed by the Admiralty, 25 March 1807, and was 
subsequently appointed, 26 January 1808, to the Erebus 28, Captain William Antridge, under whom he was continually in collision 
with the Danes in the Baltic until April 1812. He next cruised, from 10 June 1814, until his return home in August 1815, in the Swinger 
12, Captain Alexander Barclay Branch, for the protection of commerce off Surinam; and for his share, during that period, in effecting 
the destruction of a notorious American privateer of nearly twice the force of the Swinger, obtained, in common with the rest of the 
officers and men belonging to the latter vessel, the thanks of the Admiralty. From the peace Lieutenant Budd remained unemployed 
until appointed, 22 May 1840, First of the San Josef 110, bearing the flags at Plymouth of, successively, Rear-Admirals Frederick 
Warren and Sir Samuel Pym. He was advanced to rank of Commander on 16 September 1842, and placed on the reserved list in 1852. 
Commander Budd received a medal for the action of 12 July 1801.

John Priest was born at Knockando, near Elgin, Morayshire, in about 1788, and 
enlisted into the Army on 4 August 1807. He was posted to the 2nd Battalion, 
92nd Highlanders, which he joined on 7 April 1808. He served with the 2nd 
Battalion in Ireland until June 1809, when he transferred to the 1st Battalion and 
accompanied it on the ill-fated Walcheren Expedition later that year. 

He went with the 1st Battalion to Portugal in October 1810 and was present at 
the battle of Euentes D'Onoro on 5 May 1811, subsequently receiving the medal 
and clasp for this action. According to the muster rolls he continued to serve with 
the battalion for the rest of the Peninsula Campaign, right through to the end in 
April 1814, though why he did not claim the clasps for Vittoria, Pyrenees, 
Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, or Toulouse, remains a mystery. That he was in action 
during this period is beyond doubt; the muster rolls for the period November 
1813 to Eebruary 1814 show him as being wounded at Cambo, presumably at 
Nive between 9th and 13th December, and The Examination of Invalid Soldiers 
on Tuesday 28th June 1853 [WO/116/61] states that he had been 'severely 
wounded in the head at Vittoria and Toulouse'. 

Discharged from the Army on 31 October 1814, he returned to Scotland and 
married Elizabeth Peddie in her home town of Drainie in January 1819. They 
lived at Lossiemouth where he became a Ground Officer, or estate manager. 
They had at least one daughter, Margaret, and possibly other children some of 
whom may have emigrated to New Zealand as there is a note in the Elgin 
Courant, reporting his death from bronchitis on 10 July 1876, and asking New 
Zealand papers to copy his obituary notice locally.

William Lemon was born in Combestock, near Exeter, Devon c.1771 and 
enlisted in the 40th (2nd Somersetshire) Regiment of Foot with the rank of 
Corporal in July 1799. He served with the regiment during operations on and off 
the coast of Egypt, and suffered a wound to the right arm during the heavy 
fighting at the battle of Alexandria, 21 March 1801. He was promoted to Serjeant 
in 1802 and served with the regiment throughout the Peninsula War, from the 
battle of Vimiera, August 1808 to the battle of Toulouse, April 1814. He was 
wounded in the right hand at Badajoz in Spring 1812, his wounds preventing 
him from taking part in the main assault and from qualifying for the clasp. Lemon 
served with the Regiment in Captain P. Bishop's Company during the Waterloo 
Campaign and received a severe fracture of the jaw at Waterloo, 18 June 1815. 
Colour Serjeant Lemon was discharged in May 181 7, after 19 years and 297 days 
with the Colours, having 'shown much gallantry in the face of the enemy'. 
Latterly a Trunk Maker and a Chelsea Pensioner, he died in Devon on 8 March 
1849, aged 76 years. He died before he was able to claim the 'Egypt' clasp for 
which he was entitled; this clasp not being sanctioned until February 1850.

James Allen was born at Wells, Somerset, and enlisted into the 1st Life Guards in 
London on 20 April 1807, aged 19 years.

He served with the 
regiment's detachment in the Peninsula from October 1812 until August 1814, 
and again during the Waterloo campaign in 1815, having left England in April 
and returning in Eebruary 1816.

At Quatre Bras on 16 June 1815, the 92nd were heavily engaged suffering over 280 casualties. They formed part of Picton's 5th 
Division in Major-General Dennis Pack's 9th British Brigade. 

At Waterloo they were positioned on the front left flank of the British line, and heavily bombarded, but the effect was reduced when 
they were ordered to lay down behind the crest. They were then attacked at 2.15 p.m. by D'Erlon's corps of some 11,000 fresh 
veterans. Pack's men stood for a brigade volley, followed by regular half Company volleys, and the Erench retreated badly mauled, to 
be caught by the heavy cavalry of the Union Brigade, with the Scots Greys charging through a gap deliberately left by the 92nd. Big 
men on big horses, they were supported in a rush by the 92nd, some of whom clung to the horses stirrups and were carried along in the 
charge, an incident in the battle which became famous. 

The British line was then subjected to 5 further attacks by Erench Cuirassiers, who failed to break their squares. The Duke of 
Wellington entered the square of the 92nd several times, receiving a charge by Erench light cavalry and personally directing the first 
volley, the subject of many paintings of the battle. The 92nd nearly ran out of ammunition, and suffered severely from Tirailleurs 
sniping from close range. The 92nd suffered at Quatre Bras and Waterloo a total of 402 out of 588 present as casualties, at 68% the 
highest percentage of any British regiment.

Charles Buck (Bucke on discharge papers) was born in Lavenham, Suffolk, in 1 782. He enlisted into the 10th Hussars at Brighton on 11 
November 1803, for unlimited service, aged 22 years. He was promoted to Corporal in November 1808, and to Sergeant in May 1811, 
in which rank he was finally discharged on 30 November 1818. He was discharged in consequence of 'being subject to attacks of 
rheumatism induced by exposure to wet, cold & fatigue during the Peninsular Campaigns' of 1808-09 and '13 & '14, and that 'he was 
wounded in the right hand by a sabre at Benevente 29th Deer. 1808'. His total service amounted to 17 years 103 days, including 2 
years for Waterloo. 

Erench casualties at Benevente amounted to 73 captured, including General Lefebvre-Desnouettes and two Captains, and 55 killed or 
wounded; British losses are recorded as 50 men killed or wounded, shared amongst the 7th, 10th and 18th Hussars. 

Charles Buck was admitted to an out-pension at Chelsea Hospital on 3 Eebruary 1819, and afterwards settled in the small village of 
Hillam, in West Yorkshire. His discharge papers state that he was a grocer by trade, so he might well have taken up the same 
occupation when he moved to Yorkshire. He was twice married, the first time in London in 1814 to Mary Lindsay, with whom he had 
two sons and two daughters. She died in 1826, and he married secondly, in 1827, Christiana Brown, by whom he had two more sons. 
Charles Buck died on Christmas day in 1 836, and was buried in the graveyard of St Wilfred's Church, Monk Eryston, a village close to 
where he lived until his death.

John Laurie was born on 25 July 1 794, probably in London, the son of John Laurie and Francis his wife, and was baptised in St Clement 
Danes on 22 August 1 794. He was nominated a Cadet for Madras for the season 1808-09 by Mr Marjoribanks, a Director of the E.I.C. 
at the recommendation of Mrs Malcolm, and was examined and passed by the E.I.C. Selection Committee on 27 December 1808. 
However, Laurie's nomination was transferred to another Director, Jacob Bosanquet, Esq. and on 21 January 1809 he joined the 
Military Seminary at Addiscombe, where he remained until 1811. On completion of his studies he sailed for India in the ship 
Chapman. 

Laurie was gazetted in the Bombay Artillery in the rank of Lieutenant-Fireworker on 10 July 1812 and was promoted to Lieutenant on 7 
December 1816. On the outbreak of the third Mahratta War, towards the end of 1817, he was in command of a detachment of 6th 
Company, Bombay Artillery (4 guns), part of a small field force under Lieutenant-Colonel Burr left at Poona to support the British 
Resident at the Peshwa's court, Mountstewart Elphinstone. In October 1817 the enmity of the Peshwa became so apparent that 
Elphinstone ordered Colonel Burr to withdraw his force from their lines near the city to a more open position near Kirkee. Nearby, at 
Dapuri, was a small force of cavalry, infantry and artillery, maintained by the Peshwa under treaty but trained and commanded by 
British officers. 

On 5 November Elphinstone had to abandon the Residency and retire to Kirkee, where he joined Burr, whose force immediately 
moved against the enemy. Joined by troops from Dapuri, Burr's men advanced steadily and cleared the field of the enemy. The artillery 
received a handsome mention in Colonel Burr's dispatch {London Gazette 18 April 1818): 'The "Bombay" and Dapuri artillery under 
the command of Captain Thew and Lieutenant Laurie rendered the most important services; and the spirited manner in which the guns 
were served greatly contributed to the rapid success of the day.' The total casualties were 19 killed and 67 wounded. 

On 13 November, Brigadier-General Lionel Smith, commanding the 4th or Poona Division of the Army of the Deccan (under Hislop) 
arrived in the vicinity of the city. On the 16th, with his own forces and those who had fought at Kirkee, he forded the Mutha Mulla 
River against opposition (15 killed and 79 wounded) and on the following day captured the city of Poona without further conflict. He 
then set out to pursue the Peshwa, forming flying squads of cavalry and lightly equipped infantry to achieve the required speed. The 
political consequences of these two comparatively small actions were of the first importance. 

Laurie and his detachment were then employed in the reduction of some of the many hill forts in the district, notably Sinhgash on 2 
March 1818, Purandhar on 16 March and Vasota on 7 April. Laurie was promoted Captain on 1 September 1818 and in the following 
year was appointed to the Ordnance Department where he remained until 1837. He was awarded a Brevet Majority on 10 January of 
that year and was promoted Major on 20 January 1839. He transferred, on 30 September 1839, to the Corps of Native Invalids, and 
retired on 10 August 1842. In retirement he was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel on 28 November 1854, and died in London on 25 
January 1860. 

The Royal Artillery Honour Title "KIRKEE" commemorates the services of the 6th Company Bombay Artillery, a detachment of which 
was present for this action. The title is presently held by 79 (Kirkee) Commando Battery, Royal Artillery, serving as part of 29 
Commando Regiment, R.A., in support of 3 Commando Brigade, Royal Marines. This, therefore, is the medal awarded to the 
commander of a detachment of artillery which won an Honour Title in battle in 181 7 and which Title is still in use today.

Lieutenant Hurst served in New Zealand from 1860, and formed part of a reinforcement that embarked upon H.M.S. Fawn at Sydney, 
arriving at Taranaki on 23 July. On the 17th they marched to Waireka to construct a redoubt with a view to arresting the advance of 
hostile natives from the south in their intended attack on the town of Taranaki. The regimental history again reports that in 1864 this 
officer, who was at that time attached to the Royal Engineers, was again in action against the Maoris. His services are given in Hart's 
Army List thus: 

'Lt. Hurst served in the New Zealand War from 1860 until 1866 and was engaged in all the principle actions. Was attached to the 
Royal Engineers, as an assistant engineer, for five years, and commanded a detachment of the Royal Engineers at the attack and 
storming of the fortified position of Orakau for which services he was specially mentioned in despatches' {London Gazette 14 June 
1864, refers). 

Indeed, Hurst submitted his own report in respect of the R.E's work at Orakau Pa, bringing to notice Sappers Thomas Richards, John 
Paterson and Joseph Cox for the 'coolness and courage displayed by them while laying gabions at the head of the sap deserve the 
highest praise, the two former being slightly wounded while performing this duty' {London Gazette 15 July 1864, refers). 

The Strangest War, by Edgar Holt, describes the action at Orakau Pa as follows: 

'A battle in which the Maoris made the most remarkable sortie in the whole series of New Zealand wars - a sortie which Sir Henry 
Havelock, son of the great Indian soldier and himself a holder of the Victoria Cross, was to describe years later as the finest thing he 
had ever witnessed in the whole course of his military career. 

The defenders of the "Pa", including 20 women and some children, numbered only about 300. The British force, under General Carey, 
numbered some 2000 men, and they were able, on this occasion, to surround the "Pa" completely - rarely possible in the Maori Wars. 
The defenders had little food and no water, but for two days held out against all attacks, including several attempts to take the "Pa" by 
storm, all of which failed. Thereafter Carey decided to approach the "Pa" by means of a sap, and Lieutenant Hurst was in charge of this 
operation. By the third day the sap was within a few yards of the "Pa", and grenades could be thrown from it into the defences. At this 
point the British sent an interpreter up to the "Pa" under a white flag, to give the Maoris, who were now suffering from hunger and thirst 
and almost out of ammunition, a chance to surrender honourably. After discussing the offer for a few minutes the Maoris gave their 
reply, which translates into the following: "Enough! We shall fight on, for ever, for ever, for ever!" At the further suggestion that the 
women and children should be sent out of the "Pa" to safety the chiefs retorted: "The women will fight as well as we!". "Rare plucked 
'uns, rare plucked 'uns", said Sir Henry Havelock, when he was told what the reply was. 

The Maoris waited until Lieutenant Hurst's sap had reached the "Pa" itself, and then, quite suddenly, the whole body of defenders 
marched out from one corner of the "Pa", the women and children being in the middle, and trotted through the British lines at a steady 
unhurried pace. The troops were amazed at the sight, but recovered from the shock and began to close in on all sides, although they 
dare not fire for fear of hitting each other. The Maoris did not fire a shot throughout their withdrawal. When the pursuit started in 
earnest many of these gallant men were killed, and twenty or thirty taken prisoner, but more than sixty got away, as they thoroughly 
deserved to do. 

The Maoris had been forced to leave their wounded behind, inside the "Pa", and it is a sad footnote to this story of bravery that a 
number of them were bayoneted, including at least one woman, by British regulars, a most unusual occurrence in any war, let alone 
the Maori Wars, where so much chivalry was displayed on both sides. It is good to record that the general feeling of the men, however, 
was of admiration. The Maoris were indeed "Rare plucked 'uns".' 

Charles Edward Hurst, who had been appointed an Ensign in the 3rd Eoot on 25 March 1858 and transferred to the 12th Eoot in April 
1858, was promoted to Lieutenant on 2 Eebruary 1 862 and retired on Half Pay on 15 July 1868. He is briefly shown as a Lieutenant in 
the 101 St Royal Bengal Eusiliers in the Army List for 1873 but disappears thereafter.

Oliver Codrington was born in Wroughton, Swindon, on 5 May 1837, the sixth son of the Rev. Thomas Codrington, Vicar of

and with the 68th Foot in October 1865, returning to the Staff in January 1873. He was advanced to Surgeon-Major in January 1875 
and Brigade Surgeon in August 1885. Codrington was placed on Retired Pay with the honorary rank of Deputy Surgeon-General in 
March 1886; sold with brief research and a copy of Brian Kieran's The New Zealand Cross.

Edward Christie entered the Bengal Army in 1826 and arrived in India in June 1827, where he was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Bengal Horse Artillery, and was promoted to 1st Lieutenant in November 1833. He was made Brevet Captain in September 1842, and 
Captain in July 1845. Following the battle of Sobraon, in which he was present at Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General of Artillery, he 
was promoted to Brevet Major (Medal). In August 1847 he was removed to the command of his old troop of Horse Artillery, the 3rd of 
the 2nd Brigade, which he joined at Ambala, and with which he served for the rest of his life. On the outbreak of the second Sikh War 
the troop was detailed to form part of the Army of the Punjab, and he commanded it at the passage of the Chenab, the action of 
Sadoolapore and the battle of Chilianwala. On this last occasion his guns were ridden through by a body of our cavalry in retreat and 
by the Sikh horse in pursuit, and in the melee he was cut down and speared and so desperately wounded that he survived only two 
days. He died in camp at Chilianwala on the 15th January 1849, and, at the earnest request of his men, his remains were interred with 
those of his troop who had fallen on the same occasion. 

The following details of the affair at Chilianwala, and the death of Major Christie, of the Bengal Horse Artillery, have been extracted 
from a letter furnished by Doctor George Craigie, Surgeon Horse Artillery, and Staff Surgeon Cavalry Division, in reply to a 
communication addressed by a near relative of the late Major Christie to the Adjutant General of the army of the Punjab:- 

'Camp, Army of the Punjaub, 

26th February, 1848. 

My dear Sir, - The Adjutant-General has handed me your letter to his address, of the 2nd instant, with a request that I would reply to it, 
which I have a melancholy pleasure in doing on the instant. 

My lamented friend, your brother, was advancing with four of his guns, and six of Captain Huish's troop, (the detachment being 
commanded by Colonel Grant, H.A.) on the right of the line, as we went into action with the enemy at Chillianwallah on the 13th 
January; being protected by a brigade of Dragoons, Lancers, and Native Cavalry on their right flank. 

The ground was broken, and covered with a tree jungle, which increased in density as we approached the enemy's position. These 
obstructions rendered the advance irregular, and threw the cavalry sometimes too close upon the guns, sometimes in their rear, and at 
others, as in the end, directly in front of the detachment H.A. When in this awkward and unusual relative position, and when a number 
of this bushes intervened between the support and the battery, and I fancy shut out of sight of the guns from the cavalry in their 
immediate front, a party of Goorhas or Sikh horsemen suddenly appeared in front of the leading columns of dragoons, who fired a 
volley at the latter with their matchlocks, set up a yell, and came down at the charge. 

The word was given "Threes about," by whom given will never now be known, but that it was given all concurrent testimony confirms 
as a fact. The consequence was that a simultaneous rush of the cavalry to the rear, and a general panic, that carried the whole body 
right amongst the guns, with which they got wedged together into one mass, which was attacked sword in hand by the Sikhs, and many 
cut down on the instant. 

Your brother was on the right of the detachment, and was singled out by a horseman, who seemed from his dress of some rank. He first 
received a deep flesh wound from a sabre on the right arm, half way above the elbow, which caused him to drop his sword. The 
second wound was an extensive deep cut across the back, running from the top of the right shoulder to the lower part of the blade 
bone of the left. A fearful gash from a sabre followed on the back of his head where it joins the neck, cutting clean through his turban, 
and the leathers helmet which it covered, dividing all the muscles of the neck, and cleaving the skull. The last wound that he received 
was a thrust from a spear in the belly, from behind, just below the navel. 

A fresh assailant now attempted to cut him down, when he was rescued by some of his men, who slew the two Sikhs who were 
endeavouring to destroy him, and carried him with three of Huish's guns, and the melee of horsemen to the rear, when Colonel Grant, 
taking advantage of the first open space, halted the guns, and gave the pursuing Sikhs a volley of grape which sent them to the right 
about. 

Wounded as he was, your brother kept his saddle until Dr. Rumley, one of my assistants, reached him with a doolie, in which he 
brought him to me at the field hospital, a short distance, where I was engaged in operating. Your brother expressed no apprehensions of 
any of his wounds, though he himself fancied the skull had escaped injury. He had lost much blood, and was very faint, but after his 
wounds were dressed, and he had swallowed some wine, he rallied wonderfully, and even became jocular, remarking with his well 
remembered smile, that the Goorhas had paid him off for the way he had served them at Joodoolapore, on the 3rd December, in 
General Thackwell's action at that place - when your brother dealt destruction with his guns amongst their ranks, and mainly 
contributed to prevent the right flanks of our line being turned by the enemy. 

It was not long after we had made your brother as comfortable as we could, when a second panic from our left took place. Elephants, 
camels, horses, and a crowd of camel followers came right through our field hospital, and we all imagined that the Sikhs had got into 
our rear, and were coming down upon us. 

Under the alarm, your brother managed to get out of his doolie, and ran a distance of from 400 to 500 yards towards our heavy guns, 
on one of which I found him seated, when, the alarm being subsided, I went in search of him with another doolie, and brought him a 
second time to the Field Hospital. This alarm and exertion did him great harm. It set his wounds bleeding afresh, and put him in a flurry 
from which he was long in recovering. The wretched night which followed, he spent in his doolie under a tent, attended by Dr. 
Rumley, and his servants... who supplied him with refreshments. 
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The night, the most ???? of my life, at length passed away, and soon after day-break I conveyed your poor brother in his doolie to his 
own tents, which were pitched with his troop in the extreme right of the line. The distance was great, and the fatigue completely 
exhausted him. However, he rallied during the day, and after his wounds were again dressed, he professed himself easy, and fell 
asleep. 

In the evening he was very cheerful, but towards midnight he became restless, and anxious about himself, calling me every few 
minutes, and not yet knowing, as it were, what he wished or wanted. I sat up with him the whole night, and soon after day-break, I was 
sensible of some incoherence in his remarks, which increased. A sense of numbness succeeded, which alarmed him much, and this 
gradually extended to the upper extremities, one of which I could perceive became paralytic before eight o'clock on the 15th. Sickness 
of the stomach now came on, and great oppression of breathing, and after a brief struggle your gallant brother breathed his last about 
half after nine o'clock on that morning. 

The last words he addressed to me were "I hope, Craigie, that they do not blame me for the loss of that gun." This soldier-like sentiment 
pervaded his mind at the hour of his death. 

On the evening of his death, his brother officers and many of his friends followed his remains to the grave, where he has his last resting 
place by the side of no fewer than 12 officers of one regiment, H.M. 24th Foot, on a mound, on a line with, and to the right of the 
village of Chillianwallah, as you front the right of the river Jhelum. 

In the whole regiment of artillery, to which I myself have belonged now upwards of a quarter of a century, there was not an officer 
more universally popular than Ned Christie. To a strong masculine understanding, and a sagacity which was generally acknowledged, 
he united a bonhomie and joyousness of disposition and manners of the most pleasing description. He had a truly generous heart, too 
much so, poor fellow, for his means, and was in the highest degree hospitable. As an officer he ranked in his regiment very high; and 
had he been spared, might have aspired to the highest command in it. 

Enclosed I have the satisfaction of conveying to you a lock of his hair, which curled over his forehead. I am also in the possession of the 
pouch belt which he wore when wounded, and which was cut through all but a strip by the sabre which laid open his back. If 
opportunity should ever offer, I shall be happy to make over this to any relative, as a small memorial of a brave man, who died in the 
endeavour to extricate the battery under his command from a position of unparalleled peril.'

General Francis Edward Halliday was born at Blandford, Dorset on 28 September 
1834 and was educated at the Royal Naval School at New Cross and was 
gazetted a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Marines Artillery in December 1852. 
Eighteen months later he was promoted to 1st Lieutenant. Served in the Baltic 
expedition 1854-55 and was one of the officers in charge at the bombardment of 
Sveaborg for which he was awarded a medal and mentioned in despatches. 
Promoted to Captain in 1863 and Major in 1877, he gained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1880 and Colonel in 1884. In 1893 he attained the rank of 
General and he retired in 1899. Was a noted watercolour artist and much 
interested in horticulture. Latterly living at Ereathey House, Bishop's Hall, 
Somerset; he died on 10 January 1911. His cousin was Lieutenant-General Sir 
Lewis Stratford Tollemache Halliday, V.C.

Volunteer Corps, a position he held for 10 years. With copied service papers.

However, it should be noted that a group 
containing an engraved Crimea medal, named to Algiers, together with medals 
for the Baltic, China, Turkish Crimea and Long Service, was sold by D.N.W. in 
September 2009.

2 years in the Crimea and is shown in the musters as being effective from 1st 
October to 30th November 1854, and probably rode in the charge of the Heavy 
Brigade at Balaklava. 

He was discharged at his own request, free with pension after 24 Years Service 
on 23 May 1871. His discharge papers note that his 'Character has been very 
good and that he is in possession of Five Good Conduct Badges - Crimea Medal 
with Clasps for Balaklava, Inkermann & Sebastopol & Turkish Medal - Silver 
Medal with Gratuity of £5.0.0 for Long Service & Good Conduct.' 

The following letter is from a Corporal in the 5th Dragoon Guards, one of the 
regiments engaged in the battle of the 25th: "We had two men killed Corporal 
Tayloe was one and Ealing was the other - fourteen wounded - The Donaly's are 
safe... I remain your Affectionate son T. [j] Gough 5th Light Dragoons'" {The 
History of the Present War with Russia, pp 333-4, refers). It is probable that the 
'Donaly's' refer to 1027 Thomas and 1028 Malachy, their adjacent regimental 
numbers suggesting that they were brothers who joined together, and possibly 
756 Michael. The writer was Corporal Joseph Gough.

Private James Cameron is shown in the musters as being active duty with his 
regiment for the whole of the quarter of the 1st October to the 31st December 
1854, and it is most probable, therefore, that he took part in the famous charge of 
the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava, in which the Scots Greys had two men killed 
and fifty-six wounded. Seven men were awarded the Distinguished Conduct 
Medal. 

It should be noted that the 2nd Dragoons were not present at Inkermann and that 
Cameron's medal should technically have clasps for Balaklava and Sebastopol 
only. The mistake is easily explained by examining the regimental medal roll 
compiled 'Camp Crimea. 11 January 1855' (WO 100/24) which clearly shows 
the letter 'I' in the column for 'Inkermann Novr. 5' against many names, 
including Cameron, in addition to the letter 'B' to indicate entitlement to the 
clasp for Balaklava. Consequently many men of the 2nd Dragoons were officially 
issued with the Inkermann clasp. A separate roll was compiled in November 
1855 listing those entitled to clasps for Sebastopol, most of which were 
despatched as loose clasps at a later date.

She ceased operating as a steamer in 1906 and was 
sunk at Kobanee laden with stone in 1913. During the Burma operations the Irrawaddy was heavily involved in the movement of 
troops and stores and was often used as a floating headquarters by the military Commanders.

William Taylor was born in Dunholme, near Newark, Lincolnshire. A Groom by occupation and a member of the Derby Militia, he 
attested for the Derbyshire Regiment at Worksop on 29 April 1885, aged 19 years, 5 months. He had enlisted under the name of 
William Holberry but declared this to be incorrect in July 1888. With the regiment he served in the East Indies, January 1887-February 
1893. The above medal was his only medallic award. Discharged in April 1897. With copied service papers and roll extracts.

William Vost was born in November 1861 and studied medicine at Glasgow University. Duly elected to the membership of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in 1886, he entered the Indian Medical Service as a Surgeon in March of the following year and witnessed active 
service in the Hazara Expedition of 1888 and in the Second Miranzai Expedition of 1891 (Medal & 2 clasps). He also witnessed active 
service in the Boxer Rebellion (Medal). 

The author of Jaunpur and Zafarabad Inscriptions (1905), Vost was placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant-Colonel in December 
1913.

The Indian Mutiny Medal awarded to Private John Bannister^ 32nd Light Infantry, who was among those massacred at 
Cawnpore in June 1857: his letters home from India - which were discovered in the 1970s and copies of which are 
now held at the National Army Museum - constitute one of four major written sources from other ranks serving in his 
regiment in India in the period 1840-60 

Indian Mutiny 1857-59, no clasp (J. Bannister, 32nd L.L), extremely fine £4000-5000 

A detachment of the 32nd under Captain John Moore, with two Lieutenants and 81 N.C.Os and men, was stationed at Cawnpore. 
Almost all were massacred. Medals to these poor unfortunate men, however, are very rare and it is probable that for the most part they 
remained unclaimed and were eventually returned to be melted down. Some 12 examples are known to have survived to the 32nd 
Foot. 


John Bannister was born in Sedgley, near Wolverhampton, in 1822, and worked as a coker before enlisting in the 9th Foot in April 
1841. 

Here, then, the commencement of his letters home, to his mother, often grim reading in view of the prevailing conditions he would 
encounter on reaching India in early 1842. One of his first letters refers to the 'great slaughter of all the 44th Regiment of Foot and a 
great many of the 9th being killed at Kabul', in addition to reporting on depleted ranks as a result of illness and disease; he was himself 
admitted to hospital on several occasions. In fact, Bannister quickly regretted his choice of career: 'There is no chance of me enlisting 
again and I have had a belly full of soldiering.' 

Actively employed in the Sutlej Campaign, he was present at Moodkee, Ferozeshuhur - where he was wounded - and Sobraon (Medal 
& 2 clasps), following which he transferred to the 32nd Light Infantry, where he joined an unusually literate band of comrades: 
Corporal John Ryder {Four Years in India); Private Henry Metcalfe {The Chronicle of Private Metcalfe), and Private Robert Waterfield 
{The Memoirs of Private Waterfield). 

In March 1848, Bannister wrote: 'The least crime which you may commit is punishable with a severity that is the way a poor soldier 
gets for fighting for his country.' Discipline was indeed of a harsh nature, Bannister citing the story of a young artilleryman who was 
shot by firing squad for striking an Assistant Surgeon. He was too ill to walk and the firing party failed to kill him, so a Provost finished 
him off with a pistol shot which 'scattered the poor fellow's brain upon the plain.' 

Bannister was next actively employed in the Punjab Campaign, being present at the siege of Mooltan and at the battle of Goojerat 
(Medal & 2 clasps). He concluded in a letter home in May 1849: 'The campaign has been a very hard one but, the pride of the world, 
we have now taken for our country the Punjab and the five rivers. The British flag is flying over Mooltan.' 

The 32nd Light Infantry next moved to Peshawar on the North-West Frontier - 'the worst station in India for everything' - from whence, 
in 1852, Bannister and his comrades participated in one of the early punitive expeditions against the tribes of the Swat Valley (Medal & 
clasp); he suffered a foot injury and was admitted to hospital for some months. 

Remaining in India, Bannister's last surviving letter home was written from Kausuli in the Himalayan foothills in June 1854, by which 
time his contempt for soldiering was patently clear. His words in respect of persuading his young nephew to pursue an alternative 
career - as quoted above - were to prove curiously prophetic, for such was the fate that awaited Captain John Moore and his small 
detachment of the 32nd at Cawnpore in the summer of 1857. 


Cawnpore - mayhem and massacre 

Cawnpore (now Kanpur) was a strategic garrison town on the Grand Trunk Road that guarded the approaches to Oudh. With rumours 
of mutiny rife, approximately eight to nine hundred residents entered the entrenchment at Cawnpore consisting of 300 military 
personnel, together with 300 women and children. The balance was made up of merchants, business owners, Civil Servants, domestic 
servants and the Eurasian community. 

The India Office holds the complete Nominal Roll of Officers, Non Commissioned Officers, Men, Women and Children of the 32nd 
Light Infantry, composing the Depot at Cawnpore, dated Lucknow 1st October 1857. It lists 84 officers and men - Bannister among 
them - many of whom were sick or convalescents, 42 wives and 54 children. Of Bannister's precise fate, we shall never know, but it is 
likely he participated in a number of gallant sorties under Captain John Moore during the ensuing siege. 

On 5 June 1857, the 2nd Bengal Cavalry mutinied at Cawnpore. The garrison's three native infantry regiments followed suit next day, 
and a deputation of mutineers rode out to the estate of Dhondu Pant, who was shortly to become infamous in Victorian Britain as the 
arch-fiend Nana Sahib. 
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With amazing self-assurance, the British at Cawnpore, who politely referred to him as the Maharajah of Bithur (a title not recognised at 
Calcutta), believed that Nana Sahib would assist them in maintaining law and order. Nana Sahib however was a bitter and ambitious 
man. He was an adopted son of the last Peshwa of Bithur, Baji Rao II, and dreamt of enjoying the same elevated position in the world 
as his father. Quickly persuaded that he had nothing to gain by continuing to support the British, he was advised by Azimullah, his 
agent who had represented his interests in London, that he ought not to go to Delhi, the hub of the rebellion where he, a high born 
Brahmin, would be subordinate to the decrepit Mohammedan king. It would be far wiser to rally around him the Cawnpore regiments, 
quickly dispose of Wheeler and the other eight or nine hundred occupants of his pitiful entrenchment, and establish a new independent 
kingdom from which he might hold sway over vast tracts of India. 

Thus, on 6 June Wheeler was informed that his entrenchment would soon be under attack by rebel forces fighting in the name of Nana 
Sahib. At first, however, the majority of mutineers of the Cawnpore Division seemed more interested in lording it about the city than 
striking a blow at their former masters. Nevertheless those who did take turns in the batteries and firing their muskets soon began to 
inflict fearful damage and terrible suffering on Wheeler's people. It soon became apparent that Wheeler, who at over seventy and 
already in poor health, lacked the energy to visit the outposts, organize raiding parties and generally attend to day to day running of the 
defence. The decapitation of his favourite son. Lieutenant Godfrey Wheeler, by a roundshot and the physical effects of the searing heat 
further sapped the will of the old General and shortly the onerous burden of executive command devolved on John Moore. 

Following the appearance of green standards in the enemy lines calling the Mohammedans to join their Hindu brethren in their great 
enterprise, the enemy launched their first general assault on the 11th, after five days of incessant bombardment. The 2nd Cavalry 
attacked dismounted 'but after the loss of two of their number they concluded that enough had been done to sustain the credit of their 
branch of the service, and retired to console themselves for their repulse in the opium shops of the suburbs'. A native infantry regiment 
came on next supported by the 'rabble of the bazaars'. Men and women inside the shattered barracks fell to their knees in prayer, some 
wrote their names on the walls, while outside officers and men ably supported by the gentlemen of the Railway Service and other 
civilian volunteers under Moore's direction, punished the half-hearted attempt with sizeable loss. Nonetheless European casualties 
continued to mount on an hourly basis especially from the fire of Nana Sahib's seemingly limitless supply of artillery plundered from 
the Cawnpore arsenal. A large part of the entrenchment was exposed to musket fire and the mere act of obtaining a drink of water by 
day from the well frequently proved fatal. W. J. Shepherd, a half-caste employed in the Commissariat Office, recalled one of Moore's 
men, a dangerous looking Private of the 32nd, threatening to run through his sickly brother with a bayonet unless he assisted him in 
drawing water, which, after the brickwork frame and machinery had been shot away, meant hauling up the heavy bucket by hand from 
a depth of sixty feet. 

On the 14th, the garrison suffered a serious setback when the roof of the thatched barrack was set on fire destroying the few medical 
supplies, as well as the jackets of the soldiers of the 32nd who could afterwards be seen poking through the ashes looking for lost 
medals. Moore immediately determined to 'give the enemy an early and a convincing proof that the spirit of our people was not broken 
by this great calamity'. 'At the dead of night ensuing he stole out from the entrenchment with fifty picked men at his heels in the 
direction of the chapel and the racket-court. Beginning from this point, the party hurried down the rebel lines under favour of the 
darkness, doing whatever rapid mischief was possible. They surprised in untimely slumber some native gunners, who never waked 
again; spiked and rolled over several twenty-four pounders; gratified their feelings by blowing up a piece which had given them special 
annoyance; and got back, carrying in their arms four of their number and leaving one behind.' Unfortunately the sortie failed to 
interrupt the Nana's artillery programme. 

At the start of the defence rations had been unwisely squandered. Private soldiers had been seen consuming champagne, jam, tins of 
herrings and salmon, and bottles of rum. The luxuries, placed in the food store principally by a regimental officer who had little faith in 
Sir Hugh as a caterer, ran out all too quickly, and the daily ration was soon limited to half a pint of split peas and flour cooked into a 
kind of porridge. Dog and horse flesh were keenly sought and when a sacred bull presented itself in front the entrenchment it was met 
with a storm of lead. 'To shoot down this pampered monster, the fakeer of the animal world, was no considerable feat for the 
marksmen who could hit a black buck running at a distance of a hundred and fifty paces. The difficulty consisted in the retrieving of the 
game, which lay a full three hundred yards from our rampart, on a plain swept by the fire of the insurgents. Inside our place, however, 
courage was more plentiful than beef; eight or ten volunteers professed themselves ready to follow Captain Moore, who was first at any 
feast which partook of the nature of a fray. The party provided themselves with a rope which they fastened round the legs and horns of 
the beast, and dragged home their prize amidst a storm of cheers and bullets, alive but not unscathed.' 

But generally morale was at a low ebb and in their despair some members of the garrison attempted suicide. The temperature never 
dropped below 120°. 'Faces that had been beautiful,' wrote Lieutenant Mowbray Thomson, 'became chiselled with deep furrows. 
Some were slowly sinking into the settled vacancy of look which marked insanity.' All now were in 'tattered clothing, begrimed with 
dirt, emaciated in countenance'. Yet Moore, in whom 'hope shone like a pillar of fire when it had gone out in all others', continued to 
give encouragement to these sorry people, in addition to carrying out his dangerous duties in the outposts, and attending to his 
responsibilities as a husband and father of two young children forced to endure 'the horrors of a nightmare'. Moore's wife was one of 
the several celebrated heroines of the siege. Malleson records how her 'splendid courage and fortitude endeared her to every man, 
woman and child within the entrenchment' and Trevelyan harps on 'When the viscissitudes of battle called her husband to the 
outposts, Mrs Moore would step across with her work, and spend the day beneath a little hut of bamboos covered with canvas, which 
the garrison of Barrack Number Two had raised for her in their most sheltered corner. Seldom had fair lady a less appropriate bower.' 

On the night of 22 June, the eve of the centenary of the battle of Plassey, the rebels occupying the half built barracks close to the 
entrenchment seemed more numerous and restless than usual. All night long attacks were launched against the adjacent defences. At 
one critical point Lieutenant Thomson sent to Moore's headquarters for reinforcement, 'but Moore replied that he could spare nobody 
except himself and Lieutenant Delafosse. In the course of a few minutes the pair arrived, and at once sallied forth armed, one with a 
sword, and the other with an empty musket. Moore shouted out, "Number One to the front!" and the enemy, taking it for granted that 
the well-known word of command would bring upon them a full company of Sahibs with fixed bayonets and cocked revolvers, broke 
cover and ran like rabbits.' As expected Nana Sahib mounted his biggest attack yet next day, and a large number of rebels succeeded in 
gaining possession of three of the empty barracks and attempted to dislodge Moore from the rest. But once again Moore proved equal 
to the occasion and 'with twenty-five men he advanced, under cover of a discharge of grape, and after a desperate contest expelled the 
rebels from the barracks they had seized'. 

During the third week of the siege, an enemy spy entered the entrenchment disguised as a water carrier. Shortly afterwards the spy 
reported to Nana Sahib that the British were low on food and much reduced in numbers, and therefore might be willing to surrender. A 
short letter, offering safe passage to Allahabad was duly drawn up by Azimullah and delivered to Wheeler by an Eurasian emissary. The 
decision to accept or reject the terms was laid before a council consisting of Wheeler, Moore and Captain Whiting of the Engineers. At 
first Wheeler reacted in the same way as many of the more vigorous members of the long suffering garrison and was all for rejecting the 
Nana's terms, but Moore pointed out that the rains would soon be upon them and thereafter the position would be untenable. 
Ultimately, 'the scruples of the old man at length yielded to the arguments produced by Moore and Whiting - and they were no 
drawing room soldiers; for the one throughout those three weeks had never left a corner on which converged the fire of two powerful 
batteries, and the other had so borne himself that it might well be doubted whether he knew what fear was. They represented that, if 
the garrison had consisted exclusively of fighting people, no one would ever dream of surrender as long as they had swords wherewith 
to cut their way through to Allahabad.' 

Next morning, the 26th, Moore met Azimullah outside the entrenchment and agreed to hand over the position on condition that the 
defenders were allowed to march out under arms; that carriages were provided for the sick and wounded and the women and children; 
and that sufficient boats were found and provisioned for the journey downstream to Allahabad. 
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The rebel leaders agreed to the conditions and soon afterwards a deputation of officers went down to Satichura Ghat to inspect the 
boats. The officers, having insisted on various improvements, returned to the entrenchment where the weary garrison was prematurely 
celebrating their deliverance. That evening Lieutenant Master of the 53rd N.l. scribbled a note to his father, the commanding officer of 
the 7th Light Cavalry, at Lucknow: 

'We have now held out for twenty-one days under a tremendous fire. The Rajah of Bithoor has offered to forward us in safety to 
Allahabad, and the General has accepted his terms. I am all right, though twice wounded. Charlotte Newnham and Bella Blair are 
dead. I'll write from Allahabad. God bless you.' 

Early on the 27th, Captain Moore passed between the ragged groups of survivors impressing upon them the necessity of getting directly 
into the boats and pushing off immediately they reached the Ghat. He evidently suspected a trap. Watched by swarms of natives who 
had come from the city to see the procession go by, Moore placed himself at the head of an advanced guard of the 32nd, and led out 
the bedraggled garrison. They left over two hundred of their friends and relatives buried in the entrenchment, together with the bodies 
of eleven more lying on quilts, 'Some still breathing, though dying from severe gunshot wounds.' 

As the Europeans attempted to climb aboard the boats beached at Satichura Ghat, the rebel leaders' plan to destroy the survivors of the 
Cawnpore Garrison was put into effect. The native boatmen set fire to the thatch of the boats and fled. 'Two guns that had been hidden 
were run out and opened on us immediately,' reported Lieutenant Delafosse, one of the very few to survive, 'whilst sepoys came from 
all directions and kept up a brisk fire'. All except three of the forty or so boats got clear of the shallows, the majority having been 
purposely grounded. The first boat drifted fatally towards the far bank which was lined with rebels. The second was hit below the 
waterline by a roundshot, but the third, commanded by Major Vibart, however, was able to come alongside and take off the survivors 
of the second. The native boatmen had taken care to remove the oars, and thus the only implements that could be found to propel the 
vessel were, as Mowbray Thomson recorded, 'a spar or two and such pieces of wood as we could in safety tear from the sides. Grape 
and roundshot flew about us from either river bank, and shells burst constantly on the sandbanks.' Trevelyan continues, 'Whether 
fortuitously, or by the attraction of like to like it so befell that the flower of the defence was congregated between those bulwarks. They 
were Vibart; Whiting, good at need; and Ashe, bereaved of his beloved nine-pounder; and Delafosse of the burning gun; and Bolton, 
snatched once more from present destruction. There was Moore, with his arm slung in a handkerchief; and Bolenman, the bold spy; 
Glanville of Barrack Number Two; and Burney of the south-east battery. Eate seemed willing to defer the hour which should extinguish 
those noble lives.' Overcrowded and with her rudder shot away the boat alternately drifted and stranded, reducing the rate of progress 
to half a mile an hour. The fire of the rebel gunners shadowing the stricken craft eventually ceased after the bullocks became stuck in 
the sand, but parties of Sepoys continued to keep up incessant volleys of musketry. Aboard the boat, the dead, entangled with the 
wounded, soon outnumbered the living and only with the greatest difficulty were the corpses thrown over the side to lighten the load. 

Ultimately, Captain Moore was killed by a musket ball through the heart while trying to push the boat off one of the numerous 
sandbanks. Wheeler died at the Ghat, where his head was virtually severed from his body by a Sowar of the 2nd Cavalry. Thomson, 
Delafosse, Gunner Sullivan of the 1st Company, 6th Battalion, Bengal Artillery, and Private Murphy of H.M's 84th Regiment, were the 
only male survivors from Vibart's boat. They were sent ashore by Vibart after the boat grounded at Nazafgarh to fight off their pursuers, 
which they succeeded in doing, but on returning to the boat they found it had gone. It had been captured by the rebels and dragged 
back to Cawnpore where the sixty or so mainly wounded men still on board were shot. Thomson's party was eventually offered 
sanctuary by a local Rajah, Dirigbijah Singh. Delafosse recovered from the ordeal to fight under Neville Chamberlain at Crag Picquet 
during the Umbeyla Campaign in 1863. 

Moore's wife and offspring were rounded up with about 122 others by Nana Sahib's men after the massacre at Satichura Ghat and were 
taken to the rebel headquarters at the Savada House. Here they were joined by about twenty-five women and children from Vibart's 
boat. They were then taken to a smaller house nearby originally built for a British officer's mistress known as the Bibighar. On 10 July 
the prisoners were joined by a party of officers' wives who had escaped from Eatehgarh and had been captured at Nawabgunge. In all, 
about two hundred women and children were crowded together in the small house in conditions of extreme misery and humiliation. 
Cholera, smallpox and dysentery carried off about twenty-five over the next few days, and, on learning that Havelock was fast 
approaching from Allahabad by forced marches, the rebel leaders decided it was time to expedite matters by ordering the execution of 
the rest. On 15 July, the Sepoys detailed to shoot them from the windows disobeyed and fired into the ceiling, whereupon two Hindu 
peasants, two Mohammedan butchers and a man wearing the uniform of Nana Sahib's bodyguard were sent for. They entered the 
house with long knives and slaughtered the occupants. Next day the bodies of Mrs John Moore and her two children were dragged out 
by the hair with the rest, not all of them dead, and thrown down a well. Whether Nana Sahib was directly responsible for this vile 
crime remains a matter of debate, but what is certain is that it roused contemporary Englishmen to fury and blinded most to justice. 

Postscript 

In 1974, Bannister's great nephew came upon the 'India Letters' that had lain largely forgotten and unresearched; these included the 
last known reference to his ancestor's fate, an official communication, dated in March 1860, stating that he had no effects and the 
matter of any prize money due should be taken up with the authorities at the Royal Chelsea Hospital. 

As a result of ensuing research, Bannister's Indian Mutiny Medal was traced to a private collection. His earlier Sutlej, Punjab and India 
General Service Medals were beyond doubt lost at Cawnpore. The owner of the Mutiny Medal, Vivian Stuart, was a well-known 
military novelist and had used Bannister as one of her characters in her book. The Cawnpore Massacre. Likewise, the family loaned the 
'India Letters' to the National Army Museum, as a result of which copies are now held in the museum's archive; some of these, together 
with other copied research, are included, including Martin Puller's article 'The Life and Death of Private Bannister'(Mec/a/ News, March 
1998).

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An evocative Indian Mutiny Medal awarded to Colonel R. C. Tytler, Indian Army, whose experiences in the rebellion 
were vividly recalled by his wife in An Englishwoman in India: The Memoirs of Harriet Tytler 7828-7858 

She and the Colonel were fortunate to escape the slaughter that erupted in Delhi in May 1857 and, on account of her 
being heavily pregnant, she became the only woman given permission to stay put on Delhi Ridge during the ensuing 
siege - the happy couples' new arrival being christened 'Stanley Delhi-Force Tytler' 

With the assistance of his artistic wife, the Colonel created a stunning photographic portfolio of 'Indian scenes' in 
1858, including a famous portrait of Bahadur Shah II, the ex-King of Delhi, whose gold crown and throne chairs he 
purchased at a prize agent's auction and sold to Queen Victoria for £500

Robert Christopher Tytler was born at Allahabad in October 181 7, the son of Surgeon Robert Tytler of the Indian Medical Service; his 
mother was the daughter of a German count and his younger brother John (1825-80) won the V.C. during the Indian Mutiny, while 
serving as a Lieutenant in the 66th Native Infantry. 

Young Robert was appointed an Ensign in the 34th Native Infantry in February 1835, a regiment to which his father had been 
appointed Surgeon, but later transferred to the 38th Native Infantry and was advanced to Lieutenant in September 1837. He 
subsequently witnessed active service in Afghanistan 1839-42, being present at the engagements leading to the re-occupation of Cabul 
under General Nott (Medal); fought in the Gwalior campaign in 1843 and was present at Maharajpoor (Star), and, in the rank of 
Captain, had charge of the Commissariat Depot at Busseean and Wudnee during the First Sikh War. 

In January 1843, at Meerut, he married Isabella (nee Nicolson), but she died at Mussoorie in January 1847; he married secondly, in 
March 1848, Harriet Christina, the second daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel John Earle of the Bengal Army. A woman of singular courage 
and independence, Harriet was a gifted artist, her works including a fine cyclorama of the interior of the Red Fort at Delhi - it measured 
18 by 6 feet and was sold to Phineas T. Barnum, the famous American show promoter. Moreover, in her latter years, she wrote a vivid 
account of events at Delhi in May 1857, an account published in Chambers Journal in the 1930s and later expanded under the title An 
Englishwoman in India: The Memoirs of Harriet Tytler 1828-1858. 

Delhi - escape - the Ridge - the birth of 'Stanley Delhi-Force Tytler' 

Of events at Delhi in May 1857, much had been written, for the city became the scene of much slaughter. For Harriet, matters were 
particularly harrowing, for she was heavily pregnant and had two young children to look after, Edith, 2 and Frank, 4, and her French 
maid, Marie. 

Luckily, after she had managed to flee their home in the city, leaving behind all of their possessions - likely among them her husband's 
campaign medals - she reached the temporary safety of the Flag Staff Tower; here she was seen clutching one of her children in one 
arm, and passing up ammunition with the other. In terms of her fears, she wrote: 

'As you may imagine, our hearts were now more than filled with hopeless despair. At the slightest noise, my children would clasp me 
all the tighter, and I felt over and over again, as I am sure every one else did, that our last moment had come. God only know the 
misery of that heart-rending day, borne so heroically with silent resignation by us all. 
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Before the magazine blew up, I had thought several times of running over to tell me husband of what was going on in the city; but the 
thought of leaving my children to their fate and those three miles to the White House, on the arid ridge of sunbaked boulders in the 
burning sun of May, with its furnace-like wind, without a hat or umbrella, was too much - I knew it could only result in death, so had 
to give up the idea, as also of ever seeing my husband again. 

I thought the very worst the Mohammedan troopers could possibly do would be to kill my children before my eyes and then shoot me 
or cut me down; but thank God! I never for a moment supposed that a worse death could be possible, until afterwards, when I heard of 
the brutalities inflicted upon all the poor women in my condition who fell into their hands' {An Englishwoman in India: The Memoirs of 
Harriet Tytler 1828-1858, refers). 

Among other events, Harriet saw Captain Tessier being shot at by passing mutineers as he rode towards Flag Staff Tower - 'His horse 
received six bullets, all of which were meant for the rider. He was covered in his charger's blood, though unwounded himself, and just 
had time to turn his horse's head and reach the Tower, when the faithful creature fell down dead.' 

Shortly afterwards, her husband, who had witnessed the mutiny of the 38th Native Infantry - but persuaded 40 or so sepoys to remain 
loyal - arrived at the Tower. A row ensued with his Brigadier, who wished to remain, but at length Tytler was able to convince him that 
to do so would invite certain death; accordingly a 'stampede' erupted for assorted carriages and bullock carts outside the Tower, and a 
desperate attempt to make for Kurnaul ensued. As they set off, her husband 'driving at a furious pace ... we cast our eyes in the 
direction of the cantonment and saw every bungalow in the lines on fire. It was a sickening sight... ' 

The ensuing journey was beset by much hardship, broken wheels and carriages resulting in long marches, a nightmare admirably 
described by Mrs. Tytler. Some days later, however, via Kurnaul, they reached Amballa, where the barracks of the 9th Lancers served 
as a temporary haven. 

The harrowing opening scenes of slaughter at Delhi played out, Tytler and Harriet were present at the engagement fought at Badli-Ka- 
Sarai, following which he was advanced to Major and appointed Paymaster to the Delhi Ridge Force - with 'Charge of the Military 
Chest', as uniquely inscribed on his Mutiny Medal. 

When, on 19 June 1857, General Sir Henry Barnard ordered all non-combatants on the ridge to depart for Meerut, Tytler sought an 
audience with him to plead on his wife's behalf to remain behind. She was by that date eight months pregnant and the General was 
sufficiently moved to grant her permission to remain on the ridge with her husband, thus enabling the eventual arrival of 'Stanley Delhi- 
Force Tytler' - a happy occasion marred by the appalling conditions, extreme heat and concern for the youngster's survival; Mrs. 
Tytler's basic quarters in the bell of arms regularly attracted enemy fire - 'so accustomed did I become to shot and shell that by the 
sound in the air I knew what kind of missile was flying over.' 

On the re-capture of Delhi, the Tytler's moved in to the palace of Kamuran Shah, the old emperor's brother and it was here that 
General Wilson and his staff officers gathered in the marble hall to drink the health of the newly arrived Stanley Delhi-Force Tytler; he 
died in Vancouver, Canada in the late 1940s, aged 91, 'the last survivor of the Indian Mutiny'. 

The King of Delhi's crown and throne chairs 

The period immediately following the re-capture of Delhi was fraught with problems for Tytler, charged as he was the 'Military Chest', 
for looting and theft was widespread, even though he had the assistance of a guard drawn from the ranks of the 60th Rifles. It was also 
a period in which prize auctions were held, at one of which Tytler purchased the King of Delhi's crown and a pair of throne chairs. 

Royal archives state: 

'In the aftermath of the Indian Mutiny of 1857 Bahadur Shah (1775-1862), nominally the last Mughal emperor and King of Delhi, was 
deposed and exiled to Burma, and the involvement of the East India Company in the government of India ceased. The official end of 
the Mughal Empire was marked in Delhi by the auction of quantities of jewels and other valuable relics of Bahadur Shah's court. 

Three such relics, the Emperor's so-called crown and two throne chairs, were bought by Major Robert Tytler (1818-72) of the 38th 
Regiment of Native Infantry (Bengal), who had taken part in the Siege of Delhi. Returning to England in 1860 Tytler declined £1,000 for 
the crown from a Bond Street jeweller, deciding instead to offer the relics to Queen Victoria. On 3 January 1861, Sir Charles Wood 
(1800-1885; later Viscount Halifax), Secretary of State for India, wrote to Prince Albert from the India Office, enclosing a memorandum 
regarding Tytler's relics, mentioning in particular 'an article of head dress which has been brought here ... It cannot however be called 
a crown. It is a very rich skull-cap worn on the head of the Emperor, & round the lower part of which the turban was wound - & in the 
turban jewels were placed.' Sir Charles recorded that Sir John Lawrence (1811 -79, a member of the Council of India and later Viceroy) 
had seen the so-called crown '& has no doubt of its being what the Emperor actually wore'. In response, the Prince (who immediately 
recognised the great symbolic value and historical interest of the relics) asked Sir Charles to find out what the owner expected for the 
crown and for the two throne chairs that were also mentioned. On 8 January Wood reported to the Prince that the crown had been sent 
to Windsor for the Queen to inspect. Both the crown and the throne chairs were subsequently purchased by the Queen. 

As recounted in later years by his wife, Tytler felt that the figure of £500 offered by Sir Charles for the crown and two throne chairs was 
far too low, but reluctantly agreed to it on the promise of a suitable appointment when he returned to India. No such appointment was 
forthcoming, and the unsatisfactory nature of the transaction with Sir Charles continued to rankle with Harriet Tytler when writing her 
memoirs more than forty years later.' 

Harriet wrote: 'The crown was sold to Queen Victoria for five hundred pounds, an absurdly small sum, and he was promised a good 
appointment on his return to India if he accepted the offer. The day after it was sold, we received an offer from the Oxford Museum of a 
thousand pounds for it, just the shell of it without a single jewel included.' 

Photographer - the famous 'Indian portfolio' 

Tytler remained in charge of the Military Chest until May 1858, when he departed with his wife and children on extended furlough - 
this the period in which they undertook their celebrated photographic journey, following tuition from Eelice Beato and Dr. John 
Murray. 

The final result was quite remarkable, some 500 large-format calotype negatives of scenes closely associated with the Mutiny, many of 
which have appeared - and continue to appear - in related histories: 

'Major Robert C. Tytler exhibited some fine positive photographic illustrations of Indian architecture and scenery, of which negatives as 
well as the positives were taken by Mrs. Tytler and himself... The pictures were of great beauty and of an extraordinarily large size ... 
They elicited great admiration (Report of the Photographic Society of Bengal, Eebruary 1859, refers). 

Superintendent of Convicts - Andaman Islands - and Tytler's leaf warbler 

Having returned to Calcutta to close the books of his 'Military Chest', Tytler was appointed Officer Superintendent of the convict 
settlement at Port Blair in the Andaman Islands in 1862, where 'Mount Harriet' was named in honour of his wife and he remained 
employed until 1864 - 'Although a highly talented man, his short tenure at the head of the Andamanese administration was not a happy 
one.' 

Thereafter, he served back in India and, in 1869, was given special permission to proceed to Simla for the purposes of establishing an 
important museum; his wife founded the Asiatic Christian Orphanage, later known as the Mayo School of Simla. The Colonel died 
there in September 1872. 

Today, he is best remembered for his spectacular photographic portfolio of Indian scenes. Yet the Colonel's name lives on in other 
fields, for he was a gifted naturalist, particularly in respect of birds - hence the 'Tytler leaf warbler', named after him; sold with 
extensive copied research.

Ronnie Maclean was born at Fort Murray in 1850, the son of Colonel John Maclean, C.B., late 27th Foot, and was educated in King 
William's Town and at St. Andrew's College, Grahamstown. 

His subsequent career - military and civil - is summarised thus in an article that appeared in the Personality magazine in June 1968: 

'In 1873 he entered the Civil Service of the Cape Colony and served at various times in the Customs and other branches of the service. 
He had a distinguished military career. He served in the Buffalo Volunteer Rifles during the 1877-8 Kaffir War, holding the rank of 
Captain. In 1879 he saw service as a captain of the Fingo Levies. At the special request of Lord Chelmsford, Ronnie MacLean was 
granted leave to proceed to Zululand to take command of the mounted troops under Chelmsford's immediate direction. He was present 
at the relief of Etshowe with Colonel Pearson's column. As a leader he was unequalled as he possessed the dash which always appeals 
to fighting men. 

In 1880 he served in the Tembuland rebellion as a Captain in the Buffalo Volunteer Rifles under Commandant Baron W. C. F. von 
Linsingen. He also served in the Basuto War and took part in the First South African War in 1881. 

The start of the Second South African War in 1899 saw him again in the field as a Captain in the Kaffrarian Rifles and he was soon 
promoted to Major, a title which he retained until his death. 

Soon after the end of the war he returned to the government service at Buffalo Harbour as Head of the Bantu Department. His 
knowledge of the Bantu, their ways and their language proved of the greatest service at the harbour and no man was more respected 
and better liked than Ronnie MacLean. He retired on pension early in 1909 and settled down to a quiet life on a farm at Cave Rock. 

The much beloved Major died on 6 May 1910, and was buried with full military honours in the cemetery on the east bank of the 
Buffalo River overlooking the sea in which he had so often risked his life to save the lives of others.' 

Indeed, in addition to his campaign awards, including the Cape of Good Hope Medal with 3 clasps, Maclean was awarded the Albert 
Medal, in gold, and the Royal Humane Society's Medal, in bronze; sold with copied articles and obituaries, among them a feature from 
the Personality, June 1968, entitled 'Major Ronald Maclean - Hero', which includes portrait photographs.

1507 Private Michael Sheehan, 66th Regiment, was present at the battle of 
Maiwand, 27 July 1880 and was a member of the smooth-bore battery. As the 
battle progressed, the British line resembled a horseshoe, with the two-gun 
smooth-bore battery positioned on the left flank. In the early afternoon the 
smooth-bore guns ran out of ammunition and were allowed to retire. Their 
withdrawal fatally undermined the moral of two company's of jabobs's Rifles 
holding the position on the left and, strongly attacked by the Afghans, the two 
companies fled exposing the British position with catastrophic consequences. 

After the battle Sheehan continued to serve in the Field Reserve of the 1 st Brigade 
under Colonel Daubeny at Kandahar. After the battle of Kandahar, 1 September 
1880, Private Sheehan found Ayub Khan's drill book in the Afghan camp. The 
drill book with an inscription referring to Sheehan's 'find' on the inside front page 
is held by the Regimental Museum.

Whilst in charge of the magazine, he was responsible for the care of ammunition from the 
gunboats of the Yangtse flotilla when they had been refitting at Shanghai. Cunningham held this post until September 1930 when he 
was invalided out of the service due to dynamite poisoning - caused by protracted contact with this and other explosives. During the 
State of Emergency in 1932 he served with the emergency postal services in Shanghai as well as the Transport Section of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps.

Desmond Walker was Paymaster to the East African Rifles and subsequently, the 
3rd Battalion King's African Rifles on two punitive expeditions against 
troublesome African tribes. His first campaign was against the Ogaden Somalis in 
1900-01 and involved extensive close order fighting in tall elephant grass. The 
second, against the Nandi in 1905-06 was a tedious affair that took eight months 
to complete. Waller, although a civilian, served in the field with the troops in 
both expeditions and suffered severely from heat stroke while in Jubaland in July 
1901. He was promoted Director of Transport & Principal Immigration Officer in 
December 1911. In this latter position he was responsible for facilitating the 
immigration of Indian workers to sustain the agricultural development of British 
East Africa. He retired on a pension in 1916. He obtained a commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Chinese Labour Corps in 191 7.

Serving overseas, he was 
wounded at the 2nd Battle of Ypres, April 1915; wounded again in July 191 6 while in the Ypres salient; was gassed on 1 7 August 191 7 
and was wounded once more on 8 August 1918 during the successful Canadian advance at the Battle of Amiens.

The following extract has been taken from The Victoria Cross at Sea, by John Winton: 

The battle in the Heligoland Bight of November 191 7 was the last 'big-ship' engagement of the First World War. It might have led to a 
major action, but in fact it was not much more than a skirmish, between British light battlecruisers and cruisers, under Admiral Napier, 
covered by battleships, and German cruisers under Admiral von Reuter, covered by the battleships Kaiser and Kaiserin. By November 
191 7 the most important task of the German Navy was to keep submarine bases free of mines. German minesweepers, with heavy ship 
support, were operating over 100 miles from their bases. Knowing this, Beatty despatched Napier's force into the Bight in the hope of 
action. 

The German minesweepers were first sighted at 7.30 am on 17th November. Von Reuter immediately turned away under smoke. Due 
to misunderstandings about the positions of German minefields, von Reuter was not followed as closely as he might have been. In the 
action that followed, the light cruisers Calypso and Caledon were straddled and hit by salvoes from Kaiser and Kaiserin, while the 
battlecruiser Repulse hit von Reuter's flagship Konigsberg. The Germans also lost the torpedo boat Kedingen. 

It was a disappointing action for the British (and it contributed to jellicoe's resignation) but it was redeemed by an act of outstanding 
gallantry in Caledon. One of her guns was hit and almost the whole crew became casualties. The rammer. Ordinary Seaman Carless, 
was mortally wounded in the stomach. In spite of his wound. Carless carried on serving his gun and helping to clear away the 
casualties. He collapsed once, but got up again. He cheered on the new guns' crew who arrived to take the place of the casualties, but 
then fell again and died. In the words of his V.C. citation, 'He not only set a very inspiring and memorable example but he also, while 
mortally wounded, continued to do effective work against the King's enemies.' 

The citation appeared in the London Gazette of 17th May 1918, and the Cross was presented to Carless's parents by King George V at 
Buckingham Palace on 22nd June 1918. 

John Henry Carless was born on 11th November 1896, at Renwick Terrace, Frederick Street, Walsall, Staffordshire, the son of John 
Thomas Carless, a journeyman brass caster, and Elizabeth (nee Smith). He went to St Mary's the Mount Roman Catholic School, 
Walsall, and joined the Navy on 1 st September 1915 (Official No. j. 43703). He did not marry. 

In 1920 a bronze bust of Carless, executed by R. j. Emerson of Wolverhampton and mounted upon a base of Portland stone, was 
unveiled outside Walsall Free Library. Every year on Armistice Day, which was also Carless's birthday, a service of remembrance was 
held at the memorial.' 

His Victoria Cross was bequeathed to the people of Walsall in 1986; the whereabouts of his British War and Victory Medals is 
unknown.

Reginald Hanhart Watts was born in Newcastle-upon-Tyne on 21 June 1896 and was commissioned into the R.M.L.I. on 29 August 
1914, being promoted to Lieutenant in March 1915 and to Captain in August 1918. Lieutenant Watts was wounded in action in the 
Dardanelles, 1 May 1915, having suffered a bullet wound to the right humerus. He was found to be fit for active service once more in 
September the same year. 

He later served in North Russia, as 2i/c. of the Chatham ''B" Company, 6th Royal Marine Battalion. The 6th Battalion was originally 
formed for ceremonial duties in Schleswig-Holstein and included young recruits and men who had been returned from German P.O.W. 
camps. The latter, not having opportunity to return home after the Armistice, were not especially pleased to be going to fight the 
Bolsheviks. They were posted to the Lake Onega region. On 8 September 1919 two companies refused duty; 90 men were tried and 
found guilty of mutiny by a court martial, of which 13 men were sentenced to death and others sentenced up to five years 
imprisonment. None of the death sentences were carried out. The 90 mutineers were shipped to Bodmin Prison where they continued 
their resistance to authority. This resistance paid off, in that the 13 sentenced to death had their sentences commuted to 5 years 
imprisonment, but 12 were released after just one year, the other after two years. Twenty men, originally given 5 years were released 
after six months; 51 men sentenced to two years were released within six months. In recognition of the fact that their officers had acted 
contrary to Army instructions in employing young and inexperienced lads at the front, the remainder of those arrested were either 
released or had their sentences commuted to 6 months. Eollowing the announcement, on 22 December 1919 re. nineteen of these acts 
of clemency, the Eirst Lord of the Admiralty told the Commons that 'bad leadership' was a factor behind the mutiny. He further hinted 
at possible disciplinary measures being taken against several officers. 

One such officer found at fault was Captain Watts. Eollowing the wounding of Major Barnby, 8 September 1919, command of "B" 
Company, 6th R.M. Battalion devolved upon Captain Watts. Watts, appearing to suffer a mental and physical collapse, ordered his men 
to retire from their position. He was later found, half carried, half pushed by his men, dazed and incoherent, stating that all was lost. 
Unsurprisingly this rattled many of the men and caused many to withdraw without orders. In the subsequent court martial. Captain 
Watts was acquitted on a charge of 'Cowardice' but convicted on a charge of 'using words calculated to create alarm and 
despondency'. He was ordered to be dismissed from the service but in the event was 'permitted to resign his commission at his own 
request' on 7 Eebruary 1920. (Ref. Mutiny in Murmansk, 'The Hidden Shame', Royal Marines Historical Society, Special Publication 
No. 21). 

On 28 October 1920 he joined the Auxiliary Division of the Royal Irish Constabulary - the 'Black and Tans', with the service number 
'891'. Posted to 'M' Company. It is noted that he was fined £15.15.0. by his company commander. He resigned at his own request in 
April 1921. In 1934 he was apprehended by the civil powers for theft - the charges were proved but he was discharged.

1916 - the first day of the battle of the Somme. Having no known grave his name is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial. 

Sergeant Herbert Booth, 20th Battalion West Yorkshire Regiment received his commission on 25 October 1916. As a 2nd Lieutenant in 
the 12th Battalion West Yorkshire Regiment, he died of wounds on 3 May 1917. He was buried in the Faubourg d'Amiens Cemetery, 
Arras. 

The two brothers were the sons of Mrs H. Booth, of 41 Shipley Fields Road, Frizinghall, near Bradford, West Yorkshire. They are 
believed to be the grandsons of Colour Sergeant Anthony Clarke Booth, 80th Regiment, who won the Victoria Cross at the Intombi 
River, 12 March 1879.

Clement Pilose was born in 1853 and was educated at the Carmelite Monastery, Clondalkin and Carlow College. He entered the 
Gwalior State Service in 1872 and was advanced to Captain in 1880 and to Major in 1886. He subsequently served as Assistant 
Inspector-General - and Inspector-General - of the Gwalior Police 1893-97 and as an A.D.C. to the Maharajah of Scindia 1899-1901. 
He was awarded the M.V.O. on the occasion of the Prince of Wales's visit to India in 1905-06, by which time he was serving as 
Military Secretary to the Maharajah of Gwalior. Pilose, who was also appointed a Knight of the Vatican's Order of St. Gregory, died in 
October 1938. 

The association of the Pilose family with Gwalior goes back to the eighteenth century, when Michael Pilose went out to India and 
entered the service of the native chief. Thereafter, it has been said, the Maharajahs of Gwalior always had a Pilose as right-hand man in

William Barron was born in at Nairn, Inveness in June 1883 and entered the Royal Naval Reserve in December 1907. 

Mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was embarked in S.S. Malwa for the Far East where, on 17 October 1914, 
he joined the ship's company of the battleship Triumph. He was consequently present in operations off north China, the Triumph 
forming part of an Anglo-Japanese Squadron. In early 1915, the Triumph was assigned to the Eastern Mediterranean and took part in 
several attacks on the Turkish forts in the Dardanelles in February-March, in addition to destroying the stranded submarine E-15, which 
had run aground off Kephez and been captured by the Turks. Triumph next provided artillery support for the landing of the Australians 
and New Zealanders at Anzac Cove on 25 April 1915. 

At midday on 25 May, Triumph was torpedoed by U-21 (Commander Otto Hersing). Hersing saw the old battleship near Gaba Tepe 
with a ring of destroyers circling round her, waited for his chance, and fired. The torpedo passed easily through the Triumph's nets and 
the ship at once took a heavy list. For eight minutes, while the destroyers came rushing in to the rescue, she remained at an angle of 
forty-five degrees, spilling her crew into the sea. Then she capsized and floated for a time with her green bottom upwards in the 
sunlight. The crews on the neighbouring ships stood to attention as she made her last plunge to the bottom through clouds of smoke 
and steam, taking with her 71 of her ship's company. All this took place in full view of the two opposing armies on the shore, and 
while the Anzac soldiers watched in dismay a cheer came up from the Turkish trenches. 

Barron was among the survivors and in early September 1915 he was drafted to the Andes, an armed merchant cruiser, in home waters. 
On the morning of 29 February 1916 Ancles and her consort, Alcantara, were patrolling to the north-east of the Shetland Islands, 
exercising particular vigilance as there was intelligence that a raider was about to run the blockade. Andes sighted a suspicious vessel 
and signalled a warning to Alcantara, which intercepted the ship. Alcantara was about to send a boat to board the suspicious ship 
when the latter ran up German colours, removed screens which concealed her guns, and opened fire. An intense close-range duel 
followed, in which both ships were sunk. Andes joined in at the later stages of the battle and rescued the survivors of the two ships. The 
German vessel was the armed merchant cruiser Greif, which had just sailed from Kiel bound for the Atlantic on a raiding voyage. 
Andes returned to the Mersey with one officer and 110 men from the Greif. 

In July 1917, Barron came ashore to an appointment in Victory at Portsmouth and then at the gunnery establishment Excellent but he 
returned to sea with an appointment in the hospital ship Warilda in the summer of 1918. 
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On 3 August 1918 Warilda was on passage from Le Havre, France, to Southampton, escorted by two patrol boats. In addition to her 
crew of 11 7 she was carrying 70 medical staff and 614 wounded and sick. At about 1.30 in the morning she was torpedoed by U-49. 
Hit between the engineroom and No. 4 hold, the explosion not only killed the engineers and staff below, but also resulted in the loss of 
101 patients lying in an improvised ward in this hold. The ship sank by the stern, touched the bottom, and capsized. Altogether, 113 
patients, one nurse, two other medical staff and seven of the crew perished. For the second time, Barron had to swim for his life. 

Barron was again posted to Victory and Excellent, then drafted back to President III and continued to serve on Defensively Equipped 
Merchant Ships until the end of the war. He was demobilized on 21 February 1919 but remained on the strength of the R.N.R. until 
December 1932. He was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in August 1924; sold with copied research, an old picture postcard of the 
Warilda.

Sea Gallantry Medal, E.VII.R., small, 2nd issue, bronze (James Reah Lascelles, "Elswick Hall", 12th September 1910); 
British War and Mercantile Marine War Medals 1914-18 (James R. Lascelles), the first with edge bruise, otherwise better

James Reah Lascelles, who was born in South Shields in 1878, entered the Mercantile Marine as an Apprentice with William Runciman 
of Newport in May 1898. Taking his 1st Mate's ticket in 1901, he was serving as Chief Officer of the S.S. Elswick Hall on the occasion 
of winning his Sea Gallantry Medal, in bronze. The Board of Trade records state: 

'On 12 September 1910, the Elswick Ha//stranded on Stanislav Bank in the estuary of the River Dniper, and anchors were run out in an 
attempt to get her off. One of the vessel's lifeboats, in the charge of the Chief Officer, Mr. Lascelles, and manned by six men, whilst 
attempting to shift anchor, was struck by a heavy sea and capsized. Mr. Lascelles and four of the men succeeded in getting on the 
upturned boat, but the other two men, unable to swim, did not reach the boat and were in danger of being drowned. Seeing their peril, 
Mr. Lascelles and a seaman named May at once dived off the boat and succeeded in rescuing them. There was a heavy sea running at 
the time and the rescuers incurred considerable risk.' 

Lascelles, who received his S.G.M. from the King at Buckingham Palace on 2 May 1911, served in the Mercantile Marine throughout 
the Great War, initially as 1st Mate of the Linkmoor, which ship was sunk by gunfire from the U-35 50 miles west from Cape Matapan 
on 20 September 1915 - there were no casualties. 

Lascelles' final wartime appointment was as Master of the William Balls, from November 1915, and he was still in service when 
knocked down and killed by a car at Ghent in May 1928; sold with a file of research.

Joseph Shapter was born in Plymouth on 27 August 1859. A Farm Servant by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd 
Class on 16 December 1872 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in December 1873. Serving on H.M.S. Challenger, he was promoted 
to Ordinary Seaman in 1875 and Able Seaman in May 1876. Serving on H.M.S. Achilles, he was promoted to Leading Seaman in 
January 1878; derated to Able Seaman in January 1879; promoted once more to Leading Seaman in January 1879 and was advanced to 
Petty Officer 2nd Class in April 1880. Shapter was promoted to Petty Officer 1st Class in November 1880 when on H.M.S. Royal 
Adelaide and was appointed Captain's Coxswain in August 1881 when on H.M.S. Belleisle. Rated Petty Officer 1st Class in December 
1885 when on H.M.S. Royal Adelaide once more. He attained the rate of Chief Petty Officer in October 1887 when again on H.M.S. 
Royal Adelaide but was derated to Leading Seaman in October 1892 on H.M.S. Shannon . He managed to regain his rank of Petty 
Officer 2nd Class in April 1893 and Petty Officer 1st Class in December 1894 before being pensioned in August 1895. Shapter joined 
the R.F.R. in March 1903 and was discharged due to his age in August 1907. 

Despite his patchy service record and marked lack of a L.S. & G.C. Medal, Shapter was a brave man and was responsible for three 
rescues: 

At 4 pm on 1 February 1877, at Rock Ferry in the Mersey Estuary, Ordinary Seaman C. J. Crocker of the Achilles fell out of the ship's 
boat when it capsized and was seen to be in some difficulties in the icy waters. Shapter jumped overboard and supported him until a 
rescue boat arrived. For this rescue Shapter was awarded the R.H.S. Bronze Medal (Case no. 20082). 

Shapter was Captain's Coxswain when at 7 pm on 30 March 1882, on the Gallenas River, West Africa, he rescued several persons 
when their boat capsized about half a mile from a beach on which heavy surf was breaking. The people in the water were in danger of 
being taken out to sea where there were many sharks. Shapter assisted and supported all those that required help by swimming out to 
them with oars or anything he could find that floated, keeping them afloat for upwards of an hour until they were picked up by a boat. 
For this he was awarded the bar to his bronze medal (Case no. 21 729). 

At 11 am on 26 October 1886, H.M. Brig Nautilus was at sea off Plymouth when a Boy named John Whitmore fell from the hammock 
nettings into the sea. Captain of the Fore Top Shapter, without removing his clothes, jumped in after him and assisted in supporting him 
until a boat arrived. There was a heavy sea on at the time, with half a gale blowing making conditions difficult. For his bravery he was 
awarded the R.H.S. Silver Medal (Case no. 23350).

Royal Humane Society, small bronze medal (successful) (Anthony 

Gerrighty, Private R.M.L.I. 28 July 1878) with bronze buckle on ribbon, 
edge bruise, very fine £ 180-220 

Private Anthony Gerrighty, R.M.L.I. was awarded both the Albert Medal 2nd 
Class for Saving Life at Sea and the Royal Humane Society's Bronze Medal for 
saving life. 

His citation reads: 'On the night of the 27th July last, at 10p.m., a lunatic named 
Field, on his passage home in the transport ship Baron Colonsay, of Greenock, 
broke away from the sentry in the sick berth and climbed to the foretop-gallant 
yard. Men were sent aloft to try and prevent his falling, but on their approach, he 
struck one of them on the head. After remaining aloft all night calling "murder", 
etc., he came down about 5 a.m. on the 28th. The sentries placed to watch him 
tried to secure him but he jumped overboard. Gerrighty instantly jumped after 
him and though struck at with a knife, which Field had in his hand, succeeded in 
rescuing him. This occurrence took place in latitude 36 deg. 26 min. N., 
longitude 2 deg. 52 min. W., the ship going eight knots and a fresh breeze 
blowing.' 

It is recorded in The Globe and Laurel, of March 1919 that Gerrighty presented 
his Albert Medal and Royal Humane Society Medal to the Officers of his old 
division. The R.H.S. Medal held by R.M. Museum has a small 'R' alongside the 
naming on the rim, suggesting it is an official replacement and that the medal 
above is an original. 

With copied research relating to his life saving exploits; together with a number of copied R.M. service papers - showing that he had 
been entered into the defaulter's book many times - he clearly liked a drink! He was also imprisoned for desertion two years before his 
act of gallantry. When he deserted from the R.M.L.I. he appears to have joined the 1 7th Lancers.

As it could be seen that the crew of the vessel were in imminent 
danger of losing their lives, steps were immediately taken to render assistance. Volunteers were called and all the men available at the 
time readily answered the call. 

At 6.15 am, the "Leviathan's" motor boat was successfully lowered and proceeded towards the yacht. Its attempts proved unsuccessful, 
and at 6.35 am the gig-boat was lowered and taken in tow by the motor boat. After some very anxious moments the gig-boat eventually 
reached the yacht and took the crew on board.'

Captain The Honourable Francis Maude, R.N. (1798-1886) was the fifth son of the 1st Viscount Hawarden. He entered the Royal Navy 
as a Cadet in 1811 and was promoted to Lieutenant in 1820; Commander in 1827 and retired as a Captain in 1856. 

When the Shipwrecked Fishermen & Mariners' Benevolent Society was established following an appeal by Admiral Sir George 
Cockburn in 1839, Maude was appointed its first Chairman. It was a position he held until his death in 1886. In 1877 he was the sole 
survivor of the original 1839 committee and it would appear that in recognition of his great services to the Society, he was awarded an 
honorary gold medal.

Throughout yesterday a scene of excitement prevailed in the vicinity of Lowestoft Harbour. A tremendous East wind had blown on 
Monday night and the seas were very heavy and choppy, showing unbroken foam as far as the eye could reach. In the morning several 
vessels were in difficulty. A barque seen, appeared beyond control. At 8 o'clock she was seen to strike Holm Sand and the lifeboat 
crew with [Bob] Hook as coxswain quickly mustered. The boat [the Samuel Plimsoll] was in the harbour, and 32 brave beachmen 
manifested their anxiety to go by jumping into her. That number was too great and seven unwillingly got out. That left 25, being 6 
more than the usual compliment. The two large harbour steam tugs were out in the roads, and the small tug in the harbour was not 
adapted for towing the lifeboat. Captain Massingham, Harbour Master, was the right man in the right place at the right time, and equal 
to the emergency - sent out the small tug with orders to the Despatch to return immediately. This she did and took out the lifeboat, and 
their movements were watched closely by hundreds of onlookers. The lifeboat was seen to take the crew off the barque and return 
towards the harbour, and when she came inside the piers, lusty cheers poured forth. The vessel was the Berthon, of Norway, 296 tons, 
timber for Sheerness, and a crew of eight. The crew were taken off about 3 hours after she struck and about one and a half hours after 
the lifeboat left the harbour. She went to pieces 15 minutes after the crew had been taken off. ...' {Eastern Daily Press, 15 November 
1882). 

On 22 November 1882, the Rev. T. A. Nash, Rector of Lowestoft, chaired a meeting, attended by the lifeboat crew, Captain Porter, 
master of the Despatch and Captain Massingham, Harbour Master. The Rev. Nash spoke of the bravery of the lifeboat crew and said 
that some recognition of it was called for. Donations had been given and collections made in respect of the rescue and with the funds 
raised medals were produced and issued to Captains Porter and Massingham and to Coxswain Bob Hook and the crew of the lifeboat. 
3. Kittle' is listed as one of the lifeboat crew. 

With the booklet The Story of Lowestoft Lifeboats, part 2: 1877-1924, by Mitchley, Jones & Keith - this containing an account of the 
rescue, and photographs of Coxswain Hook, the Samuel Plimsoll and the above medal. With additional typescripts bearing extracts 
from the Eastern Daily Press and other newspapers re the rescue and awards and two copied photographs.

William R. Rule enlisted in January 1942, listing his profession as 'Attorney' and graduated from O.C.S. After the war he was involved 
in the recovery of plundered art and cultural treasures from the formerly occupied countries. As a Lieutenant he was in a New York 
hospital suffering with concussion, April 1945. Served as the State of Hesse Assets Control Chief. A Stars and Stripes article (not with 
lot) related his service as a judge in Aachen, in the British Occupied Sector, dealing with cases involving former Nazis. As an Air Force 
Major, Rule was general counsel to the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Rule was awarded the Air Force Commendation Medal in January 1955 for developing a forensic course and a 
space law abstracting programme. Lieutenant-Colonel Rule retired due to physical disability in February 1966 and died in September 
1967 and was buried in the Sam Houston National Cemetery, San Antonio, Texas.

Montagu Grant Wilkinson was born in 1857 and educated at Harrow and the Royal Military College. He was commissioned into the 
2nd Battalion 25th Regiment in 1878. 

During 1884-85 he took part in the Nile Expedition serving on the Staff as Transport Officer. In 1888 as Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion, 
King's Own Scottish Borderers, he served in the Suakin Field Force, seeing action at Gemaizah. For his services there he was 
mentioned in despatches {London Gazette 11 January 1889). 

During the Second Boer War he served on General Kelly-Kenny's Staff as Assistant Provost Marshal, 6th Division in the Orange Free 
State, February-May 1900, seeing service at the relief of Kimberley, battle of Paardeberg, and the actions at Poplar Grove and 
Driefontein. He then commanded the 1st Battalion K.O.S.B. in Transvaal, April-May 1902. After the war he was placed on Half Pay 
and was Commandant of the School of Musketry in South Africa, after which he was Commandant of the Queen Victoria School, 
Dunblane, 1908-14. 

On the outbreak of war he returned to the Colours and commanded the 44th (Highland) Infantry Brigade, 15th Division in France and 
Flanders, 20 March 1915-21 April 1916, which included service at the battle of Loos and he was again mentioned in despatches 
{London Gazettes 1 January 1916; 15 June 1916, refer). Created a C.B. in 1916 and C.M.G. in 1919. 

In 1919 he was appointed a Gentleman Usher to King George V, a post which he held until 1927, when he was appointed an Extra 
Gentleman Usher, a post he held until the King's death in 1936. He was then appointed Extra Gentleman Usher to King Edward VIII 
until that monarch abdicated, after which he was appointed to that same position with King George VI. Brigadier-General Wilkinson 
died at Bracknell, Berkshire on 28 November 1943.

John Frederick Boyce Combe was born in 1895. He joined the 11th Hussars from the Royal Military College in 1914. Promoted to 
Lieutenant in 1915; Captain 1921; Major 1931 and Lieutenant-Colonel in 1938. Was wounded twice in the Great War - at Potijze, 11 
May 1915 and again at Vadencourt, 19 February 1918. 

In the Second World War he served in North Africa in command of the 11th Hussars who acted as reconnaissance troops for the 
Western Desert Force and later the 7th Armoured Division. Awarded the D.S.O. and Bar in 1941 for his service in that theatre of war. 
He was promoted Brigadier-General in 1941 but misfortune struck when he was taken prisoner German forward troops, together along 
with Generals O'Connor and Neame. Combe was held in Italy for nearly three years, finally escaping soon after the Allied landings in 
Italy. In under a year he was again in Italy commanding the 2nd Armoured Brigade and in 1946/47 commanded the 78th and 46th 
Divisions. Awarded the C.B. in 1947. Before retiring in 1947 he was Deputy Commander of the British Forces in Austria. He died on 12 
July 1967.

William George Astell Ramsay-Fairfax was born in 1876, the second son of Colonel Sir William Ramsay-Fairfax, 2nd Bt., of Maxton, 
Roxburghshire. He was educated at Cordwalles, Maidenhead; The Limes, Greenwich; and H.M.S. Britannia. 

Commissioned a Lieutenant in the Royal Navy, he resigned in 1901 and joined the 30th Regiment Imperial Yeomanry in 1902 and 
served in South Africa with the rank of Captain. He took part in Sir William Northrup McMillan's Expedition for the exploration of the 
Blue Nile, 1903 and served with the Abyssinian Army co-operating with the British Somaliland Field Force, 1902-04. On 27 April 
1904, as a Lieutenant, R.N., aboard H.M.S. Mohawk, he effected a rescue: 'S. Turner, who had been confined as a lunatic, slipped from 
his keeper and threw himself overboard from H.M.S. Mohawk in the Gulf of Aden. Ramsay-Fairfax jumped from the ship and kept him 
afloat till they were picked up. The locality abounds with sharks.' For his services he was awarded the R.H.S. Bronze Medal (Case no. 
33240). 

During the Great War he served at sea with the Royal Naval Division in Gallipoli and France and with the Tank Corps. For his services 
he was promoted to Temporary Brigadier-General, was four times mentioned in despatches and was awarded the D.S.O. in 1916 and 
C.M.G. in 1919. He died on 20 November 1946.

Goody ... manned the stern gun. As we approached the Zeppelin we dived for her tail at about 100 knots. Her number L.43 was 
observed on the tail and bow, also Maltese Cross in black circle. Midship gun opened fire with tracer ammunition and when about 100 
feet above Sub Lieut. Dickie opened fire with Brock and Pomeroy ammunition as the machine passed diagonally over the tail from 
starboard to port. After two bursts the Zeppelin burst into flames. Cutting off engines we turned sharply to starboard and passed over 
her again; she was by this time completely enveloped in flames and falling very fast. Three men were observed to fall out of her on the 
way down...' (Flight Sub Lieutenant Hobb's account of the downing of Zeppelin L.43). Dickey's bars to his D.S.C. were for attacks on 
enemy submarines. From his log book, a bombing attack of 3rd September 1917 resulted in a 'submarine believed to have been 
destroyed'; that of 13th September 1917, 'bomb hit submarine beside conning tower on port side and exploded. Submarine 
commenced to sink ..' and an attack on 28th September 1917, '.. we sighted a hostile submarine ... we attacked this and dropped one 
2301b bomb which got a direct hit on the tail' Additionally on 30th April 1918 his log book notes, 'Sighted enemy aircraft. Gave chase 
and shot one out of five down in flames'. Dickey was forced down in Dutch waters and interned on 5th June 1918.

Henry Knightley Burne was born in 1825. He entered Addiscombe Military Academy as a Cadet in 1843 and was subsequently 
appointed a Lieutenant in the 2nd Bengal Native Infantry and saw action in the First Sikh War. During the Burmese campaign he served 
as Military Secretary to General Goodwin and was mentioned in despatches on several occasions. He was appointed Military Secretary 
to the Governor of India in 1853 with the rank of Major. 

It was in this latter capacity, while serving as Military Secretary to the Earl of Mayo, Viceroy of India, in 1872, that Burne had the 
misfortune to become embroiled in the assassination of the Earl during his visit to the convict settlement at Port Blair in the Andaman 
Islands - the Viceroy was stabbed in the back by Sher Ali Afridi, one of the convicts. Indeed Burne had to submit an official report, in 
which he defended the security arrangements that had been out in place: 

'Major-General Stewart explained to me that he had taken every proper precaution; that he had caused guards to be posted at each 
locality, as well as an armed body of Police and Chuprassis to accompany the Viceroy. The Viceroy was quite satisfied at what had 
been done, and I myself felt every confidence in General Stewart's arrangements for his safety, making no addition to them beyond 
warning the Staff present to keep their eyes open during the day, and as a matter of precaution to keep near the Viceroy in order to 
obviate any chance of possible danger to him ... ' 

Burne retired in the rank of Major-General, with a C.B. He died in Brighton in 1901; sold with copied research; Burne's full-size 
awards, and these miniatures, were sold at Bosley's, 2 May 2011.

In the attack by the 2nd Black Watch at Mauquissart on 25 September 1915, the pipers took a prominent part, playing their companies 
up to and through the German first and second lines. After three lines had been captured the order to attack the fourth was given. Piper 
David Simpson at once dashed forward playing, followed by his company; he was killed just as they reached the objective. His bravery 
earned him the title, for long after, of "The Piper of Loos." He was recommended for the Victoria Cross. Further on, Piper Alexander 
Macdonald alternately played from one trench to the next and assisted in bombing the enemy out of their dugouts. In the third trench 
he marched, playing "Macgregor's Gathering," down the trench at the head of the bombers, and then climbed onto the parapet and 
continued playing. He was ultimately wounded and lost his leg. For his gallantry he was given the D.C.M., but did not long survive to 
enjoy the honour as he died soon after his discharge. At the same time Piper R. Johnstone went on playing until he fell gassed. As 
pipers fell out wounded, others took their place and the battalion was played continuously into and through the action. It appears to be 
a tradition among the pipers of this battalion that they were always to play whenever an opportunity occurred. Pipers David Armit and 
J. Galloway played right up to and through the German support trenches. 

The regimental history records that 'Piper Armitt (sic), after playing his platoon into battle, assisted the bombing parties to drive the 
enemy back.'

Admiral Richard Evelyn Byrd, United States Navy, was one of America's most distinguished pioneers of long distance flight and polar 
exploration. 

Having completed the first flight over the North Pole in May 1926, for which he received the Congressional Medal of Honour, Byrd 
determined to make the first non-stop crossing of the Atlantic ocean from west to east. With two companions, Byrd took off from New 
York in the Eokker trimotor "America" on 29 June, 1927 and, after 42 hours in the air, reached the coast of France and crash landed at 
Ver-sur-Mer in Brittany. Byrd and his two companions were given a hero's welcome in New York with an official reception by the 
Mayor who presented Byrd with the Medal of Valour. In recognition of his outstanding achievements Byrd received a great number of 
official and Society awards.

Henry William St. Pierre Bunbury was born at Brompton, London in September 1812 and was originally appointed an Ensign in the 
43rd Foot in June 1830. Prior to his part in the Crimea War, he served as A.D.C. to Sir Charles Napier in the expedition through the 
Kohat Pass in 1850. A Major in the 23rd Foot at the commencement of the Eastern Campaign, he was present at the battle of Inkermann 
and the siege of Sebastopol (Medal & 2 clasps), and gained the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel for distinguished service in the Field in 
December 1854; so, too, the C.B., Legion of Honour and Turkish Medjidie and Medal. Placed on the Retired List in July 1858, he died 
at Marchfield House, Bracknell in September 1875.

IN July 1855: 

The first dated 'On board H.M. Steamship of War "Sidon", 20th April 1855, Balaklava Harbour', ink, three sides on a 
single sheet of folded pale blue paper, the fourth side used as an address panel to 'Mrs. Gore, Goremount, denary.

'Long before we sighted the Crimea the cannonade was perfectly audible and of course caused great excitement; at last 
we could see smoke from the guns on the horizon and at length the far famed Sebastopol with its enormous batteries 
and could trace the whole length of the entrenchments by the volumes of smoke from the cannon ... ' 

The second dated 'Camp before Sebastopol, 10th September 1855', ink, three sides on a single sheet of folded pale blue 
paper, the fourth side used as an address panel to 'Mrs. Gore, Goremount, denary. County Antrim, Ireland', with three 
prepaid Id. stamps, cancelled by a London Inland Branch, and flanking British Army Post Office stamps in blue, a 
London transit stamp and Dublin and Lurgan stamps, and traces of red seal, the author commenting upon the fall of 
Sebastopol and his lucky escapes: 

'I have much reason to be thankful to Providence for having escaped without a scratch. Out of our nine Officers of our 
Battery that went into action four were wounded more or less severely, one dangerously, having lost his leg high up the 
thigh. I certainly never was in so heavy a fire before in my life, the cannon shot, shell, grape, etc., were flying about 
among us as thick as hail and making a gap in the ranks; I had two very narrow escapes that I know of, a grape shot 
struck me on the cloak which fortunately I had rolled tight and slung over my left shoulder ... the shot bounded off 
giving me, of course, a pretty smart shock from the force of it [and] has damaged my watch for it stopped short and the 
covers won't stay shut any more; a cannon shot also plunged into the ground certainly no more than three inches from 
my leg and almost knocked me over... ' 

The third dated 'Encampment - Sebastopol, 20th September 1855', ink, three sides on a single sheet of folded pale blue 
paper, the fourth with further text flanking the address panel to 'Mrs. Gore, Goremount, denary. County Antrim, 
Ireland', with three prepaid Id. stamps, cancelled by a London Inland Branch, and flanking British Army Post Office 
stamps in black, and transit stamps for Dublin and Lurgan, the author commenting upon his appearance - '[I'm] the 
colour of new mahogany from exposure to the sun' - and describing some 'trophies' taken from the ruins of Sebastopol: 

'They consist of a Russian Grenadier's musquet complete with bayonet, etc., a Russian sword, and a Russian drum 
inside which I packed a Russian helmet which being too high to go inside the drum I had to screw off the brass 
ornament from the top of the helmet and push it inside ... also inside the drum are some odds and ends and a specimen 
of Russian bread ... '

John Pollock Gore was appointed an Ensign in the 1st regiment of Foot in February 1836 and served in the 2nd Battalion in Canada 
during the rebellion of 1837-38, including the storming and capture of St. Charles and St. Eustache, the ulterior operations on the 
Richelieu and adjacent country. Advanced to Lieutenant in December 1 839, he was with the right wing on board the transport Premier 
when it was wrecked in the Gulf of St. Lawrence in November 1843. Having then been advanced to captain, he landed with his 
battalion in the Crimea in April 1855 and was present at the siege and fall of Sebastopol, being wounded in the trenches on 6 July

'Do you know that the Queen is going to send out to all the Officers and soldiers who were in the great battles, a 
beautiful medal always to be worn on the breast and I shall have one of those and perhaps another if we take the fortress 
of Sebastopol ... I have seen some dreadful battles George, and I have seen a great many shocking things ... Do you 
remember Serjeant Breeze? At the great battle of Inkermann, a cannon ball killed the horse and man next to him, and 
the ball then struck Sergeant Breeze on the arm and carried it away and he has suffered greatly. Besides the numbers we 
had killed, and those we have lost by sickness, a great number of men lost their legs or arms - your friend poor 
Drummer Basset is dead, and Sergeant Field and very many more whom perhaps you remember... '

John William Gloag was born in Clonmell Barracks, Tipperary in January 1812, the son of the Quarter-Master of the 19th Hussars. 
Entering the Army as a Veterinary Surgeon in 1832, he served in the 10th Hussars until April 1846, when he transferred to the 11th 
Hussars; his son George, was born at Coventry in November 1849. 

Embarked for the Crimea in the rank of Staff Veterinary Surgeon, Gloag served with the 11th Hussars at Bulganak, the battles of Alma, 
Balaklava and Inkermann, at Tchernya and in the operations before Sebastopol (Medal & 4 clasps), and was awarded the 5th Class of 
the Erench Legion of Honour and 5th Class of the Turkish the Order of the Medjidie. Having then served as Principal Veterinary 
Surgeon to the Army in the East from April 1855 to June 1856, he transferred to the Land Transport Corps (Military Train) in Eebruary 
1857. 

Advanced to 1st Class Veterinary Surgeon in July 1859, Gloag was appointed Staff Veterinary Surgeon in Dublin and elected Vice- 
President of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. On being placed on the Retired List in July 1870, he was appointed Veterinary 
Surgeon to the Royal Irish Constabulary and he was similarly employed at the time of his death in Dublin in July 1886, aged 74 years.

Gordon Leslie Verran was born in Luton in March 1924 and entered the Royal Air Force in March 1943. Assessed for pilot training at 
Perth, Scotland, he was duly embarked for Canada in R.M.S. Queen Mary and returned to the U.K. in June 1944, after attending Flying 
Training Schools at Monckton, and Terrell, Texas. He was posted to No. 567 (A.A.C.) Squadron at Hornchurch in December 1944, he 
remained similarly employed until the War's end. He was awarded the Defence & War Medals. 

Having then served at A.H.Q. in Italy, he held a number of appointments in Austria, including time in No. 87 Squadron, this the period 
of the Berlin Airlift, in which his flying log book records the rescue of a child and several flights conveying senior officers and 
diplomats. 

In the early-to-mid 1950s he served as an instructor to the University of London Air Squadron, although he entered the jet age in 
Meteors on being detached to No. 209 A.F.S. at Weston Zoyland in the same period. Attached to the Ceylon Air Force in 1955-57, he 
returned to the U.K. to take up an appointment in Transport Command, followed by attendance of helicopter course at the Central 
Flying School in 1960. 

He was next appointed to the command of No. 22 Squadron at St. Mawgan, flying Whirlwind helicopters on air-sea rescue operations, 
a period in which the squadron - operating alongside its counterpart No. 228 - was called out on an almost daily basis. As reported in 
Flight in December 1961, 'Between 1 September 1960 and 30 September this year the Whirlwinds were called out 213 times - 
including 40 false alarms - and rescued 74 persons, of whom 60 were civilians. The Whirlwinds also carried out 62 casualty 
evacuations.' 

Verran appears to have been 'grounded' in the summer of 1962, when he attended the College of Air Warfare at Manby, prior to taking 
up an appointment at the Air Ministry.

Thomas Bowzer was born at Kirkby Thore, Westmorland, in 1 748, and was educated at Appleby Grammar School. 

Entering the Honourable East India Company's Army aged 24 years, he was present at the taking of Tanjore in 1 773, was for three years 
engaged in the capture of the forts in the north Sircars, and was present in the Guntur Sircar campaign in 1 779. 

In the following year he served as a Lieutenant in Sir Hector Munro's army and, sent to the assistance of Colonel Baillie's force, was 
taken prisoner by Hyder Ali in the disastrous action at Perambakham that September. Confined at Seringapatam for three years and 
eight months, and for most of that time in leg irons, he was finally released in 1784 - hence his subsequent account of those difficult 
times. Memoirs of the War in Asia 1 780-1 784, which was first published in 1 788. 

Back in India, following extended furlough, he was present at the storming of Dindigul in 1792, and was given command of a Sepoy 
Battalion by Cornwallis. Subsequently present at the reduction of Ceylon in 1 796, when he was present at the taking of forts Calpentein 
and Colombo, Bowzer afterwards served under Braithwaite at the siege of Pondicherry. And with memories of his earlier incarceration 
no doubt to the fore, he was present at the final storming and capture of Seringapatam in May 1 799. Having then taken command of a 
mixed force at Hyderabad, he joined Colonel Arthur Wellesley in operations against Doondia Waugh, prior to being embarked on 
furlough for England in 1803. 

Bowzer returned to India in 1820, took command of the Mysore Division and was temporarily C. in C. of the Madras Army in 1824-26. 
He was placed on the Retired List as a Major-General and K.C.B. in the latter year, and died in 1833.

Maj-Gen. Henry Robert Bowreman Foote, VC, CB, DSO, was born in India, 5th December 1904, son of Lt.-Col. H B Foote, RA, 
educated at Bedford School. 'Bob Foote' was commissioned into the Royal Tank Corps in 1925, a Captain by the outbreak of the 
second world war, an Acting Lt.-Col. by 1942, he served in the Western Desert and there he earned his VC, for his outstanding 
gallantry during the period May 27 to June 15, 1942, at Knightsbridge Escarpment, Libya, the official citation reading as follows "Lt. 
Colonel Foote was always at a crucial point at the right moment and over a period of days he gave an example of outstanding courage 
and leadership which it would be difficult to surpass. His name was a byword for bravery and leadership throughout the brigade." 

Foote was taken prisoner after breaking his leg falling into a wadi, he was incarcerated in Italy but escaped to Switzerland where he 
was interned, he had no idea that he had been awarded the Victoria Cross until he heard the news on the radio whilst still interned in 
Switzerland. After his release, Foote was posted to Allied Forces HQ in Italy. He was Brigadier, RAC, Middle East Land Eorces from 
1945 to 1947, and OC 2nd RTR from 1947 to 1948. He commanded 7th Armoured Brigade from 1949 to 1950 and 11th Armoured 
Division from 1950 to 1953. In addition to the VC he was awarded the DSO in 1942 and CB in 1952. He retired in 1958. He was 
featured as a subject of 'This is your life' on television. He died in 1993 aged 88.

Lieutenant Thomas Algernon Fitzgerald Foley, 1st. Battalion Norfolk Regiment, was born on 29th. December, 1889, at Egerton 
Gardens, London, SW. The only son of Vice-Admiral Francis John Foley he was educated at Eton and from there passed direct into the 
RMC Sandhurst in 1908, he distinguished himself both at Eton and Sandhurst, passing first in order of merit in the junior Trials at the 
latter and passing out sixth, was gazetted a 2nd. Lieutenant in the Norfolk Regiment in September 1909 and Lieutenant in October 
1911. 

August 1914 found his battalion stationed in Belfast, where they were mobilised and departed for the front on the 14th., landing at 
Havre and within a few days were in action at Dour, in Belgium, and beginning with the retreat from Mons, Lieutenant Eoley was in 
every action till he fell at Eestuberton 25th. October 1914. 

The following account of the circumstances was given by the Colonel and others. "He had just made a most gallant advance to the 
trenches with his men under a very heavy fire, and had reached there safely. He was in the very foremost of the British lines when he 
fell, and he died at the head of his men, driving back a most desperate attack by overwhelming numbers of the enemy, he was buried, 
like a soldier, where he fell. The actual place where he was laid to rest is close to the most advanced trenches, as our line in that part of 
the battlefield has not advanced a yard since the day when he fell, gallantly defending it." 

His grave could not be located after the war and he is now commemorated on the Le Touret Memorial. He was 24 years of age.

'total amount due' is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 'total amount due' 
within 3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify 
the seller and take the seller's instructions as to the appropriate course of 
action and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb's opinion is practicable, will assist 
the seller to recover the 'total amount due' from the buyer. If circumstances 


do not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller's expense to agree special terms for 
payment of the 'total amount due', to remove, store and insure the lot sold, to 
settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix Noonan 
Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as are 
necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary to 
rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
'total amount due' within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the 'sale proceeds' to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb's then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European Union, 
and 'expenses' incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the 'stated rates' calculated on the 'bought-in price' and in addition 
'expenses' in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as to 
such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance at 
the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse admission 
to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 


connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium. Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if the 
seller is resident in the European Union. 
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
